In ihe last number of " Rankinf's Half- Yearly Ab- 
Btract," the redder will find a aeries irf propoeitions from 
the pen of Dr. AdJison, Plij-sician lo Giiy's Hospital, 
LtAidon, purporting to point put numerouaerrorein diag- 
noflts, which those who practise auscultation and per- 
cnoaloa are liable to t^omlnit, if too excluaive reliance b€ 
placed on phyucal eigns. 

We do not deny, that the science of auscultation is im- 
perfect, but we do maintain, that without its assistance, 
we cannot have accuracy in diagnoda, and consequently 
Buccesa in the Ireotmeni of thoracic disea:4es. We have 
always innBted upon the necessity of comparing the 
genenl Bymptoms, the history of the case, and the mode 
of Buw»s«ion of the physical phenomena, v.ilh the signs 
arttwlly existing, as indispensable lo accuracy of diag- 
noaiB, and in this, we have bu followed the example of 
tin many distinguished vrriteis who have devoted atten- 
tion to 4hi8 eubject. 

Bat, in reading the aphorisms of Dr. Addison, one 
would suppose that auscultaiore invariably made a diag- 
noob from physical signa alont, and not from a compa- 
rieon and comlrination of these signa, with every other 
particular, capable of elucidating the nature of the 
■n^ady. Auscidutora do not malte a diagnosis be- 
cause they hear certain abnonnal sounds, but because 
ihey rtaaon on the pliysical changes which have pro- 
duced these sounds. If an observer be perfectly 
ignorant of the necessity of studying the modifica- 
lioDa and combinations of physical wgos ; the importance 
of comparing the sounds heard in diaessed parts, 
thoae produced in a healthy or leas diseased portion of 
the lung ; the value lo be attached to a particular sound 
occurring at a certain stage of the disease ; and, above 
^ if he be os ignorant of patholog)- as Dr. Addison 
Ukea it for granted that aoscultatore usually are, then, 
hut only then, ate the alleged errors he has pointed out 
likeiy to be made. 



In the obaervafiona *e are abotit to offer, we feel it 
our duty to expose the many fallacies put forward by 
Dr. A., and in doing so we shall follow him through each 
propoMlJon, and as briefiy as po^ble, reply to his alleged 
ibjections to physical diagnosis. We would, however, 
observe, in limine, tliat Dr. A. commences with objec- 
to the stethoscope, as irsuRcullatorsncveremploycd 
percussion ; and he then objects to percussion, as if 
those who practise it, never use the stethoscope. Hia 
object is but too apparent. He has proposed to himself 
the task of underrating the stethoscope, and, where the 
attempt can be made, he neglects not4he opportunity — 
seemingly not aware, that in his effiNlB, he displays re- 
markable ignorance of the actinl state of our knowledge 
aa regards phytical dtagnoeis. The Ihitfa of what we . 
now state, wc hope to be aUe, sdtisfiictorily to prove, and 
we at once proceed to our task. 

A few of Ihe propositions have been so glaringly ab- 
surd, that Dr. Ranking has himself pointed out their re- 
futation. We regret he did not criticise more closely 
the remaining onee; for doubtless, many an inexperi- 
enced pliy^cian has already been deceived by Dr. A.*8 
plausible sophistry.

It could hardly have occurred to any writer, except 
one whose object was to undervalue the stethoscope to 
urge such an objection, it is, in fact, tantamount to 
this, that an objection to the use of the stethoscope con- 
sists in the necemty ofUaming how to employ it ; for 
if this preliminary step be taken, the above objection 
falls to I be ground. 

2. Whiterer ksseni the frtedom, inobftity, at tlatlicily of 
iha riba, randera Ihe aound od prreaaainn niora dull. Hcoce it ia 
ihat in rickety prraona, where deformil; of ll>« cheat Ita lakan 
place anbaequent to birth, the lifni rarniafaod bj perooatinii sra 
often eitrcmely onaaliarnclorjr; and, indeed, under anch circum. 
itancea, fieilher pereuaaton, nor in many inataneea auacultalioo, 
can bo much relied upon. 

. Admitting Ihe truth of this proposition, the rarity of 
the cases to which it applies, weskens its value ; and, 
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besides, the same alleraiion of ibe cbeat aOects not only 
the phyMcsl ligns, but also the gmtral tymptoma of tho- 
racic diwtase ; for in such casea we have difficulty of 
breathing, cough, palpitationf, and congestion of the lips 
and extreinitieB, owing to the ambarrassment to the cir- 
culation through the heart and lungs reflultitig from the 
malformation.

The remarks upon the second proposition apply equally 
to this one. 



The answer to this is easily, given, by proposing 
questions — Is heaving of the ribs truly paihopiomonicof 
hypertrophy of the heart t Hare we not more unequi- 
vocal wgns of this lesion 1 If so, we can dispense with 
one of questionable value. 

Had Dr. Addison consulted a small woA on auscul- 
tation, written iy one o/'Auco/Zra^tu*, be would have 
found the following passage, showing the importance 
which auacultatora attach to mere impulse, as a sign of 
hypertrophy ;

of (ho ventricles very thick and strong indeed, the action of Ibe 
heart may be so hampered by the coniequence of otiatruclion 
the valves, and its coDtractions may be so impeded, and »oov< 
powered by fluid accumulated either within or wilhoul iu cm 
lies, u to be almost entirely meatered, and to be only ji 
enabled to flutter a 11 Itle, and thus to rid itself of its load. Sue 
indeed, is very commonly tlie condition of the organ in loi „ 
standing diseaie<, of the valves, and particularly in that of Ifae 
mitral valve, when the nervous energy of the individual is con- 
siderably reduced ; even though the muscular power of tbe heart, 
abslracledly considered, be much greater tban in beetth. 

'■Such is commonly the condilion of the impulee in tbe last 
days of the life of pereons affected with disease of the valve*, 
accompanied with hypertrophy. If they do not die BuddeDly,aa 
persons so afTecteJ frequently do, it may indeed be considered to be 
the natural terminatioD of such cases.

G. When, as tMually happen*, rickety dafcnnity of tlM ebart 
coniitta in lateral flattening of tbe ribi, with projection of tba 
sternuoi, the acticoi of the heart J* liahle to beat with aneh 
violenee, and over so diSiMwd a space, a* to lead tu the onfoBsded 
apprehension of organic diiean of (tie organ . 

True ; but in such cases the diagnosis can generally 
be made from the presence or absence of more unequi- 
vocal sgns of organic disease. Dr. A. seema to attach 
by far too much importance to increased action, as pa- 
thognomonic of organic cardiac diaease — a mistake ex- 
ceedingly genera), 

7 Tie dullnes* on percusBi<Hi, caused by pusbint up of th* 
diaphragm by an enlarged liver, or fluid in the perilononni, ia 
liable to be mbtaken for dullness eauaed by fluid in the pleoca. 

Such a mistake can only be made by an examiner who 
has paid but little attention to the progreas of our know- 
ledge on this subject. Tbe diagnosis between these alfec 
tions was cleaiiy pointed out by Dr. Stokes many years 
ago, and has been so lucidly exfdained by subsequent 
writers, that it is very unlikefy that, with ordinary caie, 
such a mistake can be made. In any case, the objection 
only applies to tbe right wde of the chest. 

8. Bronchitis is a fie(|nent anuree of fallacy, it may (nady 
obscure pneamonia, phlhiaiB, and pteoriaj, •* well as other entonio 
diaeaae* of the organs. 

. Every pathdogist is axvare of this ; yet we do not re- 
collect having, in our (by no means hmited) experience^ 
found any difficulty in diagnosis from this cause. On 
the contrary, the existence of bronchitic riles have, in 
more instances than one, greatly assisted in eslsbliahing 
the diagnosis, as, for instance, in cancer of theluDg,em- 
physema, &c. We have noheaitalion in staling that an 
experienced auscultator will suffer but little annoyanco 
from this all^d source of fallacy. 

9. When tho bronebitic complication of phthisiB is MDiider^ 
able, wo often fail to delect aoms or all of the phy* ical aign* o' 
the latter, anoh aa dullnei* on peroiianon, tuDDlai' rs^nntieor 
and even bronchophony and pectoriloquy. This la more especially 
the cue in the Odrliat stagea. 

Dr. Addison seems to forget that a bronchitic rile, 
aceompanied by dultneBS, is one of the most valuable 
signs of the first stage of pulmonary consumption. This 
was shown many years ago by Dr. Stokes, and it has 
more recently been insisted upon by Monit. Louis. In 
another place we have staled that " A bronchitic rUe, 
confined to the upper lobe of one or both lungs, resisting 
treatment, and accompanied or followed by dulness, at 
first slight, but gradually increasing, is as valuable a phy- 
sical sign of phthins as any we possess." So far, then, 
from bronchitic rile obscuring the signs of phthisis, it is, 
on the contrary, one of the most valtiatde indications of 
the eariy atages of that disease, panicnlariy if occuiring 
at the aptcea of the Innga. Moreover, it is not easy te- 
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understand how a bronchitic rtkle, produced by ihe pas- the disease, when, (^course, no emberrawaient in diag- 
age of air through diseased bronchial tubes, can mask noas can arise from the occurrence of riile. He must 

aJso be aware, that even supposing his statements true, 
(which we ace far from allowing), the occurrence of 
such a complication must be bo rare, that none but a 
prejudiced writer would uiige such an objection to phy- 
ffica] diagnosis. 



dullness on percuasion. But even supposing it capable 
of doing so, could not perr-usnon be practised whilst the 
patient is made to keep in his breath. Dr.- Addiifon stales 
that his proposition applies particularly to the eariier 
stages of phlhisu ; but surely he does not consider tubular 
respiration, bronchophony, and pectoriloquy, characte- 
ristic Ngns of the eariier stages. The first two are never 
heard in the eariiest stage, and the lattea* is never heard 
but in the last stage ; consequently a bronchitic rale can- 
not be considered as a fallacious sign, but one of ex- 
treme value in the eariieat stage of phUiias— the only 
period in ^hich our efforts to arrest the disease, arelikely 
to be attended with success.

The diag osis is not so difficult as seems implied in 
the above statement. When pectoriloquy and guying 
are heard in pleuritic effusions, they are accompanied 
with other unequivocal signs of that affection, as for in- 
stance, dilatation of the ude, prolru^on of intercostal 
spaces, displacement of the heart or liver, loss of vocal 
vibration, &c.,and they indicate the removal of the fluid 
of an empyeoia, through a perforation in the lungs, and 
consequently are attended by ngns 'of this communica- 
tion, such as " splashing," metallic tinkling, amphoric 
cough, and pneuroo-lhorax. The poembiliiy of con- 
founding cases of phthisis,in which the phyncal Bgns al- 
luded to, are presented, with pi euro-pneumonia, we do 
not deny, if no attention be paid to the history of the 
owe, Ibe niudily of progress, and the presence or 
abaence of other signs ofphUiisis. 

We have never heard dullness of sound on percussion, 
tubular respiration, broncboi^uMiy, pectoriloquy, and 
gingKng in wbo(^og cou^ ; and, until we saw the 
present pnqwnticw, were always under the impreatkm 
that the last mentioned disease was remaikable for the 
absence of physical signs. A view in which, we be- 
lieve, almost all observers coincide.

When loss of voice occun as a complication of tho- 

cic disease, the latter has always preceded the former. 
We know of no rase where aphonia has obscured tbe 
diagnosis, but we know of many where it is of the great- 

t service in aasiBting us to form a correct one. 

In any case, loss of voice can only affect the vocal 
auscultatory signs, and these are so perfectly valueless, 
taken by themaelva, that the auscultator can, without 
disadvantage, dispense with them. Wc know of no 
signs which so constantly midead the inexperienced, as 
the different modifications of tbe voice. A slight re- 
sonance, so common in v/oauNt and young men, with 
shrill voices, is constantly put down as pectoriloquy and 
bronchophony. It is now generally admitted that 
Laennec attached too much importance to these signs. 
We wonder that Dr. A. did not at once discard them as 
useless complications. 



This alalement is open to two objections. In th« first 
place, if the disease in the larynx have advanced so far 
as lo impede the entrance of air, the quantity of air thus 
admitted is not likely to cause much reverberation. Se- 
condly, Dr. Addison must be aware that in phihins the 
laryngeal symptoms rarely set in till towards the clc^^ of] pm;uMiMi."—/>¥Uiii MeJ. Jew.

Has Dr. A. ever known a mistake made under the 
above circumstances 1 It seems to us that the merest 
tyro would have denred his patient to cough — a simple 
and ready method of dislodging the plug of mucus, the 
cause of so much confusion. 

This fallacy seems to have suggested itself (o the 
Doctor at his desk, and not at the bedside.

It ia true, that a careless or inexperienced atiscultator 
may not be able to make the (Uagnosis, for there are 
■nany rigns common to the two affections. In both, we 
may have dullness on percussion, pectoriloquy, gurgling^ 
and abaence of respiratory murmur ; but in dilated bron- 
ohitl tubes, thtre t> a wuU of accordarux bttween those 
signs aoii the general lyn^toma. There is no hectic 
emaciation, or rapid sinking, as in phthisis. Moreover, 
the history of the case shows us clearly that its dow pro- 
gress is not reconcileable with our notions of the course 
of phlbisis ; and this view is still further strengthened by 
~lhe (act, that in dilated tubes the physical phtnomtna re- 
Main tmciangtd for years, wheretu, in pAtMsts, their 
vMtaHtms ore raj^ «u/ progressive. There are otiier 
points of disrimilarity, but enough has been stated to 
prove that, with ordinary cire, tfie " fallacy" alluded to, 
may be avoided. 



True ; but does Dr. A. pretend that the diagnons can 
be made without auscultation 1 If so, he is highly cul- 
pable for keeping his profeaaonal brethren Igaorant of 
this important &ct. It is certainly quite true, that we 
cannot rely solely upon phyacal signs for a diagnosis of 
malignant diaease of ^be thoracic viscera. But has any 
writer on the subject maintained that they aloas are suf- 
ficient for that purpose ? Do the observations of Stokes, 
* Walshe, Taylor, or Graves, assert ihe affirmative of the 
proposition? Certainly not; they, and all subsequent 
observers, have inuated on the necessity of connecting 
(he general symptoms with the physical phenomena, and 
dience deducing a diagnosis. It had been more wise 
had Dr. A. waited until auecultators had asserted what 
be has undertaken to dt^ovt.

That it is extremely difficult, indeed we may say 
posnble, to distinguish complete hepatization when we 
^rsl examine the patient, from tubercular consdidallon 



or ancient pulmonic induration, we freely admit. But 
we wodd ask, does Dr. A., or any other phymcian of 
equal experience, always make a diagnosis on the first 
examination of his patient, without inquiring into the 
origin, mode of succesnon, and modification of the 
symptoms andphystcal signs. 

If we neglect to inquire into these particulars, and rely 
on physical signs alone, we shall not be able, from tii^r 
assistance, to make an accurate diagnosis ; but if we 
recollect that pure pneumonic consolidation is by no 
means frequent at the apex of the lung, and that " an- 
cient pulmonic induration,*? or, in other words, " carm- 
JiaUion'* of the lung is a condition of the organ very 
rarely observed, and par consequence, still more rarely 
met with at the opex of the lung, it must be admitted 
tiiat the value of proposition, No. 18, is very question- 
able. . , 

18. Pneumonta may occur irilhout congh, and to chwdy 
nnible siuplo continut^d lever that both Ibe rtSthaeeopiat and 
9 non-ilethoacopiel are apt to be dccoiTed. 

Of all cases in which the stelboscope has been em- 
oyed, its vast utility has not been more indisputably 
proved, than In the very instances alluded to by Dr. A,, 
mme\y, latent pneumonia ; in such a case we unhea- 
tatingly assert that without the stethasa^ a correct 
diagnosis cannot he made ; and if the disease has been 
overlooked by Dr. A., or any physician, it is because 
auscultation has not been employed. The reader will 
observe, that Dr.^ started with showing how the use 
of physical signs' may mislead the practitioner ; in the 
above proposition, he inadvertently points out how we 
may be deceived by not employing them. He has, uo- 
inienlionally, proved a little too much. 

When the anterior ocd inferior portion of the left Im^ ■■ 
connlidalcd by pncamonis, it may not be dcteclsd by peicumon 
on aocvimt of Ihe pruiimity uf a datnleat ■lomaoh. Dnd«t 
■imiiar circumMaiicrB a miirked amphonc mtpiratioD ia ptodnoad, 
with mclallic liokliDp. leading to the erran'Joua concloeion, tlial 
pDMuia4horM >* preauat. 

We may here observe that sotidiflcation of the ant^ 
rior and tnlbrior portions of the lung is not very com- 
mon ; indeed, we doubt much if Dr. A. has met with 
many examples of it. 

Be that as it may, we would ask Dr. A. has he known 
the mistake alluded to, to have been frequently made ?-^ 
or has he not more generally retnarked, that even inex- 
perienced BUBCullators recognize the source whence the 
amphoric sound proceeds. Under such circumstances 
we have frequently made the patient swallow a few 
drops of vrater, in order to instruct a class in the detec- 
tion of these sources of fallacy ; the water dropping 
into the fiatiJent stomach produces a sound cJoaely re- 
sembling metriUb tinkling i but we do not pecoUeot to 
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have heard sietallic tinkling qMOtuteoualy ptoJiiced in 
then cue*, as aoenu inplioil in Dr. A.'a nnuk*. 

In tnj case, a few drachmt of aiqr canai&ative mix- 
lore, by expdling, or disiriaciDg the flatus, will remove 
the aoorae of error. 

SO. It cannot b« detennined by phjctcal eiuniMtian wbMhet 
pBranmia hsTc or have not Mip«r*aied upon tubenM, dthpngb 
tbe ptogotmii in the two eara would b« Tcrj^iSennl. 

With due doTerencc, we do not see how the prog- 
noaia can be much affected it the manner alluded to by 
Dr. A. For if we are ntisfied that phtbiaia n u»gut»- 
timaUif eelabl»he4, the ■uperventitm of pneumonia 
oalf aSact Ibe prognooia, aa (ai aa the probable duration- 
of life ia concerned, it does not reader the diseaae more 
fatal, though tl no doubt shortens the duration of the 
'a existence.

Hon advances to the extent alluded to by Dr. A., it 
Buerally produces a displacement (^ the heart, to the 
light side, when the efTusion ta sitnated on the left nde 
of the chest, and a displacement downwards of the liver, 
when the effuson occurs on the right aide : k must not 
be forgotten, that enlargement of the nde and bulging out 
of the intercostal spaces, ngns so characteristic of ex- 
tensive serous effusion, are never noticed in poeumonia ; 
but as they occur in some cases of cancer of the tung, 
the disgnons might be rendered obscure. As I have 
already drawn the attention of the profession to Ute 
pcants which will enable them to form a correct diag- 
noas in such cases, I shall content myself by merdy 
alluding to those observations. A consolidation of the 
lung from pneumonia never yields a^nivte duilntta on 
percoanon, and as this Mga attends all cases of pleuritic 
effusion of any extent, it altHte would swve to diMingmdi 
the one from the other.

We are sorry to appear so captious, but we really 
cannot allow another gross bltutder (o paas unnoticed. 
Firstly, we maintain that submucous crepitation is not 
heard ta hepatizstionof the lung, hut aft4r the hepatiza- 
tion has commenced to paaa into (he stage qf reeolution. 
Secondly, " when a portion of the lung has been com- 
pressed by [Jeuritic effusion, and hat been prevented from 
expanding again by adAtaione — a process of contraction 
commences in the parietee of the aSected side, which' 
qnichly and very perceptibly producer a flattniing of the 
chest, corresponding to the seat of the disease, accom- 
panied, moreover, by depression of the shoulders, and 
tihing outwards of the angle of the scapula.— Has Dr. A. 
ever seen such consequences follow recent pneumonia} 

is he in the habit of making a diagnosis without in- 
quiring into the history d'the case ? if so, we wonder not 
at his altnding to sources of fallacy, which we venture to 
say, no auscultator but himself ever encountered. We 
are not surprised, that if Dr. A. attach but as little im- 
portance to the pathology of thoracic disease, and to the 
order of Bucceenon, combinations and modifications of 
phyacal science aa it appears he does, that he should 
have derived but little assistance from the stelhoEcope.

Adsoittiog the probaUlity of the error alluded to, in 
the irst part of the above ssntence, (altfaotigh it Itas never 
occtvred to us to meet with friction sound, arinng from 
the rubbing of the inftmned peritoneal auHaoea o( the liver 
oa dta diaphragm, except when the liver presented 
lire on ita surface), yet it can only occur on 
the rightside. Sometimeethere is, nodoubt, diffieuhy in 
discriminating betweeo the rubbing sounda and thoae 
generated in the Ivonchial tubes, yet the accompanying 
symptoms and the history of the case will al\vays enable 
us to distinguish the one firom the other.

If friction sound has been heard in a case of pericar- 
£ti8, and has SBddenlr dinppesred, the change IndieaM, 
etAer a return to a perfect^ headtby condition, adhesion ^

eerum into its canty, if the Grat or eecond of these 
changes has taken place, the sound on percussion over 
the heftrt will present its aansl character ; but in the lat- 
ter case, the loss of friction sound is follon-ed by «xfm- 
Hv€, complete, atid absolute dv]r\etB all overthe cardiac 
reg;ion, and even beyond it.

Here is another great error. 

Has Dr. Addison ever tried the diagnostic test of 
Laennec tai effuAona into the pleura, viz: the changing 
of the position of thepatienti if so, how can he suppose 
that we ue to accede to the foregoing proposition. Ef- 
fiiaon into the pericardiiun cannot be ditplaced by the 
position of the patient, but that which is produced by the 
pleuritic inflammation readily changes its positii 
that of the patient be changed. Moreover, as before 
staled, extensive effusion into the left pleura commonly 
produces dislocaliM) of the heart to the right side. 
Hs« Dr. A. ever known this phenomenon produced 
by eflbsinn into the pericardium I we answer no ! 
Again, efiuBJons of great extent into either pleura 
are usually attonded with dilatation of the tide — protni' 
aion of the intercostal spaces, isdema of ihe integuments 
(frequendy) and loss of vocal and Inssive vibration — signs 
which are not noticed in pericarditis with effusion, 



The diagnosis of dinease of the aortic valves does not 
rest solely on the see-saw sound — nor has any ansculUtor 
asserted thai it did. Bendes that sound, we look for the 
bruit de soufflet in all the arteries erf the upper extremi- 
ties, that sound proceeding from the aorta to the smaller 
branches : die viwble pulration of the veaseb of the neck 
and arm, and the jerking pulse at the wriat, or as Dr. H<^ 
termed it, the " pulse of un6lled arteriea." We have 
also combined with these, evidence of hypertrophy 
of the heart in many cases. Moreover, the see-saw 
sounds are most intonse over the aortic valvesj whilst 
those from pericarditis are most intense oorrespoading to 
the junction of theauriclea with the ventricles. It will be 
noticed, thst Dr. A. again assumes what wa have so 
frequently contended against, that auv.ultatora rely solely 
on physical signs, for he must b3 aware, thai the hiatory 
of the case, will, in many instances, afford aSMstanee in 
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To the young atethoecopist tbia difficulty might present 
itself, but the hiatory of the case, the long existence of 
cardiac disease, the absence of febrile aymptoms and of 
paid over the cardiac region, lea., would point out Ihe dif- 
ference between an cAA and recent attack of the heart. 
Surely Dr. A. does not mean to assert that it is com- 
mon to find valvular murmur as rough as friction 
sound, and still remain single! But even so, there 
are many distinguiahing marlu between them. Val- 
vular murmur, when sin^, ia always rituated over 
one or other set of valves, stricdy accompaniea the 
fint sound, is not influenced by position or by pres- 
sure of the thoracic walls against the heart, ocmveys to 
the ear the idea of being generated deepin the subsUnee 
' of the heart, and is nol removed or modified quickly by 
treatment — in all theae particulars a strong contrast exists 
between the two sets of sounds ; moreover, friction sound 
is superficial, and is increased by making the patient leai 
forward, (t. e., if no efliision have already taken place

We admit that, occasionally, difficulty does exist in 
making a differential diagnous in the cases alluded to, 
but aiiacullatora have alwaya (except, perhaps, Dr. 
Hope), admitted this difficulty ; yet here also, attention 
fO the accompanying symptoms, the origin of the disease, 
and above all, the changes produced by exercise, and 
medical treatment, will enable the practitioner to arrive 
at a correct conclusion.

Phyncat examiDalion fails here, and so do general 
^mptome: congenital malformation may be guessed at, 
but cannot, with accuracy, be detected. 

We have now perfonned Ih© taalc we proposed to 
ourselves, and we dare say, our readera wilt agree with 
us, that a more agreeable one, might have been selected ; 
but we felt it our duty to espose the shallowness of ar- 
gument, the very evident special pleading, and above 
all, the assumption on the part of Dr. A., that all hif 
leaden are as little acquainted with the present state of 
auscultation, as we trust we have &hown him to be. 
The igtwnmiu* elencH, is the species of reasoning, upon 
which Dr. A., evidently relies in bis argument through- 
out. That Dr. A. has rendered great service to the 
cause of science, we gratefully acknowledge ; that he 
may be an excellent practical phyncian, we readily ad- 
mit — but that be is a sqund or skilful stethoscopist, we 
very much doubt. The stethoscope has had many ene- 
mies to encounter ; but we know of none, pretending 
to familiarity with its employment, who has made such 
a determined effort to throw discredit upon it, and to 
discourage others from learning its application.

Bridget Keer, a single woman, aged 26, came under 
my care in November 1S46. The brief history of her 
case then given was, that she had been an inmate of the 
Montreal Oenefal Hospital, (with the exception of a 
short interval), ever since January of that year, for diarr- 
hssa ; and that she had on many occasions passed blood 
per anum, ber dejections being also frequently mixed with 
piriform ormuco>punilentmBttera,butthat in general they 
were thin and watery. She had laboured under her present 
complaint (or four months pravi&us to admission, 
was much reduced in flesh and rtrength, and at several 
periods the bad sufibred from hectic fever and profuse 
panpirations. Her abdomen was gsoerally more or less 
painfid, and she soSered occaaionally from coli 
cramp in the right iliac region. During the whole period 
of ber illness, i^ bad not menstruated. She had been 
treated by a variety of ways, — astringents, iron, sulphate 
of copper, opium, &c. Six^ were tried with ocoawonal 
Mmpotf ry adftotage. • 



In the beginning of November, her complaints were 
very troublesome, her dtanhma frequent, the evacuations' 
being attended by grijung, and the abdomen generally 
tender on preesore. 

Her weak state conGned her to bed, and riie was sub- 
ject to nervous palpitation in the epigastrium and coune 
of the aorta. Her pulse 104, small; tongtie clean and 
moist. She had pain of the spine, in the region of the 
4th dorsal vertebra, in the loins, and also under the left 
She was ordered a blister to the abdomen, and 
astringent mixture. This afforded her temporary re- 
lief from the abdominal pain and diarrh<ea. She was 
then ordered decoction of cinchona, and aluo Griffith's 
mixture, in socc/'ssiDn. Under this treatment she ap- 
peared to improve, but occasionally had severe returns of 
her complaints. By degrees, however, she recovered 
strength, and generally, throughout the month of De- 
cember, could sit up a little daily. During January, 
although she was still subject to severe attacks of diar- 
rhtca, (for a day or two at a time), site continued to im- 
prove, and became fat; and during the prindpal paK of 
February, she seemed nearly free from disease. On the 
-2d March she was reported to have bad several dejec- 
tions, mixed with blood, on the preceding night, which 
were also attended by severe colic pains. A blister was 
ordered to the abdomen, and sulphate of eof^ter with 
opium, (of each gr. \.) every four houra. Next day it 
was stated that she had been vomiting for most part of 
the night, and that her bowels bad been much disturbed, 
accompnnied by severe abdominal pain ; she was also 
very weak and low. At the visit, she appeared to ba 
sufiering much from abdominal pun, and could not 
bear any pressure on the part. There was great anxiety 
of countenance ; pulse 130, small and hard ; skin cold ; 
face pate, with cold perspiration over the forehead. 

The symptoms indicated that there was peritonitis, 
probably arising from perforation of the intestine. Opium, 
in grain doses every two hours, was ordered, and the 
cupping glasses to the abdomen. The vomiting conti- 
nued, and did not appear lo be influenced by the remedies ; 
she progressively and rapidly became worse, and died at 
3 A.u. on the 4th, about 24 boon from the commence- 
ment of the vomiting and indication of peritonitis. 

SecHo eadaoerit, — The body «t> bonpoint. The ab- 
domen distended with gas. The parieles of the abdomen 
appeared much loaded with fat, which was upwards of 
an inch in depth ; in like manner the omentum was 
fringed round its loose edge by large massea of fat. The 
intesUnes and omentum, were in a high state of inflam. 
mation, being generally of a bright roee colour, and ia 
some parts of a lurid red, as if scalded, particuladjr 
in the vicinity of the cocnm. Over aavertl parte theiv 
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WM an e&iiiioa of plastic lymph, which agglutinated 
the cooUguous portions of iotegtins together, wherever 
thsf came in contact. The perilooeal lining of the ab- 
domen, (particularly in the vicinity of the right iliom), 
waa very red, like the inteatinee. Aboat half a ptat 
of pnriformlookiagyello wish fluid was fotuideffuaediBthM 
re^on. The ccecum had become extremely attenuated, 
and in moat parta tiie peculiar atructure of the* mucoos 
tiasne had disappeaied, the botous coat alone seemingly 
remaining! The bowel appeared as thin and diaphanous 
aaailk paper ; there was no marks of ulceration or ero- 
sion, but rather a general atrophy. On removing this 
bowel, it was found to be adhering to the iliac muscle, 
and a large oval opening was torn in it, although care 
wna taken in removing it. The appendix vermiformis 
was about an inch and a half long, arid about three quar 
ten of an inch broad ; its coala were likewise thinned 
a small ulcer was found towards its upperpsrt that would 
admit the passage of a goose quill. The opening ap- 
peared filled with a pulpy matter, and the edges were 
even. The uterus and ovaria partook c^tbe general in- 
flammation, but were in other respects normal. 

The c«ecam and appendix vermiformis contained a 
gruel-like fluid, resembling, in som* degree, that effused 
into ihe periioneol cavity, but not of the same yellow 
colour. There were not eny tdcerations observed in any 
part of Ibe intestinal canal, althongh there were in 
parts discolorations, which might represent the situations 
where nIceraiionH might have formerif existed. The 
coats of the bowels were generally thin, bat not so much 
altenoaled as the coecum. 

Ranm'ks, — The great accnmulstion of fat in the abdo- 
minal parietes, and on the omentum, was remarkable 
and unexpected in (his case, where a tedious and wast- 
ing disease had existed so long, and where such atrophy 
of the intestinal muc^da membrane appeared. Similar 
accumulations of fet have, however, been observed by 
Dr. Budd and others, where great emaciation prevailed, 
in cases of prolonKed dysentery, in stricture of the pylorus, 
and in phthisia pulmonalia. No very satisfactory ex- 
planation haa yet been ofl^ered of this patholo^cal coitdi- 
tion. It is probable that the posterior portion of the 
ctecum would have ruptuied, if it had not formed adhe- 
dions with the subjacent parU. 



Art. 11I.-CASE OF HYDROPS OVARII.

The followir^ case of hydrops ovarii, of which I was 
requested by the friends to make a^o>( morten exami- 
nation, aniated by Drs. Joseph O. Rousseau, and F.jeuctremdy thin, and flattened out to a diameter oT about 
I, is iuficiandy interesting, both pathotogiesUyjeleven inches. The greafcomentum was so complete 



and phydolo^caljy, to ask a {dace for it in the column 
of your very valuable and usefol jounul. 

Josephte Bonneville, widow of Joeqih Lemife, of 
St. Esprit, died on the 2 Itb- of February, 1847, «t. 54. 
On the 25th, 24 hours sAer death, made the pott mor- 
tem examination. The external dimensions of the body 
were as follows, notwithstanding, there was great ema- 
cistioD, and a considerable discharge of fluid had taken 
[dace, completely saturating the bedding and door :— ' 
circumference of the body, over. the umbilicus, (bur feet 
ten inches; — the circumference of the tumour, horizon- 
tally round the ecrobiculus cordis, ndes of the abdomen 
and pubis, five feet one inch. Perpendicularly, from the 
sternum to Ihe pubis, two feet nine and a half inches. 

On opening the cavity of the abdomen, it was found 
to contain an enlarged ovarium, completely displacing 
all the other viscera. The diseased ovarium was of (he 
led side, and was adherent to the peritoneum through- 
out the greater part of its extent ; and to the diaphragm, 
transverse colon and bladder. The ensiform cartilage, 
stood nearly at right angles with the sternum ; and when 
the tumour was removed fronr the body, the inferior 
ihargjn of the ribs gaped like the mouth of a funnel. A 
line drawn from the anterior inferior angle of the ribs, 
measured eleven and a half inches. On removing the 
ttimour from the body, it was found to weigh 71 IbH. 
It was of the encysted variety, and divided into about 
eleven principal compartments; which 'were again sub- 
divided into many smaller ones, and contained fluids of 
different kinds. One large one contained upwards of 
two pounds of scrofulous ]o<AJag matter ; othera con- 
tained a dark Tollowish brown serum, mixed with alime ; 
and others again, a ropy kind of jelly, or a brownish 
letting kind of pus. The tumour or cameous mass, 
when emptied as far as practicable, by puncturing the 
cavities, weighed 45 lbs. The abdominal cavity con- 
tained a large number of hydatids, varying in size, from 
a few drops, to two ounces, which were attached by 
long pendulous nedts to such portions of the peritoneum 
not involved in the tumour. In shape, they 
resembled a Elorenoe flask, or radier a Biga batsan 
bottle, somewhat flattened on one side, and broader at 
the base than the shotiUers, but much longer in the neck, 
ne of the smaller ones benng five or ox times as long 
the body. The hydrapic tendency wae general, at 
that portion of the cavity of the a)>domen, which was 
unoccupied by the tumonr, contained five and a half 
gallons of high cdoured serun. The cavity of the 
thorax also contained six pints of height yellowish green 
looking servm. The bladder was empty, and its walls 
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involved in the diMased ovarium as ecarcelj to be dis- 
tingwahed, except aa formina a bond of union with 
the transverse colon- The uterus was elongated and 
fusiform, the point being towards the (uiidui uteri, a nit 
about five inchea long; and tbp broadeat part, about 
an inch in diameter, near th? cervix uteri. Could di 
tjnguisfa remains of the right ovarium i but no traces of 
the fallopian lube of that aide. The left fallopian lube 
WIS considerably elongated, widened, and ramiGed 
over the side of the tumour. The concave surface of 
the stotnacb, aod the duodenum end jejunum bore in- 
flammatory traces, and especially the latter. The right 
kidoey was little more than half ila natural size; but the 
leA one was of the i^sual size, and healihy. The spleen 
was enlarged and unuaually light coloured — being nearly 
the cdour of the liver. The mesenteric glands were 
enlai;ge(l ami bchirrous. All the intestinal canal, ex- 
cepting the portion above described, healthy ai|d empty ; 
excepting the rectum, which contained a quantity of 
greyish looking, indurated fteces ; the liver r^madiably 
healthy looking, and the gall bladder empty. The lungs 
healihy looking — but the left one had several adhesion) 
to the diaphragm. 

The subject of this disease was about 5 feet 7 inches 
high; of bjliouB nervous temperament; of excellent 
habit of body; and had not been subject to disease of 
any kind, pntil afler the cessation of the catamenia, 
She is the mother of oae child — a son, now 31 years of 
age. Her own history of her case is as follocvs: — She 
married joymg, menstruated regularly and earl ykallho ugh 
eometjmea copiously, until she was 1& years of age. 
Had only one child and never miscarried ! Her general 
health continued good for soine months ader the cata- 
menia had ceased, when she was attacked wiih dygutia, 
\vith paiDB in the back and loimi, as she used to be when 
the menses were going to flow ; and at the end of two 
years, imagining that such ivas about to be the case, and 
that if so, she should enjoy better health, she placed 
herself in (he hands of aa empiric, who guaranteed that 
he would restore the secretion ; and under hji treatment 
bad one change, which ladled several days. After this, 
she b^an gradually to increaae in size, and her husband 
being then alive, she imagined, until upwardo of nine 
months after, that she was pregnant. It was only after 
this, that she staled her caae to Dr. Kousaeau, who was 
to have been her accoucheur, and who at once sus- 
pected the natuie of it. 

Her general health, nolwllh standing the very great 
BISK sbe had attained, coalinued almost un'unpaired, 
til lut aiittiran, when her appelite began to fail, and site 
wajbly lost strength and fleab; but Uie aoimsl ^irita 
were, until within a few ivaaks of her decease, uniformly 



buoyant or cheerful. At that time (last autumn] she 
began to find her size inconvenient, thoqgh not painful > 
previous to that she had continued to walk out alone. 

ib?equently, however, she became a^tject to c^^aati- 
pation, irritable bladder, &c Until four weeks before her 
decease, she walked about without help ; and qq the 
Sunday previous to her decease, she walked about her 
room with a person to assist her. 

Thia case affords several points for phyuologicaj re- 
flection, when coupled with the eingular fact, tbat the 
leaves a sister, two years older than herself, who is simi- 
larly afflicted; and a maternal avnt who has beat 
labourin/f under an enormous abdominal enlargement 
for 15 or 16 years past. The medical attendant of the 
latter, Dr. Alexander, jr., of La Bale du Trebone, whom 
I addressed on this subject recently, etatea her case to be 
uterine. 

The above caae, in some respects, is analogous to one 
of Sir L. M'LeanV, reported by Good, in Vol. v. page 
122, of a lady who died "from tlie bursting of the ab- 
eceas into the peritoneal sac." On examining the body, 
he says, two pints of a *< thick brown, well digaeted 
pus were found to have escaped into the cavity of the 
abdomen ; and three pinta more in the ovarian sac. 
The opening was large enough to admit ol three fingeni; 
and the external surface of both the la^ and small in- 
testines was found inflamed, and verging, in some [daces, 
10 gangrene." " This," eaya Good, « my leaned friend 
aBoribes to the influence of the pus that had eBcaped,aiMl 
was in contact with them :" but as the fluid is said to 
have been well digested pus, the inflammation ia, I think, 
more probably to be attributed to sympathy with the la- 
cerated ovarium, in its actual state of irritation from so 
targe a rent, and so much larger an inflamed surface in 
its interior. 

Now, it will be remarked, that the externa) surface of 
the stomach and email intestines was found inflamed in 
Bonneville's case ; but the cause, I should raiher attri- 
bute to the intimate connexion of the peritoneum, which 
is reflected over, and in proximity with, a morbid oi^n, 
in which a high degree of inflammatory action exiMa ; 
and aa directly exciting sympathetic inflammatory action 
as either lesion or efl\ision of pus. 

On a review of the case, among the questions that 
present themselves may be asked: What is the remote 
cause of this dieeaset and wherefore the apparant here- 
ditary tendency t Can the amall piae of the kidneys 
have occasioned or aggravated the hydropic leodencyl 
Was the uterine discharge, (two years after like cata- 
menia had ceased,) not rather hcsmaturial Was the 
primary disease not a nephritic one t and wmH not ■■- 
duced by catamenial metastasis or rovulsianf C«ulil 
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an; curative means hare been adopted to relieve or ar- 
rest the disease T 

A remarkable feature in this case, was the very slight 
constitutional derangement, oolwilhstanding the long ex. 
istence of so enormoua a morbid formation. The whole 
weight of the superabundant accumulation in the ab- 
dominal and thoracic cavities, could not have been lees 
than 130 Iba.

The escape from the body, al^er death, could not have 
been leas than from one gallon to one and a half gallons, as 
the abdomen during life, and immediately afler death, was 
hard end tense; and when examined ibe day afler, it 
had become comparatively boH and flaccid, so that we 
could readily distinguish the character of the tumour, by 
the irregular feeling of the soft and hard parts. 

It is ivorthy of record, and due to the memory of the 
deceased to stale, that it was by her own expressed 
sire, frequently repeated to the writer, that a post morttm 
examination of her body took place } and it is still more 
creditable lo her feelings, when it is considered that the 
greatest antipathy and prejudice against ^wuf morfeni ex- 
aminations exists among the peasantry ; and that the 
majority of her friends and relations were so mudi op- 
poaed to it, that nothing but the fear of diatoterment of 
her body, induced them to accede to her request.

A«T. IV.— CASE OF AMPUTATION OF LEO— THE 

FATIENT UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF SULPHU- 
RIC ETHER VAPOUR. 

Bf E. D. WoRTBiNOTOM, M.D., Sherbrooke. 
As ejcperimenlfl are being daily made to test the effi' 
cacy of the inhalation of the vapour of ether, as i 
means of preventing pain in surgical operations, will 
you allow me to contribute one to the list of successful 
cases. 

On Thursday, the 1 1th, I performed amputation below 
the knee, assated by Drs. Andrews and Rogers, of 
Eaton. The case was one of extensive disease of the 
ankle joint, involving Uie bonea of the foot, and lower 
end of the shad of the tibia and fibula, the result of an 
accident received seven or eight years ago. The pa. 
tient, a man aged 30, was quite vrilling, indeed anxious. 
Upon a fair representation of facts, to try any means 
that promised to lessen the dreadful pain of an opera- 
tion. A large ox-bladder, with a stop-cock attached, a 
mouth-[Hece, made of thick leather, covered with black 



long brass tube that had done service as an umbrella 
handle in many a showtpr, formed ao apparatus that, 
though rude looking, and bearing marks of having been 
gol up in haste, presented withal a very busineas-like, 
and, for the country, tolerably professional appearance. 
A couple of ounces of ether were poured into the blad- 
der, which was then filled with air from a bellows. Not 
having time or ingenuity sufficient lo construct a doable 
valve, the objection to inhaling carbonic acid gas again 
into the lunga was done away with, by simply allowing 
the patient, after a full inspiration from the bag, to ex- 
pire through the nose, for three or four times, when the 
nostrils were kept clowd, and the breathing confined lo 
the bladder. From this time about six full inspirations 
sufficed to produce a complete effect; (he eyes turned 
up under the upper lid and became fixed \ his wrist vras 
pinched, and he tras asked if he felt pain; he laughed, 
and said, " Oh no, I just fed — no pain at all !" The 
operation was then commenced, and terminated without 
hia evincing, in any way, that he was at all conscious of 
the least feeling of pain. He retained his conscioua- 
nesB, talked rationally, and made some very witty re- 
marks in answer to questions put to him, converting the 
scene from one of a most painful to one of an excea- 
nvely ludicrous chamcler. Both during the operation, 
and afterwards, he expressed himself as knowing per- 
fectly well what was doing, and the diflerenl stages of 
the proceeding, but at no time did he feel pain. Indeed, 
afler it was over, he kindly volunteered to have half a 
dozen legs taken oO*, always provided he was plentifully 
supplied with the gas. Alternate inhalations of gas with 
atmospheric air sufficed to keep up the effect, except at 
one lime when he had a " presentiment of pain,^ and 
gave the word to " pass the bottle," which he after- 
wards seemed to cherish as a bosom friend. The effect 
terminated as the dressings were completed, leaving no 
visible arguments against the use of ether, and many 
quieting ones of its Advantage. As far as this case 
goes, it is most convincing, and I o6er it as one tending 
to show that, notwithstanding particular idiosyncncies, 
in its genera] application ' the discovery is one that can- 
not fail to be of infinite advantage in.tiiehandBof the sur- 
geon, and if lo the surgeon, why not to the phyncian 
and the accoucheur T

CAL REMARKS."

(To t\t Editor of tit BrilM American JaKmsM 
Sin: — I trust Mr. Crofl will understand disHncdy, 

^ , — - , : that if I have been untviDing to notice hia analyses of 

•ilk and well padded round the adgea, with a oonnscting | thi Branlford watany or to bettow any serious attention 
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upon them, I was not deterred by any fear of enteriog 
into a scientific diacustion ; but simply becatise I ob- 
aerved in tbem errors of eucfa magnitude, and so extra- 
ordinary, that I n-as disposed lo regard his anicles 
rather as the prelensions of a man desirous of exhibiting 
hia ability to read and sign his name, than as the eSbrts 
of one capable of producing original matter, or even of 
e«ipyiiig correctly. Since, hovrever, Mr. Grofl, with 
significant pomposity, assails me, under his title of 
<' Professor of King's Cdlege,'* 1 am induced, through 
respect for the situation he holds, to reply to his stric- 
tures. I make this obacrvalion, because I should never 
have considered myself, obliged to notice him as a 
chemist; for this plain reason, that neither by hia style 
or matter does he prove to me hia right to that distinc- 
tion ; but most particularly the reverse by his last 
article, dated January dlh, and published in your March 
number. 

Had Mr, Grofl stated in his article, published in the 
number of your journal for June, 1816, that he had read 
the description of a mineral B}H'ing analysed by Mr. 
Bousingault, he would have acted more judiciously than 
to have re-produced that analysis so incompletdy. Were 
not the distinguished merits of Mr. Bousingault so well 
and BO extensively known, Mr. Croft would expose him 
to the reproach of being deficient in the moat essential 
details, and (hose which are prO'eminenily necessary in 
the pnhlicaiion of a quentitstJve analysis, in order that 
its value may be nccurately appreciated. But I suspect 
that Mr. CroH, in his wish to imitate Mr. Bousingault, 
was not aware of what was necessary to render bis 
article complete. Whst appeara most unaccountable 
is, that one who styles himself " Professor of King's 
College,*' should commit a blunder so gross in regard to 
the use of carbonate of ammonia in delermining tlie 
aence of magnesia, as would be unparxlonable in a mere 
student of medicine. As Mr. Crolt seems to be ac- 
quainted with some scientific printed authorities, if he 
bad referred to some of thope works for the use of tyros, 
who are receiving instruction in the means of ascertain- 
ing different bodies by this or that re-agent, be would 
have discovered his error. 

Phosphate of soda forms, with magnesia, a double 
insduble salt of phosphate of soda, and of magnesia 
a nential solution. In acid solutions, ammonia is 
added to neutralise the acid, and thereby to facilitate 
the formatinn of the double phosphate. Professor 
Croft eni[doyB carbonate of ammonia instead of < 
ammonia. If the solution be acid, it is certain that die 
carbonate of ammonia will be decomposed, forming a 
new salt, with an ammonia basis ; and the carbonic 
acid, which becomes free, will form insoluble carbonic 



salts, such as the carbonate of lime, of magnesia, of 
alumina, and the pho^hate of soda can no longer 
act. Mr. Ciott has, therefore, erroneously taken the 
carbonate of lime, or some other carbonate, for the 
phosphate of soda and magnesia. If Mr. Grofl be 
a man of candor, he must admit that such a blunder is 

ipardonable, even in a Tyro, who recites hia firat 
lessons, and much more inexcusable in a "professor,** 

ho blunders into an analysis, thus — '< ammonia piedpi- 
tates a reddish lm)wn floculent substance, seequioxide of 
iron, and perhaps alumina." For amusement, if not 
for edification, I should like Mr. Grofl to inform us what 
be means by the science of chemistry, and what is the 
object of an analysis, if Ibe chemist is to be as 
easily satisfied as the learned professor. " Sesquioxide 
of iron, and perhaps alumina," "little or no chlorine," 

liUle or no protoxide of iron," and so on 1 This is 
precilely a case in which it may be safely said, that Mr. 
Crofl is eitlier a poor chemist, or, "perhaps," no che- 
mist at all. He should have known that carbonate of 
ammonia yields a white precipitate, with salts of mag- 
nesia, barites, strontian, manganese, alumina, zinc, 
antimony, lead, tin, &c. Phosphate erf soda yields 
a white precipitate, with salts of magnesia, lithia^ 
barites, alumina, iron, zinc, antimony, tin, lead, Ctc. 
Now, what right haa Mr. Crofl to assume, or to take 
upon himself to state, that because he obtained a wliile 
precipitate by means of phosphate of soda (having pre* 
vioualy added the carbonate of ammonia) he discovered 
the presence of magnesia, when these two re-agents yield 
a while precipitate, with so many othera I Who knows 
but Mr. Crofl, instead of magnesia, saw litMa, or alu* 
mina, or antimony, or zinc, 8tc. 8u;. t 

Mr. Groll states the quantity of the different subatancvs, 
and supposes, wnce Mr. Bousingault found sulphnric add, 
hydrochloric acid, alumina, and lime in the waters neat 
Papayon ; and he, Mr. Crofl, finding sulphate of sesqul- 
oxide of iron, lime, and magneua in those of Brantford, 
that therefore the bed of this spring, like (hat of Papayon, 
must be volcanic. What absurdity ! Every man of 
-sense, not wishing to inflict on Mr. Crofl the 
pain of contradiction, can only be amused at lenng him 
hunt for an analogy between the two analyses. A com- 
passionate shrug of the shoulders is the only argument to 
be made use of in such cases. But let us come to bis 
quaniitetive analysis. 

First, Mr. Groft should have steted the quantity of the 
rendunm, obtained from the evaporation of a given quan- 
tity of the water, say a pmt, to prove if he made any 
losses, and in n-hat stage of his analyus. 

In June, 1846, Mr, Crofl says he found sulphuric 
acid, sesquioxide of iroo, magnesia, and lime. In his 
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eomtnunicatioB of th^ month of Au|uat, he expre^siee hiij 
surprise bt th« presence of antimony in the^vaters or 
Biintrord, and cites the analyses of Daubeny, Bischofl*. 
and Ozann, to prove that that body does not exist 
in any mineral spring. We mntt presume, therefore, 
that the PrOfesstv denies the possibility of discoveries in 
chemistry, more particularly in mineral springs. We 
are justified in this belief, since the main ground upon 
wbicti he restri his assertions is, that chemists, i 
creation of the worid, have not mentioned, this body in 
any analysis of mineral waters. 

In March, 1847, al^er Mr. Crofl had perused my re- 
t>ort, he finds, in the same mineral vvater, chlorine, pro- 
toxitte of iron, soda, poUssa, alumijta, and " he adds 
that t do not mention any trace of free sulphuric acid, 
discovered and published by him" in June, 184>0. 
I would ask him what procen he adopted to detect 
its existence — more particularly, I would request him 
to inform me what course he took to convince hi 
Mlfdiatthe BDlphnricacid iaor is not free! I suspect 
he will experience very serious difficulty to answer ntu 
these questions. I should believe him upon his word 
and, as Mr. Croft publishes exact numbers, we must 
Buppoae that be weired etch o( these bodies in a state 
of pwfect purity. Our entertaining any doubts upon this 
Important point would be a direct attack upon the honour 
of a chemist. So much the worse for Mr. C, if he has 
igDOrbntly or incautiously ventured to substitute protoxide 
for ieequioxide, sulphuric acid for chlorine, phosphate of 
Boda and magnesia for carbonate of macnesia carbonate 
of alumtna, of lime, &c. &c. Mr. Croft is his < 
cnser, and leads us to doubt the accuracy of what he 
advances ao lightly and with such inconsiderate precipi 
tKtion. 

Mr. CroR, with affected irony, reproaches me with 
not having positively stated that the sulphuric acid is or 
is not free. I must admit that I am not provided vriih 
that audacity, or blind confidence in myself, which 
•lone have enabled me to bring before the public as a 
positive ftct, what, in my optnion, couM be given merely 
n a supposition. Whatever Mr. Croft's way ot think- 
ing or acting may be, mine is, that in scientific matlerS] 
one should rsrtber be the notary than the barrister. 

To state (hat solphuric acid is, or is not free, requires 
a quantitative analysis, the most delicate and exact that 
can poasibly be made, for aupposinf; that there existe a 
eertain quantity of add <i, and a certain quantity oj base 
i, which would saturate but half the quantity of acid a, 
if BOW in analyzing a certain quantity of any substance, 
there is found a certain quantity of acid a, and if, instead of 
the quantity of base b, another quali^ and quantity is given 
without exactitode, can any one determine what is the 



quantity of free acid present ; for pmtoxide is not per- 
oxide, nor is iron, alumina, each of those bodies having 
different powers of saturation with the same acid. And 
can Mr. Croft stafb bjr what rule or theory, approved by 
science, he has presumed to say, that the acid is, or ih 
not free ; but an answer to every one of Mr. Croft^i ac- 
cusations, would be a greater (ask than that which a 
prefeBBor might find with a tyro who has taken a wrong 
notion in his head. Mr. Crofl misconslruea the thoughts, 
and the facts also ; moreover, with a sort of self-satisrac- 
tion, he argues on a word, instead of the idea involved 
in the sentence. 

Mr. Croft takes up my theory of the composition of 
the Kpring, in which I suppose that to have fret mttphu- 
ric acid, the sulphate of lime must have been decom- 
posed, which, with other circumstances, tended to facili- 
tate the explanation, why antimony vvas in a state of 
solution — without saying if the sulphuric acid bad en- 
tirely or pardy served towards the fortmtion of other tails. 
Mr. Croft seems to have considered this theory in the 
light of an analy^s, aaifl could have been tmder the 
earth, or have judged by any other means than those 
which are allowed to the diaciples ot science, viz., their 
intelli^nce based upon scientific infom>Btioh. If Mr. 
Civft is more capable, he can propoiind another tbctoiy. 
Many phenomena vrere at one time explained by the 
phlogistic themy, which has given place to the one inoM 
upon the action of oxygen. Neither theory, however, 
prevents tnercury from becoming oxidated, by contact 
with air. 

Mr. Croft, in June, 1846, slatea that the nitrate of sil- 
ver did not delect anything in the waters of Brantford. 
He is mistaken.; as there must have been forroed a white 
precipitate of sulphate «t silver. It) March, 1847, he 
finds a white precipitate wiih nitrate of silver, and he 
lakes it for^loride. He would have done better to inform 
us what means he adopted lo separate sulphuric acid 
from the chlorine, in order to be certain that the precipi- 
tate obtained by the sulphate of silver was chloride and 
rrot sulphate of silver. Mr. Croft has had the goodness 
to admit, after reading my analysis, that he found some 
traces of chlorine. I thank him, also, for having found 
potassa, ahtmina, and soda. But this 1 regard aa mere 
civility on his part, becatise he must permit me '.o douht, 
if he saw these bodies by the method which he employed. 
He saw the yellow flame of the Ei»ritB of wine, but it 
was produced by organic matter, or by some other nit 
than pure soda, because he did not obtain it in a slate of 
purity to render that test unexceptionable. Who knowa 
tliat Mr. Croft may not also have mistaken a sulphate, 
phosphate, bromide, or iodide, Gu;., for the chloride, when 
the solution was tested by the nitrate of silver; laasmuch 
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as all these salts yield Ae nme white precipitate with the 
nitrate of silver. 

Thm, what opinion can or ought to he formed of a 
ctemiat who, after puMJahag threa quantitatiTe analyaee 
oTtbe same mineral water ia Jnne and Augiwt, 184fi, 
and in March, 1S17, at last finds six additional bodies, 
' fud aU diflerent from the first, which be suiqiosed to have 
existed exduaveljr there ? What ought we to say of a 
chemist who discovera a resemblance between two ana. 
Ijrses, in consequence of the presence of a body which 
ecdits in nearly all the most common substances t Mr. 
Croft, in June, 164i6,publisheBdiirerent()uantitatiTe ana- 
lyses, in whidi he stales he found sulphuric acid. In 
the

without stating tlw quaDtities of mattec upon which he 
. operated. He only assures us that be found 7. 
in one pint of water. In tbe month of March, 1847, be 
apologises, admitting that he was miBtalun,and declar- 
ing that he had not had the time to make acomplete ana- 
lyeia, and that, ia fact, he did not possew the necessary 
roaterials. If such were the case, he ought to have acted 
with the prudence and integrity of a man of science, and 
not advanced and published what be could not euatain, 
mueb less prove. Mr. Croft supposes Uie soil of Brant* 
ford, where the spring is situated, to be v(rfcanic; and, 
■ingulaHy enough, it is the presmce of sulphates of as 
acid-chsracter which leads him to Alia conclusion. If 
Mt. Bouiingault has declared that die bed of the firing 
near Papayon is volcanic, his opinion rests upon the fact 
that be found hydrochloric acid — hydrochloric and snl' 
jAuroufl acid may be indieations of volcanos, but sul- 
phates are not. 

Alter criticising with en> little gentlemanlike courteay, 
after having so flippantly remarked upon the laboure of 
anoiber chemist, acknowledged as such by authorities in 
Bcience possessing rather more celebrity in tbe scientific 
world than Mr. Croft, notwithstanding his title of pro- 
fessor — after having bedaubed and exposed himself to 
ridicule, in his own ambitious bnt trttedy worthless pub- 
lications, and that by his own showing, I put it lairly to 
Mr. Croft whether or not he is entitled to sny fiirther 
reply t I would add, that wera I sure that he bad the 
intention or the will to persevere in the study of chemis- 
try, I sbonld earnestly advise him to continue his inves- 
tigations of the Brantford wstera. Thisspring, orin 1848 
at the very latest, he will hit upon some new ingredient, 
which has-hitberto escsped his triple and thrice contra- 
dictory analyses. 
You say with truih that my report wsb not sanctioned 



by the signature of Mr. Logan. I may remait, how- 
ever, that Mr. Logan, not being a chemist, could not in 
any way sanction that report. Be that as it may, I am 
moel certain that that eminent geologist, jvhom you justly 
regard as a savant of hi^ ability, would not consent to 
sanction Mr. Croft's analysis, much lees would be up- 
hold the supposition thatthe soil of Brantford is volcanic, 
because it contains sulphates of iron, of lime, and of 
magnesia. 

I should have here terminated my reply to Mr. Croft, 
but being assa'ded by tho •^rgvs, a jHtlitical, literary, 
and scientific journal of Toronto, which so loudly 
spplauded Mr. Croft's article against me, I feel myself 
bound, through respect for the press, to oQer a lew' 
more observations. As I have already said in my 
report, and I repeat it again, I could not give to the 
public any quantitative analyses; for notwithstanding 
every care in my investigation, I had not the necessary 
means of making them correctly ; and as I regard die 
word of a man of science when he advances any bet 
connected with his labours as most sacred, I preferred 
publishing the qualitative analyses only, and to keep in 
my own possesion the quantitative j because, although 
they appeared to be correct, they might have been 
inexact, for want of the necessary apparatus. 

Mr. Croft expresses his astonishment at my finding 
zinc and potassa in solution in the water. He makea 
use of tbe printed signs of admiration, which so well 
depict his thoughts. If Mr. Croft does not know the 
existence of double salts of sulphate of zinc and of 
potassa, yel as a professor he should recsll to 
mind that the salts known under the name of halhy- 
drates, form double salts only with salts in which the 
acid has lost its water. If, having the wish to attack 
the labonra of chemists, he knew a little of the science, 
he would have placed the exclamation thus, zinc and 
lime ! I would have had the trouble only to object to 
him that he ia mistaken in his reprodjctions ; for 
he would be right in saying, that sulphate of zinc 
cannot form a double salt with the sulphate of lime, 
lasmuch as both are halhydrales; but the sulphate of 
inc forms a douUe salt with the sulphate of potassa 
and oihera not halhydrale. The sulphate of lime will 
form them wiUi the same salts. And here is the for- 
mula, according to Liebig, which perhaps will serve 

calm Mr. Croft:

The subject of Mesmerism is presented in the 
work, (he title of which we have juri given, under 
n garb in which it has never been previmisly in- 
vested. In reading its pages, vre are forcibly reminded 
that the volume was not exclusive!; intended for the 
PrafeMsioii, which, to a cerliiin extent, detracta from the 
position which, otherwise, it might have occupied; but 
we are, nevertheless, not the lew under an obligation 
to examine its contents, and to draw from them such 
conclusions as they appear legitimately lo warrant. 

The term Mesmerism has become with many minds 
ao intimately aitsocinied with the idea of imposture — and 
this, loo, not williout ample grounds— that it is freqwenily 
impossible to obtain for it a patient inveetigalion of those 
circnmrances, which are announced under its name 
facts. The means of disproof are very frequently r 
so ready of access, and minds impatient of results, 
usuallj discard the statement, or the fact, as it is usually 
termed, without due and proper inquiry. We be- 
lieve this to be true in many of the instances of the 
induction of Mesmeric conditions, and while we 
be considered as by no means yielding our assent to the 
tnithfulnesa of every thing supposed lo have been effected 
through alleged Mesmeric means, of which we may have 
eitlier reed or heard, or nrhich we may have seen, we 
do yet believe that, in some instances, eBecta have been 
realized which should not have been overlooked by the 
Profession, but ought, on the contrary, to havpeliciled in. 
-jreatigalion in a more particular manner than has yet 
Xkan place, and which, had they been hgitimately fol- 
••wed up, might have been productive of much good. - 
In entering upon a new field of inquiry, everj- ad- 
vancing Hep should be marked with caution, especially 
when dealing with a subjef t like the present. We have, 
therefore, in estimating the value of the publication be- 
fore ua, to apply to it the ordinary rules o( evidence. 
We have then to consider, in the fir^t place, ihe credi- 
bility of the witness ; and, in the second, Ihe degree or 
amount of it which should attach to his statementa ' 
jn a case like the present, we must nut he insensil 
we contingency, that the witness may conscientiously 
believe in the full truthfulness of his narrative, and over- 
look many circumstances, which to his mind, already 
prepossessed, may seem quite conclusive, yet when 
scrutiuized rigidly, will not stand investigation. Now, 
as lar as the first point is concerned, wp cannot permil 
ourselvea to be'ieve, thai Dr. Esdaile would, on a point 
in which detection, exposure, and certain disgrace 
would to quickly have succeeded imposition, havt 
wilhngly and knowingly palmed off upon his Profea- 
oional brethren a deception so gross, as what the pre- 
■ent publication in that case would afford evidence of. 
His professional rank, his position in the civil service of 
the East India Company, in cha^ of an important 
public charity, all forbid ibe entertaining of any such 
idea.

sion is bound, not only not to reject the evidence, but lo 
examine the subject for themselves, — and this leads, in 
Ihe second place, to consider the credibility ol the state- 
men is.

WW an efiiuion ot plostjc lymph, which aggJutioBted 
iha oontiguoiM portioDS of intestine together, wherever 
tbey came in contscL The peritooeal bniof of the ab- 
domea, (particularly in the vicinity of the right iUum)) 
WW very red, like the inleninee. About half a piat 
of porirorm looking ydlo wish fluid was fonnd effueed in UiM 
legioo. The cxcum bad become extremely attenuated, 
and in most parts the peculiar otnicture of the* mucooa 
tianie had disappeared, the seroua coat alone seemingly 
renaining. The bowel appeared as thin and diaphanous 
as Hik paper ; there vna no marks of ulceration or eto- 
uon, but rather a genera! atrophy. On removing Aii 
bowd, it was found to be adhering to the iliac muscle; 
and a large oval opening was lorn in it, although care 
was taken in removing it. The appendix vermiformis 
was about an inch and a half long, aiid about three quar- 
ters of an inch broad ; itd coata were likewise thinned : 
a small ulcer was found towards its upper part that would 
admit the paassge of a goose quill. The opening ap- 
peared filled with a pulpy matter, and the edges were 
even. The uterus and ovaria partook of the general in- 
flammation, but were in other respects normal. 

The ccecmn and appendix vermiformis contained a 
gniel-like fluid, resembling, in som* degree, that eflused 
into the peritoneal cavity, but not of the same yellow 
colour. There were not any idcerations observed in any 
part of Ibe intestinal canal, althongh there were in some 
parts disct^orations, which might represent the wtnations 
where ulcerations might have formerly existed. The 
coats of the bowels were generally thin, but not so much 
anenuated as the cscum. 

Remarka. — The gieat accumulation of fat in die abdo- 
minal parietes, and on the omentum, was remarkable 
and unexpected in this case, where a tedious and wast- 
ing disease had existed so long, and where such atrophy 
of the intestinal mucous membrane appeared. Similar 
accumulations of fat have, however, been observed by 
Dr. Budd and o^era, where great emaciution prevailed, 
in cases of proloni^ dysentery, in stricture of the pylorus, 
and in phthisis pulmonalis. No very satiefactcHy ex- 
planation has yet been ollered of this patholc^cal condi- 
tion. It is probable that the posterior portion of the 
coecum vrould have ruptured, if it had not formed adhe- 
nions with the subjacent parts. 



Art. III.-CASE OF HYDROPS OVARII. 
By William Mabsden, M.D., Nicolet. 
The followiiQ case of hydrops ovarii, of which I was 
requested 1^ the friends to nuke ^poit mortem exami- 
nation, anbted by Drs. Joseph O. Rousseau, and P. 
Bn«ii^ is BuSoently inlercsting, both pathologically 



and physiolog^caHy, to ask a i^ce for it in the columm 
of your very valuable and useful journal. 

Josepbte Bonnevillo, widow of Joseph Lemice, of 
St. Esprit, died on the Sltb- of February, 1S17, nt. 54. 
On the 25th, 24 hours after death, made the poat mor- 
tem examination. The external dimens'iona of (he body 
were as followB, notwithstanding, there was great ema- 
tiation, and a considerable discharge of fluid had taken 
place, completely saturating the bedding and floor:—' 
circumference of the body, over the umbilicus, (bur feet 
ten inches; — the raroumferenoe of the tumour, horizon- 
tally round the BCfobiculua cordis, sides of the abdomen 
and pubis, Ave feet one inch. Perpendicularly, from tbe 
'Sternum to the pubis, two feet nine and a half inches. 
On opening the cavity of the abdomen, it was found 
contain an enlarged ovarium, completely displacing 
all the other viscera. The diseased ovarium was of the 
lel\ ride, and was adherent to the peritoneum through- 
greater part of its extent; and to tbe diaphragm, 
colon and bladder. ' The ensiform cartilage, 
stood nearly at right anj^ea with the sternum ; and when 
the tumour was removed from: the body, the inferior 
margin of the ribs gaped like the mouth of a funnel. A 
line drawn from tbe anterior inferior angle of the ribs, 
measured eleven and a half inches. On removing tbe 
lUmour from the body, it was found to weigh 71 lbs- 
It was of the encysted variety, and divided into about 
eleven principal compartments ; which were a^in sub- 
divided into many amaller ones, and contained fluids of 
diCTerent kinds. Ooe large one contained upwards of 
ttvo pounds of scrofulous looking matter ; othera con- 
tained a dark Toilowish brown serum, mixed with slime ; 
and othera again, a ropy kind of jelly, or a brownish 
looking kind of pus. Tba tumour or cameous mass, 
when emptied as far as practicable, by puncturing the 
cttvilies, weighed 45 lbs. Tbe abdomiul oavity con- 
tained ft large number of hydatids, varying in Hze, from 
a f^w drops, to two ounces, which were attached by 
long pendulous necks to such portions of the peritoneum 
as were not involved in the tumour. In shape, they 
resembled a Plorenee flaric, or rather a Biga balsam 
bottle, somewhat flattened on one aide, and broader at 
the base than the shoulders, but mucfa longer in the neck, 
some of the smaller ones being five or six times as lotig 
m the body. The hydropic tendency was general, oa 
that portion of tbe cavity of die abdomen, which waa 
tcupied by the tumour, contained five and a half 
gjallons of high coloured serum. The cavity of the 
thorax also contained six pints oC bright yellowiofa green 
looking serum. The bladder was empty, and its walls 
extremely thin, and flattened out to a diameter of about 
eleven inchea. The gresfcomentum was m eompletriy 
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involved in the dinased ovarium as scarcely to be dis- 
(ingtushed, except bb for/ning a bond of union with 
the traneverM colon. The uteru? was dongaled and 
fuaUbrm, the point being towards the lundua uteri, and 
about five inches long; and (he broadest part, about 
an inch in diameter, near the cervix uteri. Could did- 
linguiah rcmaina of the right ovarium ; but no traces of 
the fallopian lube of that aide. The lell fallopian lube 
wia considerably elongated, widened, and ramiGed 
over the aide of the tumour. The concave surface of 
(he Btomacb, and the duodenum and jejunum bore in- 
fiammatory traces, and especially the latter. The right 
kidney was littb more than half its naliiral size ; but the 
left one was of the usual size, and healihy. The spleen 
was enlarged and unusually light coloured — being nearly 
the colour of the liver. Tbe mesenteric glands were 
enlai^ged and Bchirrous. All ihe intestinal canal, ex- 
eeptingtbe portion above described, healthy ai|d empty; 
excepting the rectum, which contained a quantity of 
greyish looking, indurated fteces ; the liver rematliably 
healthy looking, and the gall bladder empty. The Jungs 
healthy looking — but the left one had several adhesions 
to the diaphragm. 

The subject of this disease was about 5 feet 7 inches 
high; of bilious nervous temperament; of excellent 
habit of body; and had not been subject to disease of 
any kind, until aller the cessation of the catameni 
She ia tbe mother of one chiid — a son, now 34 years of 
Bge. Her own history of her case ii as follows : — She 
married young, menstruated regulariy and earlyLal though 
■ometimea copiously, until she was 45 years of age. 
Had only one child and never qiacarried ! Her general 
health continued good for soipe months after the cata- 
menia had ceased, when she ivas attacked with dysuHa, 
with pains in the back and loins, as she used to be when 
the menses were going to flow ; and at the end of two 
years, imagining (hat auch was about to be the case, and 
that if so, she should enjoy betlar health, she placed 
herself in tbe hands of an empiric, who guaranteed that 
he would restore the secretion ; and under his treatment 
bad one change, which lasted several days. Alter thi 
she began gradually to increase in size, and her husband 
being then alive, she' imagined, until upwards of 
months after, that she was pregnant. I( was only after 
this, that she stated her case to Dr. Rousseau, who was 
to have been her accoucheur, and who at once sus- 
pected (he nature of it. 

Her general health, notnithslanding the very great 
siae she had attained, continued almost unimpaired, 
til kst autumn, when her appetite began te fail, and she 
viubty lost atrengih and fleib; Iwt the animal apirita 
W£re, until witlun a kv/ >T«aks of her decease, uniftwrnly 



buoyant or cheerful. At that time (last autumn] she 
began to find her size inconvenient, thoqgh nc>t painful; 
previous to that she had continued to walk out alone. 

ibsequently, however, she became subject to ci^nsti- 
pation, irritable bladder, &e. Until four weeks before her 
decease, she walked about without help ; arul on the 
Sunday previous to her decease, she walked about her 
room with a person to assist her. 

This case alTords several points for physiological re- 
flectiMi, when coupled with the aiDgulsr fact, that the 
leaves a sister, two years older than herself, who is simi- 
larly offiicted; and a maternal avnt who has been 
labourinff under an enormtnis abdominal enlargement 
for 15 or 16 years past. The medical alteadai>t of the 
latter, Dr. Alexander, jr., of La Bale du Trebone, whom 
I addressed on this subject recently, states her case to be 
uterine. 

The above case, in tome respects, is analogous to one 
of Sir L. McLean's, reported by Good, in Vol. v. page 
■122, of a lady who died "from tbe bursting of the ab- 
scess into the peritoneal sac." On examining the body, 
he says, two pints of a " thick brown, well digested 
pus were found to have escaped into the cavity erf" tbe 
abdomen ; and three pints more in (he ovarian sac. 
The opening was large enou^ to admit ol three fingen; 
and the external surface of both the large and small in- 
tesrines was found inflamed, snd verging, in some placet, 
to gangrene." « This," say* Good, « my learned friend 
ascribes to the influence of the pus that had escaped, and 
was in ctHitact with them :" but as the fluid is said to 
have been well digested pus, tbe inflammation is, I think, 
more probably to be attributed to aympathy with the la- 
cerated ovarium, in its aclual state of irritation from so 
large a rent, and so much larger an inflamed surlace in 
its interior. 

Now, it will be remarked, that the external suriace of 
the stomach and small intestines was found inflamed in 
Bonneville's case ; but the cause, I should raiher attri- 
bute to the intimate connexion of the peritoneum, which 
is reflected over, and in proximity wiih, a morbid organ, 
in which a high degree of inflammatory action exiala; 
and as diiecily exciting sympathetic inflammatory action 
as either lesion or efHi^ou of pus. 

On a review of the case, among the queationa that 
present themadves may he asked : What is the remote 
cause of this diseaae % and wherefote Ihe tqiparent here- 
ditary tendency t Cap the small ^» of tbe kidneys 
have occasioned or agp^vated tbe hydropic tendency t 
Was Ihe uterine dischanee, (two years aAer the cata- 
menia had ceased,) not rather hosmaturin? Was the 
primary disease not a sephritio one! aad wHit not ■■■ 
duced by catamenial metaXaua or revulsion! Could 
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any curative meanB have been adopted to relieve or ar- 
rest the disease? 

A remarkable feature in this case, was the very eligbt 
constitutional derangement, notwithstanding the long ex- 
istence of so enormous a morbid formation. The whole 
weight of the superebundant accumulation in the ab- 
dominal and thoracic cavities, coiild not have been less 
than 130 lbs. For instance, —

The escape from the body, after death, could not have 
been less ^an from one gallon to one and a half gallons, as 
the abflomen during life, and immediately afler death, was 
hard and tense; and when examined the day after, it 
had become comparatively soft and flaccid, so that we 
could readily distinguish the ctiaracter of the tumour, by 
the irregular feeling of the sofl and bard parts. 

It is worthy of record, and due to the memory of the 
deceased to state, that it was by her own expressed de- 
sire, frequently repeated to the writer, that a post mortem 
examination of her body took place J and il is still more 
creditable to her feelings, when it is considered that the 
greatest antipathy and prejudice ugainti post mortem ex- 
aminations exists among the peasantry; and that the 
majority of her friends and relations were so much op- 
posed to it, that nothing but the fear of disinterment of 
her body, induced them to accede lo her request.

AtT. IV.— CASE OF AMPUTATION OF LEG— THE 

PATIENT UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF SOLPHU- 

BIC ETHER VAPOUR. 

Bj E. D. WoRTBirtOTOH, M.D., Sherhrooke. 

As experiments ara being daily made to test tbe effi- 
cacy of the inhalation of the vapour of ether, as a 
means of preventing pain in surgical operations, will 
you allotv me to contribute one to the list of auct'^ssful 
cases. 

On Thursday, the 1 1th, I performed amputation below 
the knee, asnsted by Drs. Andrews and Rogers, of 
Eaton. Tbe case was one of extendve disease of the 
ankle joint, involving the bones of the foot, and lower 
end of the diaSi of the tibia and fibula, the result of an 
accident received seven or eight years ago. The pa- 
tient, a man aged 30, was quite willing, indeed anxious, 
upon a fair representation of facts, to try any means 
that promised to lessen the dreadful pain of an opera- 
tion. A large ox-bladder, with a stop-cock attached, a 
month-piece, made of thick leather, covered with black 
silk and well padded round the edges, with a coonoctiog 



long brass lube that had done service as an umbreUa 
handle in many a shovqpr, formed an apparatus that, 
though rude looking, and bearing marks of having been 
got up in haste, presented withal a very business-like, 
and, for the country, tolerably professional appearance. 
A couple of ounces of ether were poured into the blad- 
der, which was then filled with air from a bellows. Not 
having time or ingenuity sufficient to construct a double 
valve, the objection to inhaling carbonic acid gas again 
into the lungs was done a^y with, by simply allowing 
the patient, al\er a full inspiration from the bag, to ex- 
pire tiirough the nose, for three or four times, wheii the 
nostrils were kept closed, and the breathing confined to 
the bladder. From this time about six full inspirations 
sufficed to produce a complete effect ; the eyes turned 
up under the upper lid and became fixed ;. his wrist was 
pinched, and he was ashed if he felt pain ; he laughed, 
and said, " Oh no, 1 just feel — no pain at all !" The 
operation was then commenced, and terminated without 
his evincing, in any way, that he was at all conscious of 
the least feeling of pain. He retained his conscious- 
ness, talked rationally, and made some very witty re- 
marks in answer to questions put to him, converting the 
scene from one of a most painful (o one of an exceo- 
nvely ludicrous character. Both during the operation, 
and aAerwards, he expressed himself as knowing per- 
fectiy well what was doing, and the diflerent stages of 
the proceeding, but at no time did he feel pain. Indeed, 
ifler it was over, he kindly volunteered to have half a 
dozen legs taken oQj always provided he was plentifidly 
supplied with the gas. Alternate inhalations of gas with 
atmospheric air sufficed to keep up the efiect, except at 
one time when he had a " presentiment of pain," and 
gave the word to " pass the bottle," which he after- 
wards seemed to cherish as a bosom friend. The efiect 
terminated as the dressings were completed, leaving no 
visible arguments against the use of ether, and many 

iefing ones of its Advantage. As far as this case 
goes, it is most convincing, and I ofler it as one lending 
to show that, notwithstanding particular idiosyncracies, 

its general application the discovery is one that can- 
not fail lobe of infinite advantage ia the handsof the sur- 
geon, and if lo the surgeon, why not to the physician 
and the accoucheur t

A»T. V.-REPLY TO PROFESSOR CBOFTS "CRITI- 
CAL REMARKS." 
0; E. S. DiRoTTEiiHUND, Esquire. 
(To tht Edilor 0/ Ue BritUh American JoumaLI 
Sia: — I trust Mr. Croft will understand distinetly, 
that if I have been unwilling to notice his analyses of 
the Brantford wiien, or to beatow any Mrioua attention 
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upon them, I waa not deterred by any fear of entering 
into B scientific discusaion ; but simply because 1 ob- 
aerred in them eirora of auch magnitude, and ao extra- 
ordioary, that I n-as disposed to regard hia anicles 
rather as the pretensions of a man dealrous of exhibiting 
hia alulity to read and sign his name, than as the eflbris 
of one capable of producing original matter, or even of 
copying correctly. Since, however, Mr. Crofl, with 
eignificant pomposity, enails me, under hia title of 
" Professor of King's College," 1 am induced, through 
respect for the situation he holds, to reply to his stric- 
tures. I make this observation, because I should never 
have conaideied myself . obliged to notice him as a 
chonist; for this plain reason, that neither by his style 
or matter does be prove to me his riglit to that distinc- 
tion ; but most particularly the reverae by his last 
article, dated January 9lb, and published in your March 
number. 

Had Mr. Crod stated in his article, published in the 
Dumber of your journal for Jane, 184>6, that he had read 
the description of a mineral spring analysed hy Mr. 
Bounngault, he would have acted more judiciously than 
to have re-produced that analysis BO incompletdy. Were 
not tfie distinguished merits of Mr. Bousingault so well 
and so extensively known, Mr. Croft would expose him 
to the reproach of being deficient in the most essential 
details, and those which are pre-eminendy necessary in 
the publicaiion of a quantitative analysis, in order that 
its value may be accurately appreciated. But I auspecl 
that Mr. Cron, in his wish to imitate Mr. Bousingault, 
waa not aware of vrbat waa necessary lo render hi 
article complete. What appeam most unaccountable 
is, that one who styles himself " Professor of King's 
Cf^kse," should commit a blunder so gross in regard to 
the use of carbonate of ammonia in determining tlie pre- 
aence of magnesia, as would be unpardonable in a mere 
student of medicine. As Mr. Croft seems to be ac- 
qaainled with smne scientific printed authorities, if he 
bad referred to some of thoM works for the use of tyros, 
who are receiving instruction in the means of ascertain' 
ing diSerent bodiea by this or that re-agent, be would 
have diaeovered his error. 

Phosphate of soda forms, with magneaia, a double 
insoluble salt of phosphate of soda, and of magnesia in 
a neutral scdution. In acid solutions, ammonia is 
added to neutralise the acid, and thereby to facilitate 
the formation of the dotiUe phosphate. Professor 
Croft eni[Joys carbonate of ammonia instead of caustic 
ammonis. If the scdution be acid, it is certain that the 
carbonate of ammonia will be decomposed, forming a 
new salt, with an ammonia baas ; and the carbonic 
•cid, which becomes free, will form insoluble carbonic 



salts, such as the carbonate of lime, of magnesia, of 
alumina, and the pho^bate of soda can no longer 
act. Mr. Croft has, therefore, erroneously taken the 
carbonate of lime, or some other carbonate, for the 
phosphate of soda and magnesia. If Mr. Crnll be 
of candor, he must admit that such a blunder is 
unpardonable, even in a Tyro, who recites his first 
lessons, and much mora inexcusable in a "professor," 
who blunders into an aialysis, thus — "ammonia precipi- 
tates a reddish brown fioculent substance, sesquioxide of 
iron, and perhaps alumina." For amusement, if not 
for edification, I should like Mr. Croft to inform us what 
be means by the science of chemistry, and what is the 
use or object of an analysis, if the chemist is to be as 

lily satisfied as the learned professor. " Sesquioxide 
of iron, and perhaps alumina," "littie or no chlorine," 

litde or no protoxide of iron,** and so on I Tbis ia 
procikely a case in which it may be safely said, thst Mr. 
Croft is either a poor chemist, or, "perhaps," no che- 
mist at all. He should have known that carbonate of 
yields a white precipitate, with salts of mag- 
nesia, bariles, strontian, manganese, alumina, zinc, 
antimony, lead, tin, Sui. Phosphate of soda yields 
a while precipitate, with salts of magnesia, lithia, 
barites, alumina, iron, snc, antimony, tin, lead, &£. 
Now, what right has Mr. Croft to assume, or to take 
upon himself to stale, that because he obtained a wliite 
precipilaie by meana of phosphate of soda (having pre- 
viously added the carbonate of ammonia) be discovered 
the presence of magnesia, when these two re-agents yield 
a white precipitate, with so many others 1 Who knowa 
btit Mr. Croft, instead of magnesia, saw lit/tic, or alu- 
mina, or antimony, or zinc, &c he. 1 

Mr. Croft states the qua ntily of the different Eubstances, 
and supposes, since Mr. Bousingault found sulphuric acid, 
hydrochloric acid, alumina, and lime in the watera Dear 
Pspayon ; and he, Mr. Croft, finding sulphate of sesqui- 
oxide of iron, lime, and magnesia in those of Brantford, 
that therefore the bed of this spring, like that of Fapayon, 
must be volcanic. What absurdity ! Every man of 
common-sense, not wishing to inflict on Mr. Croft the 
pain of contradiction, can only be amused at seeing him 
bunt for an analogy between the two analyses. A com- 
passionate ^rug of the shoulders is the only argument to 
be made use of in such cases. But let us come to his 
quantitative analyais. 

FirM, Mr. Croft should have stated the quantity of the 
residuum, obtained Gtota the evaporation of a given quan- 
tity of the water, say a pint, lo prove if he made any 
losses, and in whal stage of his analyns. 

In June, 1846, Mr. Croft says he found sulphuric 
acid, sesquioxide of irooi magneaia, and lime. In his 
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communicalloB of the monlh of Auguti, he expresses hi 
rarprise at Ihfl presence of antimony in thejvatera of 
BrflntftHi], an^ citea the analyses of Doubeny, BischofT. 
and Ozann, to prove that that boJy does not esiat 
In any mineral apring. TVe mmt premime, therefore, 
that the Professor denies the possibility of discoveries in 
chemistry, more particularly in mineral springs. We 
are justified in this belief, since the main ground upon 
which he rests hii assertions is, that chemists, since the 
creation of the vrorld, have n<ft mentioned this body in 
toy analysis of miners! waters. 

In March, 1847, after Mr. Croft had perused my re- 
pOTt, he finds, in the same mineral irater, chlorine, pro- 
toxide of iron, soda, potassa, alttmina, and " be adds 
(bat J do not mention any trace of free sulphuric acid, 
discovered and published by him" in June, 1840. 
I woald adc him what process he adopted to detect 
its exis(enc»~-more particularly, I would request him 
to Inform me what course he took to convihce him- 
selftiiat the Butphnricacid isor is not free? I suspect 
he will experience very serious difficulty to answer me 
these questioira. I should believe him upon his word ; 
and, as Hr. Croft publishes exact numbers, we must 
mppoae that he weighed each of theee bodies in a state 
of perfect purity. Our entertaining any doubtsupon this 
important point would be a direct attack upon the honour 
of a chemist. So much the worse for Mr. C, if he has 
igporantly or incautiously ventured to suhslitule protoxide 
for aeaquioxide, sulphuric acid for chlorine, phosphate of 
aoda and magnesia for earbonate of mapiesia caibonate 
of alumina, of lime, &c. &c. Mr. Croft is his own ac- 
cuser, and leads us to doubt the accuracy of what he 
advances so lightly and with such inconsiderate preeipi- 
titlon. 

Mr. Croft, with atfecled irony, r^roaches me with 
not having positively stated that the sulphuric acid is or 
is not free. I must admit that T am not provided vriih 
Aat audacity, or blind confidence in myself, which could 
alone have enabled me to bring before the public as a 
positive ftct, what, in my opmion, could be pven merely 
a^ a supposition. Whatever Mr. Croft's way ol think- 
ing or acting may be, mine is, that in acientific matters, 
om ahould ndher be the notary than the barrieler. 

To state that sulphuric acid is, or is not free, requires 
a quantitative analysis, the most delicate and exact that 
ean possibly be made, for BuppOHUK that there existe a 
certain quanlity of aci j a, and a certain quantity of base 
h, which would saturate hut half the quantity of acid a, 
if now in analyzing a certain quantity of any substance, 
there isfuund a certain quantity of acid a, and if, instead of 
the qtiantity of base b, another quality and quantity ia given 
without exactitude, can any one determine what is the 



quantity of free acid present ; for protoxide is not per* 
oxide, nor is iron, alqmina, each of those bodies having 
different powers of saturation with the same acid. And 
can Mr. Crofl stale by what rule or theory, approved by 
science, he has presumed lo say, that the acid is, or ik 
not free ; but an answer to every one of Mr. Crofl^ ac- 
cusations, would be a greater task than that which a 
professor might find with a tyro who has taken a wron^ 
notion in his head. Mr. CrollmisconslrueBthedioug^ts, 
and the facta also j moreover, with a son of self-eatislhc- 
tion, he argues on a word, instead of the idea iavolved 
in the sentence. 

Hr. CroH takes up my theory <^ the c-omposltion of 
the i^pring, in which I suppose Aat to have fnt solphu- 
ric acid, the sulphate of lime must have been decom- 
posed, which, with other circumstances, tended lo facili- 
tate the explanation, why antimony waa in a atate of 
solution — without saying if the sulphuric acid bad en- 
tirely or partly served towards the forlMtion of other talta. 
Mr. Croft seems to have cooaidered this theory in the 
light ofan analywB, aiif I could have been imdbr lAe 
uirth, or have judged by any other means than thoGC 
which are allowed to the disciples of science, vis., tfartr 
intellr{[ence based upon scientific information. If Mr. 
Croft is more capable, he can [uvpoiind another tbtfoiy. 
Many phenomena vrere al one lime explained by the 
plilogistic theory, which has given place lo the onebuM 
upon the action of oxygen. Neither theory, however, 
prevents mercury from becoming oxidated, by contact 
with air. 

Mr. Croft, in June, 1846, states that the nitrate of sil- 
ver did not delect anything in the wstera of Brantford. 
He ia mistaken.; as there must have been formed a while 
precipitate of sulphate of silver. In March, 1847, he 
finds a white precipitate with nitrate of sih'er, and he 
takes it for (Chloride. He would have done better lo inform 
us what means he adopted to separate auiphuric acid 
from the chlorine, in order to be certain that the piecipi- 
tate obtained by the sulphate of silver was chloride and 
itot sulphate of silver. Mr. Croft has had the goodness 
to admit, after reading my analysis, that he found emne 
traces of chlorine. I thenk him, also, for having found 
potasBa, ahimina, and soda. But this 1 regard as mere 
civility on his part, because be must permit me lo doubt, 
if he saw these bodies by the method which he employed. 
He saw the yellow flame of the apirita of wine, but it 
waa produced by organic matter, or by some other salt 
then pure soda, because he did not obtain it in a atate of 
purity to render that test unexceptionable. Who knows 
that Mr. Croft may not also have mistaken a aolphate, 
phosphate, bromide, or iodide, &c., for the chloride, when 
the solution was tested by the nitnte of silver ; inoBmach 
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as all ihese salts yield the aanie white precipitsle with the 
nitrate of silver. 

Thus, what opinion cin or ought to he rormed of a 
dieinin who, after publiahiag three quantiwive aoalyies 
of the same mberal irater ia Jone and August, 1816. 
and in March, ISA?, at laat finds six additional bodies, 
^nd all diSerest from the first, which he ¥upposed lo have 
eziated exdusively there T What ought we to say of 
<^en)i>t who discovera a reaemblaace between two ana- 
lysea, in coDaequence of the presence of a body which 
exists in neariy all the nioai common substances t Mr. 
Croft, in June, ISierpuhlisbesdirereniquantitalive ana- 
lyses, in which ha states he Ibund sulpboric acid. In 
the

without stating the quantities of matter upon which he 
c^MTBled. He only assures ua that he Ibund 7. 
in one pint of water. Id tite month of March, 1847, he 
a|>ologiaee, admitting that he was mistaken, and declar- 
isg that be bad nothadthetimelomakeacomplete ana- 
lysis, and (hat, in fact, he did not poosew the oecestiary 
materials. If such were the case, he ought to have acted 
with the pradence and integrity ofa man of science, and 
not advanced and pvbliahed what he could not sustain, 
mueh lese prove. Mr. Croft suppoeea the soil of Brent- 
-ford, where the spring is situated, to be volcanic ; and, 
■ingulariy enough, it is the [Hesence of sulphates of an 
acid character which leads hrm to this conclusion. If 
Mr. BonsingauH has declared that the bed of the spring 
near Papayon is volcanic, his opinion rests upon the fact 
that be found hydrochloric acid — hydrochloric and sol- 
phurouB acid may he indieationa of voleama, hut ml- 
phaiee are not. 

After criticising with so litde gentlemanlike courleayi 
after having so flippantly remarked upon the labours of 
anoilier diemist, acknowledged as auch by authorities in 
science possessing rather more celebrity in the scientific 
world than Mr. Croft, notwithstanding his title of pro- 
fessor — after having bedaubed and exposed himself to 
ridicule, in his own ambitions but titterly wenhleee pub- 
liurtions, and (bat by his own ehowhrg, I put it fitiriy to 
Mr. Croft whether or not he ia entitled to any further 
reply t I would add, that were I sure that he had the 
intention or the wiH to persevere in the study of chemis- 
try, I should earnestly advise hJm to continue his inves- 
tigations of the Brentford waters. Th)Bapring,orinl84<8 
at the very latest, he will hit upon some new ingredient, 
which baaJiitberto escaped his triple and thrice contra- 
dictory onalysea. 
You say with truili that my report was not sanctioned 



by the signature of Mr. Logan. I may remark, how- 
ever, that Mr. Logan, not being a chemist, could not in 
any way sanction that report. Be that as it may, I am 
moat certain that that eminent geologiBt,dvhoro you justly 
regard as a savant of high ability, would not consent to 
sanction Mr. Croft's analyaid, much less would he up- 
hold the Buppoei^on that the soilofBrantford is volcanic, 
because it contains sulphates of iron, of lime, and of 
magnesia. 

I should have here terminated my reply to Mr. Croft, 
but being assailed by the Jlrgiis, a political, literary, 
and sdentific journal of Toronto, which so loudly 
apphiuded Mr. Croft's artide against mc, I feel myself 
bound, through respect for the press, to offer a few 
more observations. As I have already said in my 
report, and I repeat it again, I could not give to the 
public any quantitative analyses ; for notwithstanding 
every care in my investigation, I had not the necessary 
means of making them correctly ; and as I regard the 
word ofa man of science when he advances any fact 
connected wilh his labours Bs most sacred, I preferred 
publishing the qualitative analyses only, and to keep in 
possession the quantitative ; because, althoogh 
they appeared to t>e correct, ihey might have been 
inexact, for want of the necessary apparatus. 

Mr. Croft expresses his astonishment at my finding 
zinc and potasea in solution in the water. He makes 
of (he printed signs of admiration, which so well 
depict his thoughts. If Mr. Croft does not know the 
existence of double salts of sulphate of zinc and of 
potassa, yet as a professor he should recall to 
mind that tiie salts known under the name of halhy- 
drales, form double salts only with salts in which the 
acid has lost its water. If, having the wish to attack 
the labours of chemists, he knew a little of the science, 
he would have placed the exclamation thus, zinc and 
I would have had the trouble only to object to 
him tliBt he is mistaken in his reproductions ; for 
he would be right in saying, that sulphate of zinc 
csnnot form a double salt with the aul]}hate of lime, 
inaamuch as both are halbydrates ; but the sulphate of 
zinc forms a double salt wilh the sulphate of potassa 
and oihere not halhydrete. The sulphate of lime will 
form them witii (he same sa1ta. And here is the for- 
mula, according to Liebig, which periiapa will serve 
to calm Mr. Croft: 

SOaZnO, (SOa KO). -i- 6 HO. 

Other chemists give seven atoms of water. 

As to the antimony, I obtained it i/i the state of sulphu* 

ret, of an oreoge red colour, giving with tlie blow 

pipe a white smoke, deporting itself on the coal in a 

circle. And to convince Mr. Croft that I take great pro- 
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cautions in 'my analysis, I woulil remark, that, Tearful I eet 
the presence of the antimony might have been <)ue to the 
hydro-sulphuric acid, which might have contained some 
traces of that metal, derived from tlie material from 
which it was obtained,! expressly prepared some aulphu- 
retofiron myself; and when I again obtained tbe orange 
coloured precipitate, I was convinced that antimony 
was contained in the solution. I am free to confess 
the extent of my surprise at this diecoveiy ; for I was 
aware that that body bad not been previously detected 
mineral springs. But Mr. Croft would never be able 
to find it, even if I were to point out to him the method 
of doing BO, inasmuch as practical tikill is necessary, 
As to (he proof of vegetable albumen, let Mr. Croft read 
the analyus of tbe wsters o( Barege, and afterwards ex- 
amine the waters of Caledonia, if percBance another fit of 
chemical analysis should seize htm. He will, no doubt, 
•upposethat there are broken eggs in the soil, if he 
should discover vegetable albumen. As to the solubility 
of remnous matter in water, Mr. Croll is perfectly 
rect in his position. It is insoluble, as iron is, as 
sine and other bodies, and which nevertheless we find 
in adutioa ia many springs. But since I am compelled 
b> adopt language more practical than scientific, in ordi 
to be iiHH« ioidlig'ble to persons unacquainted with the 
science, I would mention cortain daily practices, ad- 
opted by manu&cturers to increase the weight of iheii 
articles, to the prejudice of the public They mix 
nan with potassa, which, in the form of soap, is soluble 
in water. Analyse such a water, and you will not be 
mrprised to find resinous matter in it in a state of 
solulion. Since the manubcturer, in order to carry on 
his trade more successfully in a commercisl point of 
view, hss found out iha means of overcoming or con' 
ceiling the insoluble nature of resin, why should we 
doubt that nature, so mysterious in her existence, 
and frequently so in her operations which often 
seem incompatible to ordinary intelligences, might not 
alao form some combinaiions, which, we can reasonably 
suppose, would escape Mr. Croft's scientific attainments, 
Mr. Croft finishes his article thus : " Mr. DeRottermund 
cannot expect that any one of bis statements will be 
believed by the scientific portion of the people of Ca- 
nada, elthou^ it is possible that so flourishing a report 
may obtain credence among those who may have as 
inaccurate a knowledge of chemistry as even Mr. De- 
Kottermund himself, a portion of the community which, 
it la to be hoped, for tbe credit of the country, will be 
fband to be exceedingly small." A direct answer to 
thin is scarcely necessary, and would be of very little 
importance; but I will merely take the liberty of sub- 
mitting a problem which can be solved by the latter 



<<p<»lion ol the community" just as well as by the 
« scientific portion of the peopid of Canada" — could not 
the combinations produced by nature be as welt con- 
cealed from Mr. Croft's understanding, as are the pre- 
parations of an able artisan from the ordinary purchaser t 
I prefer saying nothing to refute tbe assertion, that 
we can expect more in our taboiatorieB than nature in 
her combinations ; because the apothecary, who has 
the redpe for a preparation, may defy us to prepare his 
ointment. His skill in tumrog tbe pestie produces thai 
which a chemist the most expert in tbe theory of com- 
binations, could not imitate, and nature possesses far 
greater means and secrets of preparation than the most 
skilful chemist. The only correction which I expect lo 
receive in regard to my labours, is, that I may have 
been deceived in the state of the salts. But if that error 
does e^st, it does not arise from any want of exactness, 
but from the want of those necessary means which no 
chemist engaged in delicate analyses, can dispense with. 
In the beginning I declared frankly, that I was not 
possessed of \vhat was necessary. In order to deter- 
mine the state of the salts, an analyms more accurate 
than Mr. Croft could make would be required. 

Errors frequently arise from the calculations and the 
figures arinng out of the theory of the laws of combina- 
tion. Thus a man corrects himself if he sees that 
another chemist has seized the troth with more accu- 
racy than he has ; but on that account a man is not 
less a chemist. Thus M. Liebig corrects M. Dumas, 
and M. Dumas corrects M. Liebig. And it is immate- 
rial what my labours are, and be their merits what they 
may, I defy Mr. Croft to makg that anslysis, without 
my lowing him at every step errors in principle, and 
inaccuracies ; and I will prove to him that be has mis- 
taken water for an acid, protoxide for peroxide, paper 
for volcanic matter, and who knows but some other 
substances, similar to those of the sour spring near 
Papeyon, and others again etiU more remote, with which 
Mr. Croft would rejoice to compare them. But to 
bring this communication (o a close, take care, Mr. 
Professor, not to do " as the facetious old gentleman did, 
who, hearing a friend ciy out ' lapsu* lingua,* when his 
servant let fall a boiled tongue, caused his own attendant 
to be equally awkward with a round of beef, and 
expected to gain great applause by a repetition of the 
witticism ;" the pretty story which you cite in your 
admirable critique, in the March number of the British 
American Journal of Mtdiccd and Physical Scienctf in 
answer to my labours.

The flubject of Mesmerism is presented in tlie 
worit, (he btle of which we have )usl given, unijci 
a garb in which it has nflver been previously in- 
vested. In reading its pages, we are forcibly reminded 
thai the volume was not exclusively intended for the 
ProfeiKiion. which, to a cerlfiin extent, detracts from tlie 
position whicbi-Mherwise, it might hove occupied ; but 
we are, nevertheless, not the less under an obligation 
to examine its contents, and to draw from them such 
conclusions as tlicy appear legitimately to warrant. 

The term Mesmeriem has become with many minds 
so intimately associnied with the idea of imposture — and 
this, too, nut without ample graunds — that it is freqtienily 
impossible to obtain for it a patient investigation oftbose 
circomstances, which are announced under its name ai 
factt. The means of disproof are very frequently nol 
80 ready of access, and minds impatient of results. 
iisnalty discard the statement, or Ihe/ac^, as it is usually 
termed, without due and proper inquiry. We be- 
lieve this to t>e true in many of the instances of the 
induction of Mesmeric coitdiUons, and while we wiah (o 
be considered as by no means yielding our atweni to the 
truthfulness of every thing supposed lo have been eflected 
through alleged Mesmeric means, of which we may have 
either read or heard, or which we may have seen, we 
do yet believe that, in some instances, effects have been 
realized which should not have been overlooked by the 
Profession, but ought, on the contrary, to have elicited in- 
vestigation in a more particular manner than has yet 
taken place, and which, had they been bgitimately fol' 
lowed up, might have been productive of much good. - 

In enteriog upon a new field of inquiry, every ad- 
vancing »tep should be marked with caution, especially 
when dealing with a Bubje(^t like the present. We have, 
therefore, in estimating the value of the publication be- 
fore in, to apply to it the ordinary rules of evidence. 
We have then to consider, in the first place, the credi- 
Ulity of the witness; and, in the aecond, the degree or 
■mount of it which should attach to his statements : fur, 
jn a case like the present, we must not be ins« 
the contingency, that the witness msy conscientiously 
believe in the full truthfulness of his narrative, s 
took many circumstances, which to his mind, already 
prepossessed, may seem quite conclusive, yet when 
scrutinized rigidly, will nol stand investigation. Now, 
as far aa the first point is concerned, w^ cannot permit 
ourselves to betieve, that Dr. Esdaile would, on a point 
in which detection, exposure, and certain disgrace 
would so quickly have succeeded imposition, have 
wilhngty and knowingly palmed off upon his Profes- 
sional brethren a deception so grws, hb what the pre- 
sent publication in that case would afford evidence of. 
His professional rank, his position in the civil service of 
the East India Company, in char^ of an important 
public charity, all forbid the entertaining of any such 
ides. The motive for the puUication of the woit, ia 



one, moreover, which is of it«lf conclusive on this part 
of our subject. We give it in the author's words ; —

The motive for the publication being thus, according 
to the author's own shewing, based on the truest philan- 
thropy, we are in an especial manner called upon lo ex- 
amine into the merits of the case submitted ; for if the 
credibility of the witness be good, his motive philan- 
thropic, and his statemenia unimjieachable, the Profes- 
sion is bound, not only not lo reject the evidence, but to 
examine the subject for themselves, — and this leads, in 
the second place, to consider the credibility ol the state- . 
ments. 

Dr. Esdsile does nol appejir to have been entirely 
sceptical of the truth of Mesmerism, After having 
heard and read much about it, became to the conclusion, 
that « if the twentieth part of what was reported was true, 
it well deserved careful investigation," and " 1 determin- 
ed to try and 6nd out the truth for myseir." And as 
his first exjieriment is the one which led tn the prosecu- 
tion of his further inquiries, and ihe formation of his 
linions, we cannot do better than detail the circnm- 
ances in the author's own words*

sign of suffering or pain, and that they succeeded with 
such stoical indiffei^nce and apathy, that scarcely a 
mtiaclc of their faces or iheir bodies quivered. Dr. 
Eadaile himaelf disposes of such objections in the fol- 
lowing sumtnary method.

Although the cases am Mrrated in thp aullior'd ovro 
mrdB, aDd many aro given without alteatation, yet, na 
a great many are attested by competent and sensible ob- 
aefvets, and among these were me jica] gentlemen, some of 
vrhom were pre-possessed ogainst the subject, we con- 
ceive that due credit may be safely awarded to those 
that are not. On the ordinary rules of evidence, then, 
we may observe, thnt Dr. Esdaile has made out a fai 
csae, Bo far aa his surgical practice is concerned, and that 
IB dm atntraliiy of the eases which he has detailed, 
insen-'ibility to pain wna successfully attained. But we 
wish not to found our conclusion on m broad a " ' 
in s lew cases, and a few only, and of this we think there 
can be no reasonable doubt, inseneibillty topain, by means 
designated metmeric, was produced, we have then suffi- 
cient evidence to demonetrBle,thal the attention ofltie pro- 
femion ought to be directed to the subject ; were it only on 
the ground, that means of alleviating pain in surgical 
operations is a matter of deep and serious moment, and 
well worthy of that philanihrophy which is one of the 
brightest omamenls of the character o< the medieal 
profession. 

So much then for the application of mesmerism to 
surgery, a part ol the worit of Dr. Esdaile, which we 
consider as furnishing by far the atrongett arguments in 
its favour.

Here we have no difficulty in recognising a severe 
attack orhy3teiia,'the paroxysm subsiding after an hour's 
duration ; a by no means unusual occurrence. Several 
other cases are re[)orted of a character equally as un- 
satisfactory as ihoee quoted. We certainly think that 
Dr. Cadatle has, in many of hisreponcil medical cases, 
fallen into tlie very common error, of sanguine minds, 
of associating ihepost hoc with Xhefn-opter hoc. He saw 
what he desired to see, and he immediately connected 
the effect produced with tlte means employed. 

As far as regards the application of mesmerism to 
medicine one general observation may be safely hazarded, 
and it is this, that if such means are really capable of 
producing peculiar effects on the system, and of this, tli« 
details involved in the surgical cases, which we have 
at some length on a preceding page, afford no 
xlender evidence, it is natural to anticipate that such in- 
fluences would be moat likely experienced by persona 
of a highly sensitive temperament, and prove most be- 
neficial (if lieneficial at all) in diseases in which the 
nervous system is principally engaxed — or the neuroses. 
Tbe medical cases above enumerated would tend to 
point to such an inference, for, with few excepliooa, 
they may be all classed under this head, ahbougfa, in

'J'hc excitement of profuae aalivalion 
y miachievouB. The anti-plaatic action of the drug 
long uae, so diotiniah the coagulability of tlie blood, a« 
to produce a aiercurial icorbulai, very diScult to cure. Marat 
tiuii mav UkoH'ira bo produced, especially in children and aged 
persuna, if mercury be employed sufliciontly long to induce plyal- 
ism or diirrhcea, or the two eonjumtly. Calomel, pailiculsrlv- 
rouit be given to such aubjeeta wiih great care. It ie not auffi- 
eiont to wilhh'ld it when enUvation or purging already exist ; bu' 
at every visit the enndiliun of llio ulivary organs and digeatlvi' 
lube most be cHrefully enquired into. From neglect of tiiia pre- 
caution, infanta often suffer sovciely from the prolonged use ol 
calomel.— Medica-Ciirurg'icai Rnitte, Jan..

MEDICAL JURISPRUDENCE. 



On Womdt from Fve-Armt withoat BaiL—Ky Paul 
Swirr, M.D., Philadelphia.— There is obviontly a wide 
spread popnUr error in relation to the effect of the explodon 
of gunpowder without ball; and even profesaional write re 
on this subject ore Dot very definite in regard to the distinct 
at which a pialot, or other fire-arm, so loaded, nay be die- 
charged wilnont inflicting a dangerom woand. 

The popular notion and language is, that the piece it not 
loaded QDless it be charged wiifa ball, slog, or shot, oi well 
OS powder, and that its discharge is quite safe even when 
held near the person. Moreover, when wounds do oecor 
from such discharges, all patties seem quite snre that the 
wad is the immediate canse. The following case will illns- 
iMle Ibe prevalence of this opinion and its fallacy. 

On last New Year's eve, at the Gooi Wilt Engine hoow, 
Wm. Simler, a ii)inar,pl*yfully, bat beedlctily, fired apittol 
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Perucope. — Sifrup of Iodide and CAioride of Inn. 



charged with powder only, il his friend and compar 
Robert W. Pilt, infliolina; ■ serious wound. Pilt. stsgirei 
into tbe umsof hi*fileiidi,ciied out, " I am shot." Sim 
thiDking him fria^trned, but not harmed, said, Inu^hi 
" It nu Dot loaded," or, as another wilneKS lesiifieJ, 
had no ball in it." The wound was on the Ueshy part oF 
the left hip; abo*a and behind the trochanter major, about 
on* inch in diameter, and four inches in depth ; the intsgu. 
ments wore deBlioyed, and the muscles nresented a blacken- 
ed, mangled mass ; it bled but little, and was tarelnUj prob- 
ed with the finger which readily passed to the bottom of the 
wound. No untoward symptom aroae till Ihe sixth d&y, 
when tetanus in Its most distressing form, opisthotonos, sup. 
erveoed, and he died on the morning of the seventh. 

Od a careful posl-mortem examination, no foreign sub. 
stance waa found but a minute fragment of woollen cloth, 
about two inches from Ihe surface, and grains of gimpovnUr, 
with lekKh the tBoitnd, through i(s whole txtenl, vim block- 
tned. 

Thus it was evident that this fatal wound was caused hy 
the explosion of gunpowder in a pistol of ordinary size ; a 
wound at least four times as large as a ball froi^i the same 
instrument would have caused ; and so manjrled were the 
tissues, through tbia great extent, that vitality was utterly 
destroyed. Had the unfortunate young man lived, it must 
have been through ^leal suffering, necessarily attending tbe 
tedious and eihaustin^r sloughing of the dead mass. 

At the legal investigation which fflllowed,fhere was some 
discrepancy in the testimony in regard to Ihe distance at 
which the pistol was held when the wound was Inflicted, 
(he witnesses diffeiing from one foot to two or three yards ; 
nor il this very Elrange, as it occurred in the night, in a 
place not well lighted, and in the midst of a moring thron;; 
of some twenty individuals. The patient himself, however 
declared his belief that the weapon "almost touched him.' 
The pistol was said, by Simler, to have had a paper wad , 
but no wad was at any time found, and the evidence given 
at the time rendered it quite probable none waa used. 

Being ana of tbe professional attendants in this case, 
was somewhat surprised at the character and extent of th 
wound ; it was obvious no ball could have produced it ; nt 
was it conceivable that a paper wad could have caused such 
extensive lesions. A considerable research in works on 
medical jurisprudence failed to give satiBfaction, and though 
tbe circumstances forced upon my mind the inference that 
8 heavy charge of powdr^r, exploded near the part, had alone 
caased the mischief, yet, as young Simler bad been bound 
over for trial before a criminal court, it seemed very desir- 
able to possess- farther data in the premises. With this 
• view 1 sought, and, tiirough the courtesy of the officers of 
Jefferson Medical College, obtained the facilities for making 
the following experiments, which were used et the suhse- 
onent trial, and are now offered to the public with a hope 
that they may be useful in future medico-legal investigations 
of tfiis nature. The pistol— the same used hy Simler^was 
wadded with paper, and has a bore about four inches in 
dearth and six linos caliber. 

Experimenl 1st.— Pittol with an ordinary charge was held 
12 inches from Qcihy part of hip, the part bein< covered 
with one thickness of broadcloth and a twilled cotton clolli 
under it — Clothes lacerated, and skin abraded ; wad on tbe 
StoT, on lire. 

Experifiunt 2d. — Diatance 6 inches ; parts covered as 
befare, clothes lacerated ; wad lodged one half inch below 
tbe surface. 

Sxperimenl 3d. — Distance 3 inches — wound ragged, 
blackened with powder, and penelraiini; to the bone — one 
and-a half to two inches — wad was Found immediately 
beneath the integuments, and somewhat on one eideof tht 
prineipai wouitd — parts covered as before. t 

Bxptrmmt 4tb.— Dtsla&cs one and a half inch from the 



ribs of the right side— no covering of clotb— panetrated 
the cavity of the chest, tbe wad patsing throngh the iotec- 

coatals between tbe ribs. 

Experimenl 5th.— Distance the same— no coTsriog of 
cloth, the integuments removed — wad penetrated thethorUf 
carrying away a traniverse portion of the rib. 

The subject, about 35 years of age, a male, not recent, 
had undergone a preierving process with chloride of mercorj, 
considerably hardening the musclesj it was also much' en 
elated. — Medical Examiner. 
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Syrap of Iodide and Chloride of Iron.— By B. BrtTLIT, Esq., 
of Londnn. — As iodine is at present bo cKeiuively emp}oyed, and 
maiulains BO high a character pb h rrmedial agenti it appean 
rather singiilnr that umB uf its mnsL officiant combiualioiu 
are atill so Jillle used. Amnn^l them^, the iodide of iron is one 
which has not yst attained that rank in profeaaional ottimallon 
that ill msrib claim. This wems in part onin|r la tlie proceu 
by which tho Londnn Phannacopceta dircota it to be prepared, ila 
grost icrjdencj to decompoailion, and the difficulty of Jli preser- 
valion. The iron pnmewea ■ greater affinity for the oiyjen of 
(lie nliiinsphere tlian far iodine, in consequence ot which the lat- 
lor i* Ml free, and when the preparation ia eihibited in luch a 
state, Ihe Etoinach in frequently incapable of bearing what mi^t 
nliierwiiie prove a valuable tonic. lliiB tendoncy la aiidation Hi 
Ihe iron, and liberation of free iodine, is indeed prevented bj min£ 
the syrup, tho euear in which has tbe property o( prevcntiO|; 
protoxides, protiodidci, and protoehloridea, fram absorbing o^- 
gen, and pasaine into peraiide, in which atatei iron eierti but 
little action on the syatem. 

Practical men, however, have remarked, that the iodide of iron, 
even when given id Ihe beat form, baa eomelimei failed to produce 
that speedy and decisive chalybeate influence on the system thai 
other salts do, though In other reaped* an agreeable and elagsnt 
form. This obaervaiion is readily explained on relereoco to the 
canstitution of the salt, in wtiich the smonnt of iron il lew tban 
one. fourth of lliul of the iodine, Ihe combining proporttoa of the 
former being iwenty.eight , while that of tbe Tatter is 12G. As 
iodine ia incnpabia of entering into combinalian with a greater 
proportion of iron, in order to incrcane the quantity we may 
■ubslilule inntlier eall uf iron, isomnrphauB in its crjital, sncl 
igane in constilulion in the pratocli loride. These two aalta 
be mixed in nnj proportion willioat decomposilion, and thui 
nt an elegant and pon'crrul preparation of iron, while tha 
e, by its action on the glandular system and secretory mp. 
paratos, tends [o prevent thai cerebral plethora which the laTu 
' iron, when given per te, so frequently induce.

It is a general law of the animal economy, that all 
organs, whether osaeoua, nervoua, or vascular, Hhall re- 
cover entirely, or in part, from injunoua eOects upon 
ll)en: during their rormation, whether these effects be 
local or cottstitDtional ; but to this rule, the teeth are an 
exception} from such injuries the dental oi^nisln never 
recovers; but, on the other hand, teeth so eflecled leldom 
escape lor anj grest lengthoftimethe ravages of disease. 
1^ tt^lrtb contiDue throughopt life to exhibit marks of 
ptevioua copstitutionat derangement, becauae, unlike the 
itiieT bones, they have do reproducing powers of their 
oirn, BO that whatever iifjuriea they maj receive from 
conautplioQal or other causes while being furiDed, ihej 
have not energies inheient in themselves sufficient 
i^alore them lo a state of health. It it this peculiar char, 
a^teriitic of the dental organs that enables us to judge ol 
the. innate constitution, whether it be good Or bad; it also 
OfUkhles us to point out, with considerable accuracy, at 
wh^^ perioda during the life of Ihe sgbject the coostitu- 
lipnal d^ngeinent ban been moat severe. 

The ^nn, cdow, density, and vital energy of the

ance, be found imperfect, and we frequently meet with 
cased where parb [lius affected ere entirely wanting. 

The appearance of the teeth will indicate correctly the 
nature of the irritation. If it be const iiutiooal, then these 
organe will be marked in pairs, and in such a manneTaa 
loehowtheirdilfereiit stages of advancement at the time 
the accident look place; if local, then those teeth only 
suSbr which are in (he neig^bouihood of the disease.

As the commenoemflDt and duration of the process of 
ossificatioB dependa upoB othcc ciraiuDsI^ncos than the 
age of the subject, ihie table cannot be correct in all 
caM»9 hut as a general niie tv« t^lieve it may be . relied. 

We have this day witnessed an interesting esse of 
imperfectly formed enamel, in the mouth of a girl about 
ten years of age. Across thecrownsof the lower incisors, 
about half way from the gum to their cutting edges, was 
a deep groove, and tbe points of the cuspidali of the 
upper jaw were entirely gone. Simitar marks were also 
discoverable on the other front teeth of both jaws. We 
irked to the mother of the child, who was present 
that the appearance of. the te«|l^ indic«te$l . good general 
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health ; but at two Tears of sge she mtist have been the 
nitQect of a brief, but serere illness. The mother con- 
firmed our opinion, by saying her daughter had generally 
been healthy, with the exception of the time we 
tioned, when she waa attacked with measlea, and wat 
for aome time conaidered dangerqusly ill. Cased ol tbia 
description are of the most common occurrence. 

The diflerent phenomena exhibited in the formation 
of dental orgaaism, are as variable bb the degrees of 
health in the ayitema that produces them. 

A good innate constitution, sustained by blood 
laining a proper proportion of the diOerent matetials 
(hat eater into the structures of the teeth, will produce 
these organs of a medium size, of a dense slnictare, 
perfect in form, and slightly tinged with yellow; while 
anotheratale of the blood, in which serum preponderates, 
and which is always accompanied by a tveak constitu- 
tion, produces teeth of a ddicate form, smaller in 
diameter, and more pointed than those of a healthy 
formation, of a btueish or pearly tint, and readily acted 
upon by external agenta. These teeth are generally 
beautiful and regular, and are credulotnly looked upon 
by some as indicationa of a predisponlion (o pulmonary 
disease. Another state of the blood, in which calcarioua 
matter and gelatine are produced in abundance, but of a 
poorer quality, exhibit teeth of a eofi texture, and, like 
the others, leadily ^cted upon by corronve agents: Ihey 
are also characterised by a chalky appearance, and an 
enamel full of small indenlationa. These teeth are very 
often, but not always, larger than those produced by a 
more healthy action. They are usually found covered 
with green tartar, a combination of the earthy portions 
of the enamel, with cepiic acid (ceptate of lime). This 
abows their inability to resist corrosive agents, to which 
they generally fall victims. 

The calcarious portion of dental structure, is depo- 
sited from crassamentum, or red part of the blood, while 
the gelatine is derived from se>um, or while part of the 
blood; and the earthy and animal matter contained in a 
tooth, bear about the same proportions to each other 
that the red and white portions of the blood do, from 
which the toolh was formed. 

In good constitutions, the blood is composed of about 
four parts clot to one of serum ; and dental bone, depo- 
aited from such blood, contains ab<iut three parts calca- 
rious matter to one of gelatine. Now, it is evident, that 
any ehange in the proportiona that the red and white 
hlood naturally bear to each other, must produce a 
corresponding changd in the ingredients of which dental 
bone is composed. Disease tends to increaae the white, 
IK serous part of the hlood, and decrease the red. Con. 



sequently, those teeth which were progresnng in their 
formation at the time the blood was under the influence 
of disease, will be rompoaed of too large a pnipottioo of 
g^tine; hence their liability to bectnne diseased. Sucb 
teeth, for the want of a larger proportion of calcarioua 
matter, are softer, and much more sensitive, than those 
farmed under more favourable circumstances. 

In short, teeth are met with of every degree of per- 
fection, in form, colour, density, and capability oTreaisU 
ing the ravages of disease ; and in all cai>es they ai« a 
correct indication of the aiate of the innate constitution. 

The result of local irritation upon the producing of 
organism, is less remarkable, inasmuch as the quaUty of 
the blood remains the same; and the secreting organs 
y effected by becoming more or less involved in 
the disease, and, as a general thing, ift pathological 
icatJoDs are merely a more rapid deposit of dental 
structure, with occasionally an opaque spot upon the 
enamel, ^nd, in aome more rare instances, an entire 
destruction of the dental germ. Several cases, exhibiting 
these eSects, have come under our notice, some of which 

e shall give. 

In the summer of 1840, Mr. C, then a resident of 
Flaltsburgh, New York, called on us with hts daughter, 
a tittle girl about five years of age, for the purpose of 
obtaining our advice. Mr. C. stated, that about a 
month before we saw him, his daughter had had a tem- 
porary tooth extracted, and that the gums, instead of 
getting well, had been growing worse ever since. On 
examination, ue found the gum« on the left ^de of the 
lower jaw in a high state of inflammation, swollen, and 
of courae sanative ; the second temporary molar had 
been extracted, and the alveolus remained open, from 
which there was a discharge of pus. On introducing a 
proijp, we found that the alveolus had been fractured 
from the first temporary mdar to the posterior angle of 
ihft first permanent molar. This bit of bone, about 
three quarters of an inch in length, being loose, we re- 
moved it; and on cutting away the lacerated portiona'of 
gum, we exposed the lingual surface of the first perma- 
nent molar, the eruption of which, by the natural process, 
would have occurred in the course of a few months, 
our little patient away, with directions to have . 
her mouth cleansed occanonally with tincture of myrrh. 
In a few days, however,she again made her appearance, 

mplaining of pain and soreness At' this time, we 
found the crown of the first half-forroed permanent 
molar, entirely through the gum, which was in a hig^ 
state of inflsmmstion about the tooth, Aa the infiam- 
maiion had already destroyed the vitality of this tooth, 
thereby rendering it a source of irritation, we tboagb 
best to extract it, and accordiM||y .Ad ae. Trom thM 
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time tb« inflammation gradually aubaided, though jkA 
until it had dealroyed the prm of the aeconU molar; and 
eooiequenilj tlie (bird molar, or dnti lapientwt, iat the 
want ofi parent aac, will never be formed. 

to thia cue it maj be seen, that the removal of a 
Umporary tooth in an improper manner, cost the patient 
three large permanent grindera. 

The second bicuipid on the aame aide, made its 
appearance more (han a jeer eaHier than these teeth 
maallj do, and in -all reapecia perfect in its ftffmation, 
At the time the accident occurred, this tooth was deeply 
seated U' der the temporary one which occanoned all 
the mischief. Tet it had in no way been affected by 
the previous inflammatkra, other than that its formation 
Slid eruption was completed in a much shorter time 
than that of other teeth of the aame class, that were 
more diatanily situated from the seat of the disease. 

We have seen many cases of local irriiation, with like 
remits to the teeth of replacement, which we think 
warrant us in bdiering thai an inrrease of circulation 
will produce a correq>onding inciease in the action of 
dte aecretmg orgwis. 

Premising that the innate .constitution be good, and 
that the blood bear s proper proportion of the earthy 
salta and gelatine of the teeth, may it not be fair to sup- 
pose, that if a greater amount of osseous structure be 
brought to the secretory otgana through the circulation, 
that they, in obedience to this impulse, will be stimulated 
to greater activity, and thereby advance the natural for- 
mation and eruption of the teeth. 

During the fall of 1844, Mra. G. called on us with 
bar liule daughter, who was snfering from alveolar ah- 
aeesB over the root of the right superior central incisor 
of the temporary set. The crown of this tooth was en- 
tirely destroyed bv caries, and the root was rendered so 
aensiiive by the existing periodontitis, ibat we were una- 
ble (o effect ita removal in iis present state. We there- 
(ore acarififed the gum, and sent her away with direc- 
tions lo call again when (he inBammaiion had subnded. 
This, however, she ne^ected to do for man than a year, 
during which time she had several attadu of periosteal 
inflammation ; and when she did call, absorption of the 
gum had taken place to such an extent that the fang was 
exposed its whole length. We removed it, and on find- 
ing the leA central incisor loose, we removed that also, 
and lo oar surprise we found that the root of this tooth 
was entirely absorbed, while the root of the diseased tooth 
wss whole. In a few weeks aAer, the right central in- 
usor of r^Iacement cut the gum, and when we last 
saw om- little patient, the crown of this tooth was en- 
tirriy through, beaatifnllj and perfectly formed ; but the 



eruption of the left permanent incisor had not then 
taken place. 

Now, if the case of which we have juat given a brief 
history, were an unusual one, It would mean nothing, but 
as all the circumstancCH connected with it are of the 
most common occiurence, we may aafely draw from it 
the following inferences; 

1st. That an increased but healthy depont of dental 
Btnicture may be produced by local irritation. * • 

2nd. That there are absorbents expresaly for the par- 
pose of removing the royts-of the temporary teeth, and 
that the action of these vessels may be increased by lo- 
cal irritation. 

And lastly,— If the absorbents become too deeply in* 
volved in the disease, their operations will be entirely 
interrupted, and the root which it is their office lo K' 
movr, will remain whole. 

We have mentioned this case, because we think it 
goes far in explanation uf the mysterious phenomenon 
of the ahedding of the temporary teeth. There is no 
subject connected with our own branch of the healing 
art upon which writers differ ao widely as upon this ; 
even Professor Harris, to whose pen the literature of 
dental science is more deeply indebted (han to that of 
any other author, leaves the matter still in doubt as to' the 
manner in which this peculiar process is carried on. In 
offering our own views upon this subject, we ere aware 
that we s*hall difler with men for whose (pinions wa 
have ever entertained the highest respect. We shall 
therefwe submit them with some hesitation, yet with a 
firm conviction of their truth. 

Mr. Bell gbIIb the shedding of temporary teeth a pro- 
cesa of anticipation, and believes that it i* carried on in- 
depenttenily of the necessities of the object for which 
the change it effected ; or, in other worda, that it is not 
the pushing forward of the permanent tooth, that cauaes 
the removal of the tempt)rary root, but merely its pre- 
sence is sufficient to produce it; but st the same lime 
admits, that "it is not until the permanent tooth can no 
longer be retained in its own alveolus that the process ot 
absorption commences to open the required space." Now, 
if this process be independent of the necessities d* the 
permanent tooth, why does it, under ordinary circum- 
stances, always commence at that moment when more 
room is required! — why is it carried on in .the direcliou 
in which the tooth is inclined to grow, and why does it 
always cease with the growth of the tooth t 

These facts certainly favour the argument that absorp- 
tion is toa very great degree dependent upon the advance- 
ment of ihe permanent (ooth. We have in our posses- 
sion the inferior jaw of an adult which haa the two 
wisdom teeth fully developed m ita struclure. Tbeea 
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teeth \aj horiznntally in the jsw, their grinding Buifaces 
TMtjng tgaiiut the roots of the second molars, witbtheir 
. fang* extending nnder the coronoid process. Over these 
Btowna no ahsorptJAn took place ; but according to M: 
BcII'b theory, tiieir presence should have been sufficicT 
to open B paasage, whether tbeir growth pushed them in 
thtt direttioD or not. Tet (bis was not the case, nor is 
^t^ver tin case uitder sinylar circumstances, aod there- 
fon w« thiRk it caqoot be properly called a process of 
' Boticipxiion. 

Mr. Fox tejls m Ihit the absorption o^the temporary- 
fang is induced by direct pi^osuie of the peroianenttoolli 
upon it; bnt bow can thia be reoonciled with the fact 
that denial atructura containa bo abwrbents, and coni!e- 
«)tiently TChea the tootb of replaremeut comes in twntact 
with it, absorption by the direct action of veeeela cannot 
' t«ke plac«, for the Tnembrane which contained those ves- 

. Bcla is destroyed i and therefore this process caanol, as 
he believw, be Ibo result «r direct pressure upon the sub- 
flbaoe of-the laag. There arecaaea in which a total 
destruction of the lempcmry fang has laken place, white 
the tooth or replacemeBt waa yet confined in its bony 

* follicJe; and -Mr. Fox himedf -mentions this fact as a 
otfnflictiiig ai^omeDt to hi* own theory, without attempt- 
ing to anawer it. But we have sesn, in the (fase men- 
tioned Ibat the absorption of the fangs of one tooth was 
induced by ibe irritation coDBe(|tient upon the ulceration 
of another; and if we admit that the absorbents may 
be stimulated to action by irritation, we must not look 
for an explanation of siich cases whenever we meet 

. them. 

The development of teeth in the solid structure of the 
jaw, affords abundant evidence that absorption of the 
bone is not induced by actual contact of the growing 
tooth. When, by accident, the tootli is prevented from 
pushing forward through the gutn, it remains embed- 
ded in the jaw, and a» it increases in length, by a de- 
powtion of dental bone from the pulp, the absorbents 
contained in the sac, or membrane which covers the 
pulp, carry away the jaw as &9t as space is required 
for the newly formied faag, and so it continues to grow 
to precisely the same form and size that it would un- 
der the moat favourable circtuDstances- It ia evidenl, 
that direct contact In this case would not only prevent 
the excavation of the jaw, but it would render the 
growth of the tooth impossible, for the organs which 
perform these two offices could not exist at all. 

Bourdet discovered what he supposed to be a distinct 
oi^n for the removal of the temporary teeth. This 
was sderivards Qotioed by Laforgue, who dignified it by 
tkt name of aitoriiitg <^pv<<i{ but thla iubalanoe U 



membrane of the dental sac, and the peduncle or cord 
which leads to the gum. The alveolo-dental perioateiim 
is also subject io the same chan^, and it always takea 
place, to a certain degree, where irritation is most 'Se- 
vere; the inenibrane liret becomes more vascular, and 
as soon as absorpdon commences. It becomes Mucker, 
and the absorbents are Undoubtedly more active ivh^r^ 
these membranes are roost vascular. It haabeen urged, 
in proof of the agency of this fleahy Mberde In die re- 
moval (^the temporary teeth, that when tfaia sohannce 
"farlatobedeveloped, or fa (testroyed by an injuriouB 
operation,'' the permanent tooth olteh Teroaina in its 
socket. Now, instead of metainlng the opimn ftat 
these tubercles are neceesai7 to the eruption of Ae 
teeth, thia argunVent «orapletely overttima it ; for When 
the tooth of reptaceiiient cannot come forward, ab- 
sorption inuBt go on to a still greater extAit, so as to 
make room for the newly formed ftng, aad this ia done 
without the anstanee of flie absorbing apparel ; thnv- 
fore we are bound to betievedtat the change QeMsaary 
to absorption may take place in any pan of the alveolo- 
dental periosteum, for "it is certaifly HBphiteaopbica] 
attribute a .phenomenon to two distinct causes, when 
one alone is suf&cient for Its explanation." 

Dr. Goddard aays, " the shedding of the temporary 
tooth depends chiefly upon its death, produced by a loss 
of arterial supply. When the permanent tooth,'* says 
ume author, " impinges upon the end of the fang of 
its predecessor, it cuts off its supply of arterial blood, 
thus prodiioing its death." With how much truth bo 
says this, we shall see by comparing it with certain 
fhcts connected wtth our subject, which are as fcdlotn t 
Absorption of the root seldom, if ever, commencdl at 
B extremity, but generally at a considerable distAice 
)m it, and often near its neck. The vessels Of the 
tooth frequency remain entire, performing tbdr natural 
functions In the crown, long afler the ftng has been bIh 
sorbed, and thus they continue to carry Aeir finifls to 
the' remaining portion of the AoO&i, while everything elee 
about them is swept away by the process of abaorptioa. 
Therefore it cannot be true that the destntijlion of (he 
fang depends upon its death, by (he loss of arteHal 
supply. 

Many other theories have been advanced for the ex- 
planation of the pecniiar process by which nature re- 
moves the first set of teeth, but . none of them furnish 
that evidence of (heir truth which a correct theory 
should do. They do not account for exceptions, as WeR 
as general rules.

The irritation produced b]r lalivary calcuhn, badly

die teeth fidi out ; and in tin Ih^ ciuM the appeararxie 
ef the alveohMte&tal perioatedm is Ih* aame, that is, it 
hecomet thickened and more vaicular.

Remar/cs. — Tlie.soft parts were so mtich destroyed by 
the gun-^ot injurji, that the long period of three months 
and B half was required for recovery ; about four or 
weeks of this delay was occasioned by the slow progress 
to the surface of fragments of bone which had been 
driven far jnto the soft parts. As the discharge was 
grcat^ he had a small quantity of port daily for the firut ten 
weeks. There was do use made of cataplasms, or of 
unctuous drestiings, the applications being of water alone, 
or of sulphate of zinc; for a day or two a solution of 
chlorido of li[ne"{3 ss. to Jib. of water) waa sparingly 
, u«e3. Though rather more than one-third of the hume- 
rus was lost, nearly all the original jwwer of the arm is 
retained. When the patient was brought (o me, it was 
evidently a case for either esci jion of the bead of the 
humerus, or amputation at the shoulder joint, but the 
limb has been preserved by that operation which in cases 
.of caries has.beeo so frequently performed by Mr. Syme. 
A wild Indian who lives by hunting and fishmg would

by this operation, Hebinka will be able to follow the usual 
Indian life.

The patient was a middle aged woman, the mother 
of children, having an infant at the breaM at the time 
of her applicBtion to me, last summer; a farmer's wife, 
in a healthy dtuation in this neighbourhood ; appearance 
sickly. The integuments of the neck, and shoulders, 
and, to some extent, down the arm, very much thick- 
ened ; somewhat insensible, and a great impediment to 
the natural motions of these parts; no alteration in 
colour; no ulceration ; and no tubercular appearance. 
The affection was, at the time, of more than a year'a 
•landing, I think— and had been treated in various ways, 



but waa gradually extending, and the patient's mind 
ivas in a rtete of alarm Hiatit \n» inciirable, and would 
■entually extend orer her whole body. The functioni 
of the skin, generally, were evidently inflamed by (be 
disease— and the surface frft harsh and dry ; bowels 
sluggish. The entire surface of the body was directed 
to be rubbed with a wet towel, out of cold water, and 
then to be well dried every nipht and mornibg ; a flan- 
nel vest to be worn. Diet, air, and exercise^ as usnal * 
stimulants whatever — and a teaspoonful of (he W- 
lowing electuary every night at bedtime, or aa'much as 
would act mildly on the bowels, once or twice a day ; 
the dose to be regulated accordingly. In lees titan ihiee 
weeks, I think, there was a marked improvement in die 
case — and at the end of about two monthe, the woanan 
was in perfect health.

Aar. IX.— EXPERIMENTS WITH THE SULPHViUC 
ETHER VAPOUR. 
By HonitoK Nelsoh, M. D. 
Lecturer on Analomy and njvohgj in the Sebool of 
MidicitM and Sarifery Hnntr«*l. 
Having bestowed considerable attention to the coasi- 
deration of the nodus opermdi of the sulphuric ether 
vapour, I enclose the following r^mrtof experimenta 
performed' with a' view of ascertaining its physiological 
efiectB. In tite month of January, a " chevalier dln- 
dustrie" visited Montreal, to speculate on the sale of the 
seisret and apparatus. Both were purdmaed by my 
friend Mr. Webster, dentist, of Note Dame Street. It 
waa determined, that in presence of some friends, and 
of Jones, the vender, I abould try. the efficacy of the 
ether in a series of experiments. The dog was the 
(^osen victim, and Jones administered the vapour. In 
the space of about four minuiea, the animal was in a 
state df profound iMennbility. I commenced, my op^ 
rations by cutting off a portion of oue ear, whieb waa - 
followed by the removal ol the whole origan, the dog, lo 
all appearance, lying as if dead, no one confiniog him 
to (he table. Next an incision was made from the bind 
leg, followiiig the direction of the vertebfld column, and 
continued as far as the middle of the nock, and with the 
greatest faoilily 1 removed the skin from that half of the 
body. I then proofieded tothe amputation of one of the 
forelef^; bnt befoc»comptetLngtbe«penlion,wucalIed 
to vivit a patient. On my retnm, mora than one half 
hour kaving elapsed, r»-aotio« had td«o pltce, awl i 
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fixiDd the dog perfectly recovered, expieasing by his 
deep ptMM, the severity of his sufierings. In this state, 
I cut off one portion oTtbe remaining etr, but the result 
was ftr different; his violent efforts and. cries giving 
«vei7 one present lo .nndentand, that hewaa.no more 
•/opJRf. To pot an end to his sufleringa, be was in- 
atantly strangled. 

A tew days BCter, I instituted another series of experi- 
ments, when I carried ray operations to a stJU grenter 
extent, to prove conclusively, if full confidence could be 
[daced on the effects of the inhalation. The dog was 
onee more the subject. In three minutes and a half, he 
was un'ler the full influence of the ether. The skin 
being removed from the whole of the body, I passed 
over the quivering flesh a poker heated (o whiteness. 
Several deep incisionH were made in the muscles of the 
back, the right leg was entirely separated from Ihe body, 
excepting the vessels and nerves, and I once more ap- 
plied ihe poker to staunch the bleeding of several small 
arteries ; not a moan was heard, not the least starting of 
a nerve was perceptible ; the flesh smoked and the iron 
hissed. By means ofa crucial incision, I laid open the 
abdominal ■ avity, and took out upon the laUe the mass 
of intestinea ; my students bad then the advantage of a 
dsmonstrvtion of the peristaltic motion of those organs, 
and codd observe the rtaingand fallingof the diaphragm, 
assisting most powerfully the respiratory act. The in- 
tertaes were cot tliroug^ in different places, the liver 
and spleen torn and wounded, every step ft^'owed by 
the Bpi^icBtlon of the heated poker. Finally, the thorax 
was laid open, several of the ribs forcibly fractored, and 
theintercostaLmuscles lacerated. 

The time occupied in performing this long and severe 
series of experiments, was neariy thrre quartera of an 
hour, daring which the breathing tube was applied lo the 
dug's mouth once every eight or ten minutes, on an 
average. By the aid of a little ice add water poured 
down his thmat, in a few moments he perfectly reco- 
vered, turned on his side, and endeavoured to lick bis 
numerous wounds, and tried to rise, but'was so much 
exhausted by the profuse loss of bitiod, that he fell back 
on the table. When the gentlemen present were per- 
fectly satisfied with the happy results of these cruel and 
lengthy experiments, the dog was strangled. 

In these different experiments, I was ably assisted by 
Dr. Regnier, demonstrator i the School of Medicme, in 
the presence of Dr. Monro, Messrs. Kieigholl, Webster, 
Joees, and Molloy, my office pupil, and several otber 
•todenta of medicine. 1 was now fully convinced of 
(he deadening properties of eiher on the animal, and 
It was bui reasonable to conclude, that its action would 
Wn i f eat itselfin tbt tame iHQiiet on the bumao sub. 



ject. . Some weeks since, I had the pleasure of seeing 
my conclusions verified, on the occasion of the extirp*- 
tion of s large growth from the upper part of the thigh. 
I assisted my father, Dr. Wolfred Nelson, in removing 
a tumour of two pounds weight, from a weak and debili- 
tated woman. The ether was administered by Mr. . 
Webster. In four minutes insensibility snpervened; tlia ' 
tumour was quickly removed ; the wound allowed to bs 
exposed to the acfon of the air, lo dtacover whether 
thece mi^t he bleeding from small arterial trunks ; tha 
ligatures, pi isters, and bandages were applied ; the 
patient meanwhile having no conaciousnoss of our pro- 
ceedings. During the last stages of applying the dress- 
ings, reaction slowly manifisstMl itself ; she seemed most ' 
happy, judging from her loud peals of lai^ter, but they 
were aoon aucceeded by sighs and tears, calling (re* 
qnently for one of ber daughters living in the country. 
The wound healed by Ihe fint intention, and in the 
course of one week, she was enabled to attend to her 
usual avocations. 

I hare extracted several teeth from old and young 
persons, and slways with the same happy soocesa. I 
have now reported experiments extramdinaiy l>y their 
severity, and much more so by tbeir stribng and con- ' 
clusivft results, and have not the least doubt, nor have 
any of my friends, and 1 trust my readen will ccHndde . 
with me, that the aetton of this almost marvellous agsnl, 
by thus easenttally deitroying senEnbitity, is the greateet 
achievement which has ever taken place in surgical 
science. Before applying the remedy to the human 
aubject, to determine aa much aa poanUe iu mode of 
action on ttife system, I inhaled the vapour of ether ever 
one hundred times, and as much as possible have care< 
fully noted the symptom* it produced, and which wem 
invariably Ibe same in almost every trial. 

The first or second inspiration generally ftadaen a 
tickling of the thriiat, with hacking c«ogh, and sensation - 
of warmth in the chest, continuing for one or two more 
inspirations. A slight tremor of the whole body.soaie- 
thing like a very mild electrical shock is felt, succeeded by 
numbness, cold and formication of the feel, with gradual 
Iws of sensibility. What may be ronaidered as a atrangs 
circumstance, ia, that I am enabled, aa waa fully tested 
in the presence of the above named gentlemen, to follow 
the gradual subsidence ofsensibili^ at each inspiration^ 
and which is continusd as far as the ^uieal and femoral 
regions ; consequently at those points where the sacral 
lumbar plexuses pass out of the trunk to be distributed, 
to Ihe anterior and posterior parts of tbe lower eztremitiea. 
Though sensation is destroyed, voluntary motion atill 
exists ; then is an instinctive desire of streicbing the Uffi, 
flaxion and •ztenaioa ia perfiinned, tnd ttbMt.tb» foot ia 
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niwd fram the pillow it seeou of enormoiu WKe.and 
wsi|^t ; ID lact, it is predaeljr the eSect perceived by 
evMy one from long ntting on or preMing one foot, which 
is then said to be " uleeft ;" it can be moved bnt ii not 
Mt. At the moment that the two lower extremitiea 
appeir to be under the mflaenoe of the vapour, u far u 
aeBsationis eonc8med,^aarae feeling is experienced 
the fingers, pn^galtng itself gradn ally along the ft^eorm 
aad unt, aa far as the axilla ; at that instant, tite heed 
baU aa if awnnuunginght is obscured, hearing is lost, all 
velmnlarj movement and aena&tion have passed away, 
aacceeded by a moet perfect and deep^te of insenu- 
hilitj. In the course of two or three minutes, reactiun 
b&ea place, coosciousneta, senaibility, and motion re- 
tuni,snd 1 feel as tf awakeninf from a longand pleasant 
aleep. 

The qrmptoma of ethereal intoxication just described 
mn obaerved in every trial, vnlh one or two excep- 
tieoa, the infaalation being repeated aa oAen as four timea 
iu one aAemoon ; as al«o with slight alterations in 
peno« of K high); intdligetit young pujul, Mr. Holloy, 
who bai frequently consented to inhale the vapour, that 
I nj^t more carefully judgp of the changes produced on 
the coilntenance, eyes, pulse, ka. 

When under the full lufiuenoe of elher, I have never 
been aUe to see, hear, or remember anything that had 
tal»ii place, but when inseosibilily is only partist, the 
aymptonip are far differeat, ia will be dstailed in another 
fdace. 

I aeter was troubled with headache, dizziness, noiie 
iD the ears, nckneoa in the stomach, &c., subsequent to 
the inhalation ; excepting in one instance, when having 
injured the vapour for a longer period than usual before 
tli0 foil eSoEti wet9 produced, I had, for the spare of 
•onM 16 or 30 minutes, complete paralysis of the right 
ann, accompanied with strong contractions of the fingers, 
vritich fur seme time rewsted the efforts of afriend toex- 
tendtfaem. 

I shall not at pr«wnt attempt to give a perfect explana- 
tion of the mode of action of the ether—suffice, that it 
i^pean fully explained by the reflex action of the spinal 
aord to the brain,— tbe posterior columns of the spinal 
marrow, from which arise the nervea of sensation, are 
ia the fint place afifected: it is then transmitted to the 
motOT tract on the anteriw columns, which give origin 
dw nerves of motion, aflbcti^ then the whole brain and 
a^Dsl coid } all parts of the body supplied by the nerves 
dectred from that centre being under the wilt and con- 
r endowed with sensation, are the cmly parts 
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determining physiologically the mode of action of thft 
ether, and when resuming in death, as it will purposely be 
pushed to cause that e^t, what are the appearances 
which are presented by examination of the brain and 
nervous system. These experiments will be published 
with the results observed, aad what conclu^ona may be 
fairly drawn from them. 

A partial effect is sometimes produced, in which die 
patient is entirely free from pain, but is yet cooscioua. 
T had one of the molar teeth extracted by Hr. Webater. 
The little quantity 'at ether this gentleman had in his 
apparatua, was but sufficient to moisten the sponge j in 
a few moments I was thrown into a very pleasant and 
humourous state, tike that of a person under the iufiuence 
of the nitrous oxide gas ; perfect toes of sensati'<n, but 
voluntary motion and cunsciousnese not in the least Ioh 
paired. I inhaled the vapour three limes succaaeivelf, 
and still with the same eSect ; being anxious to hays 
ttie tooth removed, undefanycircumatanc«s,thou(^ fuiU 
awake. I was in expectation of suflbringthe usual pais 
attendant upon tiiat slight operation ; but to my grant 
istonishment, the tooth was quic^y removed without 
the least pain ; the slightest trembling of my features could 
not be observed. Iwatchedevery motion of the Dentist, 
paasiag aome few remarks on the conetruction o( his 
instrument, and >vhat I thought to be the best mode of 
extraction with the least auflering, tic. I laughed, sud^ 
and gesticulated in ell wBys,perlec(]y aware of my action, 
but unable to control them. 

Hero, then, is a case in point, where, though the patient 
is not dead asleep, still he can nndergo the operatioa, 
feeling lilile, if any pain.

Sm, — (1) In,H)e last number of your Journal, re- 
ceived yesterday, I find a letter from Mr DeRotter- 
mund, purporting to be a reply to my criticisms on his 
report, published in the March number. This is pro- 
bably the commusication promised by Mr DeBotter- 
mund in the number for the previous month, and in 
which I had fully expected to receive a complete ac- 
count of Mr DeRotiennund's qualitative experitrenis— 
but in this J em most lamentably disappointed; for, as 
far as regards that gentleman's own reseerches. (with 
the exception of one experiment,) we remain exactly is 
statu qao. 

By far the greater part of the letter is directed pereon- 
ally against me, aiul consists of good, strong, wholesoma 
abuse; to which branch of polite literature I would le- 
coouneod Hr DeRottennuiid to direct hif eatii* attes- 
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lioa,6rfa0BucceecUi>fiinldf better witli that than with 



I ibaS nrfnln from making any nmaika on this part 
of bu comDnnnoatkm, and will ronfiae mjrsdf to the 
■OieMific portions; and whan I have proved Hr De 
Bottennnnd'B utter and palpaUe ignonnee, I wi9 leave 
it to yonr on prejudiced readers to deiermiDe bow much 
tmih there maj be in die allegationa advanced againt 



(2) Mr IfelloMeiimiiid's first attack on me is for not 
pviog Bousingatilt's aoalTna of the water ofPapajoa in 
M. This w«s not done for two very good reasons, lat, 
Becaose H was entirely nnneceeiai^ to mention more 
Ibtn had direet refj^rence to the subject on hand ; and 
saeondlr, Beeaoae I de not possess s fUl account of the 
tnaljrns, having taken the aambers from Hoflbann'a 
Fhyaikalische Geographie. In paragraph IS, MrUeBot- 
tennnm) lajri, (allvdiDg to me,} " after having so flip- 
psntij remarked on the Isboura of another chemiit, 
pataesahig mow oelebfiljr in the world, etc, etc." If by 
tUs Mr DeBoHenaoftd alludes to himself, I htv« nothing 
to saj ; but if he refers to Boueingaull, be is guilty of 
a iuiaet«tement, to use the mitdeat word. 
qBirea the acumen of a Mr DeHoltermund to diicover 
bow <]aoltng from the woikt of a great piulompher can 
be accounted "remariring flippantly on his laboura." 

(3) Mr DeRottermund then branches cd at a tangeDt 
and attacks my us* of carfamiate of ammonia in testing 
fcir magnesia, " a mtslakB (aa he calls it) mipardonable, 
even in a student of medicine," and be then gives me a 
lecture upon various points of oitalytical cbemistry, 
which I wilt now proceed to elucidate. As, however, 
Hr DeBottennimd requires to have conviction forad 
upon him, I ban tak^ the irooble oi referring him to 
certain p(»tions in the works of Berssetius and H. Rose, 
hoping that the statements of the greatest rhemiat, and 
the moat accurate analyst in the woHd, will have suffi- 
cinnt weight to convince even Mr DeSotiermsnd. 

(i) "Phoqtbatfl of soda (eays Mr De R.) forms, widi 
aneatral sdution of magnesia, a douUe inscdnUe salt of 
pheophtte ot soda end of magnesiB." This salt, I most 
aHow, is entirety unknown to me. At page 304, vol. 
4, of Benelius' Lehrbuoh der Chemie, yon will find, 
"Phoaphate of magneds, 2 MgO + P,Os, is produced 
wfaen hot snlutions of ph<Mphate t^Boda and sulphste of 
magnena are mixed togedier, the sah crystallizes on 
ccMing }" and words to a timHar efiect, in Rose's Hand- 
bach der Analytischen Chemie, vol. 1, p. 41. 

The bet mentioned by Mr DeR. is, therefore, not 
finned Mtder such circumSances, and i^tosphste of 
maptesia wfaidt is prodvoed) is tolenbly soluble ii 
iQwaHf. 



In acid atrfudons, ammonia it added to nentrafise the 
acid, and facilitate the brmation of die donUe phoa- 
phate." Now, if ammonia" be added, another entiiety 
diSereni aalt ia pnduoed, Tix.,tiha ammooiaro-magneMaB 
phosphate. Vide Rose, p. 42, and fierwlius, vol. 4>, p. 
305. 

That either ammonia or its carbonate may be used in 
precipitatiDg this latter salt, is mentioned by Reee and 
BerzeliuB in the same pages. " If in acid sohitiona, 
(sa;s Mr DeR.) carbonate of ammonia be used, another 
talt of ammonia will be formed, and the carbonic acid 
being set free, ndll produce insoluble carbonalea <^ lime, 
magnesia, and alumina." In the first place, every be- 
ginner is aware that such « thing oa carbonate of alumi- 
na does not exist, (Berzetius, vd. 4, p. 333;) seoondly, 
under snch circumstances, carbonate of magnesia would 
not have been precipitated, — oite of the fundamental 
rules in testing for magnetis, and of which Mr DeRoHer- 
mund may convince himself by a rimple experiment, 
(easy to one who possesses his vaunted prartiaU dex- 
terityj. Let him make • soluiira of any salt ef mag- 
nesia, add a few drops of acid to it, and then so exceaa 
of carbiinate of .ammonia— he wilt find no predpitole, 
swing to the fnrmetion of a aolutile double soil; and, 
thirdly, had Mr DeRottermund taken the trouble of 
reading the experiment, be would have found ihst all 
the lime had been previously removed by oxalate of 
ammonia. 

From this portion of the paragnph, we may deduce 
five conclusions with regsnl to Mr DeRottermund's 
knowledge, which I will presently enumerate. 

(5) Mr DeR. alao says, " He should have known that 
carbonate of ammonia yields white precipitates, with 
salts of baryta, strontia, manganese, stum, ^nc, anti- 
mony, lead, tin, etc. ; that as phosphate of soda givea 
white predpitates, with salts of manganese, litkia, 
bar}'ta, alumina, iron, zinc, antimony, tin, lead, etc., and 
as he had previously added carbonate of ammonia, he 
might Just as well have bed a carbonate of lidiia, alumi- 
na, etc., etc., (all the above bases,) as of msgneeia. 

It is scarcely necessary to remind your leoden of cer- 
tain facts unknowij to Mr DeRcOtermund, vlx., that aattt 
of baryta and strontia ere decomposed tiy sidphMee, that 
lithia is not precipitated by phosphate of soda mlone> that 
tbemrides of iron, aluminum, tin, lead, and antimony, 
are precipitated l>y ammonia ; and salts of ^nc nnd 
manganese, by oxalate of ammonia.* But we may de- 
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diice nine mora cooduaonB froin this latter portion of 
the paragraph, which I will now eDumenie, together 
nitfa thoee already mentioned.

G. Do do of the insolubilitj of ihe sulphatea of 
baryta and slrontia. 

7. Do do of the precipitation o( theae earths by 
oxalate of ammonia. 

8. Do do of the precipitation of alumina by am- 

monia. 

9. Do do of the precipitation of oxides of iron by 



10. Do do of the predpilation of oxMe of lead by 
ammonia. 

11. Do do of the precipitation of oxide of tin by 



12. Do do oftbe procipitation of oxide ofantimony 
by ammonia. 

13. Do do oftbe precipitation ofoxidesofzincand 
manganese by oxalate of ammonia. 

14. Do do of the action of phosphate of soda on 
aalta of lilhia. Vide Bose, vol. 1, p. 16 ; Berze- 
liua, vd. 4i,p. 191. 

We bars here fourteen of the commonest facta, of 
which Mr DeSottermund, by hia reasoning, shows him- 
aalf to be utterly ignorant, and were I deairous of spa- 
ring myself much useless trouble, I might here copclude ; 
for from the above, any one can form an estimate of the 
reliaoce to be placed on his assertions. 

(6) In paragraph 4, be ridicules me for saying that 
the bad of the Branlfonl apring waa volcanic, becauae I 
bad found aulphaiea in the water; whereas Bous'r'gault 
b»d found sulphuric and hydrnchloric acids in volcanic 
•priaga. Thia assertion of Mr DeRottermund contains 
ft double niisalatement, — Istivi Because I not only 
foiuil aaiphates, but also free sulphuric acid ; and 2dty, 
Because I never said anything about the Brantfnrd fur* 
nation being volcanic — but expressly stated thai (he 
sulphuric acid must have been produced differenily from 
what it is in the springs of Java and South America, 
^a plain fact waa that having found Iree aulpburic acid 



in a mineral apring, I mentioned all othera that I knew 
of contaiuing the same aubstance — to which last I have 
now to add a apring in the Genneasee country, found to 
contain free enlpburic acid by Professor Eaton. 

(7) In paragraph 5, 1 am blameil for not determinlaf 
the reddue ]eh on evaporating a certain quantity of the 
water, a process which could not be adopted as it con- 
tains free sulphuric acid ; and mlphatea of iron lose - 
part of their acid with the last traces of water; « fact 
which ehould certainly not have been unknown to tiia 
late cheroial to the Geological Survey. 

(8) In paragraph 6, I am accused of denying the pos- 
sil»lity of antimony being discovered in springs — where* 
BS, I not only mentioned some chemists who had never 
discovered it, but also proved that it was not present in 
the water then in my poawwion, as I have aince done 
with several other specimens. 

(9) Mr DeRottermund wanU to know how I detected 
free sulphuric acid, and roads me a long lecture upon 
the way in which it should be done, viz., by calcidatioe. 
If Mr DeKottermund had taken the trouble to read my 
paper, he would have found that titia very process wu 
adopted ; but he does not appear to be ao well off aa 
thoae individuala to whom he compares me in bis fint 
paragraph, for he doea not seem to be able lo read, cer- 
tainly not to understand a plain statement. 

Let him calculalt> the whole of die iron aa peroxide, 
(includit'g the alumina, aa in my first anatyeia ;) let him, 
for the sake of brevi^, add the magnesia to the time, 
and calculate how much sulphuric acid these baaea will 
nenlralize, he will find it to be about 13 grains — ihe re- 
mainder is more than sufficient to supersaturate the' . 
small amount of alkali present ; or, if he wishes a prac- 
tical test, let biro notice the violent corrpave action of 
the TuBcarora water on the teeth— a property which I 
do not believe any solution of alum, aulpbate of inm, 
lime and magneaia, would ever possess. 

It is scarcely necessary for me lo explain- why, in my 
first analysis, I found peroxide of iron, and a mixture of 
it with die protoxide in my later ones — I have done ao 
already; but Mr DeRottermund takes every opportunity 
of neglecting some of my statements, and perverting 
others, according as it suits bis own convenience. 

(10) Pai^graph 10,1 must allow, is almost beyond' 
my comprehen>ion. If Mr DeRultermuod wishes me 

give a theory explaining the presence of xinc and an- 
timony in the apring, I must beg to be excused, for 1 do 
not wish 10 attempt to account for things that cannot be 
found. A dieory,aB Mr DeRottermund says, '*musl be 
based on scientific knowledge," for which I would sub- 
stitute " actjuaintance with facta," a species of inlormn- 
tion in which he appears to be rather deficient. 
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ft^y to Mr. DtRottermund. 



(11) Mf DeRoUermund say>, that with nijrate of eil- 
ver, I ^lotild have obtained a white precipittle of sul- 
{Aale of silver. Now, aa Ihia latter Mlt is conmdenbly 
•(duble in odd water, if the adution teated be dilate, 
precipitate will be (antifiA, of which be may coovince 
himaeif by a aJoiple eiperiroeot, or by releience to Ber- 
xehos, vol. 4. 

(13) He aaJB, (hat in March, 1817, 1 found a white 
precipitate ; another perversion, aa my worda were, " a 
acaroet]{ percepiiUe opacity." 

He iiMinualea that dia yellow flame of alcohol, which 
I Buppooed was produced by aoda, was owing to organic 
aubuancea. while, if be had been aUe to read, he would 
have found diat all oiganic tuhaiancea had been pre- 
vioualy destroyed ; he requires that the eoda should be 
aeparated in a state of purity before rosJcing the experi- 
ment, not knowing that if one part of eoda be minted 
with twenty or thirty parts of potash and burned with 
alcohol, the yellow flame will Mill predominate. Mr 
DeBottermund, in the same paragraph,' ahows that he 
is not aware that phoxphate of silver is yellow and soli 
Ue in acids — that he is ignorant of iodide of silver not 
being while. 

In paragraph 12, he blames me for not giving the 
qwintilica of water operated on in my analysis, while 
the very line before, I had stated that the quantity in 
each case was one pint. 

He stales that I bund 7.6S0 grains in one pint; mis- 
taking, with singular obtuseness, the figured 7.680 repre- 
aenliiig ifae number of grains in a pint of water, for a 
part of the analysis : he states that fret ndpkurie acid 
ia present in the most common substances, (for il w: 
the presence of this substance that rendered my analyi 
eimilar to Bousingault's :) he'siates that, in 1847, I 
found "six additional bodies, different from sll those dis- 



out finding a trace of antimony — a result owing (aa Mr 
DeR. says) to my want of practical dexteiity. 

(14) In paragraph 16, Mr DeRotlermnnd expUdna 
the presence of zinc in the water, (aa I understand him,) 
by the fact that a double salt of aulphaie of line and 
polassa can be prepared artiflcially ; he makes no ex- 
periiDeni to prove its presence; be does not tell ua how 
he discovered zinc in the first instance — but he gives ua 
a learned disquisition tm halhydrales, which has nothing 

hatever to do with ibe subject. 

In paragraph 18, he is very fiicetioos about iroAm 
tggi in connection with vegtta&U albumen, and then 
proceeds to explain, or rather nol to explain how resina 
got into the water. He adduces as a parallel case, (if [ . 
understand him rightly,) that soap boilera adulterate 
Ihcir produce with renn soapa. Most diemisM ar* 
aware that some resins will unite with strong caustic al- 
kalies, forming compounds analogous to soaps— but thajr 
also aware that these bodies are very earily decom- 
posed by acids, and by earthy and metallic aalta. W« 
roust therefore suppose, that the resin soap has been 
formed, which ia exceedingly improbable t and that it 
has not been decomposed either by the free aotd of by 
the salts, which is more improbable still. 

Lssdy,in paragraph 19, Mr DeR. charges me with 

I assertion I never made, and excuses himself for 
errors he may have committed, etc., etc 

In conclueion, I must apologise to you and your read, 
era for being so exceedin^y prolix on so trifling a sub- 
ject. Mr DeRottermund's reply is made, however, 
with such assurance, and with auch loud-sounding 
abuse, that I hope you will excuse my retorting some* 

>hat at length. For the abnee I care nothing ; and, as 
far as regards the ecietitific objections, I think I have 
answered titm in the preceding pagea.

It i> well to commence, he obaerrei, with calcined mai;- 
neaia Id exeen, but aa a ponioii of the acid ii absorbed, and 
tend* to dritrox life b; producing cakKulition ot Ihe blood, it 
if not cDough to have n)-utralized the acid in the slnmach, 
bnt KHne iolable antacid muat be pven, which maj he ab- 
aorbf d, and (o neutralize the acid which ha* reached the 
blood. The beat aab^lance to cffeci that pnrpoee ia the birar- 
bonala of soda. The author remarks, that it it of importance 
not to exhibit the loda in the firet inilance, t* ihe diBengase- 
menl of the carbonic acid may eeuae rupture of the coati of 
the ilomich.

Poiionfn^ 65 Arimic, Doling bnrk Ttn ¥ear$ : Detittwn 
of Antni/. in the Sonet of the Skeleton. — A rase of poison- 
ing occurred in the village of Scamagiie, without the fact 
having reached the ears of justice. Ten years after, certain 
circumstances arose which ltd to the apprehension of four 
svapecteil persons. A medical inquiry was irstiluted, and a 1 
akelelon wsb discovered, which tvas recognised as belonging ' 
to the murdereil individaal, and who, upon the confession of 
one of the parlies implicated, had died at the end of twenty- 
bur hoon, after having taken a large quantity of arsenic. 
Hie sk'leton and the remains of Ihe funeral appurtenancea 
were submitted to chemical analysis, and arsenic was dii> ,

pita] At a lime when the attention of bolh Ihg medical pnfevKB 

nnd the public ia beinv^called lo tho influaDCa nt elbercal vapoDt 
aa an atrcnt in deadening pain during surgical operitinn*, jou may 
pmbably cnnsider the accompanying ease of auiSciant iDieicat to 
be admitted inio your column!. 

On Friday, the 12th inat., 1 operated opoo Thnmaa Herbert, 
alal. 53, (he aDbjrcl ut alone in ibe bladder, in Ihe presroea of 
mi-atof the medical gi'ntlemen of the town and neighbourhood. 
Thn elher WBB oihibilcd hy mv coHeagus, Dr. W illiama, who OMI. 
■idered the iiaiient lo be aiiflicifniiy under Its infiuenee after 
having inbnlcd it reven or eight minutra, at Ihe end of which time 
I commenced the operalion. There waaneitlicr difflcntly Dorloel 
of lime in culling into llie bladder; bnt having dime an, some 
lilliedelav occurred >n grasping Ihe alone, which wasamall, very 
Hal. and Tying in the piaterwr part of the bladder ; the delav wae 
atao increased hv the mn'mrly relaxed stale at Ihe bladdri itself 
which aeem. d lo Call in roidx un the fiirci-pa. and to cover ihe taoe. 
The lime >iccupred fri.m Iho commencrnii ni of the uperation to 
ihe period when the man wan unbound, was ten minutes, during 
which the elhcr was adminirteied at iDlerralB. The palieni was 
placed Fully under ita inSiienor, and the brealhiug lint becama 
heavy, and uilimalelv alerioniita.

I'he palii Dl seemed ine^lierent fpim eight 
O'clock, p.m. i>r galnnlav till nine a.m. of Ihe foll'ifing day, when 
■ymplomx of tliEhl reaclion appeared. Al a ermtullalioD of the 
medical alaf! whith waa held al the lime, il wa- dolemined that 
Ihe same trf atment ehuuld be cunlinued (modifii-d acootding to 
eircam>lancn), and Ibs'. in addition, a aiiinulaling injsclion 
should be edmiiiialered.

A young woman in the sjxih or 
seventh mnnih ol pregnancy waa lubmitied In the rcaptralioo of 
ether. Iiitoxicaiion waa long in being eatabliahcd ; the pulse waa 
hard, hut tlie number of pulsHtii>na was not aenaibly augmented. 
She waaaeied with a disorderly hilarity, aaiaorion observed. Atta 
ton or twclre ropirationa, the infant made abme atragglea and 
contulaive movemcnla, very painful to the mother ; theae move. 
monlB became more violent, and sucoeeded each other with 
greater rapidity, In proportion ai the elher became abeorbed ; but 
aa the mother grew inaenrible at the aame lime, she evinced only 
a vague kmd of eonaciouanen.

to tindergo a decond cxaminaiion, as a test of competency 
topractice, berr>re an inferior iribunal. We hav# nn a 
previous occasion entered lengthily into this qiiesttoa. 
The object nought for is one againot which evefy Bri- 
tish graduate and surgeon, jealous of the honour of hif 
own (dma mater or college, i* bound in honour to pro- 
test ; and we doubt not that If the measure i* leritmtljf 
proposed, end the clau-e compelling holders of British 
diplomas to submit to an exaininBtii>fi acquire* an 
actual embodiment in the bill, the British graduate* and 
Briiiib surgeons practising in this di'trict at least, will 
not be found wanting in their too obvious duly. We 
are satisGed we need not say more on this matter at 
present; beyond this, that as a circular, signed by Dr. 
Arnotdi, requesting authority to append the name* of 
parties to whom it ha* been sent, has been diMribnted 
throughout the Province, a copy of which we subjoin, 
we think that the Profession generally, at least that part 
of it to which we have already advirieil, should with- 
hold their assent, until 'something more definite ia 
WB of the measure, or at li-ast, unlil thej arc salis- 
fied that it baa been purged vt it* objectionable fea- 

Th^ proposed Bill for Canada West, which we pub- 
lished In a preceding number, has received some amend- 
ments { and as it appears to be accepted by the Pro- 
fession generally of the Upper Province, will, we ain- 
>Iy hope, receive the sanction of the Legislature. 
It ia high time, ceriainly, that measures were adopted 

regulate the study and practice of medicine in thia 
Province. Only a few days ago, an inquest waa held in 
thiscilyon the body of,an infant, poisoned by the exhibi- 
tion of opium, which had lieen given to its mother in its 
crude state by a Thomp^onian piactitioner of Upper 
Canada, for tht purpose oj being made into pUh of a 
certmn size for the infani. Such practices should be, 
must be, for Ihe safety of the public, arrested, and the 
sooner the better ; and the only method ia by LegisU- 



We do not see any subBtantinl reason why the 
Medical Bill, proposed last year, should not be re- 
introduced, with such modiOcatlons as would har- 
monize its provisions with Ihe wishes of the ProfeasioD 
gmerally. Tbe penal dauaea, especially thoae wbi^ 
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Riated to illicit practice, were scarcely adequate to the 
neeeuities of the case. TlieM ahould be ameniled, and 
tli« rinbb or cmntry practitianer* eSectuatlj fiuarded. 
The iDiroduction uf luch a meature cannot affect the 
Bill Tar incorporaiiog the Profeision into a College of 
PhjoiciaD* and Surgeon* ; while, should the latter fail 
in ita progreM through the Hounea, the Profeuion would 
in that caw have it* want* at lead temporarily iiipplied 
bf tb« provi«iona of a measure of a tew specific cha* 
racter. We r«peat the conviction, which we have 
already expressed, that the Legislature will pause be- 
fore according lo any taen the unlimited pc^wer which 
the proposed ColleKe Bill solicits- We think it would 
be most dangerous to the ProTemion at large, to have 
iU interests controlled, in the manner coiitem plated] by 
a few, to whatnoever mediiio- political party they may 
belong;and we consider that this demand, apart from all 
other Clin iii deration*, will prore dangeruu*, if not fatal, 
to the project.

On the third day of sei^ion, a report on the organi- 
zation of an. American Medical Association was, Rf^i 
a good deal of discu^Bion, adopted ; while the subjei 
of the aeparation of licensing from teaching by the nan' 
peraona, after a debate of great interest, mm referred to 
a committee to report at the next meeting of tke Ai 
ciation. The Convention finally resolved itself ii 
the American Medical Aa*ociatiari, and the riillowi 
gentlemen were returned hy a committee selected for 
the purpose aa ita ofGcer;! — Dr. Chapman of Pliila* 
delphia. President; 0r». Knight of Newhaven, 
Slewn* of Ntw York, Moultrie of S. Carolina, nnd 
Buchanan of Tennessee, as Vice-PreBidentn j Drs. 
Sti)l6 of Philadelphia, and Dunbar of Baltimore, 
Secretaries; and Dr. Hayn of Philadelphia, 1'rea»urer. 
The next meeting is to be held in Baltimore. The 
irhole proceeding* were characterized by good feeling 
and ainceriiy of purpose. We regret lo see, howc 
that our esteemed liostun contemporary, is beginning 
first to roll the ball of oppoi^iticm against the six months 
lecture terms. The terms in this country and in Great 
Britain are generally eix months for all the impoilant 
branches orin.edical education; and, considering that 
our climate-is just as fickle aa that of New England, 
have no difficulty in completing it ; nor.are we awi 
that the lecturers or the studenln '■ loathe the sight" 
each other, albeit we have experience in the matter 01 
selves. The great advantage of the six over the thi 
months' courses resides in thif,t1iat the branches ihust 
more efficiently, because more minutely, taught — an 
ducement quite sufficient, we should think, for student* 
who desire something more than a mere superficial ac- 
quaintance with the various branches, and who study not 
for Ihe idegree, but for practice, and seek for minute 
knowledge, that they may be the belter prepared fur the 
acti ve and re»ponsibte duties in which they are lo engage. 
Although, however, it may tie retorted upon u*, that 
this is a point in which h'o have no right to interfere, — 
and we are se'inible of the delicacy of our position, — 
we canmit help thinking Iliat the in»ti(iitions whicii 
carry out the resnluiiona of the Convention in ih'ts 
matter, will, so far from " drooping and dying," on the 
contrary be well tupporteil by tlie community, upon 
the gronnds which ^e have advanced. Will our ran- 
temporary encu-^e this difference of opinion with lilm, 
on this important subject! 

Coalition bttuxen thr Faculty of Medicine of M' Gill 
College, and tke Incorporaled School of Medicine.— 
A ooatition has taken place between these hitherto rival 
inuitutiona, which will secure to both parties great 
idvAutagea, and be the meaaa of conferring great 



benefila on the Franco- Canadian medical atudenta ol 
this Province. They have urged, and not without some 
shadow of propriety, that being unable to appreciate 
lectures on medical science, delivered in the Engltab 
language, they were debarred from profiting by those 
delivered at 1 he University, and were cons-equently shut 
out from graduating in medicine, in this colony, in the 
only institution capable of eonfciring degrees. The 
coalition has rfmnved thi* impediment; and in order 
to secure the ol>jei:t, the tickets of the lecturers of the 
School of Medicine will be acknowledged by the Uni- 
versity, and their atudenta may graduate upon the ful- 
filment of the simplest University regulation — that of 
completing one anma me£ciuin the University, the 
examination fur the degree being moreover conducted 
in the Colftge Hall by the Lecturer* of the Scheul 
cf Medicine themselves, and in the French langtiage. 
Although this coalition ha" been efi'ected, Ihe two in- 
stitutions are yet perfectly distinct; the Faculty of Me- 
dicine of the College, being nominally the liiigli-h lec- 
turers under the charter of the School of Medicine, 
while University privileges are extended to the tickets 
iif the lecturers of tlie same institution who will restrict 
themselveatolheFrench language. Tbe Laiuttte Ca- 
nadienne has announced that Dr. H. Nelson has re- 
signed his lectureship of Anatomy in the School of 
Medicine. The arduous duties uhich devolved on Iiim 
from the delivery, during the sesiion, of two course* on 
Anatomy, one in French and the other in English, 
proving too much for his physical capability, a reiig- 
on that gentleman's part was contemplated, but, in 
consequence of the coalition, he cnntinue* bis charge, 
which he ha* hitherto carried on with aach credit 
to himself and advantage to his class. Our contempo- 
rary does not appear to have been fully informed on 
■ is subject. ■► 

As far as regards the coalition of the Schools, we 
have been informed by several of the most respectable 
of the Canadian practitioners in this city, that the mea- 
sure has given general satisfaction. 



Action for Slander. — Our readers may recollect that 
in Ihe number at this Journal for November, 1845, we 
ced the report of an action at the Gore District 
iie^, for slander, in which Dr. Alfred Digby, and 
Dr. Matter, figured respectively as plaintiff and de- 
fendant, when a verdict was obtained by the former of 
£25 damages. Very recently a. copy of the Ha- 
milton Spectator, of ' M»j 5, i84'7. has been handed 
o us, in which we find the full rep'irt of another action 
or the same offence — ^l the same assizes — and he- 
ween Ihe same litigious gentlemen — with the mere dif- 
ference of change of position — Dr. Marter, Plaintiff, 
id Dr. Digby, Defetidant; in which damages we'e 
ven in favour of the plaintiff to the amount of £lV 
. The circumstances of this case are briefiy as tul- 
low : — A. boy of the name of Alex. Sharpe, in falling 
frotn a tree fractured his femur above the condyles* 
Ur. Mnrler was called'in, and, recognisitig the injury, 
with a Mplint and bandage ailju^iied the fractured ex- 
tremities of the bone. Reaction did not set in; but, 
after directing the limb lo be kept cool by an evaporat- 
ing lotion of whisky and water; slating, moreover, bis 
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inUiition of obtaJDiug a fracture box for the limb, 
preii^red for the next morning, helfftnilh theinolruc- 
tion, that when the bo; awnke, if auITertdg pain, he 
would require to be bled ; and ihal for that purpose thej 
night advite him, or get some oneel<e to d<> it ^t he 
lived ftt a dintance of five mile'<. So much for Dr. 
Marter*a action in the matter. To exhibit Dr. Dipbjr'i' 
coWnct in iheaSair, »e will quote fmm the report of the 
tml iliplf llie evidence an given by the boy'n mother. 
In about half an hour. Dr. Dialiy came : there waijno person 
pr«ient then aare wilneat'i mother and herself. He smjuired if 
Dr. Marter bad been there, and what he had dme : he further 
enqnired if the bov had been bi»d— laid that Marter should have 
bled the boy himself ; enquired what was the matter witb the 
boy, to which wilneBS replied, in Dr. Marter't v 
■ dispTaeement of the bones near the knee joi 
told thli to Dr. Digbf, whoimmediatelyaBid.tl 
have got tlie fracture box nude, and placed thelimb into it tiefort 
he left. Dr. Dishy propoeedtogoand procure the box, to which 
wiinesa at lint ohjecled, as Dr. Marter promised to have it there 
on Ihe followhig morning ; but ihe alterwird said, that if be 
«oold do any thing for the boy be might do it Witness enqu'r<d 
what Ae would do wilh Dr Marter, who had already been there, 
and would be repealing his visii«, (o which Dr. Digbv replied 
" never mind, I'll fix that." He also told her that Dr. Keiit 
would be there in a few minutes, and that she could have her 
lihoice t^ the three : mppowt be meaat Marter, Keist, and hi[ 
Mlf. This was before the bov was bled : Dr. Marter had lel^ 
orderi to have him bled, if he awolie in pain, he wa* asleep 
when Dr. Digby came j when Di^by said that Dr. Matter abould 
have bled the boy, witneaa said ifhe has done wrong, lake the 
boy and dotlte best vou can for him. 

When Dr. Keiit arrived, he aaked what was the matter with 
lb* buy, and Dr. Digby said it was dialocalion of the patella, 
(knee-pan) he had not examined the limb nor lemoved the ban- 
dages When he said this. Both the Doctors left together to nrooure 
fbe fracture box, returned in about 'i hours, brought the box and 
MiDB cotton wadding. AfUr thev left, the buy felt pretty easy 
for about half an hour, when he began to feel great pain, ean- 
tinued to get worse durins the night, witness die! not observe the 
aha|ie «{ the limb afler Dr. Digby Ipft. Dr returned 
lowing day lato in the aflernoon, llffc Ixty always suffering great 
paio in the (imb, tbe Dr. slit open Ihe bandage all Ihe way up, 
ud it fell off into the box Does not reco lect that he examined 
the limb at that tine ; did not apply any other bandage oraptlnti; 
ordered tha l«g to be kept wet with whiakey and water ; said 
nothing of the nature of the injury ; call.'d again in 2 or 3 days, 
boy in great pain all the time, his leg and thigh very much awol- 
I«n. The Dr. lifted it out of ihe box and laid it on a pillow, then 
lightened the coiiou wool, and rep'aced tbe limb in the box 
againi put on no bandage narsplints; callrdaf^inin aboutthn 
daya, Iha limb then aeeraed distorted, was indented on oneside- 
Ibasame trsatment waa continued. The Dr called ev^ry two i 
three ilays for 21 days and always took the limb out ot'^ the box 
arid lightened the wadding. He then took the limb entire y from 
the boi aad laid it on a pillow, itaeemed ^aite crooked, and was 
nollowonone side, ^ear Ihe knee, Dr. aaid it was Eettjng strong 
and th* box was of no more us^ and that ha wou'd be able to step 
onttin about S weeks TheDr cal'ed against the request o 
witnMs's hutband, to whom be admitted that Ihe bone of 'helwy' 
tbigh was broken ; witnei* and her husband requested him li 
break th« bone over again and set it straight. Dr.aaid he cou'< 
notsa tbefiactore waaso aea^thekIu^e; hesaid, " that's the way

to staler that we envy not the notoriety or the position 
which Dr. Digby and Dr. Marter auume towards ih* 
profesKton.' That a rankling and unworthy jealoiuy 
if each other i» at ihe bottom of the two actinna emi- 
not be doubifd. Neither of them is free from lb« 
imputation of having groa^Iy violated the plainest rule* 
of medical ethic*, and it would be w#II, if the effect* 
of auch conduct could be restricted to th« partiea con* 
cerned alone. But, while the profession of roedicilie, 
a profifFBlon, autfers to a certain extent in it* cbinc- 
', in consequence of Buch um-eemly quarreU, we lotaat 
take thia opportunity of staling, that «uch case* are 
exceedingly rare wiih ut, and tKat Dra. Digby ted 
Marter stand alone, in all the glory, which auch exhi- 
bition* can pii-sibly secure to them. We consider tfa* 
while proceeding' as di^'graceful to the parties con- 
cerned, and as casting a stain on the annals of the pro- 
fession of this Province.

•ery Urge imniigralion is daily arriving, with an unuanal 
amount of sicknesa; ope vessel losing as many a* 70 
on tha passage alone. The principal di»ea<ea are 
small-pox and typhus, of the latter of which the 
ship fever is a malignant modification. By- a let- 
ter received from Dr. Douglas, the medtcat offieert 
we learn that there are 700 sicW at the pri-sent mo- 
ment on the island. The dutie* proving (ooonemua 
for one, he has lately received the aafisiance of three 
physicians. TenlK have been sent down for (he 
acconimodalion of 10,000 person-; and infected vea- 
^eU are compelled by an order nf Cuuncit to serve a 
qtiarantine (if ten days, during which a I'horough ven- 
tilation and clfaiisiiig are at the rame time effected. 

As far as this city is concerned precautionary mba- 
sures are being adopted. Although «e may be per- 
mitted to doubt whether we will have during the sum- 
mer more than the average of typhus which prevail* 
among the immigranie, yet prudence has causedthe

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Speaking or the Tour recti muucleaorone eye, without 
cooaidenng those of the other, they may be said lo be all 
V(duntar7,an(]4heiraction,eiiherMpBrately or collectively, 
completely under the influence of the will ; that is to say, 
they Jo not act without the will, still they cannot at all 
limes obey il, in opposition to any o( the involuntary 
muscles of the eye in action, as, for example, when the 
inferior oblique is acting. 

Thi* can be understood by a very common illustration. 
1( a fofeign body gets into the eye, which gives pain, (he 
cornea becomes turned upwards, through the action of 
the inferior oblique (which is an invoiontary muscle), 
in opposition to the strongest efforts of the will thai can 
be made upon the inferior rectus mtiscle to bring the 
cornea down, and keep it in that position. 

The use of the four recti muscles, acting collectively, 
is to fix the eye when looking at any object: i 
lion they are perfectly voluntary, aud obedient lo the 
will. They likewise prevent the eyeball being pro- 
truded during the action of either of the obliques. 
The separate actions of those mueclee are as fol- 
lovn : — The superior rectus turns the eye upwards, the 
inferior downwards, the external outwards, and the in- 
ternal iawards; and when isikingofoae eye only, all 
these separate actions are voluntary, being in obedience 
to th&will. The internal rectuaacts involuntarily, or as 
is now mon correctly said, automatically, whenever the 
exierna] rectus of the other eye acts in any degree, thus 
tumiDg the 0119 eye inwards without the exertion of the 
will to follow the voluntary outward motion of the other. 
In oppofliiioii to the opinion of other physiologists, I main- 
tain that this muscle (the internal rectus), is the only 
automatic muscle of the eye. The two oblique mutcles 
of the eye, supposed by Carpenter and other* (o act 
sometimes automatically, or to be partly v<Juntary and 
partly involuntary, act a/tR>y« involvnlirilj/; and are,ae I 
shall presently show, abw>Iutely dependent for their ac- 
tion upon the movements of the orlMGularia, or levator 
palpebrv. 



the eyes up, the inferior recti consentaneonnly down, the 
internal recti acting together voluntarily, as well Kek;ii 
when we examine a very minute object, turn the cornea 
towards the nose. The enternal recti never act consen- 
taneously; the voluntary action of one' external reriua 
being accompanied by the automatic action ofthe internal 
rectus ofthe other eye, as already staled. The obvious 
harmony of this arrangement, in preserving the axis of 
vision perfect, is abundandy evident. It must be re- 
marked, that any intermediate movements of the eyehalla, 
■when the eyes are open, such as turning the eye upward 
and outward, upward and inward, Sec, are due to the 
bined action of two recti muscles, and in no such 
ctae to tliB action of either of the obliqwa. 

The rapid consecutive conU^ciions of these four mus- 
cleK, give that appearance to the eyes which is called 
rolling, and is perceived in 'persons when in a pa sa ion, 
drunk, or insane. But the appearance is deceptive; 
there is no such motion in the eyes as rolling. 



Plry Biologists hove assigned another use to the recti 

.isdes, viz., to retract the eyeball into the orbit when 

the eyelids are closed ; but they have no such power, 

is there any occasion for such an action, lor the eje- 

is no more protruded when the eyelids are open, 

than when they are shut. The cause of tliis deceptive 

appearance ivill be explained by and by.

The two oblique muscles are purely^involuntary or 
reflective, and are always antagonists to one another. 
The action of the inferior oblique is to turn the cornea 
upwards and inwards j the action of the sufierior being 
to turn the cornea downwards and inwards. It will be 
necessary to prove that these muscles are involun- 
tary in their action. If there be the slightest irriiaiion 
produced on the lower part of the eyeball, the cornea is 
at once seen to turn up by the action of the inferior 
oblique, and to be retained in that position, in opposition 
to the will,' as long as the irritation is kept up. That it 
is the action of the inferior oblique which thus elevates 
the cornea, is proved by the fact that itisiurneil up 
nearly altogether out of view — a power which the supe- 
rior rectus has not ; for if a person wills to look up, he 
on do so, but cannot (urn the cornea out of vievr- If 
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the superior reclui of any animal be cut, it will be at 
once seen that the voluntary power of looking up is loat ; 
but let the same eye be iiritated, and the coMiea will be 
found to turn up out of view, aa much no aa though the 
Boperior rectus were nninjured. Let the inferior oblique 
then be cut, and the superior rectus led uninjured, and, 
no matter how much the eye ia irritated, the involuntary 
power of turning up the comes will be loet. 

But the question will naturally arise, what is the great 
benefit to be derived from these involuntary movements 
of the eye, and would not the voluntary motions answer 
all purposes 1 No ! The involuntary motions of the 
eye are (ns has been already stated) altogether for ite 
protection, or nearly so ; a use which the Voluntary mus- 
cles do not possess. If danger threaten the eyes, up goes 
. the cornea for its protection by the action of the inferior 
oblique, at the same time that the orbicularis closes the 
lids. Sir C. Bell gave another benefit to be derived from 
this action, which was that it stretches the lachrymal 
ducts lilie B nipple, and thus produces a greater quantity 
of lesrs to lubricate. the cornea, and washoff any offend- 
ing matter that may have adhered to it, producing the 
irriialion. When it ia rememl>ered where the lachrymal 
ducti open, it will be at once obvi.ius that the above-men- 
tioned action must put them on the stretch. 

The inferior oblique always acts consentaneously with 
the orbicularis palpebrarum ; for at the very moment 
that tite orbicularis acta in closing the eyelid, the inferior 
oblique turns up the cornea almost entirely within ihi 
orl)il; and hy this action it proves a protection lo the 
retina, for it darkens the eye as if in sleep, and prevents 
the light, which in passing through the lids becomes red, 
from reaching the retina, upon which the continuous ac- 
tion of the red ray ia always hurtful. 

The orbicularis palpebrarum thus acting at the same 
time, the effect will be to carry any simple foreign body 
that may have got under the eyelids and produced those 
BCliorts, into ih^ internal csrthus, where it is protruded 
from the eye by the caruncuta lachrymalis and semi-lunar 
membrane. 

The direct action of the superior oblique is to turn the 
cornea downwards and inv>ard»\ its anatomy will show 
thai this mwt be (he result of its action. That it is in- 
voluntary, is evident from the fact, that no exercise of 
the will can produce the same effect. It has been 
stated that the inferior oblique acts in unison with the 
orbicularis palpebrarum, for when the orbicularis closes 
the lida, the inferior oblique turns the cornea upwardi 
and inwards. The superior oblique acta consentaneously 
with the levator palpebne Euperioris; for when the leva- 
tor raises the upper lid, the superior oblique turns the 
cornea downwards and aiightly inward*. Thia action, 



with that of the inferior oblique, takes place every time 
the eye is shut and opened, aa in Winking, but the actiona 
so very rapid aa not to be observable. But if a per- 
son be watched awaking out of sleep, (when there ia no 
will exercised), it will be seen, the moment the levatot 
raises the upper lid, that the superior oblique tuma down 
the cornea, which thua deprttsa the lower lid, so that 
(he superior oblique muscle is the true but negative de- 
pressor of the lower lid. Thia is a novel etatement, but 
of which I shall adduce conclusive evidence presently. 

Previous to the views taken hy Sir C. Bell, analomnta 
and physiologists, perceiving diat in openingthe eyes the 
lower lid is depressed, sought, bat in vain, for a depreasor 
for it. He looked fur a direct muscular depress^-, and 
thought that he had found it in the levator palpebne su- 
periorie, which be said not only raised the uppw, but 
depressed the lower lid. The following are his words, 
(page 153, third edition of his work on the nervous sys- 
tem) — "The muscle elevator palpebrs superioris opens 

ide the eyelids, depressing the lower eyelid at the same 
time that it elevates the tipper one. If we put the finger 
upon the lower eyelid^ so as to feel the eyeball when the 
eye is shut, and then open the eye, we shall feel that 
during this action the eyeball is pushed outwards. 
Now, the lower lid is so adapted as to slip off the 
surface of the ball in this action, and lo be 
depressed whilst the upper eyelid is elevated.** He 
then gives a plate, of the eye and levator muscle, 
showing that the muscle, from its origin to its iii- 
eertioi), is in contact with half the circumference of 
the globe; and infers the above condusion lo be (be 
result of its contraction ; evidently having forgotten 
at tlie time that the levator was not in such close 
contact with the globe of the eye as he stated — the su- 
perior rectus muscle lying between them — so that the 
contraction of the levator ^uld not produce the efi^ct 
he alleged. But he was wrong in supposing the eye- 
ball to be pTotrvded at all. If the finger be placed on 
the lid, as be racoinmends, it would appear as though 
the eyeball were protruded ; and certainly the lower lid 
ia depressed, but not by the agent to whidi he ascribes 
it. 'It is' ejected in tbis way. Hie globe of the eye is 
compdsed of the eegmenis of two spheres of diflbreDt 
diameters, of which Aie cornea is the segment of the 
lets sphere ; in consequence of which the antero-pos- 
terior diameter of the globe is much its larger dia- 
meter. Hence il fdlowa that when theorbicularis doaes 
thd eyelids, and the consentaneous contraction ef the in- 
ferior oblique takes place, whereby the cornea is optmn- 
ed, a vacmim oociins in the ^t pPoviouriy occupied by 
•h£ cornea, which is filled by the rising of the lower eye- 
lid, due partly to iha elasticity ofiti structure, and partly 
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to the contraction of the \ovkt orbicular fibre*. But 
when the eyelids open, the^ Gbrea of (he orhiculirit be< 
ing relaxed, the cornea puities the lower eyelid outwardi 
and downwards to its original place ; and aa ihid ia ef- 
fected bf the superior oblique, acting conBentaneousl; 
with thg levator palpebrte eujieriorid, my pmition is main- 
tained, that the superior oblique ia the muscle whctse 
action is ihe real cause of the depression of the lower 
eyelid. (Tnder ordinary circumstances, when we look 
at any thing in the line of Ihe cheek hone*, the rectus 
inferior, by still further depieBsiig the cornea, bec<Hnes 
in a similar manner the voluntary depresatn- of the lower 
eyelid. That such if the cate can be easily proved, 
Thus', hold the uppCT and lower lida ofa person close to 
the edileii of the orhtt, so' as not to allow any voluntary 
eflbrt of the orbicularis to close the lids, then let him 
nake the efibrt. When it TCiU be found thai the com ea 
mil torn upwards^nd inwards underthe orbit. My at' 
tmlioB was first drawn to this fact by observing a man, 
who pmeated himself at the Eye and Ear Institution 
inth eetropinm'of both eyelids of one eye. I directed 
hinr to shot bis eyes (knowing that he could not da it). 
When he made the eRbrt, up went the carrtta out of my 
view, 10 tiiat the man was la complete daftness, and 
fnHy under the conviction that he had both eyes shut ; 
and when I asked faim'tn open tbem, the above detailed 
action of the superior bUiqne was shown, by the cornea 
tiDiiingdowhwarda and invvards, and then inistantly as- 
suming the ordinary appearance of the eyes when re- 
gardinlan object. 

AgtriD, let a pefsoo cloce both, eyea, and put a finger 
upon one, bo as to feel the eyebeJl throogh the lids, then 
1^ the other eye be openeS, whcfnit will be found that 
the cornea of the closed eye will rome dmVn and pretf 
agaioat the finger, or rather against the lower lid which 
the finger is on. 

It may be aaked, how is the cornea turned down when 
tbeeyelid is closed, if, as has been already stated*, the 
nperior oUique 4Cts in uaiaon with the levator? Th*; 
apairar ia, in (he same way as the inferior obKque acts 
wbaa Ihe orbicularis cannot close the eyelids. It does 
net, but ia prevented from raiaing the lid by artificial 
meaiR. Another answer is, as has been already ex- 
j^alned, via., that the eyea act consentaneously, ao that 
one eye cannot be kept still whUe the other is moving, 
even thoAgb the one eye should be blind. 
irtk-nt. FUTHuc MtntKMaN. 

This ie a compound muscle, acting both voluntarily 
and by reflex etimuli, ita use being to raise the upper 
eyelid upwards and baokwards, exposing the ball of the 
eye, making it ai^tesr as though it were protruded. 
an antagonist to the (nticularis patpebranim ; and, as 



has been already stated, acts in unison with the superior 
oblique. Its reflex action ukea place during the rapid 
motions of winking. During sleep this muscle is relaxed. 



This is also a compound muscle of the same nature 
as the preceding, and antagonistic to it With it we close 
the eyelids, by its. superior fibres drawing down the up- 
per lid, and its inferior fibres drawing tlie lower lid up- 
wards, and inwards. When danger threatens the eye, 
the rapid reflex action oftlus muscle protects it by clos- 
ing the lida. It also, by its reflex action, endeavours to 
remove, and usually with success, any foreign body which 
may get under tfae eyelid, by directing it towards the in- 
ternal canlhus. This reflex aclioii is sometimes so great 
(bJepharospasmus), as to def; every eflbrt of both the 
surgeon and patient to get the lids opened. Indeed, this 
eflbrt of nature to remove foreign bodies from the eye, 
sometimes acts very injuriously : for instance, should the 
oflbnding matter be a particle of glass, the action Of the 
orblctilaris can only m^ke the glass stick more firmly 
into the part with which it is in contact That the nrbicu> 
larisactsconsentaneoudywiththeinfenoroblique has been 
already explained. DuringsIeep,theorbicularismuscle, 
jike all others of iia dags, is relaxedj therefore the eye 
is not shut in aleep by tlie action of (he orbicularis pal- 
pebrarum, hut by the relaxation of the levator palpebrra 
superioris Bufl'ering the upper eyelid to dropdown into 
iti natural atate over the globe of the eye ; consequently 
the upper lid covers more of the eye in this state than 
when the lida are closed by the action of the orbicular!:! 
^Ipebramm, as in the latter case the lower lid isal»ays 
drawn a litt'e upivards. 

The use of this raiiscle is to draw the puncta and eye- 
lids into close contact with the eye, to press the pum-ta 
towards tiie nose, and (o cotnjjreBs' the ladirymal-aac, 
and force out the secretion from the follicles of the ca- 
runcula. It ia thought to act independently of, as well 
as in conjunction wiih, the orbicularis palpebrarum. 

I cannot conclude the physiology of the niUi^cles of the 
eye without mentioning a use that has been assigned (<i 
the orbicularis: it is an error, and the more dangerous 
because it restaon the authority of Sir C. Bell, an autho- 
rity which one hesitates to doubt. He attributed to tlie 
orbicularis palpebrarum the power of pushing the eye- 
ball back into the socket when the lids are closed, and 
asserted that it, with the oblique muscles, kept the eye in 
itsplace,andprevenledit from protruding. This mistake 
^ill not he wondered at, when it ia remetnbered that the 
power of protruding the eye he attributed to the levator. 
He was well aware that no muscle tn the orbit had tho 
power of retracting the eyeball ; conaequentiy be was 
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Torceil la devise some means of pushing il back ; so he 
invoked ihe aiJ of the orbicularis to perform this office, 
and thought he was right, in consequence of perceiving 
the eye to be flatter when the tida were Hosed than when 
ihey were open. Bui this appearance has heen already 
accnunled for by the fact, that when the lids are shut, 
the long diameter of the eye ia turned upwards. That 
the orbicularis has nothing to do in keeping the eye' from 
prolrodlng, is easily seen, hy raising both lids with the 
fingers from off the globe, when it will be (bun<j that the 
eye does not protrude in the sli^hteBl degree ; whereaa, 
if it iverc kept pressed back by the orhicuiaria palpebra- 
rum, of course the ball would protrude when the pres- 
sure caused by the lids is removed. In addition, we 
have the further support of the |MthoIogical fact, that the 
eyeball does not protrude in paralyns of the orbicularis 
palpebrarum.

Art, XII.-CASE OF SUDMAMMARY ABSCESS. DIS- 
CHARGED THROOGH THE TRACHEA.

Mme. A—— D , aged 29, ten years married, 

barren, consulted me early in March, 1840, fora painful 
afferlion of one breast, which I treated as a case of irri- 
table breast, by frictions of iodide of potassium ointment, 
ioduretted solution of iodide of potassium, Su:. In three 
weeks she expressed herself much relieved, and dis- 
pensed with farllier attendance. On tlie SOth April, 
Mr. D, called on me, and slated, that aome uneasiness 
still remaining, and the breast having increased in size, 

Mrs. D. had consulted Dr , who had declared it 

to be cancer, and advised its removal. I immediately 
went to see her, and, on examining the breast, I found 
that it was somewhat larger than the other, with fluctua- 
tion, indicating matter or other fluij behind the mam. 
mary gland. I repudiated the idea of cancer, expressing 
my conviction that it wna a chronic abscess between the 
ribs and gland, and requesting that further advice might 
be called to decide the coniroverBy. They suggested Dr. 
K^ibertson, who came on the following day and confirmed 
my diagnosis. Owing to the depth of the abscess, we 
declined making any incision, ahd the ioduretted frictions 
n-crc continued. On the lOlh of May, I was hastily 
summoned lo see Mrs. D., who,! found, had commenced 
about an hour before lo expectorate pus in conwderable 
quantities; the expectoration was now less abundant; 
every few minutes a trachea! rale was heard, followed 
by cough and CTpecloration of pus. The breast was 
now the size of the other, and the gland moved loosely 
under the hand, as though detached. Pressure on the 
breast caused increased expectoration of matter. I ap- 



plied a compress and bandage over the breaat ; the ex- 
pectoration gradually ceased in- four or five days, and 
Mrs. D. has remained in good health to the present tiioe. 
In this case, adhemon of (he pleune, perfotstion of tlie 
intercostal muscle, pleui^ and subatance of -the lung, until 
a large bronchus waa reached, mart have taken place. 
I should have mentioned that there was no efliuion of 
pus into the pleura of emphyaenia of the cellular tiarae, 
but diere was loud mucous rale a groan boultt under 
the abscess. 



A«T. Xni.-CASE OF FRAMBtESIA.

In the month of Feb., 184>7., I vras consulted by A. 

,, lately from Ireland, aged 20, ot a lymphatic tem- 
perament. 

He slated that he had been afflicted during the* voyaf^ 

this country with an eruption ; but since his aniva), 

August last, the eruption had assumed the appear- 
ance of what he called boils', aud that at hs invauon he 
observed email red spots, umilar to flea* bites, affecting 
the.groin, upper part of the left thigh, and posterior part 
of the neck, which increased daily in size, cauHOg great 
inconvenience in walking ; having the appearance of 
fungoid growths, distinct from each olhar at th«r sum- 
mits, but connected hy their hasn ; of a' dirty pale 
colour, and very similar lo a mulbeny in (heir forma- 
tion, having a profuse discha^e of an iclxvoae fiuid. 
These excrescences were about 20 in number. 

The surface afiected fvas deprived of its cuticle, and. 
he did not experience much pain on handling the part ; 
appetite good ; bowels coelive ; pulse regular ; tongue 
slightly furred ; great lassitude ; and inability to enter 
upon or endure active exertion. 

The causes of Framheaia may be divided into the 
predispoeing and the exciting. The first depend on 
a certain condition of climate, where damp and heat 
prevail, and where inlermitlcnt fever ia common. Hie 
exciting causes are local irritation, filth, expooure to 
damp, lebrile attacks, so ppreesed evacuation, end suddan 
changes of temperature. The yaws are classed under 
the head " tuberculie," which is distinguished by the oc- 
currence of small hard tumours projecting in different 
degrees from the akin : five principal genera are referred 

this order, viz., frambcena, elephantiasis, cancer, mol- 
luscum, and lupus. It is not easy to determine the ex- 
act lime which the yaws take in going through their dif. 
ferent stages. It is said hy varioin authora that lusty well 
negroes, in Africa, have had several yaws as big as 
a mulben? in a month's time, whereas ihe low in flesh, 
with a scanty allowance have passed three ntontha with-' 
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out their growing to tlw nze of a Btniwberr]r. Thoj 
appev in all parta i^ the body, but are moat, plentiful, 
and of the largest ■ize, (ai in the caie under coonden. 
lion), about the groin, pubis, and neck, they are largest 
when fewett in number, and victvtrm. The treatment 
ef frambceria hai hitherto led (o very hnperfect results, 
and has varied aceoniing to the view Uken by diSennt 
practititMie^ 

The treatment adopted in this case was as fc^i 
A purgative dose of calomd, to be fdlowed by diapho- 
ratic medicines and diluents. The patient was enjoined 
tokeep his bed. Feb. fith^— The bowels had beeo freely 
opened ; ordered pil. byd. gr. r. bis in die, also, 3i, of 
iodine ointment to be rubbed on the tumours every 
night, Feb. 12th. — Applied nitrate of ailverlo tubercles 
and "charpee." 14th. — Complained of headache and 
loes of appetite ; tongue white ; pulse 90 ; ordered ca- 
lomd gr. v., and pulv. antimonialia gr. ir., to be taken 
insUnler, also, a warm bath at night. The tubucles 
be painted with iodine. 17th. — Nitric add lotion to be 
appDed to part aSecIed ; blue pill to be continued. 

April IsL — The tuberdee hare all disappeared ; the 
surface aflected, red. Ordered a warm bath and fomen- 
tations. Occasional and gentle laxatives proved suf- 
ficient to remove all the symptoms of ibis disease. 

This disease is one of very rare occurrence in Europe 
or Canada. It is known looccur endemically in Guinea, 
and among the Negroes in the West Indies and Florida. 
During a residence in East Florida of two years, I had 
an opportunity of netaag two cases of thisdisesse among 
the negroes on the plantations. They called it "Fiao."

A>T. XIV.— A FEW OBSERVATIONS ON THE FEVER 

PEEVALENT AMONG EMIGRANTS. 

Bt W. Fftuas, M.D. 

The disease prevalent among the emigrants just arriv- 
ing ben, claims the particular attention of every medical 
practiliooer on Ais continent, for most assuredly it will 
bA carried, in many instances, to the remotest bamleisin 
our forests, as well as into the mansions of our most re- 
spectable inhabitants. It therefore behoves the mem- 
bers of the profession to make themselves acquainted 
with its symptom?, its nature, and its treatment. In 
consequence of being one of the physicians in attendance 
at the Montreal General Hospital for the last six weeks, 
I have seen a good deal of the disease, and made a few 
observations, which at this eariy period of the epidei 
may be useful to those who have not seen it, and may, 
besides, stimulate olhera, who have had a wider field of 
observation, to record their experience. 
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In the majority of the caaes, I have observed the fol- 
lowing aymptotns. lat. Great prostration of muscular 
power. 2d, Macule on the body afler the fourth or fifth 
day. Sd, That three cases out of every four are com- 
plicated with bronehitis, or diarrhtea, some with both ; a 
few have a deep jaundiced appearance, with pain in the 
hepatic/^on — and many more have a slight bilious tinge 
of both the skin and conjnnctivie. 

In'teference to the first of these obeervationB, I have 
remaiked, that even al a very eariy period of the attack, 
patient staggers from weakness of his limbs and stu- 
por of his head, and that the pulse, as a general rule, is 
soft, no doubt from the heart's partaking of the general 
debility. 

In corroboration of the second oboervation, of 42 cases 
which I exsmined in one apartment at the Gmigrsnt 
Hospital, I distinctly observed macule on 36 of ibem ; 
and I had reason to believe that the others had been also 
maeulated, as they were convalescing — the proportion of 
maculated tn the Montreal General Hospital is about 
the same ; I therefore regard macule as the peculiar 
characteristic of this epidemic; in many cases the limbs 
have the appearance of purpura hamorrhagiat, are 
swollen, and very painful. Of the 42 cases just alluded 
to, 1 1 were complicated with bronchitis, 6 with diarrhtea, 
and 24 with twth— <Hie only having neither compli- 
cation. 

The morbid appearances found on dissection are venous 
congeation, with effusion of serum on (he surface, in the ' 
ventricles and base i^ the brain, but no trace of active - 

iflammalion. When the case has been complicated 
with bronchilis, I have found the bronchial mucous 
membnne throughout tumiJ, swollen, highly vaaiiular, 
and containing much mucous ; the vascularity extending 
to the submucous tiaaw, with congestion and partial 
bepadzaiion of portions of the lungs. When diBrrhtea 
has existed, the small imestines, especially the lower 
portion of the ilium, has preaented the appearance of 
active conjestion of its mucous coat, which was slightly 
thickened, without being softened ; some patches had 
the appearance of sanguineous extravasation, not unlike 
the macule observed on the skin. When the patient bad 
a jaundiced appearance, a common occurrence in this 
epidenrie, I have found the liver enlarged from conges- 
tion, presenting a bloody and bilious appearsnce when 
eut into, and the gall bladder distended with inspissated 
bile, thick enough to maintain its form when deprived of 
its covering. When there has been only a slight bilious 
tinge <^ the skin and conjunctive, the liver presented the 
same appearance in a less degree, the bile in (he gall 
bladder being about the coonstence of treacle. 

The great muscidar debility during life, and the mor- 
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bid appearances after <leath, which are evident!; njoro 
ora congestive than iDflsniinatory nature, clearly [ 
out the \o\v type of thia epidemic^ and cod tra- indicate any 
genera] treatment of a depleting nature, while, on 
contrary, they indicate, what I believe universal expe- 
rience here coofinns, a Btimulatiiig plan of constitutional 
treatment, together with the milder alteratives to co: 
the depraved eecreUona, and local meaauces to-overoome 
the complicationa of the bronchie, bead, liver, anil 
bowets.

Art. XVI.— critical REMARKS ON THE LABODfiS 
OF MR. DE ROTTERMUMD, LATE CHEMIST TO 
THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 



In my first |)8per, I elucidated (hose parts of Mr. I>e 
Rotiermund'a report which relate to the Tuscarora Spring, 
and it was my intention to have treated the remaining 
portions in a similar manner; as on first peraun; the 
pamphlet I thought they were fit subjects for criticiKii' 



On carefully re-perusing the report, however, T am in- 
to alter my opinion ; for, if I were to attempt to 
write a full criticism on the wnHi, I should have to ma^ 
a dozen remarks on each page, and ehould occupy more 
space in your valuable journal than the subject merits. 
There are, however, a few points on which I maybe 
allowed to make a few observations. 

In the commencement, Mr. De Rottermund says, 
" After having analysed the waters of the St. Lawr 
rence and Ottawa;" (this refers to a paper pnbKsh- 
ed in the Ist volume of your Journal, No. 5, in 
the 3d paragraph of which, you will find the follow: 
ing statement): — "I obtained ho email, a quantity of 
residue from a litre of the Ottawa water, that I found it 
difficult to weigh it with perfect precision, but, I esti- 
mated it at 1.5 grains." To allow the weighing accu- 
rately 1.5 grains to be an operation gf difficulty, is rather 
a curiops admission for an analytical chemist ; but it 
appears that although Mr. De B. is unable to weijh with 
precision 1.5 grains, he is able to ascertain that in this 
quantity are contained 0.62 grains of sulphate of mag- 
ind 0.38 gra., 0.27 gra., and 0.31 grs. of other 
saliii. 

As he does not say that these weights were also esti- 
mated, we may take tbis statement as a fair criterion for 
the credilulity of Mr. De B.*s quantitative analyses. 

Mr. De Bottermund classifies mineral waters under 
die heads of magnesian, iodurated, saline, antimoni-fei^ 
ruginouB, sulphureous, and gaseous springs — a claswfica- 
tion of no value whatever, as many saline sprii^ may 
contain variable quantities of iodine and magneria, and 
I water does not cease to be megnesian if it contains a 
lltle iodine. 

A tpage 7, the George's Spring is mentioned. This water 
has been analysed by Dr. Hall, M'Gill College, and found . 

be somewhat difierent from the Caledonia water ; to 
whicb, according to Mr. De B., it is precisely similar as 
regards its compounds. It contains, he says, ndtbw 
iron nor bydro-sulphuric acid ; while in the preceding 
page he states that the Caledonia water contains the 
latter substance, and Mr. Chilton had found iron. Mr. . 
De B. occasionally contradicts himself. 

In his analysis of the Kingston water. Professor Wil- 
liamson found both carbonic and hydro-sulphuric adds. 
Mr. De B. finds neither, and accounts for it by the wa- 
ter of the original spring becoming mixed with that of 
others — and tlui, says Mr. De R., has caused the change. 
What other change than dilution could have taken place 
does not exactly appear. Moreover, he colls into play 
a leaden pipe and an iron pump,, and adds, " by the 
motion ol the pump the gas is separated from the water, 
the temperature of which is increased by the same."

Thia is a bcautirul rationale ; the gas is separated froni 
the water, and, in lo doing, must, of courae, produce a 
diiiiinijti»n of tempenture, but, by the frictionof the 
paitides of water on each other, and on the pumps, so 
much heat is generated as to overcome this and to raise 
the temperature. This is something entirely new, 
we hope soon to have a calculation of the probable 
quantity of heat evolved by the Falls of Niagara, 

At page 10, Mr. Th K. gives us a profound disserta- 
tion on the " Ice Spring," (on the road from Hamilton 
to St. Catherine's), which he eaya is not/ang, and he 
then proceeds to explain this nothing. I must candidly 
confess that the paragraph is utteriy beyond my comprC' 
bensioD. 1 have endeavoured in vain to arrive at, ani 
may, pei^aps, be mistaken in the meaning, but the only 
points which Mr. De R. seems to have made out quite 
elearty, are, Istly., *' Tlrat ice cannot be formed vrith- 
out water." 2ndly,, " That ice ia produced by the tem- 
petature of water being lowered." Srdly., " Thatsalts, 
by dissolving, produce cold." Th'ese are certainly very 
novel facts, but not of nich a nature as to require die- 
cuaeion. 

Mr. De R. attempts an explanation on scientific prii 
ciplee, hut, as he scarcely mejitions what it is he wants 
lo explain, and ihe whole paragraph is most illogically 
writ(«n, it is quite impossible to ascertain Itis real mean- 
ing. 

In the next page he seems inclined to assume (hat 

* salt may be separated on the surface of water by eva- 

pnttlioD ; that this saltmay then diaadve again and cause 

tiie water to freeze. 

The first question to be answered is, — Does such a 
pbeooinenoQ really exist t and 2ndly., What are all the 
dreumstances attending it 1 

When this iafonnBtion has. been obtained, I have no 
dottbl an explanation may be ollered in more i 
language than that used by Mr. De B. 

At page 16, we have a notice of the Petroleum 
Selling at Gaap£. This, according to Mr. De S. 
ooffiposed ofcreasote, naphtha, petroleum, bitumen, and 
paraffine." It would be desirable to obtain from Mr. 
De R. hkB ideas concerning the characteristics of three 
of theee bodies, viz., bitumen, naphtha, and petroleum, 
for, according to moat cheuusts, the latter containsnaph- 
the, and bittunen. 

Mr. DeB. then givesus, (without acknowledgement), 
a Ktenl translation from fierzeUus, (Lehrbuch der 
Ch^nie. Bd. viii. s. A£fi), concerning the petroleum 
^rii^ found in other oeuittriea. Not one has yet been 
discovered contmning creasote, and as Mr. De R. finds 
antimony, ^nc, and chlorine, whne they do not exist, 
it ia most pn^Ue Ibat bis creaaote belonfi l» Uie same 



class, — B Buppofrition which can be easily decided by ex- 
periment. 

Lastly, Mr. De R. mentions an oil spring, and saya, 
tuch springs are really vahuibU to the country ;" a 
statement which no one would be inclined to deny, if 
they really did exist. 

In concluding, it is scarcely necessary forme to make 
any remarks on this most singularproduction. The few 
extracts and quotations I have made will enable your 
readers to rorm their own conclusions concerning it, and 
^think they will agree with me in conradering it a tissue 
of the most glaring absurdities, the most erroneous state- 
ments, and the most trashy reasoning. It cannot but be 
regretted that such a work should he printed by order of 
the Legislative Assembly, for when published under 
such authority, and by the chemist attached to the sur- 
vey, under tlie superintendence of so talented a geolt^st 
as Mr. Logan, it must neceseanly acquire a character 
for correctness among the mass of the people, to which 
it cannot, in reality, have tiie lightest pretension.

CantnhutionB to Tfrrestrial Magnetism. By Lieut.- 
Col. E, Sabine, Royal ^rtiUery, Foreign Seeretta^ 
R. S., E.—Philoic^hical Tjamactions, Part III. 
for 1846.— JVo. VII. Quarto. 
There are few facts which will more strikingly arrest the 
gttention of the futurehistorianofBcicnce, than, the remark- 
able impulse given to inquiries in terrestrial magnetism 
wilhin ihe last few years. Equally finding a fidd for its 
researches in the snows of the arctic circle, or at the 
" nether pole," in the most familiar of European coun- 
tries, and the least known regions of Asia or Africa — at 
sea or on land, it has yet sprung so suddenly into life, 
and BO suddenly embraced the globe, that the bulk, even 
of intelligent and well informed persons, are scarcely 
conscious of its existence, and qiute unaware of its aims. - 
We think we shall be doinggood service to many of our 
readers in introducing our notice of the volume named 
at the head of thin article, by an account, as brief as we 
can make it, of the circumstances which have led to 
such a remarkable development of a particular science, 
and placed it upon a basis of ascertained facts so exlen- 
uve and so recent. 

The modem science of terrestrial magnetism, (as 
distinguished from (he sdence as it was led by Hal- 
ley), may he said to owe its existence to the labotin 
of a very few eminent men. Humboldt, Hansteen, 
Sabine, Gauss, and some others—all living philoso- 
phers — have in different ways been almost entirely the 
authors of its present prominent poeitioQ. Either aa 
txtemra obaervers, or profound analysts, or iad^tiga* 
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blecollata«oflabou«ori^naied by themselves, ftll have 
been for the last tweatj or thirty years uncea-oMHy en- 
gaged in advancing its progre»-and with a »ucce« 
which can only be accounted for by the general convic 
tion they have .rouaed of ite intereat and .mportance. 

U waa in hia me«.orable tmvela in South America m 
1799-1803, that Humboldt Brat proved the fact that a 
magnetic needle makes a gmter number rf vibrabona, m 
a riven time, near the* equator, than it does beyond the 
tlic*, consequently, that the force v.hich bring^nt W 
rest is less in the former than in the latter situation : and 
he thus made a beginning in the work of determm.ng, 
experimentally, the relative force of the earth a magne- 
tism in every part oftbe globe. HefoundAa^ a needle 
which made 245 vibnitiona in ten minutes, m P-ns.made 
only 211 at a certain spot inPera where thed.p w«^, 
and aince the forces are inve>«ly a« the squares of these 
numbers, it foUowed, that if the *■"«««' "^^^J" 
Peru is called onity. that at Paris w.U be 1.3482. and 
Ibis value iias been attributed to the force at Pans m all 
aubsequent European observations which have taken that 
city, either direcUy or indirectly, as their base of compa- 
rison. During the long and desolating wars of the early 



Cogress, still very inlerestmg facts were brought to hght 
by Ibservstions made at Berlin in 1806-7, by the same 
philosopher. At length, in 1828, he instituted an obser- 
vatory at Berlin especially devoted to msgnebsm, aad 
aince that period has witnessed the continual extension 
of similar establishments, until there is scarcely a coun- 
try in the world without them. It was in 1832 that the 
illustrions Gausa, turning his attention to the subject, 
perfected methods of observing-first changes in the 
direction of the magnetic force,-«nd, a Uttie later, in 
its amount, which so far surpassed, in deUcacy, any tha 
were previously known, that they have superseded all 
others, and render the measurement oft deviatioo of 6 
from the North— or a variatioo to the amount of one ten- 
thousandth part of the force of the earth-{quantit,e« 
measurable with certainty). Great Britain d>d not take 
her place in these purauits, by the establishment of 
magnetic observatories, until comparatively late in the 
"day They were established in Ruseia.at the msftgaUon 
of Humboldt, in 1829 ; and in Germany, ''"o^gl'^e m- 
fluence of Gauss, in 1836; but it was not until 1839 
that the Royal Society matured their plans for a great 
naval expedition, with the especial object of observing 
the magnetic elements Ift the anlartic regions; for the 
simultaneous establishment of observatories in the colo- 
nies i and for the prosecution of the magnetic survey, of 
which we have a specimen in the present volume. And 
how, it may be asked, To what end all these efforts? 



The reply, like that to any cm-bono question in sdence, 
must rtiew one of two diiugs— either the prospect of 
attaining by them a knowledge of facts usefid to man- 
kind and not to be neglected, or of the higher reward of 
being conducted, through them, into secrets of nature's 
operations hitherto veiled from our ScruUny — to new 
manifeeUtions of the vrisdom of the Cre^tdr — and to 
new gratification of that undying desire (of truth and 
knowledge which He has implanted in the human heart. 
It offers both. Practically a more accurate knowledge 
of one iMnnch of the aubject, the magnetic variation, 
has long been wanting for purposes of navigation ; and 
indeed every other in which the compaas was used : and 
it was, also, expected that the isochronous perturbation 
of the needle, in distant places, would afford an accu- 
rate means of determining their differences of longitude. 
The last has, however, been found attended with diffi- 
culties, which are likely to prevent its general ad<^tion ; 
but. with reference to the former, great benefits have 
already been realized. It is, however, particularly on 
tiie latter division that wo would base our reply to any 
such question. In magnetism we have a force univer- 
aally present, claiming our attention by the extraordinary 
nature of its effects and changes ; if niit itself directly 
cognizable to the senses, intimately related to pheno- 
mena which are m : and yet, one of which, fifty years 
ago, we knew scarcely anything beyond a few palpable 
focta, such BS that one, that, whereas, in the year 1600^ 
the compasS) in London, pointed about 91" to the East 
of North— it pointed, in the year 1800, 24' to the West 
of North. It had been a reproach to the nineteenth 
century, if it had acquiesced in such a state of igno- 
rance, in relation to fectsso interesting j and accordingly 
the efforts we have very briefly sketched above, have 
for their object — first, the accurate determination of the 
magnetic elements for every part of the ^obe, at the ex- 
isting epoch i and secondly, an enquiry into the laws of 
the changes, both periodical and secular, to which they 
are liable. We have, already, in two previous numbers 
(vol. 1, Nos. 7 & 8) given some account of the establish- 
ment and woikingof Her Majesty's observatory atToronto, 
this Colony, which is more particularly devoted to the 
second of the above enquiries. The first is the object of 
magnetic surveys, which leads us to the conaderation of 
the volume before us. 

" From the moment," says the author, "that the fact 
was known that the locality of the maximum of the 
magnetic force in a hemisphere is not coincident, as was 
previously supposed, with the locality where the dip of 
the needle is 90°, researches in terrestrial magnetism 
assumed an interest and importance greatly exceeding 
that which they before possessed ; for it was obvious 
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that the hypottiesis which then generally prevailed re- 
garding the diBtribuiion of the magnetic force at the but- 
(ace of the globe, and which had been based on a too 
limited induction, was erroneous, and that even the 
broad outline of the general view of teireslriBl magnetism 
had to be re-caat." It was Colond Sabine himself, who, 
bj his observations within the arctic circle in 18IS, *19, 
and 1820, and at New York in 1S22, first established 
this important fact ; pursuing the enquiry at the instance 
of the British Association, in 1835, he proved by a ge- 
neral examination of all the observations which had 
been made up to that dale, that the central point of the 
curved linea, embracing re^ons of the-highest force, or 
the p<nnt of the maximum of force, was «luated soire- 
where about 52° of North latitude, and 90° of West 
longitude, or about midway between Lake Winnipeg 
and the Southern extremity of Hudson's Bay. 
confirm this previously unsuspected cbaracteristicof the 
magnetic system of the globe — to establish beyond a 
quealion >o remarkable a fact in Physical Geography- 
to fix within narrow limits the geographical situation of 
the point of maximum corresponding to a par^cular 
epoch, — to ascertain with the preciiion of modem 
alniments and methods, the intensity of the magnetic 
Ibrce at its p(»nt of maximum, and to assign the form and 
geographical localities of Uie isodynamic curves adja- 
cenl to that point, were objects which presented them- 
advea amongst the most important desiderata for our 
present knowledge, and as likely to have a peculiar 
value at a future period in respect to the stiotogy of the 
aeience ; when, like the earlier detenainati(nts in aitro- 
nomy, these rcMearches might serve to elucidate the laws 
of Aoae secular changes, which, in our present igno- 
rance of the cause of the earth's magnetism, seem even 
more mysterious than the apparently complex relatione 
OT contemporary phenomena." It was with such ob- 
jects that, on the proposal of Sir John Herschel, the 
Prendent and Council of the Boyal Society addressed 
the Hudson's Bay Company in 184^ to learn whether 
that body wotild furnish the facilities afibrded by its ee- 
uUishoMnta in the interior, for a complete magnetic 
survey of the re^on in question; and having received 
a favoureble reply, with the concurrence of the late 
Lord Vivian, the Master General of the Ordinance, 
Lieutenant (since Captain) Lefroy, of the Boyal Artilleryg 
(the scientific officer at presenf in charge o( Her Ma- 
jesty's Magnetical Observatory at Toronto)^ was appoint- 
ed to carry the design into execution. 

Onr limits will not permit ua (o follow that officer 
through his exten«ve journeys, made with this view. 
We will merdy mention that he left Montreal, accom- 
panied by a N. C. Officer of the same regiment, in May 



1843, with the brigade of canoes of the Hudson's Bay 
Company ; fdlowed the usual route to York Factory, 
and thence proceeded to Lake Athabasca, where he 
passed the winter. Resuming his travels in Mitch 

1844, he proceeded on the ice to Mackenzie's River, 
descended it with the earlieet navigatiim to the arctic circle, 
and thence, returning aouthwards, we find him observing 
tiie dip in the 'comparatively civilised region of Pene- 
tanguishene, on the lith November. Throughout this 
circuit of some ten thousand miles, the dip of the needle, 
the msgnetic force, and the variation, appear to have 
been almost daily subjects of observation ; we have a 
table of determination of the first of these elements, for 
example, at about 160 distinct and widely dietsnt loca- 
lities. Cdonel Sabine has combined in the same volume 
extensive observations by Dr. Locke of Cincinnati, 
Major Graham of the U. S. Topc^raphical Engineers, 
and several other eminent American observers, which 
have been moot Ubenlly communicated to him for the 
purpose ; but as these relate to a re^on not now under 
consideration, we shall continue to refer prinupally to 
the observations of Captain Lefroy. 

There are three or four methods of determining 
the magnetic force of the earth at a given station. 
Two of these are or the principle of the balance, 
in which the attraction of the earth for a small 
needle is counterpoised by a known weigbt; one is 
by the vibration of a' smsll magnet, which comes to 
rest in a shorter or longer time, in proportion as the 
earth's attraction for it is greater or less ; and the last is 
\jy a comUnation of observations, loo complicated to be 
explained in this place, but which gives the force, not 
relatively, i. e., as being in such a proportion, less or 
more,' than at the station taken for the point ot depar- 
tine, absolutely as 1, 2, 3, or 4, upon a scale of which 
the units are as definite as a pound or a foot, and are 
irrespective of the force of the magnet employed. We 
find aJl these methods employed in tiie series before ua, 
and, in some instances, at the same station, thus affonl- 
ing a comparison which must test the acettracj of the 
results. For example : — Before proceedingany further, 
it was neceeeaty to determine what relation the force at 
Toronto bears to the force in England. (Wocdmch was 
thestation.) Nowtbeaboolute metkodalludedtoabove, 
gives us the value of tiiat portion of the earth's force 
which acts horizontally in the direction of the meridian, 
and which is less than the whole force in th6 proportion 
of the side of a right-angled triangle to its hypothenuse ; 
but. if we know the angle between this .side and the 
hypothefluse, we can calculate the latter from it,— thia 
angle is the Dip : accordingly, when vro have observed 
diis portion of the force, which may be called for brevity 
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the horizoDtal Torce and the dip, we are U completely 
in poBieamon of the total force as if it had itielf- been 
i^rred. . 

It was found, then, that in 1S45 tbe mean valtie 
of the boiiaonUl force at Toronto waa 3-538, and 
the dip 75" W-5, hence the total force must be I3-901. 
Another ofaaervatjon in 1845 gave it 13-897; a third ii 
1846 gave it l3-8e7,— the average of these is 13>896. 
Again in 1846 Cqtt. Lefroj observed ivith the same 
instnim^t an horizontal force of 3-728 at Woolwich, 
and a dip of 68° 58' — consequently the total force there 
must be 10-388. We have then the total magnetic 
force of the ear^ at Toronto— to that at Wodwich, aa 
13-896 to 10-388, or aa 1-338 to I, one-third greater 
,lhia former than it ia at the latter station. The same 
Iffoportion wasobaerveddirecllybyCapt.Lefro7in 1812, 
and foond to be 1-340. It was again observed in 1846, 
and found to be 1-338, identically the ume as by the 
absolute method : the mean of all these is nearly 1-339 
at Toronto to uni^ at Woolwich. We have explained 
above how the force was determined to be 1-343 at Paris to 
unity at a certain station on the magnetic equator, and 
by comparison with Paris, Woolwich on the same scale 
is 1-372. Taking Woolwich theKfoie as 1-372 instead 
of 1-0, the force at Toronto upon this arbitrary scale is 
1-836, and as suc^ baa been taken as a base of compari- 
•OD throughout the vto^. It is a little puzzling to find so 
many values tMigned to the force, bnt we must first 
distingwsh whether the total tbrce or ottly that portion 
which is effiment in the horizontal direolion is concerned, 
and then wbedier itis expressed in terms of the absolute 
scale. Of of the relative scale ; for if the latter, it is evident 
there may be aa many values as there are bases of 
comparison. In effect the base in general use, and to 
which the above valne of 1-836 refers, is that statiim in 
Peru at which Humboldt foiuid the di^ 0°, and errone- 
onriy concluding the force to be the loweat any where 
on the ^obe, called it unity — weeayetToitecnaly,becauaa 
a weaker force has been since observed — but this was 
the origin of the values ever since adopted. Starting 
then from Toronto, we have the force at a great number 
of stsbons all reduced to the above scale, and it is con* 
eluded from the whole, that die locality of the maximum 
is in 52° \9f N., and 91° 59' West, almost identically tbe 
same as was assigned by the author ten years previously. 
We r^rot that our limits will not permit us to dwell 
upon the atepa of the process which have led to this 
most interesting reside They are by no means so brief 
asour relation of it, but display great malhematical pow», 
together with the patient, laborioui, impartial induction 
■which distingaishes Colonel Sabine's l^nia. There-

which we perceive that the region displaying the highest 
magnetic force is bounded by an ellipse or oval, of which 
the length is about 7° of latitude, and the breadth about 
5° of longitude ; its axis liea in a direction of N.N.W. ; 
its centre we have given above. This oval is surrounded 
by one of greater sixa, including all that region where Ihe 
force iil-850and upwards; it extends from Lake Huron 
to the Great Slave Lake. Another oval, surrounding 
the region where the force is 1-8O0 (to I-OOd iti Peru), 
includes eearly all Canada and a large portion of the 
Western States. The actual force at the point of maxi- 
mum is computed to be 1.878, — at the corresponding 
point in the sonljiem hemt^here it is greater, 2-059 ; 
but as there aro two points of greatest force In each he- 
misphere, which are nearer together in the southern than 
the northern one, it doea not appear certain that the ag- 
gregate force, or what we may call tbe magnetic charge, 
of the former is greater than that of the latter. There is 
another map exhibiting the direction of the line of equal 

ipietic dip, which is nearly east and west in Canada, 
but curves upwards towards the north on either side. 
The actual dip, it appears, is 77° 12' at Quebec; 77* 
9' at Montreal ; and 75° l^ at Toronto : it is 77" 16' at 
Eingsion, but this is cleariy the result of local influence^ 
which that station exhibits to a remaritable degree. They 
to prove the presence of iron in some form' in dte 
limestone there, which is the same, we are informed by 
Mr. Logan, as the formation at Marmora. 

We must here concludeour notice of this interesting 
Beport, with the hope that the subject, which is far from 
being exhausted, will continue to find students ; and that 
Canada, aa it poasesaes within its limits one of the re- 
ponsofthegnatest magneticalinterestin the globe, may 
be hereafter distinguished by observers of its own in this 
and many other brauchea of physical science, and by its 
own well supported scieatific establishments, on a scale * 
commensurate with the prosperity and enlightenment of 
iu people.

From this table, it would appear, that in nearly one- 
fifth of the cases, insanity first made its appearance 
between the ages of 20 and 25, and that the next 
dimacteiic period moit fruitful in the production of 
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"The observations were made when the individuals, 
both sane and insane, were eating and in a silling pos- 
ture.

It maj be 
asiomed that the inflamma'ion i« not so much a local out- 
break of acrafuta at an inflammalioa caused bj expoiure to 
coU, and modified by that disease: The distinction ia, how- 
ever, not perhaps praclirally of importance, Ifecsuse in eilher 
case the pecnlidfity of the affection ariaes from ib apecifie 
character. But while it canoot be denied that the eyeball i« 
sometlmpa the seat of scrofiiions diieaae, it may at the same 
tin)<> be dnnbted whether it is so frequently attacked by it as 
is generally supposed ; for in many cases assumed to be of 
this naluir, thrre is renlly no evidence of tbe existence of 
any snch malady, etthor in the syslem at large or in (he pari 
atfecled. When treiiling of rheumiilic and gonty inRamma- 
IJOD of the eye It was necessary to enter at length into an 
inquiry as to the occn^ence of such species of disease of the 
organ in any cjse ; and aii^amiDg that to br established, it 
beeaoift neceiisary to consider bow far the visible changes in 
the parti afiecled afforded conclusive evidence aa to the fact. 
In treating of scrofulous inflainmatina of Ibe rye, it becomes 
equity necea?ary to inquire whether ihe appearances are so 
peculiar as to justify tbe prdclitioner in proDouneing the dis- 
eaa« to be of ibis peculiar specific citaracler ; or in other 
words, whether he can form a cotrecl diagnosis from the 
changes in vascularity, diminution of tramparency, or altera- 
tion in colour of the structures engaged. The common prac- 
tice of usuming that eertain forms of inflammation of the 
eyeball and conjunctiva are scrofulous, because the patient 
doM not appear tq be in a vigorous st.ite of health, or because 
the ditrase does not yield to depletion or othet uiual remedies, 
leads to erroneous views and unsuecessful practice, and 
should be abandoned. No inflammation of tbe eye should be 
prDnanoeed scrofulous nnlfs* the local diaease or tbe consti- 
tutional peculiarities fully justify it, and it therefore becomes 
Deeeasary to cuntider carernily what are the characteristic 
•ymploiDi. 

U a person of delicate frame, with fair skin, light hair, 
and Mae eyes, be attacked with iritis or other form of inter- 
nal inflammation of tbe eye, it is often assumed that such 
"^'fflmation is either the immediate consequence of scrofula 
- "-g the system, or at least that if it has been induced

This as- 
sumption IS, however, far from being justified by experience 
and careful observation. It remains, 1 believe, after all, to 
be proved that parsons of fair skin, light hair, and blue eyes, 
ate more prone b scrofula in any form than thoce of a diner- 
CDt complexion, and I am convinced that true scrofulous dis- 
eiM aieefiog the eye is not mere fteqnently found te oceiir 



I in such subjects. On tbe contrary, indeed, true tcrofolcui 
disease of Ihi; eyeball probably occult more fre^entljr in 

? arsons of dark coarse sVin, black hair, and deep brown iria. 
be practitioner must therefore form his apimon aa to tbe 
character ot tbe inflammation from some more certain indica- 
tion. His object should be to determine how far his treat- 
ment is to be modified In consequence of constitutionat 
diathesis, and to attain this object he should first ascertain 
with certainty whelhet any appcitic constitutional diatheria 
be present or not. To establish the fact of tbe existence of 
■crofuloas disease in tbe constitution with this view, it may 
not be necFtsary to have evidence of the presence of scrofu- 
lous lubercle.oroiher conclusive proof of the active progreaa 
of the malady ; hut there should be some more cbaractaristic 
marks of it than (hose aflbrded by the tint of tbe skin dr tbe 
general formation of the body. A thick upper lin, brawny 
prominent cheeks, and lamid nosp, accompanied oy coatee 
greasy, and dingy discolourtd skin, will, when present, 
enable the practitioner to form a^fufe estimate of tbe atate of 
the constitulion : and if culaneoas eicnriations at tbe anglei 
of tbe mouth and margins of the nostrils, as well as at the 
edges of the eyelids und about the eara, be also present, and 
causing enlargemi-nt of lymphatic glands beneath the chin 
and angles of the ja#s, little doubt need remain oF at least a 
predisposition to the specific malady. I have also to remark 
that although I have denied that a fair akin and light hair 
necessarily indicates a sGroruIous constitution, it must be ad- 
mitted that extreme transparent delicacy ol Ihe culaneoua 
surface permitting the subjacent blue veins to appear tami- 
fyint; beneath it, and displaying a florid hrilliancy of colour 
of the cheeks and lips, is evidpnce,ir not of that diseased 
state of the system, at least of a very feeble state of consii- 
totion, entailing D^eat liability to destructive local inflam- 
matory action. To enlarge on Ibis suWect would, however, 
be to write a treatise on scrofula, and I must therefore leave 
it to the practitioner to determine from bis own resourcee 
how far constilniional symptoms justify him in modifying hit 
treatment in each particular case which comes under hta 
care. He has to be on his guard against pronouncing the 
disease to be scrofulous on insufficient grounds, while at the 
same tine be has to guard against the risk of treating it ai a 
simple uncomplicated attack, although truly specific in iU 

In endeavouring to determine correctly tbe state of con- 
stitutional or local disease justly entitled to be considered 
scrofulous and to restrict the lenn to snch state^ care should 
be taken that wa do not lose si^ht of the real object aimed at 
in our attempts to secure accuracy of nomenclature and ar- 
rangement : that we do not, in other worda, overlook facta 
because we differ as to terms. Many who monounce an in- 
flammation of the eye to be scrofulous, probably do not there- 
by mean to assert that there ia scrofulous deposit in Ihe 
lymphatic glands, or any other form of local disorganization 
or constitutional condition undoubtedly of this nature ; they 
probably mean only to intimate that 6it inflammation is of 
peculiar character, because tbe subject of it presents certain 
appearances of defective bodily health. The meaning in- 
tended to be conveyed perhaps is, that tne inflammuien will 
punife a protracted and destructive course, because tbe 
powers of assimilation and growth are weak, tbe circulation 
feeble, and consequently the entire frame destitute of vigour. 
Of the correctness of such an inference there can be no ^oubt, 
and it iberefore does not matter much as to tbe lernu used 
in arriving at it. Deposition of lat, instead of growth of 
muscle, pallid akin, and feeble circulation, in consequence of 
ill-assorted or deficient food and defective reapiralion, ere 
indications of a state of constitulion calculated to modify the 
local inflammation as much as any positive proob of Ihe ex- 
iftence of specific scrofuloua disease. This state of the 
system so often assumed to be scrofulous ia of such frequent 
ocnirtence, and is ao often the foreranner or cauae of the 
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develapment of real scro'ula, that its indent! Gcatton wiih 
that disease need not cause lurprise, and the practitioner, In 
adjusting his treatment, may with saretj resort to the same 
meaBQtea in the one case that he employs in the other. 

Whatever diderence of opinion may exist with respect to 
the slate of constitution entitled in strictness to ihe denomina- 
tion of strofulouB, il is imporUni to determine what are the 
peculiar symptoms and effects obserred in inflammation of 
the eye caused or modilied by that disease. With this ' 
the practitioner should observe whether or not any one part 
of the organ is more engaged than another ; whether (he in- 
flammatory action is intense and acute, or slow and languid ; 
and whether the changes in organization are slight and of 
ordinary character, or considerable and unusual. I am of 
opinion thai in persons either of scrofulous habit or of feeble 
frame, the parts most frequently engaged, and which suSei 
most, are those situated most anteriorly ; such as the cornea, 
membrane of the aqueous humour and iris. In other words, 
1 believe that true eircnmscrihed cotneitis, and inflammation 
of the lining membrane of the chambers of the aqueous 
humour, causing adhesions of the margin of Ihe pupil to lbs 
capsule of the ciystiline lens, are more frequently caused or 
modified by this sUte of the system. The retina, it is true, 
i* not unfrequentif attacked by slow, destructive, and insidi- 
ous inflammation under similar circumstances; hut eenetal 
and severe inflammation involving the entire organ ii oflener 
of a simple idopathic or of a rheumalic or syphilitic character- 
Any form of inflammation of the eye may be modified by i 
scrofulous diathesis, but these insulated affections appear ti 
be more frequently to influenced than others. The sclerotii 
also appear to give way more frequently from protracted in- 
flammalion, and to permit the choroid tn project in the form 
of hlaclc prominent tumours in persons of scrofulous constitu- 
tion or debilitated system. It remains, however, to be de- 
termined whether true scrofulous inflammation presents any 
peculiarity of appearance or change which will enable the 
practitioner to pronounce a contident opinion as to the nature 
of the disease. 

The remarliable increase in red vascularity of the sclerotic 
which accompanies all other inflammations of the eyeball. ' 
present in the scrofulous form also. In the more transient 
and languid attacks which appear confined in a great degree 
to the nnembrane lining the chambers of the aqueous humour, 
and which disappear after causing adhesions of the margir 
of the pupil to the capsule of the crystalline lens, this vascu- 
laril^ IS very slight, often indeed scarcely to b6 perceived 
but in more severe attacks, and where the iris, or the cornea, 
or both, are engaged, the characteristic sclerotic vascularity 
il displayed as conspicuously as in any other species. The 
redness, however, is in general somewhat different f om that 
observed in simple uncomplicated inflammation of the eye- 
ball occorrin? in a healthy subject. The colour has less ol 
the florid arterial lint and more of the puiple shade, derived 
from venous tnrgeacencei and it is also more uniform and 
diffused than confined to distinct vessels converging to the 
circumference, aa in sjrphilitic iritis and other varieiles. Il 
■ometimes also, especially where the cornea is particularly 
engaged, commences in a patch or circumscribed spot at one 
aide, which is followed by a similar one at the opjMsite, and 
nltimalely by general rednecs of the entire membrane. This 
il, I think, H remarkable character of (he disease, and there- 
fore when such insulated inflammatory vascularity is observed 
at Ihe cAmmencement, the practitioner has reason to expect 
a form of disease less likely to yield to usual plans of treat- 

The cornea in scrofulous inflammation of the eye is. 1 think. 
more freijuently engaged in the disease than in other forma 
ot varieties. Insulated inflammation of the cornea, the true 
comeiiit of writers on diseases of the eye, appears to take 
place always in persons exhibiting marks of scrofulous con- 
stitution^ or at least of such languor aj debility of the frame 



as is equivalent to such a state ; hut as I propose hereafter 
to consider this form of disease in detail, I wiU not dwell od 
it here. What I have now to observe respecting the slate 
of the cornea in true scrofulous inflammation of Iha eyeball 
is, as I hare laid, its being more implicated than in limple 
idiopathic, syphilitic, or even rheumalic inflammation. It 
is not the gray margin described a; frequently found bounding 
the circumference in inflammalion of the eye in advanced life, 
and considered to be characteristic of (he rheumatic or goaty 
species, that is to he observed in scrofulous inflammation, 
but a general haziness or milky hue, and a remarkkble 
roughness or loss of polish on the surface of the conjunctiral 
layer, or a slight loss of transparency, having more of a 
yellowish tint, as if some very slight effusion had taken 
place in the structure of the part. Very deep-ieated small 
while opacities, generally in or near the centre, are some- 
times to be seen. The consequences of these attacks often 
prove that the disease has extended to the cornea, (hat part 
of the organ often losing its correct curvature in protracted 
and unmanageable caaes, or becoming prominent or conical 
in common with the anterior portion of the sclerotic, or 
separately. It also, in qiises of long duration, is pervaded 
by vessels carrying red blood, and becomes permanently 
opaque. 
In scrofulous inflammalion ot the eye, or in simple idiopathic 



by an inactive or languid slate oflhe fnnctions of circulation 
and nutrition, the membrane lining the chambers of Iba 
aqueous humour is as much aflected as in the most acute 
attacks in healthy and robust subjects. This is displayed 
by a muddy or. hazy appearance of the cornea, caused by 
opacity ofthismembrane, where it coven or lines its posterior 
surface, as well as by the adhesions which form between 
the maritin of the pupil and the capsule of the crystalline 
lens. This diff'used muddy or hazy Appearance which lo 
frequently presents itself in syphilitic, and sometimes in 
simple idiopathic inflammalion, does not perhaps occur 
so frequently in the scrofulous form, but it sometimes does 
occur and is easily recognized. When Ihe comet is moch 
engaged, an opacity sometimes exists on its posterior surface, 
in the shape of a small distinct white circumscribed spot; 
but this may be in the elastic layer of this part, or in its 
proper structure. The molded opacity which remains in 
the shape of delicate specks on the back of the cornea after 
the inftjmmstion subsides, and which 1 have particularly 
noticed in describing the symptoma of idiopathic and sy- 
philitic inflammation, often remains after scrofulou* inflamma- 
lion also. Adhesions of (he margin of Ihe pupil to the capsule 
of the crystalline lens take place very generally inatrofuloui 
inflamniation, aswell as in inflammation modih^d by a fieeble 
orlanguld state of the system ; and sometimes in conseqaeuce 
of very alight and transient attacks. I am often surprised 
to see (he strong anit e\ten:>ive adhesions which are found 
in the eyesof females of feeble constitution at an early period 
of life, who, when questioned on the subject, declare that 
they never had any pain or redness of the eye, notwithstand- 
ing this unequivocal proof of inflammation having occurred, 
and notwithstanding the defect of vision which accompanies 
this state of parts. I do not think I have seen hypopyum, 
or effusion of purulent matter Into the aqueous humour, io 
scrofulous inflammation ; Ihe nature of the disease does not, 
however, render such an occurrence improbable. 

The iris in this, W in all other forms of inflammalion of 
the eyeball, is particularly affected, and the changes in 
colour, as wellas (he contraction and adhesions of the pupil, 
are as conspicuoiia as in the species already fully described. 
It is, however, I believe, in scrofulous inflammation alone 
that deposits resembling those which take place in syphilitic 
iritis, commonly assumed (o he coaguUble lymph, take place } 
but in scrofulous inflammation the deposition, when It occurs, 
is not of the same natura as Is the syphilitic disease. It ii. 
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in fdct, of the natnte of true (ubercuUr matter, and initcad 
of being absorbed, a« the matter in in syphilitic iritis, it 
increues in bulk, end either bursts as an abscess externallv, 
_ or someiiiDesj but very rarely, into the aqueous humour. 
' ThU I consider to be the most characteristic and unequivocal 
proof of ifae scrofuloa^ nature of the disease, and to much ^, 
that 1 consider all the other ch^ngra in structure above 
enumerated to be but corroboraiiTe evidence of ils specific 
iinmre, taken in connection with const itutional symptoms. 
The tubercular deposition here alluded to generally takes 
place towards the circumference of the iris near its junction 
' with the ciliary iieament, and consequently under Ihe margin 
of ihe cornea. Ii is at first a small yellow irregular mass 
wilb red vessels passing over it, as in the deposits in syphi- 
litic iritis, but it gmdualiy enlarges and extends under tht 
mnrgio of tije cornea beneath the sclerotic, which gives way 
before it, and allows a prominent yellow mass to project 
beneath the conjunctiva. This continues to enlarge, and 
assume) the appearance of an abscess ; and in some cases 
becomes so prominent und irregular in form, is so enveloped 
in large and tortuous vessels, and presents so peculiar an 
appearknee from the dark choroid coat, appearing through 
Ihe thinned sclerotic around it, that it has sometimes been 
inpposed to be of malignant character, so much does it 
resemble fungus hmmatodes. Attention to Ihe history of the 
case, independent of obvious difference In appearance and 
stnictare will, however, generally prevent any such mistake 
from being made. This stale of disease has not escaped the 
observation either of Dr. Mackenzie or Mr. Lawrence, 
although ihey both direct attention to it more with a view 
to prevent its being confounded with fungus bcematode: 
than to tieatof it asaconsequenceof Rcrofulous inllammfltion 
of tbe eyeball. Dr.Mackenzie, in alluding to "Non-malii 
nant Tumours of the Eyeball," observes that "he IhinL 
it extremely probable that scrofulous tubercles, exactly 
(imilar to those frequently met with imbedded in Ibe cerebrum 
of children dying hydrocephalic, form upon or within the 
eye ; for instance, in (he substance of tbe sclerotica, 

choroid : and that such tumqurs lying deep in the 

will, with much difficulty, be distinguished from fungus 
hffimatodes;'* and again, that <' he had seen several cases 
of albnminous or scrofiilonv tumoura originating from the 
tclerolica, sometimes single, sometimes in clusters, soft i 
some cases, and firm in others, but with little or no vasci 
larity; tbe subjects of lueb affections being always cacheti 
children, and tbe afiVcted eyes fiaving generally suffered 
from internal scrofulous ophthalmia before the appearance 
of tbe lumoQTB." Several of the patients, be stales, died of 
chronic disease of Ihe lungs. He also gives the following 
examples: — "A young lady about twelve had ascrornlons 
tubercle attached to tbe upper-part of tbe sclerotica; thi 
eye had suffered much from scrofulous internal inflammation 
the tubercle was of a yellow colour ; it slowly enlarged to' 
the size of an almond, and seemed in a state of isppuration, 
bat did not actually suppurate. The general health was 
much impaired, and the patient died soon after." In another 
girl, a cluster of scrofulous tubercles presented on the lower 
naif of the sclerotica close to the cornea. The vision of the 
eye being dim, the cornea hazy, and the pupil dragged 
towards tbe side of Ihe eye on which the tumours were 
situated. In another, a girl, aged nineteen, " the eye had 
been considerably inflamed for about five weeks, with con- 
siderable pain in it, as well as in the circumorbital rcnon. 
The conjunctiva and sclerotica were injected with blood, 
the cornea slightly nubulous, the iris somewhat changed in 
colour, vision very imperfect, and the motions of the pupil 
sluggish. At Ihe bottom qf the anterior chamber there was 
■ yellowish mass, bavinr much the appearance of pus, with 
reddish streaks, as if from blood vessels passing over its 
surface. This yellowish substance gradually increased in 
size, and assumed the appearance of a scrofulous tubercle. 



It caused an elongation of the cornea downward, so that th< 
cornea had an oval shape. The tumour diminished con- 
siderably, and the inflammatory sy mptoms subsided, under tb« 
internal use of metcurT,quina,Bnd belladonna, fhe patient 
was now seized with insomnia, spectral illusions, delirium, 
and loss of motion of the right arm, and died, but the body 
was not examined." Mr. Lawrence, under the head of 
" Diseases in which fungoid or other growths, not of malign 
nant character, take place from the anterior part of the 
Eye," relates the following cases :— A child, six yean old, 
came to the London Ophthalmic Infirmary, wiUi serious exter- 
nal inflammation of tbe eye, attended with so much swelling 
of the palpebrs that Ihe exact stale of the glohe coold not 
be ascertained. Subsequently on obtaining a view of tbe 
eye, vivid external redness, with a dull state of the cornea, 
was observed, and the iris was found pushed forwsrd, aud 
the pupil partially opaque. A tumour gradually arose be- 
hind the edge of tbe cornea ; it was of a yellowish colour, 
and al^quired the hize of a horae-bean. Subsequently two 
or three other projections took place of smaller size arranged 
with tbe first in a regular series, at a short distance from 
the margin of the cornea. The inflammation continued 
severe, ^though leaches and aperients bad been frequently 
used. When several weeks had elasped, the inflammation 
abated, the pain became less, and the protuberances round 
the cornea diminished In size. At last the latter completely 
shrunk, the eye became atrophic, and the child recovered 
without any other ill consequences." 

This was, I think, a esse of true scrofulous infiammation 
of the eye, and tbe tumour ■< which arose behind the edge 
of Ihe cornea, of a yellowish colour;" and which 
"acquired the size of a horse-bean," was, I believe, 
composed of tubercular mailer. In Mr. Tyrrell's woik on 
Diseases of Ibe Eye, (p. 310, vol. i.) the following cases 
is recorded as an illustration of his observations on "Inflam- 
mation of the . Acfueous Membrane, with Deposition of 
Fibrine." It is evidently another example of Ihe same 
species of disease. The patient was a "female of stout 
make though (eeble power, having light complexion and 
blue iridis,"Bnd had berti treated for rheumatism by drplelion, 
low diet, mercury,' and colchicnm. There existed "a large 
patch of a dull purple colour al the nasal side of the cornea, 
and this resulled from numerous vessels of the sclerotic, 
which were filled with dark blood ; and over these a few of 
tbe conjunctival vessels also, distended with coloured blood, 
could be distinguished." This was tbe circumscribed or 
insulated sclerotic vascularity which I have alluded to a* 
taking place more frequently in scrofulous inflammation. 
" The globe was tender Id the tooch. She bad a dull aching 
pain in it, and also on Ihe cheek and forehead, and these 

Sains became much airgravated at night." This was treated 
y Ionics and nutritious diet, but the patient having caught 
cold, " the anterior chamber became slightly cloudy, from 
a low morbid action attacking the entire aqueous membrane ; 
and besides tbe slight general thickening of this tunic, its 
surface became spoiled by small tubercles of fibrine,_ The 
majority of these tubercles formed in connection wilb Ihe 
corneal part of the membrane ; and a few appeared on the 
iritic portion ; one tubercle in particular on this part of the 
aqueous capsule acquired a size equal to a partridge shot." 
After three months' treatment by tonics, generous diet, and 
mercury in small quantity, the disease was removed. 

In my own practice, 1 have so often met with cases similar 
to those here quoted in persons of scrofulous constitution, 
and even suffering from standutar disease of thai character, 
that I think there can be no doubt as to the nature of the 
malady. In one, an unmarried ladyof about twenty years 
of age, Ibe whole eyeball became filled with a firm yellowish 
mass presenting all the appearance of scrofulous tubercle, 
and suppurating at several points; so that I could pass a 
probe in different directionK, nearly from one side to the 
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other. The eoatenU gndaally crumbled down, and escaped 
with pnruleni diiehaiRe, leaving ultimately a sbrunk and 
ntneted-«cleratie in Ine boiiom of the orbit, and m liitle of 
any other morbid condition that ihe was able to wear an 
aitiGcial eye without any ubeauneai. 1 bare now before 
me a drawing of an eye •>( a scrofulous girl of eight or ten 
yoan of age, in whicb a yellow tubercle, the size of a small 
pea, fonned in th« iris during inflammation, and burst near 
the margin of (he pupil, allowing the contents to project into 
the aqneoui humour, in which, however, it was not diffased, 
bnt remained in asolid sbtte until it wjs ultimately absorbed. 
OflbeinflaenceolscrofalouacoDitiluticnincausingor modify- 
ing inflammatory condition of the choroid or retina, 1 do not 
trMt here, beeanse 1 propose hereafter to allude to the subject 
whan considering the jninlated inflammation of these struc- 
tures, known as corneilis, choroiditis, and retinitis. Neither 
do I allude to th^ inflammation of the conjunctly*, or ratlier 
its couiequences, commonly called scrofulous ophthalmia, 
nnlil I come to consider conjunctiTal vtBammation generally. 
The traatment of scrofulous inflammation of the evphall I 
most rrserr* for a fuiare occasion. — Dublin Mtiictu Pru$.

On Ihe Syrup of Iodide of Iron.~By Mestrt. T. amd B. 
Smith, Eitnbvrgh. — The process used by us for the ay^ 
of iodide of iron is a modification of the formula of tha Edin- 
burgh Phirmacoptaia, and, as we have by repeated triab 
long; prosed its value, it is bare gi*en for tbtf use of tba 
readen of the Phanrtaetatical Jovrntd, 

Let a solution of iodide of iron ba made in a flask with 
six hundred grains of iodine, two hundred grains of pare iron 
filings, and six ounces of cold water. Tha action Mng 
finished, after smart agitation for a few minutes, let iba 
liquid, while yet hot from tha intense chemical aetioii, b« 
boiled over a gas flame or in any other more convenient way 
till its brown colour has disappeared, which ii easily kno* ~ 
by the froth becoming white. Let the liquid be now at oitM 
filtered through a small filter itiio a bottle, which has p»- 
viousty bcea marked, by pasting on tha outside of the botUa 
a small slip of paper at toe level of eighteen Suid ouaces, 
and coDtaininr thirteen ounces and a half of refined sugar, 
broken down into pieces about the siie of peas. Wlien Iba 
solution has all passed through, which fortunately takes plae« 
with unuBual ra^dity, let the filler be washed with btriliag 
water, a further qnantity of which most also be poored in(a 
the bottle till the liquid. reaches Ihe level of the mark. Lm 
tba bottle then be introduoci into a hot water^bath and 
briskly shaken at short interval), till the sugar ia qtiita 
dissolved : and having adjusted the level of the tyrvp to the 
mark by the addition of waler, after again shsking the batik, 
let the fiynip, without a moment's delay, b« bottled tnia 
small phials, and secured as much as pocsible from contact 
with toe air and light, by careful corking, and covering the 
bottles with some dark-coloured paper. These ar* Ihe pro* 
portions adopted in the Edinhnrgh Pharmacopaia, and the 
syrup contains one gtain of the iodide in tweise miaias, or 
five grains in one drachm ; but as the synip first proposed 
by Dr. A. T. Thomson is weaker by tna-fiflhs, containing 
three irrains to lb« drachm, and which we believe is the 
strength of the syrup nsed in England, it is evident that tba 
proportions must be varied accordingly. Thay wUI th«rafare 
stand Ibutf:— 

253 grains iodine 

100 grains iron filings 

2^ ozs. cold water 

10 OES. pure sugar 

Let tht syrup, when finished, measure twelve ounces and 

si half, the level occupied by this quantity having bees 

marked off on the bottle beforehand. It is advisable that 

the bottle used iu the preparation of Iha syrup ahoald not 

have a capacity more than about a third above the quantity 

to be made.— PAor nuMttltcoI Jourvil.

After aevetal experiment*, I have lucceeded in nakinx a 
marking ink. which 1 think will be found to realize all [ba 
above conditions ; it ia thus prepared : —

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COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS AND SUBGEONS OF 

CANADA EAST. 
We have delttfed the publication of this number of 
the Journal for a few days, that we might obtain a copj' 
ot, and give publicity to, a Bill for Incorporating the 
College of FhysiciauB and Surgeons of Canada East, 
The objectiona against the measure, as previously 
taken in this journal, having been removed, it has been 
almost unanimously signed by the members of the pro- 
fession in this city. Three Rivers, and Quebec, and a 
(ew of the adjoining parishes. The impossibility of 
submitting the details to the profession generally of 
the Province, is the reason why it has not been more 
generally signed by those resident in the diiferent dis- 
tricts ; but we have now little doubt, that when they 
hare seen the measure, their adherence to it will be 
immediately sent in, that their names may be incorpo- 
rated at once. In a measure of this nature, by which 
the interests of the profession are to be controlled, the 
details ought (o have been submitted, al a very early 
period, to those who were lo be inSuenced by it. Va. 



rious proposed points were shown to be objectionable, 
and the time has been too limited lor the profession 
generally to have been made aware of the fact, that 
the object iona'bte features have been removed. Tbe 
Bill was received and read a first time on Friday, tbe 
18th June, and its second reading was fixed for the 
29th June, but postponed to Tuesday, July 6. We 
have little doubt but that it wtU be carried through 
the two Houses, and hope it may be so. There are 
several points in it which we would desire, to see 
amended, and much more which we could wish 
added, but we will willingly waive our own personal 
feelings in the matter, that a measure of some kind 
should be immediately perfected, by which the 
interests of the profession, in its education and its 
practice, should be governed and preserved. With 
iference to the apothecaries, we have long thought 
that the control of their interests might be left to them- 
selves ; if they have manifealed apathy on this point, 
they can hardly blame tbe Medical Professon in legis- 
lating for them ; they are too dependent on each other 
in their interests, that legislation can be effected for 
the one, and not for tbe other also. 

In the fiill, however, which we pubfisli, will be 
found an important omission, and which appears to 
:urred through inadvertence. Having been 
politely favoured, by the Hon. the Attorney -General, 
with a printed proof of the Bill for the purpose of re- 
marks, the second section, detailing , the powers to be 
exercised by the college, stood as follows :— 

" To cxamina all credentials purporting to eniitle the bearor to 
n cerliScale for license (o pracliae in this Fcovinea, and to oblige 
(he bearer of such eredenljaU to atteM (on oalh to beadminialend 
by tho Chairman for the lime being) ihat he ia the peraon whose 
name ia mentioned therein, and thnl he became poaanrnd thereof 
honeatly i provided aiwayg, that if anch credentials havabeeuob- 
(ained in some Unirenitj or College in Her Hnjeslj's dominiona, 
iho Bwd College shall grant to the bolder of auch degiee or db 
phima a certificate for lic«nae." 

The words beginning at " Provided always," have 
been, as we have just stated, inadvertently omitted in 
the Bill as now printed, but will be reinserted. 

The penal clause, we think, will give general satis- 
faction to the countiy physicians. The process against 
illicit practice is aa summary as it can possibly be 
made ; but, summary ae it ia, we are not disinclined 
to the opinion, based chieQy on the ftcts announced in 
the letter of our correspondent under the signature of 
*' Rusticus," that conviction will be by no means 
an easy task, because the private feelings of '.be 
Justices of the Pease are as likely to be elicited 
in &vour of the quack, and against his punishment, as 
they appear to have becji in the case cited in bvou 
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of his demand for professional (1) services, in direct 
contrav«mion of the statute 28 Geo. III., cap. 8.

SHIP FEVER. 
Thia disease, which is but a malignant modiiicBtion 
of typhus, has carried olT great numbers ; and| ^e are 
sorry to add, from ila remarkably coDlagiotis nature, 
ii rapidly gaining ground in this city, Quebec, and 
those places along .the route to the upper province 
usually followed by the emigrants. In consequence 
of the crowded state of the passengers on ship board, 
aided by poor diet, .want of free TeiHitation, and that 
total absence of personal deanlinees, for which tfae 
pauper class of the Irish who arrive here appear to be 
distinguished— numbers have perished on the passage ; 
whiJB in those, whose constitutions have enabled them 
to weather the hardships and distress incident to pK>> 
traded voyages under the circumslanceB mentioned, 
tbe disease rapidly develops itself after their arrival, 
and is cfaaracterieed by the same malignity, and a 
nearly uniibrm mortality, imder whatever circuni- 
stances trettled. When treated early, tbe disease U 
most usually found manageable ; but if delay takes 
place, even for a few days, before medical aasislatice 
is called in, tbe cases raoat frequently turn otit unfa> 
vourably. It is usually ushered in by a rigor, general 
malaise, and the usual •concomitauta of a febrile aUack ; 
to which ar« superadded a marked prostrMioa of n«r- 
rous energy, mental deprassioh, diiincUnMion lo 
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motwB, the tongue muaily affiwding pslpafale evideiioe 
ftrirritatiun ur congenlion of the mucous naenibrane of 
the alimentary canal,, and in many cases the icleroid 
lint of the conjunctiva and akin denotiog a congested 
atale of the hepatic Byalere, and an impairtBent of iU 
lunctionB. Diarrhtea, dysentery, and bronchitiBi are 
(b« usual complicalions, and ioone reepeot.tbe di»e«se 
di^itn matoriaUy from the typbus which in ptevieui 
)'«art has prevailed among the emigranta, in the 
Bt^wTfention of profueo sweats, of a nort-criHcal cha. 
meter, breaking out at irregular periods of the disease, 
and in all the cases iu which we hare seen it, indica> 
ting the necessity for an immediate recourse to a 
stimulant treatment. Petechise make their appearance 
usually about the sixth day, and are diagnostic of the 
seyarily-of the dueaae and its t^w. 

With reference to the treatment, we have lo observe 
that one of an active nature is to be generally avoided. 
So great is the nervous depression and the debility, that 
abstraction of blood, either local or general, can sel- 
dom be borne with impunity, even in those cases 
which, under ordinary circumstances, would appear 
most to demand it. In other respects, the treatment 
to be pursued is that usually employed in febrile cases, 
omitting every article likely to induce, or keep up, irri- 
tation of the mucous membrane ; while a cautious 
stimulation is usually early demanded when the pulse 
afibrds signs of weakness. 

Up to the present moment, 32,388 emigrants have 
landed on our shores ; and of (his number, exclusive 
of those who hare died on the passage, and are sick 
in this city, Quebec, and the intermediate placeB, (and 
of whom we have no record, because not entering the 
hospitals,) upwards of 5000 have been known to have 
been ill — -being about one-sixth of the whole number. 
The medical statf.at the Quarantine, and at the Emi- 
grant Sbftds in the vicinity of this city, have received 
a^itioRS lo their numboA ; but are yet insufficent 
to meet the exigency. The medical officers in 
charge are worn out and baraseed with their 
aniuous and unceasing labours. The mortality Ib ap* 
palling. At the Quarantine establishment at Grosse 
Isle, 2,706 cases, of which more than four-Mbs were 
cases of fever, hare been treated between the 8th of 
Hay and lOth June. Of this number &65 have died, be- 
ing at the rate of 1 inevery 4.9 case8,'0r 30.4 percent. 
At the Emigrant Hospitals, in the .neighbourhood ol 
this city, between the 13th and 38th of June, 1420 
cases, all of fever, were admitted — the deaths during 

e tame period numbering 331, aflbrding a greater 



»«io of mortality, the rate being 1 to every 4.2 cases, 

or 23.9 per cent. We have not been enabled to ar- 1 with vigorous deteminalion, laying all pecuSwy con- 



rive at any satiafiiclory conclusiob with reference to- 
the Marine Hospital at Quebec, no return having bean ■ 
made lo the Provincial Secretaiy'a Office anterioriy to 
the 20th of June. The weekly return during the 
period between the 20lh And 2eth June, gave a total 
number of 859 cases; of which 394 were cases (^ 
lever, and 24 of dysentery. The mortality during the 
same period was 27. Assuming that this mortality 
was met with exclusively among these cases, i^ would 
form a rate of 1 to every 15.4, or 0.4 per cent, a ratio 
BO disproportionate to what has been observed at the 
other stations, that we can place no reliance upon it, 
^s indication of the character or type of the cases 
admitted. We are enabled to speak more positively 
and with greater certainty, with reference to the Mont- 
real Oeneral Hospital. From (he 28th May to the 
38lh June, 298 sick emigrants were admitted. Of 
these 143 were cases of typhus, 19 were cases of 
diarrhcea, and 97 of common continued fever. The 
mortality among the t^bus cases, every one of which 
was of ihe petechial typo, was 1 to 4.9, or 20.4 per 
cent, or the cases of simple continued fever and 
diatrhcEa, one only, respectively, died ; while eslimat. 
irtality upon the general number of admis- 
sioRB, as we have done In the other institutions, we 
find it to have been for the same period, I to every 
7.7 cases, or 12.9 per cent*, the total admtssiona 
having been 324, and the deaths 42. 

We regret that our.data are so imperfect. The re- 
turns from the institutions at Grosse Isle, the Marine 
Hospital, and the Emigrant Sheds in this city, afibrd 
hut general results. The deaths are recorded, but 
without specifylAg the particular diseases under which 
the mortality occurred. For general purposes, they 
may be turned to advantage, but for special ends, such 
as the ratio of the mortality of a particular disease, 
they are valueless. The return of the Montreal Ge- 
neral Hospital may be assumed as a lair criterion of 
the average mortality of the ship fever, even under its 
most favourable chances of treatment, and pourtrays 
its malignant character, and its fatality, in a manner 
which cannot be misinleipreted. 

We do not wish to be considered as alarmists, nor 
are wo writing for the purpose of engendering any un- 
necessary or groundless apprehensions. The disease 
is an eminently contagious one; and the records of 
private practice, both in this city and Quebec, (as we 
have been informed,) proclaim its steady progressaroong 
the inhabitants. To be forewarned is to be forearmed. 
Let Ihe strictest cleanliness prevail everywhere. Let 
the Boards of Health be active and energetic in their 
duties, and let the civic authorities pay immediate at* 
tentiou to their reports, and carry out their suggestloDS 
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Bidentions aside. Public health is public wealth ; by 
paying due regBid to the lormor, the latter is certain to 
follow ; and the funds of the city are much better em- 
ployed, and will produce a greater and more satislaC' 
tory return by the mode indicated, than by all the 
embellishments which the same amount of money 
might command. We think that the emigrants, under 
existing circumstances, should be debarred all com- 
■nunicatioD with tlie citizens.

The place of the latter journal i« 
rthily supplied by the Annalist, which still, and moat 
deservedly, rises in general favour. 



Tkompaonian Petitions to the Legislative ^ssftMy. 
— The Thompeonians are a lucky and a modest crew. 
Their modesty prevents them from trumpeting their 
own praises, but their good fortune makes others do 
it for them. The table of the Legislative Assembly 
has been graced by four petitions, their object being 
the legalisation of the claims of Thompsoniaa pracli* 
tioners, for their services in the cause of suAering 
humanity. One emanates from the inhabitant! 
of the Johnstown District, with I43 signatures; a 
second from the inhabitants of the Niagara District, 
ligned by theRev.W. Philo,'B.T.P., and 125. others; 
a third, from the Bathurst District, with 69 signatures ; 
and a fourth from the t/ie inkabitaiits of the Province of 
Cimada, with 866 signatures, among which we find the 
names of the tullowing Reverend gentlemen .-—Rev. J. 
Gemby, Wesleyan Methodist Church ; Rev. Thomas 
Alexander, A. M. ; Rev. James H. Leonard ; Rer. 
Thomas Webster; Rev. John Sills; Rev. Jonathan 
Scott ; Rer. John' Cassic ; and a full-ftedged M.D., 
who rejoices in ttie name of Ccorge Boyer, M.D., be- 
sides a host of J.P.'s. In this wholesale support of a 
species of quackery of the worst description, we can 
well excuse the countenance afibrded by the J.P.'s— 
j a class whose literary acquirements and competency for 
1 their duties are not unfrequenlly much upon a level with 
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tb«ir legal attainmentfl ; but it is usually diflerent with 
ministers of the gospel, whose more liberal education 
would, we might nalurally have supposed, have caused 
theiQ to keep aloorrrom cbarlalsnismoCever} descrip- 
tioD, m^ch more from a scheme which denounces, in un- 
measured terms, a prDfession which has stood the test 
of ages, and the practice of which is based upon the 
experience and the observation of the best and most 
enlightened of the human race, who have made disease 
the study of their Jives. With a species of hypocrisy, 
characteristic of the Thompsonian tribe, they proscribe 
the use of mineral remedies, because poisonous, stu- 
diously concealing the (act, that in the vegetable king- 
dom are to be found poisons of a fer more active nature 
than any derired from the mineral, and which they 
scruple not to use, although grossly ignorant of their 
properties and doses, as evidenced by a lato inquest in 
this city — an incidental notice of which was taken in 
a previous numtier of this journal. We hope these 
Reverend gentlemen will obtain their end, of which, 
however, we have some doubts, and thai the demands of 
(he Thompsonians will be legalized. We sajswe hope 
■o, for it will then be found that tije rapacity of these im- 
postors will far outstrip their arrogance and their cun- 
ning — a consummation with which, the signers to the 
petitions deserve to be visited.

Mr. Editor, — I am a plain country practitioner, a 
resident in a secluded rural district for the last ten 
yeard, jogging along as I best may, and unenlightened 
«■ to the march of medical science, further than the 
glimpses I obtain from' the columns of your Journal, 
(he moDihly arrival of which I look forward to with 
great delight. 

Your last non^r contains some strictures on the 
proposed bill foraCollegoofPhysicians and Surgeons, 
C. E. I am one of those to whom a circular was 
sent, hut entertaining opinions nearly similar to your 
own on the subject, I have as yet hesitated to author- 
ize ray name being itppended to the petition. AHow 
me, however, to say that I consider the penalty clause 
the best that has ever been suggested to fulfill the 
wishes of the country surgeon. 

Tlie interests of the country practitioner seem to 
be entirely lost sight of in all that has jet been done. 
Too much attention has been paid to the mere pre* 
liminary and collegiate courses of rival schools, 1o 
allow much time to be wasted on his interest ; and 
yet where, in the whole profession, do you find any so 
grudgingly requited far his laborious exertions, or 
the daily and hourly anuoyaaces he is forced to bear, 
or how his preserves are poached upon by a host of 
r^Muiious quacks. 

Believe me, Mr. Editor, you or your city compeers | 
can fonn no conception of our positiotK In slating 



my own, it may, without -exaggeration, be taken oi a 
sample of nine-tenths of the country practitioners of this 
Province. Imprimis, then, I am annoyed by a noted 
bone fetter, who, mainly I believe from (KtSEessing the 
happy knack of dislocating his own thumb at pleasure, 
gtilis the public with the belief, that no case, no matter 
how long unreduced, can withstand his manipulations, 
the snap of his own thumb settles all, and the lee is 
immediately torthcotning! 

Under my very nose lives neighbour B., who bleeds 
and extracts teeth at. exactly half the professional 
charge. This to you may appear a trifling grievance, 
jet I assure you the receipts before this infringement 
of my rights, has helped greatly to condition my horse 
for a hard midnight's lide. In the eitirpation of 
tumours, &c., my ecalpels have grown rusty for want 
of use, as Dr. B., so called, lakes this Itranch under 
his care, and unbltishingly promises a cure in all cases, 
malignant or benign, at a moderate cost! It was 
only the other day I was consulted by a woman who 
had suffered severely in general health from the ap- 
plication of his nostrum, to a carcinomatous mamma, 
and which has caused a fearfiil enlarKement of tbe 
tumour, so as -almost to preclude the hope of recovery; 
jet this j3r(f#ni/cr has the impudence to demand pay. 
ment, and threatens law proceedings in the event of a 
refusal I ! In midwifery, not to mention a host of 
illiterate midwives — until late there was a Dr. S. who 
used to do the natives, and a great run he had, till an 
unlucky case of arm presentation occurring, for which 
he was unprepared, and to remedy which he had re- 
course to the brutal expedient oT cutting off the pre- 
senting member with a common jack-knile, and lefl 
the woman to her fate I upon the arrival of my friend 
Dr. R., who succeeded in effecting delivery, but too 
late to save the moiheror child. This daring aggressor, 
to escape the consequences of his ignorance, cleared 
from the neighbourhood tbe same night, leaving his 
books and instruments behind him 1 Even the store- 
keepers have so far fbrgolien the sphere nature in- 
tended them for, as to encroach on my pivrleges by 
dispensing such articles as strychnine, arsenic, tartar 
emetic, calomel, quinine, and, in fact, the whole con> 
tents of a well-ordered surgery. 

These illegal pretenders make regular charges, ay, 
id get paid too, and what must surely surprise you, 
has been decided in our Commissioners Court here, 
that it was of no consequence whether a person was 
licensed or not, and that decision was acted upon. 
Under circumstances such as thesej is it surprising that 
many have abandoned the profession in disgust, and 
entered other pursuits where their exertions are bet. 
ter requited? How long are such practices to be 
tolerated, inflicting, as they do, incalculable injuir 
both on the regularly qualified medical man, as well 
as the public? The existing remedy is totally in- 
adequate to stop them. The pro]iosed medical bill- 
however stringent tbe penal clauses — if the enforcing 
of them is to be lefl to ihe complaining party himself 
will, I venture to aaj, never answer. Where is (he 
medical man who will incur the onvs of becoming tbe 
prosecutor! Where the willing witnesses to back 
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hiro t Wiio would irarol forty, or it msy be one hun- 
dred and forty milea, or go before a country magis- 
trate, merely to stop for a tiint the inroads of some 
quack, and thus enable him lo inaulc yoa with greater 
impunity than ever? Constiluted aa society is in this 
country, sucb a plan will never do. 

I have already said the penal, clause in the proposed 
bill for the College of Physicians and Surgeons is the 
best that has been suggested. I repeat the conviction, 
and I woald call upon all my brethren who are situated 
Kich as I am, and many there are, to demand trom the 
Legislature that justice which has been so long denied 
them — to be no longer content with " live horse, and 
you'll get grass." I would implore them not to allow 
the cluirge of stoic indifference to be brought against 
them, aa was the case last year when the medical bill 
was projected ; are we to toiloninthesams waytillwe 
grow " grey in the service," whilst other professions 
. are daily achieving something beneficial ? Can we 
not be brought to sink all petty differences for once to 
get some protection that will benefit ourselves, and 
those that may be in training for the same end ? 

Your aid, too, Mr. Ekiitor, in this matter, will work 
a world of good. Tiy if you can't infiija some spirit 
amongst your numerous country readers that will stir 
them up to help tbemielves ; for my part, rather than 
go oo toiling for years more, as I have done, to be 
■ubjecl to the same vexations, 1 would be content lo 
pocket the insult as the bill stands, and join the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons ofC. E., with all 
it* disadvantages, merely from the bet that half a loaf 
is better than no bread. — Yours, &c.,

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A«T. XVII.— ON THE STATE IN WHICH THE MER- 
CURY EXISTS IN THE HYD. C. CRETA. AND PIL. 
HYDRARG.

Tbe great uncertainty prevailing with respect to tlie 
state in which the metal exhis in the mechanical pre- 
parations of mercury, and the difliculty of arriving at any 
Hatiefactory conclusions nn the suljject, miiRt, I should 
imagine, have struck every person whose attention has 
been at all directed to the inquiry. 

On rererring to the works of different wrilera on 
materia medica, we meei with ihe roost contradictory 
statements; nor are we more fortunate in obtaining a 
clearer insight into the matter, when we review the re- 
aulta of experiments made for the purpose of: 
this point, the experimenters having too often 
opposite conclusions. Neither does phyaiologj-, in this 
instance, lend us any amisiancc, but on the contrary, 
rather tends to make the matter more obscure ; for 
although we find that in most casen fluid mercury may 
be taken in repeated doses without producing the 
peculiar phyaiological acllon which usually rullons thi 
frequent exhibition ofits oxides or salts, yet it has oc 
casionally caused Ihia effect. 

It is, however, admitted by most authors, that fluid 
mercury is usually destitute of all action upon the sys- 
tem, and that it may be taken without inconvenience, 
more than arises from its mechanical properties. Many 
are also of opinion that it is equally inert when minutely 
divided, while some, on the other hand, regard it in this 
state as a most energetic substance. The former con- 
aider the mercury in the apparently mechanical prepar- 
ations as oxidated by the processea employed in making 
them ; the latter maintain that the meial is merely finely 
divided. Ahhough writers on materia medica and 
pharmacy bre thus divided in their opinions, chemists 
are generally agreed in considering these preparations 
containing chiefly the finely divided metal. 

It haa always appeared to me that if the activity of 
these preparations does not depend upon their contaii 
ing finely divided mercury, but upon the presence of its 
oxide, the methods of making them are most faulty and 
objectionable. It would surely be better to mix the 
previously prepared oxidft— if it alone be the active con- 



stituent — with the other ingredients, as was done in pre- 
paring the ointment of the grey oxide. This method of 
mixing blue pill and mercury with chalk, has been pro- 
posed and followed by a few persons in England of late 
yenra, with what success I cannot say, but the ointment 
is well known to have failed, and is now scarcely ever 
used. 

From these considerations I was led to make a few 
experiments upon the mercury with chalk and blue pill, 
more for my own sBlisfaction than with the hope of 
throwing any new light upon a subject which has en- 
gaged ihe alten^on of many more able investigators than 
myself. I did not think it worth while to include the 
mercurial ointment in my researches, as I conuder it 
has been satisfactorily proved that in this preparation 
pearly all the melal is in a state of minute division, a 
small portion only being oxidated. That (his oxidised 
portion is not the only active part of the ointment I think 
I shall be able to prove hereaAer. At present I will 
proceed to lay before the Society the results of my ex- 
jieriments, and the deductions I have drawn from them. 

The samples of blue pill nere made the subject of 
investigation. They were all treated successively vrith 
water at 170° or 180°, rectified spirit and ether; the 
mixed liquors acidulated with acetic acid, were not pre- 
cipitated by sulphuretted hydrogen. The residues were 
treated with diluted acetic acid at 150°; the liquon 
filtered and treated with the same re>8gent gave no 
precipitate. 

One of the specimens of blue pill I have had in my 
posaesslon for some years, and I have always found it 
very active. The other specimens were recently ob- 
tained from respectable druggists in this town. All these 
are, I believe, of English manufacture. 

The same number of samples of hydrarg. c. creti., 
were nextsubmittedtoinvestigation; they were obtained 
from druggists in this city who bad procnred them from 
England. 

Sixty-four grains of No. 1, (about 2 or 3 years old) 
were treated with successive portions of warm diluted 
acetic acid, the mixed liquors filtered and precipitated 
with hydrochlorc acid ; this precipitate, after being 
carefully washed and dried, weighed 2.5 grs,, which give 
2,3 grs. as the quantity of sub-oxide (protoxide of tbt 
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pharmacoptcUs.) The filtered liquorgave a prer^ipitate of 
siilphuret of mercury with siitphurelled hydrogen, the 
weight of which was not ascertained. 

Sixty-four groina of No. 2, (ohtained from England 
last November) treated in the same manner as No, 1, 
gave 3.2 gre. of calomel, the quantity of sub. oxide 
estimated from which is 2.8 grs. The fluid filtered afier 
precipitation and separation of celomel gnve with mi1- 
phuretted hydrogen gas 0.75 gr. of sulphuret, indicating 
0.697 gr. of protoxide (peroxide of the pharniacopwiaB.) 

Sixty-four grains of No. 3, (3 or 4 years old) treated 
as Noe. 1 and 2, gave 5 grs. of calorael, calculntlng the 
sub-oxide, from this we have 4.4 grs. The filtered 
liquor gave a precipitate with sulphuretted hydrogen 
weighing 1,25 grs,, the protoxide estimated from this 
quantity of sulphuret is I.IG'S grs. 

The presence of protoxide in mercury wltli chalk, is 
no doubl owing to the partial decomposition of the sub- 
oxide, which is partly resolved by keeping intoproloxi 
and metallic mercury, as occurs with all tlii.s oxide met 
with in dni^its' shops. If the protoxide l)e derived 
from this souix^e, we may consider the .697 gr. 
toxide in No. 2, as indicating an original quantity of 
1.367 grs. of Bub-oxide, making the whole quantity, of 
sub-oxide contained in 64 grs. of No. 2, 4.J77 grs. In 
like manner we may estimate an original quantity of 
3.27 gra. of sub-oxide as existing in No. 3, from the 
i. 163 grs. of protoxide, which added to the 4.4 grs. of 
suboxide calculated from the weight of c^alomel ob- 
tained, gives 6.67 grs. as the whole quantity of suh-oxide 
origiosUy contained in 64 gre, of this sample. 

The society will perceive from the results of these 
experiments, thai the mercury with clialk, usually ron- 
»dered the mildest of all the inercurial preparations, 
contained a large proportion of oxides of mercury, 
the blue pill did not show any tracea of the presence of 
an oxide of this metal. We cannot, I apprehend, arrive 
at any other conclusion on the nuhject, than that the 
efficacy of these preparations does not depend upon the 
existence of an oxide of mercury in ihem, otherwise ll 
blue pill would he inert and the mercury with chalk 
certain and active mercurial, the reverse of which we 
know to be the case. It would also appear that in 
making these preparations, the presence of viscid sac- 
charine subetanc^a far from facilitating the oxidation of 
mercury, as is I believe the general opini 
prevent it although they no doubi favour iti 



It is not my intention to review all that has been 
written on this subject, nor to refer to all the experiments 
performed atdiflbrent limes and by various parties in 
order to bring this long-debated qiieiilion to a salisfactory 
lermination, as it would alford matter sufilcient for 
several papers, but I will briefly notice the o]»nions of 
two recent writers. Dr. Christison and Dr. Thomson. 
The former, after slating that he has always found about 
l-50th of the mercury of the ointment in the state of 
oxide, writes, " It is far from improbable that tlie tmall 
proportion of oxide, either present at first or formed 
during the process of rubbing the ointment into the skin, 
is the only active part of the mercury." If such be the 
case, why is not the ointmttnl of grey oxide as efTectual 
as the mercurial ointment? Again, Dr. Christison 
writes : " In regard to the pillula hydrargyri as well as 
Oie hydrargyrum cum creta, and hydrarg}^rum cum mag- 
nesia, the inquiries hitherto made rather tend to show 
thai they do not contain any oxide. But the reverse 
may be presumed botli from ihe mode of preparing 
them being somewhat similar to what is practised in 
making the oilitment ; and likewise from their activity 
as mercurials, compared with the inertness of mercury 
when unequivocally in the metallic state only." If, a^ 
Dr. Christison seems to consider, the oxide be the ac- 
tive constituent of the ointment, it must be a very 
energetic Gubstance, since this ointment, administered 
internally, is, perhaps, the most powerful means we 
ponces of producing mercurialism. According to some 
French physicians, 2 grs. of the ointment given every 2 
or 3 hours, speedily produce saUva^on, frequently in the 
space of 24 hours. It is difficult for any but a homcBO* 
palhist to believe that such certain and rapid effects can 
restdt from doses containing only the filUeth of a grain of 
oxide, supposing the rest of the mercury inert. How 
does it happen that the black oxide of the pharmaco- 
paiiaa, is not equally energetic in its action ? and how is 
it that the mercury with chalk is less active than the 
blue pill ? 

On the subject of the actions and uses of mercury, 
Dr. Christian says: " It is a general law in physiol<©' 
— to which it would be strange were mercury the sole 
exception, — that metali do not act as such, hut must be 
first converted into oxides or salts." I confess it would 
I not appear sirange to me if mercury were, as I incline to

On treating the residue again 
with hydrochloric acid, a further quantity of mercury is 
taken up as indicated by the luime teat. It is not im- 
pomible that by repeatedly acting upon the residue with 
this acid, the whole of the mercuryj excepting what is 
unequivocally in the fluid state, (the globules being 
recognisable either by the unaided sight or by means of 
a lens,) would be dissolved. The fact of this residue 
being pnrlly soluble in hydrochloric acid seems to prove 
ither thnl mercury, when finely divided, is partially and 
gradnally acted upon by this agent, or that the metal in 
these preparations is partly in the state of an unknown 
oxide. I have not as yet ascertained whether metallic 
mercurr, as obtained by precipitation with muriate of 
tin when kept for some time in contact with strong 
hydrochloric acid and occasionally agitated, la perfisclly 
insoluble. 

In order tn ascertain whether mercury, when ad- 
ministered in the metallic state, is without any action 
upon the syslem, 1 would recommend the adoption of 
the following plan: — wash the precipitate formed by 
muriate of tin with warm acetic acid, and lest the wash- 
ings for mercury, so as to ensure iho residue containing 
no sub-oxide or protoxide, then make it into pills with 
very soft conserve ol roses, and with as little manipula- 
tion ai possible. Administer these pills to patients 
labouring under chronic diseases requiring the use of 
mercur}-, but where the loss of a few days in the treat- 
ment, Buppo*ing the pills to be inert, would be of no 
material consequence. Vhe patients selected should be 
from previous experience we know can be 
afleclcd by mercury without much difficulty. Pillsmadc 
somewhat according to this method have, I think, on 
one occasion, been tried in England and found efleclual ; 
and an ointment, made in a similar manner, has been 
used and recommended, as answering a better purpose 
than the common mercurial ointment, by an Italian 
physician, Orosi. I am not certain, however, that in 
these cases sufficient care was taken to ensure the per- 
fect freedom of the precipitated mercury from all traces 
of an oxide or salt of the metal.

In proof of the non-action of metallic mercury when 
finely divided. Dr. Ghristi^on mentions the results of 
some experiments upon animals by Dr. Samuel Wright. 
(Unpublished Prize Thesis— Edinburgh : 1840.) This 
gentleman administered finely divided metallic mercury, 
prepared h^ decomposing calomel with muriate of tin 
nnd washed wiih acetic arid, for a length' of lime to 
animals without the specific eflecis of mercury being 
produced. Dr. Christison does not mention what 
animals were made the subjects of Dr. Wright's experi- 
ments. If the experiments were made upon horses, 
cattle, or sheep, and mercurialism was n^t produced by 
full and repeated doses, I should be ijiclined to admit 
that metallic mercury even when minutely divided has 
no action upon the system, as these animals are easily 
aflected even by comparatively small doses of the pre- 
parationsof this metal. But if they wen made upon 
doga, I cannot consider them conclusive, as these 
animals reject medicinal and poisonous substances so 
readily from the stomach by vomiting, that no experi- 
ments upon them are decisive', unless the aisophagus ia 
tied, which could not have been done in the present io- 
startce. I was informed some years since by a medical 
man, that he had given as much as a scruple of corrosive 
sublimate to a dog without any effect ; there can be no 
doubt that it was speedily rejected by vomiting. Con- 
cluwons as to the actions of medicinal ai^ents deduced 
from experiments upon the lower animals are ofien, for 
many reasons, far from satisfactory. 

Dr. Thomson, in his " Materia Medica and Thera- 
peutics," al\er stating that mercury, when long triturated, 
is supposed by some to become oxidized, and by others 
to be only minutely divideif, and that he is almost 
vinced, from the experiments .of Mr, Bell, that the latter 
IS the correct view of the case, adds these words ; "that 
it is not A3rely mechanically divided, is rendered pi 
bahie from its solubility in hydrochloric acid, which 
metallic mercury is not." Now its solubility in this 
acid, allowing thai it is so, alone proves that it ia not in 
ihj state of protoxide (sub-oxide) as Dr. Thomson ap- 
|>eara to suspect. " One proof," Dr. Thomson continues, 
" of its being an oxide, Is its striking resemblance to the 
grey oxide," made by decomposing calomel with 
potasaa or lime. In answer to this it may be said that 
the powder formed by triturating mercury resembles in 
appearance the ^trccipitatc of finely divided metallic 
utcrcury, made by decomposing a salt ofthi^ metal with 
protoclitoride of tin, fully as muuli as it does the grey 
oxide, while in chemical properties it has greater analogy

Very manj of four reailers have, no doubt, observed 
tbe jrellow aediment, cominonly called sulphur, wbicl 
i« occasionally visible oa tha margin ol pools aftei 
rain. It is remarkable thai it is never seen eicept in 
the month of June. Probably the sulphurous or nitrous 
smell which ia someti meg developed in rain, and which 
H. Liebig has proved to be .occasioned by the rea) 
presence of nitric acid, may have had something to 
do with the popular notion, which is, however, suffi 
citntly disproved by the circumstance mentioned abore 
that the phenomenon is confined to the month of June. 
From the absence of any notice of it among thi 
Meteorological Records of £he very valuahte Annual 
Reports of the Regents of the University of the slate 
of New York made to the Legislature, it may be 
ferred that it ia not observed in that state. It has been 
suggested that the substance is the pollen of piants> 
then in flower, and carried into the air by ascending 
currents. It appears deservini; of cbse observalion, 
and I therefore beg to call the attention of your readers 
to iU I subjoin a list of the dates on which it has been 
observed at Toronto.

In Itirlher- 
ance then of your desire on this head, and with a 
view in some measure to supply (hat deaideralum, 
J herewith enclose you a Meteorological Table, lor the 
village of Niaolet, fbr niaa years past, or fVom 1838

by the Rev. Francois Desauniers, one of the professors 
of Nicolet College, 

These tables contain only two daily observations, 
one at 6 a. n\., and the olbor at 3 p. m. ; whereas 
those for Montreal contain the results of three obser. 
valions, viz. : at 7 a. m., 3 p. m., and 10 p. m. ; but 
they have been kept wilh eitreme regularity and pre- 
cision. The minimum temperature, as we are awaro< 
is before, at, or about sun-rise, and the experience of 
the Rev, Gentleman to whom I am indebted, proves 
that the lo^vcst average is about 6 a. m., on which ac- 
count he has adopted that hour for morning observa- 
tions, and the n.aximum about 3 p. m.. 

The part of Nicolet whence these observatioue 
have been madu-, is situated about two miles south-east 
of the eastern Outlet of the River Nicolet, near the 
debouche of Lake St. Peter, and aoout 10 miles S. S. 
West of Three Rivers, in tbe midst ot a champaign 
country, to which cause the slight variation of temper- 
ature as compared with Quebec and Montreal is pro- 
bably attributable. 

The latitude I have sel down 40" 14" N., and is, I 
doubt not, correi'l, being, the result of eighty different 
observations of my reverend friend ; and the longi- 
tude 72* 39" W., I think is very nearly correct. 

My attention has been more particularly caHed to 
this object, from having perused with much satislactioni 
Mr. Justice McCord's interesting communication in the 
May number of your Journal for 1845 ; together with 
its accompanying table of tbe mean temperature of 
Quebec. The remarks of that gentleman on this sub- 
ject are so pertinent, that I will again refer such of 
your readers to them as take any interest in the matter, 
merely remarking, that Mr. Desauniers' tables embody 
all Mr. McCord's suggestions, having been kept 
most methodically and regularly throughout the inter* 
vening years from 1638 to 1846, the observations 
being made daily, and at fiied hours, and tbe means 
of the months and years being summed up ; added to 
'hich, the instruments and philosophical apparatus 
used by him are generally of the very best description ■ 
It is to be regretted, however, that the barometer 
apparatus belonging to the Institution is very defective 
id imperfect, whereby we lose much valuable infor- 

I have already alluded to the comparatively slight 
variation of temperature here, and a reference to the 
table ofthe means of nine yearn, will show avariation 
of only 2" 23' ;^the greatest mean In 1846 being 
42« 61', and the smallest in 1844 being 40<^ 38', 
whereas, Mf- Justice McCord's tables, befbre alluded 
to, ibow a rariatloil on ton jreers of&* 06', and th?

While heartily congratulating the Canadian public anil 
the scientific worid at large on the appearance of the two 
■mall but valuable works, (containing little more than 
190 pages of octavo It: Her- press), (he titles of which 
form the heading of this article, we cannot resist a 
feeling of utler mortification, while compering the 
pigmy as well as tardy efforts made by thio gigantic 
scion of the greatest empire in (he world — in behalf of 
ao important a national object as that which they em~ 
brace-^with what has been so well and speedily &ccora- 
plished by the various American Slates in immediate 
contact with our wide-extended borders. 

Let (he reader for a moment carry hie eye along 
the imposing line of noble inland seas, and majestic 
connecting rivers, which niarlc our southern frontier, 
through an extent of upwards of 30 degrees of longi- 
tude, or more than 1500 miles, from the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence on (he East, to the confines of the long-dis- 
pitled Oregon Territory on the West, and he will find 
no leas than eight of the American Stales, besides 
embryo territories in the Far Weat, come under hia 
obeervatioQ in progreeaive succeeeion, namely, Jtfoi'ne, 
JVew Hampshire, Vermont, J^tw York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Michigan, and Wisamsin. Without atopping to 
enquire what has been etfecled by the minor Stales in 
behalf of a thorough geological and topographical survey 
of their interior, lei ua for a moment refer to the four 
leading States, JVeta York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
Michigan, and we shall witncsi results that will both 
Burpriae and mortify ue. 

As, for instance, by an act of the Legislature of jVeio 
York in 1S36, the Governor was authorised to employ a 
suitable number of competent persons to make an accu- 
rate and complete geological survey of the Stale, accom- 
panied with proper maps and diagrams ; and (o furnish 
B full and scientific description of the roiks, soils, and 
minerals, as well as of the Botanical and Zoological 
productions, together with specimens of the same ; and 
further, that one set of such mape, diagrams, and speci- 
mens should be deposited in (he Stale Library, and a 
similar set in such of the lilerary itiBtitutiona of the 
Stale, as the Secretary of Slate should direct ; and that 
the sum of $26,000 per annum should be appropriated, 
during four year^i, lo defray the expenses incurred. In 
addition to which, the eminent geologiats, Messrs. Hall 
and Emmons, in the year 1S39, suggested the erection 
of a fliuwufli for the proper deposition and arrangement 



of all specimens in the different branches of natural hi»- 
lory ; — the zoological specimens (o'be preserved in glass 
casei<;thefishes,and several of the lower clasaesofaoi mats 
in spirits ; the botanical specimens in bound volumes, let- 
tered according to arrangement; and the meteorological 
and geoli'gical specimens, (which it was supposed would 
exceed 4O0O in number,) including fossihi, to be arranged 
in two eelH, one conformable to the existing state of 
science, and the other geographically, with separatedivi- 
sions appropriated to each county. And, for the com- 
pletion of this truly noble unilerttking was allotved an 
eslablishment of /our principal geologists, with assislanlti, 
(whose labours were limited lo an equal number of di»- 
Iricts, into which the Stale was portioned off for that 
particular purpose), a botanial, a zoologist, a mineralo- 
gist and chemist, and, subsequently, a palxontologist, de- 
voted solely to the study of organic remains.* 

The geological survey of Pennsylvania may l>e de- 
ecrilied in fewer words, as having aliso commenced in 
1836, under Professor Rogers, ss principal geologist, with 
a corps of four geological assistaiits, one chemical assis- 
tant, and four sub - a ssi slants. 

The geological survey of OAto may !« equally hriefly 
noticed, as having commenced in 1S37, under Professor 
Mather as principal, with six assistants — the first assis- 
tant acting as paleontologist, another as zoologist, and a 
third as topograjiber. 

The geological survey of the then infant State of 
MicAigan commenced in 1837, (with $12,000 per an- 
num allolicd for (our ycar^ for its completion), under llic 
lamented Dr. Houghton, as Stale geologist, with instruc- 
tions somewhat similar to those for New York, and con- 
sisted of four departments, viz., Ist, The geological and 
mineralogies! ; 2d, the zoological ; 3d, the botanical ; 
and 4th, (he lop(%mphical : — the first comprising the 
Slate geologist and three chief assistants, viz., a zoologisi, 
a botanist, and a topographer, and four sub-assistanls, 
two of whom were allotted to the zoolr^ical department. 
And specimens were required lo be collected and pre- 
served as follows; — the Stale to be supplied with

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■ingte good Bpecimeos; and if more could be found, 
ttxteen more to be, if possible, procured, for distribulion 
among the State University and its branchee. And by 
an act of tbe Legi:>lature in 1840, tbe State geologist was 
further directed to caute lo be constructed a niap of (he 
Slate, and of the several counties therein, on a scale of 
four miles (o an inch, and the sum of $3000 was allotted 
towards ddraying the expense ; with joint instructions 
lo the State geologist. Auditor genera!, and State treasurer, 
to adopt such measures for their general sale and distri- 
bution as (o them might seem expedient. 

Let us now compare any one of these liberal patriotic 
arruigements with what has been efTetti'd in behalf of 
the wide-spreading Britiab Colony lying in conlact with, 
and far outflanking the wliole of these Ststea. We lilufh 
to record tlie humiliating fact, but stern justice demands 
die avowal ; neither more nor less than the tardy and 
reluctant appointment of a Provincial geologist, so late 
Ibe year 1S42, with the magnificent permanent aid of 
mt atsistani, and the still more lardy addition of a mine- 
ralogist and chemist I' What, therefore, do we find to 
have been the inevitable natural consequences 7 As yet 
an almost total ignorance of our mineral an'i other 
economic resources, beyond what lias been gleaned 
from private researches alor.g the immediate bordi 
of our principal lakes and rivers; and that even in 
ths long- neglected great mineral region oi Lake Supe- 
Hor, the Provincial getdogist, instead of having been sent 
forward as the public precursor and promoter of indivi- 
dual enterprise, seemed rather to have been reluctantly 
employed lo bring up the straggling rear, and see that 
Government was not likely to be taken some paltry ad- 
vantage of. 

Compared with this truly miserable and undignified 
Provincial arrangement, what might we not have justly 
expected? Verily, that we should, at the least, have 
CmuUied, in generous scientific rivalship, tbe highly cre- 
ditable example of New Yoi^ or Ohio : nay, that a geo- 
logical aleff of double the strength of either of these 
States might not have been deemed too extravagai 
allotment for at once laying open the varied resources of 
tbeae two Provinces,— more than 5-6iba of which are 
yet a perfect terra incognita. Instead of which, the 
Dobteet colonial jewel in the British Crown is content t 
rejoice in the ability of three solitary individuals tounder- 
Jaketheacientific examination of a M^m; area of about

350 lo 400,000 miles, of which the greater part ie spread 
over a wild and llifficult mountain region, as yet nnex- 
plnied by the foot of the white man, and iherefore re- 
quiring the protracted labours of a whole lifetime I 

hereas.a corps of scientific individuals, aucb as that of 
New York or Ohio, might have completed tbe noble 
work in the course of seven or eight years. 

Dropping the language of irony, and appealing in sober 
sadness (0 that of reason and truth, wc would say, that 
such are the impressions upon our mind, that we conceive . 
ihallo do justice to this vast andimporfantcolpny, a dis- 
tinct geological corps should be appointed lo each Province 
>ith the Provincial geologist as their general head, and 

ho mighl c<)njointly occupy the position of Provincial 
iorvryor gtneral ;' anA \\\!i\. tiiste two branches should 
consist of at least one deputy Provincial geologist and two 
assislanls, (one having charge of the botanical and the 
other of (he zoological department), a topographer and 
draflsaian, and a mineralogist and chemist, in connexion 
wi^ paleontology, or the sludy of organic remains ; and 

! at all events trust that it will not be long before our 

ivemment will be sensible of the actual necessiiy of 

far redeeming our national credit, by the adoption of 
a far more liberal arrangement than that which we have 
felt it our duty lo condemn and deplore. 

While expressing our frank opinion of what ought long 
ere this to hove been the cnae, it is far from our wish or 
intention to underrate (he highly important and valuable, 
(hough isolated, labours ot the two meritorious and inde- 
faiigable individuals to whom we are graiefully indebted 
for the interesting Beporta now lying before us. 

By a reference to (he numbers of the British ^me. 
rictm Journal for August 1845 and July 1846, no- 
tices have been taken of the commencing labours of 
our highly respected PnfVlncial geologist and his zea- 
lous assistant, and of the progress they bad by that 
lime made in their vast field of obKTvatioo ; ard 
it was further remarked (hat « It was but seldom

and favoured by the Legislature here, and at the same 
time proaeouied with zeal and talents proportioned t 
importance and magnitude ; that the encourogcment 
which the Legiilature had bestowed upon the work wae 
deaerviDg of all praise ; and that, apart from the imme- 
diate interest ^nd advantage which the colony has in ihe 
accomplishment of it, it evinced a just appreciation of 
the spirit which now characterises all enlightened com- 
munities, adding its contribution to the grand stock of in- 
formation in a department in which the enterprise of indi- 
viduals requires to be facilitated and sustained by every 
public means, in order to secure s successful prosecution 
of such works. And further, that there is no doubt but 
that such works will be received with great interest in 
Great Britain and other countries, conveying, aa they 
will be confidently believed to do, accurate views and 
details of the physical history of a very extensive and 
hitherto little known portion of North America. So 
much, even upon the principle of honour, every country 
is bound to undertake and carry oul ; but it also happens 
that its own interest is aln-ays concerned in the reeuli. 
It9 own resources are 'disclosed, and consequenily its 
wealth and general prosperity are directly promoted ; 
and though It should be found that these re«)urces do 
not consist in a prodigality of the precious metals, and 
that there is no hope that

yet the very 'saving' which authentic information upon 
the subject must occasion, by preventing fruitless searches 
and idle speculation, tnore than justifies the expense of a 
^tomxaAtwty, vsen that txpenditvTtttn times greaUr 
tten v/utt the Govemntent Aoee undertaken to provide 
for. There are few States of the Union, probably none, 
ito which many thousands of pounds have not been sa- 
crificed in speculations for minersLs, and which a geolo- 
ncal report, constructed upon accurate obgervation of the 
district, might have prevented. The disappointment 
itnd ruinous consequences of these speculations, render ii 
matter of prudence to guard against them in CanadOf 
where few will be found hardy enough to adventure 
them, when authentic information on the subject shall 
have previously demonstrated *the impossibility of suc- 
cess.* If 'he revenues of the Province, and of indivi-

duals are thereby saved from the misapplication which 
the history of other pansof America shows to have been 
not unfrequent, the report of the Provincial geologist, 
when he shall have brought his observations to a doee, 
we regard as an invaluable safeguard of the public wealth 
and of private property. In point of fact, however, the 
mineral resotirces of the country are such as cannot &il 
amply to repay the labour of investigation." ■ 

Now, this may have been all very well at the 
lime, as an encouraging beginning, and as conveying 
the grateful expression of thanks for unexpected 
favours received ; but we do now confess, after all, that 
when we look enquiringly round, and make certain odious 
and mortifying comparisons, and find how lit^e progress 
has yet been (unavoidably) made in the ample and al- 
most boundlese field before us, sheeriy in consequence o( 
ihe' utter insufficiency of means, we are somewhat dis- 
posed to think that a great deal too much credit has 
been given our Legislature and our Government. — 
Having now, however, made these observationa, we 
propose to invite our readers to the more agreeable- 
task of accompanying us in at least two interesting 
getdogical rambles — the one amid the wild, unex- 
plored, elevated regions bordering on the lake-spangled 

;e8 of the mighty Ottawa, until we arrive at the 
solitary banks of Lake Temiscamang, in company 
with Mr. Logan, end his temporary " aide," Mr. 
M'Naughlan, an intelligent Provin'ial surveyor, very 
sagacioudy Ao/f-borrowed from (he Commissioner 
of Crown Lands ;* and the other, with his zealous as- 
sistant geologist,Mr. Murray, amid the still more elevated,

naTigalion at preKnt reaclira ; Ihance ve ascended bjr variuuF 
rapid! and portaRea lo ihe Fatia of the Cdlumel. wiiere we were 
TetT kindly recejred by Mr. Gerrard Nagle, in chnrge of the 
Timber Slide conMrucled there by the Board of Wuika, whr> 
obligingly pointed out ihn Incality of aeveral rninersta met wilh 
ill bliitingthe limntime rocka occupying the river, far Iha R'al ol 
the liida. HaTing made a cumpktc ciituil of the Csjumel Iiland 
by Ihe Roehe.rendue Channel, the Muakral Rapidn and M'»re''> 
Slide, we loaded our cani>« with our proviiion*. which had arrived 
in aafciy at the bead ( f the Calumet Forlage, and continued nur 
expedition, examining Ihe ahorei of [he Coiilungra Lnke, includ. 
■ng Ihe vicinity of iho Furt. where we touched, lo the niuuth of 
(he Black River, whence we proceeded by Pocket '■ Rapida and 
Ihe Allumttic* Fall*, In the flouiialiing acttlemcnl of Pcnilr.ike, 
making a abort excursion up the .Muakral Riifer un our arrival 
there. From Ihia we examined Ihc eoulh nhore of the Upper 
A 11 nine' tea Lake tn thn mouth of the Pelcwuwc, and crosBiiig 
over W Fori Williani, wbeie we were welaomed by Mr. Broirn,

mch of the Oilawa waa examined nn the ni>nh aide, ard por.

In the determination <if aur dittancea we availed 
OoimItci of Bochon'a micrometer leleecope, Ihe inalromtnl which 
had proved so aerviceablc and expediliousa meina of meaoure- 
mctil. on my previoua yeai'a ripliiration acroia the Peninsula of 
Gaspd, by the Chal andCaseapedia. A Iheodolile was used to 
delermineourbearinKi; and proceeding frnm p..inl lo point on 
<ino sidoor other u[ the river, the foim cf ihsl oppowle was aacer. 
taloed by croafcbearinBS on fixed objeola from tlie eilrcmitips of 
Mir line*. Wlirre rapids exiatrd. the difierence of level between 
,QKK>th walcr at the fool and head waa ascertained by meaiia of 
a good levelling instrument and siHff. with readmgii to the hun. 
diedlh part of a fiflt ; and the general rise in such paiu of the 
aljeam a* afforded nn serious impediment to the progress of 
oanoM. was cimpoled frnm Ihe flow of Ihe current.

"In ourcxcunion up Ihe Mallawa to Lake Nipiaaini we wera 
indebted to the Ageni in charge of the Hudaon Bay Cumpany'a 
Pusl at llie mouth of the river, for the loan of a canoo uf a aito 
easily managed than the lar|Fer one of our own, and ila 
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I reaching fort 
Trmiicamang. another of Ihe Hudson Bay Company'* Posts, 
situalod about eighly milea above Iha tnoulh of ilie Mallawa. wo 
experienced the attention oF Mr. ScTeri|hl,in ohirge oftlis Poof, 
who, in addition ti> extending to ua hia hnspltaiity, supplied no 
with much usoriil infoimatinn, presenting u* with u Reiiialrr uf 
Mele-iioIogicBJ Obaervaliun*, ahewing the monthly mean temper*, 
(uro, wilh the atate of the weather at the Fort for two yeara, to 
Ihe 'nd of October last ; and permitting us to copy an eye.skelch 
of SOO milea of the main '.ronk <>f the Ottawa, from iu sourccalo 
Lake Temiacemang, where our own Survey ceased ; beinr Uia 
joint production of Mr. Cameron and Mr, McKay, gentlemen 
whose intimate knowledge of Ihe interior tender* their delinealioa 
of much value. Mr. Cameron, after having bevn ingnv ycaracun. 
nected with the Company, hng, I believe, rclU'iied lo Bniain ; but 
Mr. McKay is alilt in their employmcnl, and his presence at Uw 
poet afforded ua an opportunily of ohlainiiig from him an addition to 
the maji, compriaing a conaidemble area on both aldea of Lake Te. 
miscamang, including the source* of the Rivitre du Muine and 
Keepawaonlheett*l,«nd those of the Montreal and Uctabee- 
chuan on the west, together with Lake Temagamanjc, Ihe waters 
ot which flow into Lake Humn by Sliirgei'n River and Lake 
Nipiasing. On Ihe ikctchea of thia gentleman I am disposed to 
place considerable reliance. He oppeara lo powcsaa remarkablo 
lirecision of memory and facility of dehnealion in representing 
geographical facta.

Having lo far introduced our readera tothe interCB^ng 
prelimiDBiy details ofMr. Logan's progrees in hia labo- 
rious scientific investigations, amid the lonely a^ua, 
as well as ttrra-^TKognita of the Ottawa, we find 
we have occupied bo much space that we are re- 
luctantly constrained to reserve, for the next num- 
ber, a dcscriplion of the equally interesting character 
of that noble river, as well as of the geological structure 
ofthe singularly wild and romantic elevated region through 
which it forces its broad volume, until its brown waters 
are at last reluctantly incorporated with the still more 
mighty yet limpid current of the great St. Lawrence, 
below the Island of Montreal.

Ah a pcndani to iheai: noici, 1 will read to yon the de»cri|itinn 
of "Bcurvy," from a writer on the practice of physic (Ur. 
Brakes), the fourth edition uf wboae work I hold in my hand, 
iniblishedin 1TG3:— 

'' The Brat sign of the approach of tbia diiieate is cnmmonly a 
ehnnae of colour in the face, which become* pule, or yellowish 
and b^HiIed, with a lisltessness and in aversion lo exercise. The 
carnnc^es of Ihe eyes appear of a grcenlfh east, and yet in iilhor 
iTiftecIilhe patient seems in perfect health. H'lwever. lhcehuni[o 
of cilotir io the face dure not always (irccedc the other symptoms, 
tboogh it consUntly attends them. Then a universal lassitude 
fopervenes, and a sliflnesa and feebleness of the knees, with a 
difficulty of brea'hingofi the least motion. Soon after this (here 
is an ilchiog of the jruins, which swell, and are apt tn bleed on 
the least friction. Then ihey become livid, soft, and spanjty, and 
afierivarda extremely putrid and fungous. 

** The akin la dry (hrougliout ihe whole course uf Ihe disease, 
eierpi Inward) llie last, and in many ii ia rough. In some it ap- 
pears like the skin of a g»a*e, hut it is most frequently smooib 
and shiniaa. It isslaincd with blue, purple, livid, (n blarlc ipola, 
some of which are smaH and others of a hand's breadth, "vhcn 
the disease is advanced. Tliey are chiefly on the legs and thighs, 
bol somclimes on the armi and trunk of Ihe body. Some have 
a awdling of tbo aokle^in the evening, which disappears in the 
morning." 

Now Ihere is a clots rescmhlanee between this doaeripllnn of 
acurry, written ninety years ago, and Uia symptoms of the case 
w« viritcd. But ws lea the squalid coltap^ of VI. P., to proceed 
h> Ihat of J, B., an old pensioner, aged 74. and Hving in a low 
room in a damp eiluation. He was a sergeant aud corporal in 
the militia for many years, allcrwardB worked as a sawyer. His 
fkce is pale and of a sallow waxy tiue ; this appearance of pallor 
has henotne mojt remarkable durinE the last fortnight, and for 
about the rame period he has hid cc-rtam appearances on the skin- 
A large livid reddish puiple patch extends Irom (he middle of ihe 
right leg on its outer surface to Ihe middle of llio rieht fo-il. The 
foet and leg are ffidematoua, shining, and hot. Higher np are 
tMtlercd pelcchin (which cxtcDd also to the Uii|h), and a diflli- 
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ilmost entirely on bread aud tea. 
This case resembles the preceding in Mveral pmnts; first, in 
the peculiar waxy eoinplcxinn, and Ihe vibicesof the leg*. These 
are lending symptoms of scorbutus. Sydenhsm say", " CnnUK 
livac tnlajne'eeallt, nunc rxleotiatio ; iniiidem porpeluo«u<«Ia 
livida plwabtg.finva. ou( molacta; faciei eeUr plermtiqiie si 
ptarido futcut." In the aid man iliorc were no musoular paina i 
in the comb-mnker these were, and indaed arsleadiiig svmplnma. 
The patient himselr thinks he has rheumatiam. Now Sydenham 
expresflty treats of a species of rhenma'ism under the frm rbeu. 
malismus scnibulieus. But I do nut think much of the old man 
saying he has no pain ; hs is evidcnlly very lame and infirm ; his 
n'-ighbnurs say he has failed in this respeet very mnch lately. 
Ti.e fact is, very aged persons oflen have great disease with litllo 

never complain of pain, or even of difficulty of breaibing, allhniigli 
they are panting for breath. Tlie greatest differenoe in Ihe two 
cases is in the condilion of the gums ; the old -nan's are sound, or 
nearly so. In both there is Bime degree of bronchitis. In Iha 
old man the cardiac disease is nothing more than that which may 
bo found in 95 per ceni. of pfrsons of hia age. He has probably 
lhat aihGromnlKUs d<-vi>n era tion of the valves anri endocardial 
memhreuo so conptantly mot with in old people, ra that the car- 
diac disease has no Immcdiuto eonneotion with the purpdia, and 
ihB briinehitis is probably Ihe result at the severe cold of Wednes- 
day, the lUth In- 
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of purpura are, in trutli, cases of land aeurvy. 
I ne two men are sulTerine from a lesion nf the capillary aystem, 
nnd of Ihe li!'«d itself. If we dare venture to draw blood we 
should find it l'> he deficient in Sbriiie ; the eoagulum would be 
golatinous ; and if the disease be not checked it will go on thtougb 
all the flagca of scurvy, even lo the formation of the gcla'.mous 
clot or fun'us nn Ihe akin and gnms, termed by sailors " buibck's 
liver," and Ihe occurrence of sprend in g ulcers, anasarca, hsmorr- 
hagic effusion into Ihe seroiu kicb. and dualh. 

Tho explanation of llie symptoms is not difficalL The morUd 
condilion of tlie blood has impaired the cuntraclllity of the vas. 
cular syslei)!. In the dependmg portions uf the body the capiU 
larics give way from the mere gravitation ol^ Iheir contents: Ihus 
giving rife to Ihe vihices In the legs, and in'the under surfaces of 
Ihe thighs. The petechia are really small inflimed or oougested 
pipillse, or the mouths of sebaceoun glands. The muscular pains 
are those of fatigue ; there is not enough of fibrins in the blood 
for the nutrlliun of the musdea and the mainteoanoe of tholr 

With regard lo the etiology of the diFoBse, it is doubtless that 
of Bcorliuttis or scurvy. It is in this respect that the caaes ars 
interesting. We do not notice (hem because they are rare or eu. 
rio^^ (aUhough ihey are so in York,) but becsnse it is piobaUa 
that they will cease to be rare and curious. The potato has hilh 
erto supplied our population with an abundance of fresh regela. 
hie food, containing a small quantity of a vegetable acid (the 
taitaric) in cnmbinatiun with potass: and do doubt the free use 
nf this vegetable has tended to render senibalDs much len preva- 
lent than before its iutriiduction into Ihia country. The deaths 
from purpura in London during the quarter ending with Deoem- 
ber, for the ln«t seven years; were in each respectively, 3, 2. 4, 4.

'I'he ei- 
Ji-riments of Dr. Stark on his own body (for he forgot the 
maxim, rxmrimmium fiat In eorpore vlU, and liilled himself ex 
pfrimentaliy when he abould bave killed ■ monkey, or an an 
or a cow,) these experiments show the eflect of such a diel a 
oar patients have had. Dr. Stark lived for Ifairly-iwo days o.

Monro, of purpura 
hMmorrhagica, or inveterate scurvy, occurring in the person of 
a young men who bad an ordinary diel, but possibly Hitbout 

fflalutt, ■■ he had "greens or roots" for dinner, meaning, per. 
ipa, by "roots," turnips, carrots, or parsnips. In this cesethe 
pulse was strong and full. It js lo be remembered, however, 

e are personain whom the tendc 
bagica is congenital and hereditary, and 

peculiarilies of the male constiiulion, innamucu as ine uuease 
appears only in the male branches of a family of " bleeders," as 
they are termed. An hereditary disease of ibis kind may un- 
doubtedly be acquired ; in the examples mentioned it cannot 
bave been hereditary ftr taenia ir.mlorum backwards, and con- 
sequently, as it may be acquired, it may appear indepehdently 
of defective alimentation, or of the defective supply of certain 
chemical constituents of the blood. This form ot purpura is, 
however, quite distinct from the one under consideration, which 
arises from the csuses just mentioned. 

If, then, you bave persons living on a diet such that there is 
no variety, or no vegetables containing vegetable acids— as the 
tartaric, oxslic, malic, or citric— they will be in danger of Buf- 
fering from scorbutus or scurvy. And those persons will suffer 
the s innest who have the least power or resistance to the evil 
efft'cis of this kind of diet, whether from congenital or acquired 
dability of the ayslem, from indigestion, or other disease impair- 
■ Bssiinilation, or irom depressing external agen- 
i/u»o, aa Ibey are termed— as cold, or a nv, 
moist, or impure atmosphere, or excessive heat. Other depres- 
ain; agi'ncies are, extreme fatigue, or the want of exercise, the 
depressing emotions, excessive watching, &e. 

The treatment is obvious from the etiology. The diet must 
be regulated so that there shall be due variety, and that vegeta- 
bles containing the acids named should enter into it. We have 
preicribetl meat, porter, and potatoes, for both our patients, and 
they will, 1 trust, be able to alteod to ihit part ol (be prescrip- 
tion. In addition, lour grains of citric acid is to be taken every 
tour hotirib The pensioner is already improving; the comU 
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maker has not yet had bis diet long enough from the poor^ 
hoard, I may mention, however, thai citric acid, although tW 
established remedy in these cases has sometimes failed in efletl- 
ing a cure, or preventing the disease, on board ship. Nitrate of 
potass has been found to be an elTicient substitute, and as gis* 
powder contains nitrate, the remedy can be extemporized duifag 
a voyajfe by pouring boiling water upon the powder, and liUn^ 
ing. Citric arid is, I fear, somewhat adulterated, and probibly 
a spurious anicle has been used when it has failed lo check the 
disease. Of course lemons and oranges are beneficial, bat liera 
are cheaiier legelables than these to be got as the spring a^an- 
ces. £nubHrb, cabbage, water-cresses, sorrel, horae-ni4dish, 
turniptops, all belong to the c'as* of anii-scorbutics, and were 
taken extensively iu the spring by our forefalhert (who had fev 
fresh vegelatlcB, and little fresh meat, during the winter) la

"flying" muscularp»inB,and with a certain waxy pallor. Ihey 
have alto anorexia, and epigastric pain, with slight feveisbnesa. 
In Ihesecas s it is almost iovariali:y staled that poiotoe* b^ve 
ceased to be an anicle of diet, and that bread is " tbe staff of 
life." 1( is lo be observed, too, that in case the lyplua fever 
now prevalent in Ireland make ill way into our lar^ towns 

Ibrefatheni, in addition lo the " purples," as purpura wss teriord. 
In short, we shall have all fevets assuming Ihe appearance u 
greater malignancy, which the outbreak of petechia, vibices, 
and venous hfrnotibage, gives to them, and these will cbaTa> 
terize scarlet lever, small-pox, and measles, as well as typhva. 
Now the prophylaxis is all imporWnt : no pains should bejSpartd 
to encourage the daily consumption of such vegetable* a> I bare 
mentioned ; the reasons should be pointed out — their force will 
essily be appreciated by Ihe public ; a demand for fresh TcgAt- 
bles will be created, and the supply « ill fol ow as a matter of 
course Thus medical science will fulfil its highest duty.>-t)i« 
prevention of disease.

Death hy Slryrhnme—Rfporl on Ihe Cate of the Late 
Dt. W. C. Warner — At a Iste meeting of the Addbon 
Coumy Medical Society of Vermont, ihe nndersiyned were 
appointed a commiilee lo asrertain the fdcis in (he case of 
one of Iheir membein, the u.iforlnnate William Cullen 
Wainet, M.D., of Bristol, who deceased, suddenly, al Mont- 
pelier, Octobsr IKh, 1846, in Ihe ihirtv-nimh year of hif 
age, while he was a member of the Legislature. 

On account of tbeie having been consideiahle diacrepaney 
in the publisberi reprtsin relation lo this melancholy event, 
Ihe commiilee xddn-sMd lelleis of inquiry lo the Bod. 
Daniel 0. Onion, M.D., of the Vermoni' Senate, and lo 
Charles W. Hoiion, M.D., Member of Ihe House, each of 
whom, Ihey had Ivarneil, were present during most, if not 
all, the prriod of the sudden and Irugical ereiU. To the 
inquiries of ihe committee each of thise centlemrn baa 
given prompt and sallsfactoty replies, which in substance

To Ihis Dr. Onion answers, " I think probably from one- 
fourth lo one-hatfa grain. As he intended to take, and- 

supposed he was tsking, morphia, be would be likely lo use 
the same quantity he waa in the habit of using of that ar- 
ticle, sllh.iugh there was no evidence at ibe time of the 
quBiitily taken."

Dr. H. aajs, "On witnessinsr thi 
the room for the purpose of ohtainn.B ..icu.....,c 
cured an emetic of snlphate of copper and ijiecac, , 
turning and fimling him in a letniiua, I immediately dashed 
cold water on his head, face and bie^-si, and med the n 
powerful friction on the extremities. He retiimerl to a si 
ot peifect con8ciousne>B. I then procei-ded lorthwiih lo 
minister the emetic, making u-e of diluents copiou-ly. I 
•ent a mecseneer for some vinegar and ground muslaid, and 
another for a stomach pump. I used the gronnil ninstaid, in 
warm water fieety, to all of which the paiiejil suhmilt'-d, 
«eming lo I* very grateful for the efforts which I was mak- 
ing forliis relief.

that the fatal drug was not morphia, but strychnia, end I ao 
declared lo those present at the time." 

From facts belore the committee, derived from reliable 
nrceg, it appears that on the afternoon of the second day 
before the fatal accident, Dr. Wamercalled at an apothecary 
ilore in Monlpelier, and asked for and purchaseil what ba 
iupposed to have been a battle of sulphate of moriihia. 
This was handed lo him by the apothecary, enveloped in a 
brown paper and twisted at both ends. That on the fatal 
morning Dr. W. tore off the envelope surrounding the mouth 
of Ihe »otlle, and took a portion of what he supposed to have 
been morphia. He then proceeded to pour come of the sup- 
posed morphia into a small phiat in which he had been in 
tlie habit of carrying sulphate of morphia, when he wal 
suddenly arrested by the symptoms narrated. It Is quite 
clear that he never enlrrlained any idea of the fatal drug he 
had taken. " I am certain," says his afflicted biolher, " that 
: never for a moment suspected ih^t be had taken strycb- 
a, and was wholly unconscious of Ihe agency which bad 
oducMil his awfully unpri cedenled suff'Tinga." 
Dr. W. had never jHissesspd very firm health, and for 
about two years before his death he had snfiired from an 
tction ol the heart, lor which he had r.ccaaionallj' 
taken morphia. This aff'-clion of the heait had been the 
•f an inflammatory affection of the chest, which he 
had early in tlie year 1844. 

>mniiilee have taken considerable pains to ascer- 
facts in Ibis metanchnly inslHOCc of death from a 
myster!ou.< mistake. The mistake wascettainly a singular 
and mysterious one, both in relation to the apothecary and 
he unfortunate man. It appears that Dr. W. asked for 
lulphate of morphia; the apothecary intended and sunposed 
le had sold him moiphia till alter the fatal event, when he 
round, throogh mist^ike, he had given him, enveloped in a 
paper, a bottle of sulphate of stryrhnia in lieu of morphia. 
This exposiiion of facts appears to be demKuded in justice to 
the character of the deceased, to the apothecary, and to the 
medical profession. 

In a medical point of view the case ii one of much and 
deep interest, since it ta clearly manifests the true and en- 
eizetic cbaiacter of this somewhat new medicinal agent. 
And in a medico-legal consideration, it may pmve Ot im- 
mei.se importance. Iri 0ie suddenness of the effecti>, and in 
the quickness of the fataliiy, ticm the use of htrychnia, this 
ra^^e is probably without a precedent. Chrtiiison, Pereira, 
and seceral monographicat writer', in the periodic-ls, have 
recorded some tiad rcults, and some fatal cases, from over 
dosins; with this agent ; but no instance his fallen under our 
notice in the human subject in which its adminiitration, 
either accidentally ot otherwise, has so speedily and tetri- 
ticallv proved f^lnl. 

"Nopoi-on," says Chiistison, "is endowed with more 
ilestiuctive energy than strychnia," " I have," he adds, 
" killed a doi in two minutes with the sixth part ot a grain, 
injected in the form of an alcoholic solution into the chest, 
I have seen a wild boar killed in the same manner with the 
ihlrd of a grain, in ten minutes; and there is little doubt 
that half a giain thrust inlo a wound might kill a man in 
less thanaquarierof an hour. Ii acts in whatever way it 
is introduced into Ihe system, but most en erge Ileal Ijr wben 
injected into the veins." 

With the exception of prussie and oxalic acids, there it 
probably no agent possessing »n equally destiuctive power. 
Strong pnissic acid is well known to be sufScienlly ener- 
getic to destroy cats or dogs, when properly administered, in 
less then a minute. And Pereira examined the body of a 
man who had accidentally taken oxalic acid io lien of Epaom 
salts, and died in twenty minutes.

SANATORY MEASURES FOB THE lUMKJRANTS. 
A question of eiceediitg momeni, as far aa this cily 
and Che Upper Provinco aro conccrnodt has arisen rait 
of the concomitants of immigration this year. It is 
tlie establishment of a F.nalory depot for them be- 
low this city. While we admit the desirableness of ' 

great an afflui as possible of immigrants into this 
Province, il is at ihe same time our duty lo see that that 
afliiix is not altendcd with destructive conseqiiencCB to 
the population of ihe Province. Now it is notorious, 
thai this year, on the route usually pi)rBu;d by tho 
imiuigranls, disease and death have followed closely 
on their progress ; and this disease, iu ihe nmjo- 
rily of instances, as lar as the iinmigranU them- 
solves are concerned, and invariably so as far as 
Iho resident population on tho route are concern- 
ed, was ship or typhus fever. Now a majorily 
of the adult immigrants who arrive in this country, 
nndergo a process of acclimate mm I, of which lever, 
usually of a. typhoid type, is one of the phenomena, 
but which this year is more aggravated in its charac- 
ter than usual, duo undoubtedly lo the di;ttrrssi'3 inci- 
dent to their protracted voys™i>s, ntid ihcir probably 
enfeebled constilulinna anterior In embtii'kntion ; and 
assort, without in the least atlompliiig to con- 
trovert tho well BsccrlaiDcd fact that strch a lyjw of 
peculiar malignancy from tho con- 
finement, bad ventilation, &c., incident (o their voy- 
ages- As far as our observation extends, and we 
think we have had some experience in the maltor, 
these cases of fever most usually dcvelope themselves, 
in a majorily of instances, wilhin the period of a few

its geographical poaition. The mean temperature for 
ibe city of Quebec, Tor the months oi'May, June, July< 
and August, extracted from the rei^ults often 3'earE, is 
62°.43, while that of Montreal for the same months, 
over a aimilar interral, is 6H°>C ; that of Grosse 
Isle must be lower bIiII, iu consequence oC its po- 
pilion and its diatance, (ahout 30 or So miles) from 
the former city. The process of n.ccliinatemcnt can- 
not then take place in a locality go much helow 
(hat of the country which it may be supposed to 
represent, and as the disease, which is but one 
of the phenomena, will geTurrally manifest itself, 
under the favouring circumstances of temperature, 
die., some locality should be selected in the inte- 
rior of the country, in which these changes may 
lake place; and as the disease, especially that of 
this year, is a contagious one, the locality ought to 
present every possible obstacle to unlimited intercourse 
with the inhabitants. Some insular position below 
this city would subserve the end ; an end, too, the 
consequences of which would be eiperJenccd by the 
whole Province, as it would tend most malerially to 
restrict the disease to its peculiar locnle, and prevent 
its dissemination over the country, an inevitable co 
sequence of the rapid transit to the iuierior of the ii 
migrant! as they arrive — a method of management 
based upon a total ignorance of the nature and effects 
of those acclimating changes which the immigrants 
necessarily undergo. 



BILLS OF MORTALITY FOR THE CITY. 
The inaccuracy of the mortality returns of this city 
for the last two years, consequent upon ihe method 
adopted to obtain tliem, having been pointed out to the 
Ciiy Council by the Medico-Chirurgica! Society of tli 
city, that body liaa lately repealed its by-law in lli 
respect, and adopted another, by which the impoitant 
object of accuracy will be, as far as possibl>", secured. 
We publish the by-law, as wdi for the benefit of the 
members of the profession in this ciiy who are influenced 
by its provisions, as for the purpose of directing the 
attention of medical men in the oilier incorporated to 
of Ihe provmcc to the subject, that they may yet the good 
example followed by their oivn civic aulhoriiies. Ac- 
curate mortality returns arc of the highenl advantage to 
every community ; and one good result, at least, 1 
(low from those even of which we are at present pos- 
sosaed, namely, a reduction of iho rales of life insurance, 
which ore disproportionately high for the middle Qgei of

TAe Incorporution of the Medical Profession of 
Lower Canada. — The " Act to Incorporate llieMembere 
o( the Medical Profesition in Lower Canada, and to Re- 
gulate the Study and Practice of Medicine therein," re- 
ceived the asGcnt of His E^vcllenc} the Governor- 
General, at the closing of (he Provincial Parliament on 
the 28ih ult As the profession is now governed by thie 
aci, it will speedily become necc^saiy to adopt measures 
to carry its provisions into execution. The medical 
boards of this section of the Province of Canada 
are noyv abolished, their dniies being vested in the Incor- 
porated College. We are exceedingly happy Ihal the 
profectsion is at last under whul we certainly deem a salu- 
tary degree of control, and that its interests are now likely 
to be effectually preserved ; and we hope soon to be 
enabled to record in our pagtja a case or two in which 
its provisions will have been made to bear on the quacks 
wlio infest ttiia city, by way of example to those of 
the country who are, much more presumptuous and 



In consequence of a strong remonstrance on the part 
of the Druggists and Apothecaries of this ciiy, and the 
assurance given by them that they would forward a mea- 
sure for their own incorporation as a Pharmaceutical 
Society, at the ensuing aession of the Legislature, all the 
clauses of the Bill relating to ihcm have been expunged. 
We have not the slightest objection to tiiis proceeding on 
their part; for we have long thought that, considering 
their number, their respectability, and ihcspccilic objects 
of their pursuits, they should be specially endowed with 
powers peculiar to themselves. Being now publicly 
pledged to the attainment ol this object, we sincerely 
hope they will cany it out, and this, too, at as early a 
period as possible ; inasmuch as, by the repeal of the Act 
88 Geo. IIL o. ti, thoy are, as a body, uniutluenwd now 
by aaj lfe|ial«tiv6 eaat^tineni whatever i sod l\ in tt dui^ 



which ihey owe lo the public, to the medical profesflion, 
and themselves, that such a state should exist but for aa 
short a time as possible. 

As the Bill has thus received some very considerable 
mod ficalions, we will publish it in our ensuing number, 
aa it lias passed the several branches of the Legislature. 

While on this subject, ve may not inappropriately 
ask, what has become of the Bill for Incoqiorating the 
Medical Profession of our Sister province? We have 
made frequent and an.vious enquiries about it, but to no 
purpose. 



Health of the City. — Such an eitent of disease as 
has prevailed in this city during the laat six weeks, 
has not been known fur years. One prevailing cause 
is fever, and this of a typhoid type, attributable entirely 
to the direct and almost unlimited access which the 
immigrants have been permitted to the city. Since 
the arrival of these unfortunate creatures, disease — not 
only among themselves, but also among those who 
have administered to, or visited thorn — has tracked 
their course to the interior; proclaiiniDg, in language 
too Inud to be misinterpreted, the absolute necessjty 
which exists for adopting some means of establishing 
an isolation of them, and compulsorily forcing a 
complete non-intercourse. To their introduction of it 
into the city, must be chiefly attributed the rapidly in- 
creasing rate of mortality from fever alone. For the six 
weeks, commencing on the 12th June, and ending on 
the i4tb July, the mortality returns for this city afford, 
among the resident population exclusively, the follow- 
ing progressive ratio : .1, i, Vi. 5r>, i>8, 72 ; — a raiiii 
demonstrating too conclusively the caujc upon which 
ii depends. Other principal ennscs of disease are 
cholera (sporadic), and diarrhoea, itiscases which usually 
are met with during our summer months. The weather 
has been exceedingly hot .ind oppressive, until within 
the last week ; the temperature having been consider- 
ably atM,vu that which iiauaily obtains at this period 
of the yeiir; the thermotnelor having stood at 96' 
and 93° frequently, once reachiiig as high, we have 
been informed, as 102'* in the shade. 

In Quebec, we are also informed, there has been 
an unusual degree of sickness. Fever is equally as 
rife there as here. The Murine Hosirfial is crowded 
to such an excess, as imperatively to demand the tem- 
porary establish me lit of a fever hospital, for which 
purpose the cavalry barracks, on the Plains of Abra- 
ham, have been granted by the government.

iinproprieiy of convening that institution into a fever 
linspilal exclusively, l!ip Corporation have voted to the 
Board of Health, on the representation of the latter hodj-, 
the gum ofXSOO towards the eslaljlishment of an hos- 
pital excluaive!)- inten^led for the reception of fever cases 
occurring among the reeiiJeiiU of theciiy. A deputation 
from ihe Board of Health has been examining various 
localities; and a ail nation in Brock Street, Quebec 
Suburbs, present!) pccu'iar advantages fur thia purpose. 
A report to thie effect was piesenled to the Board of 
Health a few evenings Bg'i, should the idea be carried 
out. The whole matter, however, is still en deliliTe, and 
dependent upon the subsequent progress of ferer in the 
city. Under any clrcumslanceB, the exi^ilence nrsiich 
an Inslitulion in the cily would seem to he demanded, 
and we anticipate that, before long, one will be esta- 
blished.

Died, on the 16lh ult., of typhus fever, at ihe re'sidence 
of his brother, Ihe Rev. H. Grasett, A.M., Rector of 
Toronto, George Robert Grasett, Esq., Pjincipal Physi- 
cian of the Emigrant Hospital at Toronto, and one of ihc 
Physicians of the General Dispensary. Dr. Grasettwas 
the son of tlie late Dr. Grasett, a miliiarj- nieiiical officer, 
some years since on service in this colony. The sub- 
ject of this brief memorial was a young man of great pro- 
mise, and in tlie enjoyment of an extensive and rapidly 
increasing private practice. 

Surrounded by " troops of friends," and endowed in 
an eminent degree with those qualities of mind and per- 
son which bespeak for their fortunate possessor a favour- 
able reception everywhere, the world seemed to present 
to him only its sunny side. In the mi'lslofa career thus 
successful, ho has been caught suddenly away to lake 
his place among the sons of immortalily. The decrees 
(he Omnipotent are full of wisdom and of mercy ; and 
the spirit of our amiable friend rejoiced, as its crumbling 
envelope gradually gave way in the glorious prospect set 
before it. 

In the humble abodes of thesulTering poor of this large 
town, in the reception room of ihe Dispensary where 
his benevolent smile was wont to greet ihem, his virtues 
are the theme of daily praise, and his death the subject 
of deep and lasting sorrow.' At the table, loo, of the 
Medico-Chirurgical Society, where he officiated for a 
long lime as sole secretary, and lallerly as joint secretary, 
with Dr. Nicoll of King's College, his absence will be

AiT.XKI^OiN THE T^ATMEMT OP CHRONIC IN- 
FLAJMUATHW OF THE BLADDBB BY INJGCTIUNS 
OF NrrRATE OF SILVER.

I believe it will be generally admitted, that of all di 
enaeB, few occaalon more anxiety and embarraaament tu 
the medical practitioner, or are productive of more 
Riitery and suflering to the afflicted patient, than chroi 
inftammation or the bladder ; the consequence or previous 
diaeaae or the nriirary apparatus, aa gonoirhiea (tr stric- 
ture, OT a> a primary affection produced by other and 
more general cauaea. 

In either case, when once Cully estabtiMhed, it entaiti 
the most excruciating Buffering on its victim, prevents 
him following his usnal avot^atipns, debars him Trom 
society, and not unfreiiuently produces death, eitbei 
from the morbid action extending to the ureters am 
kidneys, from ulceration corroding through the walla « 
the viseiiB, or Irom the exhaustion of the system it ii 
certain to induce.* 

Tn a disease of such importance, it is only to be ex 
peeted that anraerous remedies shoulil have been pro- 
posed for its cure, and consequently we find egenta 



feseor of Montpettiar, discovered, accidentaily,* thegneM 
value or nitrate of silver in chronic inflammation of Dm 
bladder, and the utility or this ^an was shown in a 
paper by Dr. O'Bryen, in the Tourteenth vujtime of the 
I>uUin Medical Journal. But thii gvMleman does not 
appear to have had any peiMMial experience of its em- 
ployment, Bfid moreover, he confine* his remaria to the 
use of the soKd nitrate, the form preferred by LaUcnand. 

I am rtot aware that be haa done more in diis mauer 
than introduce to the notice of British aorgeons the 
views of the distinguished profeasor. 

When a student of ^ Richmond Surgical Hospilal, 
Dublin, t had an opportunity of seeing my friend ft»d 
former preceptor, Dr. Hutton, (to whom I am indfbud 
for much information that I have found valuable ia my 
profesflion,) inject the bladder with a weak Wution of 
nitrate of silver, but as this had (if f recollect rightly) 
but litde efect upon the disease, tiw practice was aban- 
doned in the hospital, nor have I since nther aeen it 
employed or heard of its being employed by any one 
but myself, and I ran firul no mention of it in (boa* 
valuable records of medical preclice— Biaithwaile'ji 
Reirospact, and Kanking'a Digest, or in the recealljr 
published Systema of Surgery.

plof/ed in diteastt of iotneTeandintractabUanatvn, and 
infimtely greater t/ian attends the use of any remedy in 
a diatoH hitherto considered by the first authorities 
inairalile. 

In proof of thii assertion, I ehall adduce Tour cas 
two of which occurred in tay private practice, and the 
other two were witneeaed in the wards of the Montreal 
Oeneral Hospital, by a la^ and intelligent class. I 
imM adduce others, but these I bri ng forward sufficiently 
•opport (he views I am anxious to inculcate. 

Case I.— A gentleman consulted me last Fehruary, 
under the following circumstances. He had suffered for 
tome months from inflammaiioo of the bladder, marked 
by fiequeni denre to pass water, accxtrnpanied by heat and 
•oaJding, violent straining, pain in the region of the blad- 
der, above the pubi« and in the perinteuui, and a tonstant 
feeling of beatand weight in the lower portion of theabdo- 
men. These symptoms gnduolly increased in severity. 
The urine became at first bloody, and afterwards purulent, 
«iid the desire to void it became so urgent, that h had to 
beyiddcdto, at least every fifteen minutes; the din- 
cfaarp ofthe fluid being followed by pairf and scalding at 
the Deck of the bladder, and along the course of the 
unthra. His general health be^roe iropalred, and bis 
deep being so frequently disturbed, a haggard and anxious 
expratnon of countenance, and extreme irritability of the 
ayattn, were soon established. 

When be first consulted me, fully one-half of the fluid 
pMsed from the bladder was pure pus ; and after rcfmaei 
• deposit of blood globules was found to intervene be- 
tween this and the supernatant urine^— the latter being 
highly alkaline, r<Btid, and albuminous. Examined mi' 
cronopically, it exhibited some scales of nucleated epi. 
tbelium, a large deport of triple phosphate in prismatic 
crritaU, pus, and blood ^obulee. There was no 
piin in tite loins or along the Ureters. He had a stric- 
tun of long standing, about one inch from the orifice of 
the urethra. In addition to the above characters, the 
urine was fiequenlly mixed with tenacious masses of 
ijmph, varying in length from half an inch to an inch,* 
«ad enUngling a quantity of eanhy matter, they fre- 
qoenfly obstructed the passage of the urine throt^h the 
atrictne, and required to be broken up and sqneeaed 
throng by the pressure of the patient's fingers. 

Having dilated the stricture, so tfs te allow a large 
aind catheter (No. II Weiss) to pass, I determined 
to tml the disease by injections of nitrate of 



silverj and accordingly, on ]7(h of February, I in* 
jecled Into the bladder a lotion composed of ei(^t grains 
of lunar caustic, two drachms of tiocture of hyoaciamua, 
and four ounces of distilled water. 

The Injection caused hardly any inconvenience, ex- 
cept that of inducing a strong desire to empty the blad- 
der, which was prevented by compressing the penis, un- 
" the fluid bad been in the bladder for about one minute, 
len it was allowed to escape. The next day, i^ 
patient stated that he was somewhat belter, bur the 
quantity of pus and Wood waa not, however, much dimi- 
nished, and ihe flakes of lymph were more numerous 
and larger than before. Although he continued improv- 
ing, yet, as the amendment was not as rapid as I antici- 
pated, injection of the viscus was again resorted lo on 
the 5th of March. On this occasion, the quantity of 
caustic was inciipised to sixteen grains in the four ounces 
of distilled water, and the hyoaciamus was omitted. A 
dedded improvement immediatdy followed ; tbe fre- 
quency of making water was greatly diminished ; insiead 
of requiring to be voided every fifteen minutes, the blad- 
der could retain its oontents for more than two hours 
at a time, and the quaatiiy of pus had greatly decreased. 
An injection, of tbe same strength, was again em. 
ployed on the 28th of March, and with happy results. 
The urine could now be reUioed for thice or fvic boars, 
was passed without painorscaldi^ was clear and Usos- 
parent, and, to the" naked <>ye, free from piu ; but, 
when examined miciucopically, a deposit of pus globules 
and some epithelial scales wete perceptiUe. On the 
18th of April, I repeated the injoction, andsincethsn be 
has been completely free from aiiy symptoms of his 
troublQsome disease ; he has resumed his former mode 
of life and pursuits, and has been pubject to various 
changes of temperature whilst travelling, without experi- 
encing the least return of his former symptoms. 

I should mention that, pending the treatment for the 
cystitis, he bad a severe attack of laryngitis edematosa, 
which was near proving fatal.* 

Cass H — Mr. , aged 33, consulted me, July 22, 

He slated that four years ago, aAer exposure to

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severe cold, he began to sufler from difficulty in making 
water, and from pain referred to the region of tbe blad- 
der, and extending along the urethra. At Aral, he was 
not obliged to empty the bladder more fraqueotty tlmn 
usual, and the urine was unmixed with either pus, or 
blood. About three yeare ags, however, the aymptans

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jwt mentioned having existed for twelve months, lie 
U|ao to BuSer from a eonftant and aerere pain at the 
seek of the bladder, above the pobia, and in the pei^ 
in«un, greatlj inoreoied by preasDre and exeroiee. 
Theae sjinptomB have been gradually increasing in m- 
vority np to the jKeeent, although he ha« been for four 
year* under the treatment of diAhrenl practiticmera ir 
tfaie city. He now sufiera from a constant burning aeo- 
■Btion in the aituaiiona just referred to, and an exctuciat- 
ing pain in paaeing water, which he is obliged to do 
everyfifteen minutea ; the quantity voided on each occa. 
aion not exceeding a teaspoonful. 

On examination, the urine was found to be abundantly 
mixed with pus, (in an oght ounce phiat theie was an 
oonceand a halfofpua and mMcns,) with alarge quantity 
«r blood globules, highly ammoniacal in odour, albumin- 
ous, and on being aubjected to a microecopical examina- 
tion, it presented an abundant depoeitoririide phosphate 
in priAns and epithelium. 

In this caae, I commenced at once mih an injection 
oTaixteen grains of nitrate of silver in four ounces of dis- 
liQed water. The immediate efiecta were, the dis. 
appearance of the pain which had been constantly pre- 
sent for three yesra ; the urine was passed without any 
heat, scalding, or uneasiness; and the necessity for 
•mptying the bladder became leas frequent ; the quantity 
of pDs was much diminished, and no more blood was 
observed in die deposit, and his nights were passed in 
eue and comfort. 

About a fortnight after, the bladder was again injected 
with the eanwqnantityofthe solution of nitrate of silver, 
■nd the improvement which followed was equally re* 
iDBikable. The urine can now, August 27, be retained 
for nearly the usual length of lime ; it contains barely 
a trace of pus, and is voided without the slightest pain. 
His nights are spent in comfort, his strength has greasy 
increased, and he has gained fleiih. Finding himself so 
much improved, he has gone to the country for change 
of air, to expidite his cure. Even should some of the 
symptoms return, owing to the suspension of the treat- 
ment, I have no doubt they will quickly disappear after 
a third injection of the caustic is had recourse to. 

Cash Itl. — A roan, aged26,a labourer, was admitted 
into the Montreal General Hospital, labouring under pa- 
ralysia of the lower extremities, the result of a severe 
injury. In addition, it waa discovered that he had lost 
the power of emptying the bladder, and that the urine 
wu mixed with a quantity of teoadoira ftstid muona 
and pus. 

He remained in Hospital for some time before he came 
under my care, and (ben, the following was the condition 
in, Vfidxit I foi)nd him : — Loaa of motion and MBsation of 



both lower extremities ; inability to empty the bladder 
completely, bet jet not requiring the catbetar; the 
urine was conitantly dribbling away, when he t a m naei 
the erect- posture, waa bigfaty offenare, mixed with ■ 
large quantity- of put, mucus and blood, and cryMala 
of triple phoaphate. It is unnecessary to detail the 
particulars of ibe treatment employed for the restoration 
of the power and lensation of the limbs. Suffice it to 
say, that after some time, the sensation was completely 
restored, and he bad acquired sufficient power over the 
limbe to enable him to walk about the wards, butno im> 
provement was observed in the character of the urine. 
The notes taken by one of my pupils state, that " the 
urine was half ptu, and caused great pein and scalding 
in paaiiag." 

Janvary 3. — He was ordeied the *f(dlowing mixture ; 
B Infw. Buohu ^vss. Tmcl-Bncbu Ji. Bals. Copaibm, 
Liquor. Potasae, TincL Hyosciam oa Sot— one oonoe 
three times a day.* 

Jan, 7.— The quantity of pus had diminished to about 
on»-third, and he waa directed to continue tbe use of the 
medicine. 

Jan. 21. —As the quantity of pus had not perceptibly 
decareaard nnee last report, I detersiined to^mploy injeo- 
liona of oitnle of silver, and aa the diseaae had received 
a notable check Cram the internal remedy, I did notcoa* 
aider it neeeasaiy to use a stronger solution than ose 
grain 10 the ounce. 

Jan. 22. — The urine wiis much clearer, and the de- 
posit of pus was leas by one half than previous to the 
injection, and he could retain the urine for two hours. 

Jan. 28.— The Madder waa again injected, and next 
day no deposit was exhibited, and the urine was almost 
as clear aa natural. 

This man, soon after the last report was taken, was 
attacked with maculated typhus, and passed through the 
diaeese without suffering the slightest inconvenience from 
the affection of the bladder; and throughout, the urine 
exhibited a healthy character, even when examined 
microscopical ly . 

The case I am now about to deUil, I have already 
published in a paper « On the Use of the Microscope,** 
in thn Journal, and I shall now introduce it as it then 
appeared: — 

Casb IV A strong, healthy man, aged 30, who 

had been under the care of my colleague. Dr. Hall, in

m doing so. As tAera nn no discha^e whatner rrom 
the urethra, 1 thonght it athmble to pa«8 a oaiheln, and 
not meeting with any ofaetraclion, I collecied then 
drawn- off by it, and exeniMd itstthemommit. If 
aliglrtly acid, aptcigrev. 1924, at temp. la'Pahr-coagu- 
hted on addinoM or nitric and, and yielded an abundant 
exhibition of pus globulea on examlnetion with the 
aroBcepe. Having no symptuma referrible to disease of 
tlie kidneyi<, I treated him for cystitis, and with deeidet) 
iMneb at first, bat as he had not a (Mnsfortable residence, 
and was obliged to walti s great diatanre to nny liotne, in 
the late hot weather, I reeoOimended him to enter the 
Genend HoapitaL un^r my ore. Here I-had freqapni 
opportunities of dtreciing the attention of thffsMdenlalo 
his case. The urine being again exanrinod, exMbitH nor 
Only a depoail of pua ^obdes, tiut aleo of bl[Md glofanlee. 
NotwithstandiRf thia unfavoumblb cvinpiicstion he was 
discharged about five weeks afier admisoiDB per£sotly 
oured. 

In this case I injected nitrate of silver aolntion into 
the bladder; thequantilyofpusimmediaiely diminished, 
Mid after the third injection, completely (flsappeared. 
Tlw mtcroaoopti was of the greaiesl aid to me in every 
stage of thia interesting case. 

I introduce this cose for the purjMse of showing that 
the injection of a solution of nitrate of silver 
bladder, is not only of use in cases which cou[<) have 
been cured by other means, but thai it is eminently suc- 
cessful in those instances which have resisted the most 
valuable general remedies. 

In the Ibcegoing observations, I liave madu ao men- 
tion of the method of injecting the bladder which I have 
(bund most efficient. I will now make a few practical 
remarks on the operation : — The patient beioK placed 
either in the erect position or on a sofa, a gum elastic 
catheter, about the' size of No. 9 or 10 (WeissJ^ is in- 
troduced, and water at the temperature of 98^ Fahf., ia 
injected through thia inio the bladder, by meam ol a 
caoutchouc bag, or what I prefer, a syringe, with a 
" three-way valve," by which the fluid can be drawn 
back from tbe cavity if necessary.

I had then to leave 
her, bitt ordemd full and repeated doses of carb. magne- 
sia, tSftT(!MlM Bto her again, which I did about six 
haura after, and found her much relieved, and only 
cMiphrning of headache, which left her after the opera- 
tion af a dose of castor oil. Two days after, she waa 
Mtenin #?lh a ^ght attack of continued fe.ver, but is 
iein well. 

I rindd ihefttittti that the quantity ahe threw up from 
ibe edecta of the zinc waa very great, and smelt strongly

gross towarda tbe sources of the noble Ottawa, 
present esroy, we purpoM (o conGne oureelves to con. 
densing, from the Reports before us, a short sketch of tbe 
general character assigned b; that singularly indefatigable 
and elabtirate observer, to that river and its tributaries ; 
together with some notices orthe sequence and distribution 
of the geological formations and of tbe various substances 
capable of economic spplication, peculiar to the lillle 
known region through which iheyJlow. Having aocom- 
pltahed so moch, should our limits permit, we shall next 
invite our-readers to accompany us in a rafud survey of 
Mr. Monrsy's labours in an opposite distant quarte 
the peninsular mountainous district of GaapA, — but we 
fear we shall have to reserve a review of Mr. Logai 
interesting explorsjions in the at present ^l-aitr«ctive 
mineral regions bordering on Lake Superior, for some 
future number. 

The whole course of the Ottawa presents to ihe eye 
of the traveller, perhaps the most extraordinary 
nuous succession of labyrinthic lakes, headlong cataracts, 
and tumultuous rushing rapida to be met with in the 
world ; and of this our Provincial Geologist must have 
had no lillle perplexing as well as fatiguing experience,

To the iDterestJng, and, aa regarda futurity, important 
d«ai}a front which the foregoing very dujoinied iketcb 
bw been eondented, there ia appended an elaborate 
ttbolar seHea of the rapidly rising lerela of tbe Ouana 
ajidila branches above thetoftheSt.Iianrrence at Three 
Kven (the hif^eet point aifected by the action i^ the 
fidea), by which it appears that at Bytown, !i05 miles 
■bore Three Bivera, the height is 118 feet; that at the 
eonfliience of the River du Moine, 141 milei further, it 
k 434 feet { at the mouth of the Maitawa, 44 miles fur- 
tber, 919 feet; and at the head of Lake Temiacamang, 
49fi) milea'from Three Rivers, it ia alti^etber 612 feet 
above tbe level of the sea. 

A nmitar table is also given of the levels of the Mat- 
Mwa, by which it appears that at its mooth it is 519.5 
above the level of die ^t. Lawrence ; and that from 
thence to Upper Trout Lake, during a short distance 
of S9| milee, a further rire taken place of 170.7 feet- 
making a total elevation of 690 feet above the level of 
the aea. And this is followed by iwo more tables, the one, 
abowing (he levels fivm the surface of Upper Trout Lake, 
Mar the source of lheMattawa,tothat of Lake Nipisaing, 
by which it appears thata rise takes place from thence to 
Ae anticlinal ridge or height of land between it and the 
Taae River or34 feet 6 inchea,and that from thence there 
is a fall of 26} (eet to lake Nipissing, in the course of 4^ 
miles : the other, lowing, according to Mr. Hawkins, 
tbe Upper Canada Surveyor, the levela from the etirface

Tolhese tables is also appended an interesting Register 
ortbe Oiean temperature for two years at the Hudson's Bsy 
Company's post on Lake Temiscamang, where, the good 
folks of Montreal will be rather surprised to learn, at tbe 
bmght or630 feet above the level of tbe sea, the ther- 
mometer was never mtich Tower at sunrise in January, 
1844, titan I Aogmt below Zero ; at noon 12" and 
u aaniot 10° ; and that in July it ranged from £8° at 
Morisa, to 7S° at noon, and 66' at anntet ; and that in 



January, 1845, it varied from 8° to 17", andbacktolS", 
and in July from 5S° to 67°. While in this city, during 
the same years, the thermometer frequently descended) 
during the winter, as low aa 10 and 1 5 degrees bdow 
Zeroj and in the snmmer reached as high as 03°, — asd 
in more instances than one, even to 96°. 

Having devoted so much space td the above details, 
we are compelled to be as brief as possible in our notices 
of the sequence and distribution of the geologies I structure 
of this interesting region ; and in these we eiudi endea- 
vour, as far as possible, to qtiote a few isolated extracts, 
rather than attempt to condense disadvantageoualy Ms.

Along the whole valley of the Ottawa, lerliar)' depo- 
sits of clays, ssnd^ gravels, and bouldere are met with 
in many parts ; and marine testaciB, of the post-plioceoe 
perind were found embedded in the clay,t and sands in 
various sections of the country in the luwer part of ihe 
rivers. Tlie deposits in which they occiu", cover the 
whole valley of tbe South Petite Nation and Its tributa- 
ries, and were found in Templeton, Hull, Nepean, Pack, 
enham, and Filzroy, to the mouths of the Missinipfu 
and Madawaska, in some instances at a height of 410 
feet above the sea. 

Fresh water shell maris fMxur in many places iit the 
alluvial deposits of the Ottawa ; and among the |^no- 
mena which come withinvthe recent period rounded and 
polished rock surfaces bearing grooves and scratches 
(indicative of glacial action), are of not unfrequent oc- 
cnrrence. But, on the shores of Lake TeiniBcamang, 
they are so ntimerous, and are combined with other cir- 
cumstances of 90 marked a character, as todeserve par- 
ticuli r notice. This, however, our limits frill not permit ; 
and we are therefore compelled to refer our readers tp 
the report itself. 

Tbe substances capable of economic apptieatjon, found 
associated with the harder and softer formations o( the 
Ottawa, are of various descriptions. The chief are the 
magnetic and specular oxides of iron, hog iron ore, brown 
ochre, galena, Copper ore, [lumbago, limestone, and ser> 
pentine tit for roaible-work, building -stones, flag^ng tile. . 
stones and slates, second class milL-aloneB, grind-stoneo, 
and whet-stones, stone for glass-making, clay suitable for 
pottery and bricks, stone yielding common and hydraulic 
lime, peat, shell-marl, and mineral apriags, posaesung 
medicinal virtues. Of these our limita will only allow 
us to notice, that the galena or lead ore may certainly 
prove of conwderable importaitce ; that (he fact of cop- 
per ore existing so far east of the Lake Superior mineral 
region ought to lead to ftirther invest^tton, particulaiiy as 
the specimens found in the Township of M'Nab, though 
small in quantity, were accompanied wilh the important 
circumstance of occurring associated with a vein; and 
that the plumbago or black lead may also prove of com- 
merciaL value, parcels already exported to Britain by Mr, 
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HarwooJ of Vaudreuil having found a remunerating 
price. Among the limestonea of various shades, fit for 
the purpowa of ornamental architecture, may be men- 
tioned Ihoae of Terrebone. Packenharo.GrenviUe.and 
M'Nah ; but the most remarkable, and of greatest prospec- 
tive value, connected with the fine arts, ia a snow-white, 
fine-grained dolomite (magnesian limestone) or best sU- 
tuar)- marble, found near the source of the Miwissippi, 
lo the rear of the Township of Barrie, in the Midland 
IKatrici. Common limestone, for building and agricul- 
tural pnrpoBCfl, as also sheU- marl, is still more abundant. 
■ Of ihe medicinal mineral waters, the already far-famed 
Caledonia Si-ringB are a wdl-known example j and - 
analywB of several others will be found classed in 
■ppendiiE under the head of lulphnrous, saline, and cha- 
lybeate, aa examined by ibe chemical assistant of the 
Survey- 
Having already exhausted the limited space allotted 
to M, we are unable to do that juaUce to the labour* of 
the AsMstant Geologist in the Gasp^ peninsula which 
they deserve ; and we are the more led to regret this, aa 
in the view which we propoeeii taking of the recent aur- 
vey.it waaour intention loassociate with it a favourite idea 
which wehavelongentertained.ihatifcolonizahon ona 
limM, and, therefore, anU-Godby &. Co. aoale, is deaerv- 
ing of encouragement, there is noquarter of wide-spreading 
Canada which would prove a more congenial home 
Urge, well-associated immigration from parte ot ihecoaat 
of Ireland, or from tjie Highlands and Islands of Scotland, 
than the District of Gasp*. Nay, so much arc vfe im- 
pressed with this opinion, that we may, perhaps, be 
tempted to resume the subject hereafter, in an article ex- 
preasly devoted to that at present all -engrossing topic— 
emigration. In the meantime, we are content to offer 
the foUowing remarks, incorporated with a few condensed

This survey was, in a geographical and geological point 
of view, a continuation of that of the former seaaon,Bnd 
embraced the prolongation of an important base line, at 
the same time that geological objects were not forgotten, 
specimens being collected of all such rocks and fossils as 
wer« supposed to be necesaary lo iilustrate the structure 
of the country, while samples ol such mineral waters as 
met with were preserred and forwarded to Mon- 
treal for analyuB. 

Without detaining the reader with any topographical 
description of the ehort-couraed rivers, or of the interior, 
of the Gasp6 peninsula, ws proceed at once to nolir« its 
most remarkable and Imposing feature, viz., the chain of 
Notre Dame Mountains. 

Their western extremity, as observed by Mr. Murray, 
is within two miles of the River Matan, in the District of 
Riroouski, and about 21 miles inland, and its breadtli 
does not her« exceed two miles, Vhile the aummil 
heights ar«, on an average, about 2000 feet above the 
The range runa nearly due east and west, and in- 
creases in width and elevation aa it advances eaatward. 
At the lakes of Matan, it occupies a width of four mites, 
and the highest summits are about 2700 feet, while at 
the Chat, where that river intersects the range, there is 
breadth of six miles, and the most elevated peaks riae 
to upwards of 3500 feet ....

PRACTICE OF MEDICINE AND PATHOLOQY.

Tbe author began by allading to the dangfrt attendant or 
infantile eonvnliion, to ill coMeqneneaa to mind, limb and 
life, and to lbs posaitniitv of idiocy, or liability to epilepsy, 
being it* resnlL Ha thfn made reference to the oauMs, 
fomu, uid cITects of tach coflvulaions, and the mods by 
tvbicb they aie indnced ; and then proeeedcd more partkn- 
larlj to coniidertham. He dwelt eapecially on — 

I. The lermi tmpiowd to draignate certain fonni and 
symptoma of them ; and on on« cipecially, latyngisnni atiU 
dnla*, which the aotbor contended was no more a diseass 
than congfa wai a diMMe, or " any other lymptoai of disease 
waa a diatinct disease." He «aid that larjngumus was net 
slarayi ilridnlona, but depended on tbe same caaaet, wbelhsr 
it was or waa not m ; the moat dangerout form* af it mrs 
those which were koisaleas. He would aiaocihtc tbiaaynp.

8. Thitatuei.— lio irritation of the cerebrum or cerebel. 
Imu coald mmnUalrly produce muKular ipum, a< experiment 
had shown again and again. But iiritstion of Ihe irxmbraoi 
of the brain might exeile it, »» appearrd from an exnerimei 
wbieh be had. performed, and recenilf detailed. Irntatio.. 
of the medulla oblongata, or medulla ipinalit, produced the 
most frightful spasms. The incident nerves, w^en affected 
at their origin in the cutaneous, mucous, or other tinnta, 
were the moel frequent source of Ihe attacks. The oondi- 
lioo of the gumi in teething, gastric, or intestinal disorder ; 
natters retained in the lower part of the alimentary canal ; 
the atmoiphera iiself, especially when noclh, east, or north' 
east winds prevailed ; perhaps certain vapours ; — ihese were 
all iniisled on as being intimately connected 'with the pro. 
duclion of convutsion, or that form of il called laiyngiamua. 
Strabiunui, or the spasmodic condition of Ihe hand or foot, 
might arise from teething, fcc.; but the larynx was very apt 
to ba affected by the north or east winds, or other conditiona 
of ibe atmosphere. He also associated laryngismuaatridu- 
Im with undue excitability of the spinal centre : when il 
seemed got rid of, it was very apt to recur. Hence the pre- 
caution of persevering with remedies longer than would 
otherwise be necenary. 

. 4. Tht in/tutnet of $Uep. — He alluded to the frequent ■ 
rurrence of convulsions at this period, chiefly epilepsy, 
There was cooMslion of Ihe nervous centres then ; probably 
unusual excilabililjr of them. Altogether, il produced a state 
favourable toconmlsire seiiurei.

which were consequent on convulnons, — the eon|;esliDn, the 
effusion, the oceasinnal paralysis, the risk of idiocy, ftc.— 
He then passed on to the question of sudden dissolution, de- 
monstrating how dilfieull H was to foresee it often, and lUt. 
ing how frequently il happened whan the patient appealed 
in progress to recovery. It was Ihe result of common a«- 
phyxis, but nol rawly of what he had called secondary as- 
phyxia, which he believed was clocely dependant on Ihe 
blood of the coronary arteries being unduly arUiialiMd.— 
The remedies of asphyxia should be enibiced promptly w 
such cases of sudden death. ... 

Some obeervatkmt were then made on (he diagnoaiaof 
convulsions, in which (he transient, or permaBon(, or eom- 
pltcaUd character of symptoms, as the ease might be, were 
all pointed out as modes of assistance in conducting the in- 
quiry. The aulhor drew attention (o the post-mortem ap- 
pearances, which varied as the disease was centric or eccen- 
tric, or according to the mode of death. Theae might be 
Ihe results of inflammation wilhin the cranium, or nothing 
found whatever but the appearances proper lo asphyxia.— 
Lastly, he made soma practical observalions upon prevention 
and treatment ; a* to the latter, insisting oq an aecnnia di. 
agnosis as an indispensable preliminary, on a due attention 
to Ihe complications of the affection, on the neee»ity of bear- 
ing in mind all the varied forma of irritation, and applying 
the appropriate remedies without delay, on having regard to 
the slate of the patient during the time of sleep, on protect- 
ing il from cold air, lie. And if be had shown the applica- 
tion of the physiology of the nervous system to its patholi^, 
he had gained the object which he bad in view in bringing 
Ihe subject before the Society. 

Mr. HinD considered that the profession were much in- 
debted to Dr. Hall for his researches on the subjtcl of infan- 
tile eonvulsiontr, and for bis explanation in raspact t« thoea' 
cases in which the brain was involved in the causa, and 
where it was not. He agreed generally in tb« viaws of the 
author, but should ba afraid lo lance the gnma so fmly and 
so often as Dr. Hall had recommended in soma of his |Nb- 
lished papera. In the other plana of treatment recaaimondad 
he fullr concurred. 

Mr, BaRLOW agreed fully mth Dr. Marshall HaU U to the 
ill consequences of cold in laryngismus siridnhis. In some 
cases, a keen wind was certain lo bring on the paroxysm.— 
In a case related hv Dr. Hujh Ley, Ihe first attack was pro- 
duced by the application of eold'to the head. Ha thou^t 
no one could contradict ihe correctness of the view which 
had been taken of the causes of the disease. He believed 
by far the larger number of cases were eccentric in their ori- 
gin, and that depleting measures should never be used with- 
out much caution. Irritation of the tmnk of lbs nervus va- 
gus produced reflex actions, mnlrarily to what banpaned in 
ihe nerves proceeding In the limb* ; and h« thongbl that in 
dinesne , ipssm of the glottis, either with or without crowing 
might occasionally be brought on by affectiOBi of the tmnk 
of (his nerve. Kiving rise either tn director reflux closure of 
Ihe einllis. In a cata where Sir Astley Cooper tied the 
rarolid artery, inflammation and suppuration extended op- 
wardf in the courae of Ihe nervus vagna, and there waa a 
cough like that of hooping-cough. Sir Henry Marih, in hia 
instructive paper on spum of ibe glottis, had aaggcstad itri- 
tstinn of the origin of the pneumogastric as a cause of the 
affection ; but Ihe state of parts far remoie fmm tbe ncrtrona 
centres was mostly at fault. He had never been able lo as.

In three cases he had observes the 
p^iroxysni produced by the act of ditaking — a fact of inler- 
ecl, viewed aa^ an aadttion to thow phenomena which eon- 
iMctrd larjngismua with the eonvnlsivs actions, of which il 
waa certainly one. H« would aak Dt. Hall if be had oh- 
Mrred this fact. 

Dr. Thbophilds THoMrseii remarked, that in the major- 
ity ef ohatinate caietof laryngitnui striddns, hTdrocephaliu 
was either preient, or IhreateDeit to divaloa itself. Sonr- 
timai eoovnttions were the result of tjmple irriistioo ; 
Other inatances ihey originsted in inflammalion. 

Dr. CLinTERBDCK tbouKbt that th« brain was always i 
volred in casrs of convulsions, and that it siiSered at thi 
times from inflammalion. The brain was a complicated i 
Ran, and various parts of it performed various functions. 
He agreed in the trealment recommended by the author. 
Dr. RiiD did not find that dampness of Ibe atmcwpbt 
was a cause of larjnf iunui ; on the contrary, the afTection 
was rare in damp locsiities. He had some doubts respect' 
(he prejudicial influence of a north-east wind in these cw 
and mentioned two instances in which it had no such I 
efbct*. He bad never seen a case during the time the 
fan! waa suckling.— Xondon Mrd.

He fully canvassed the Opinion of authora on the above 

Kints, and stated, that, fiom bis experience (and he wax 
rae DnI by the majority of aulbors), he believed that svphiliv 
inona of ttte parents caused the death of the ftelus, and abortion 
wu tbe consequence. He wss decidedly opposed tn the 
opinions of those who think that the mercuir exhibited was 
the cause of abortion, inasmuch as he consiaered it the only 
%«ans of averting it. His practice was to give mercury lo 
the mother, so as to produce itentle salivation, when many 
succeaive dead children had been born, and there was no 
plher evident C4nae for the repeated abortion ; and he did tbiK 
■ItbcmKh neither parent shewed any signs of syphilis. He 
relaled three cases which had occurred to him during the 
part year. In the Erst esse, nine successive abortions had 
oecnrred ; in the second case, font ; in the third case, frequent 
■bortions had taken place; and in all three, after a cautious 
and continued um ot Hyd. e. CrBta, a living child was the 
rasulL. In the Brsl and third cases, secondary syrapioms 
appeareif in the child a few weeks aftt-r birth. 

Dr. Murphy did not believe the bahitof frequent abortions 
rorahle by mercury could be attributable lo a syphilitic taint. 
Il was, in bis opinion, extraordinary how so intimate a con- 
nection M that between the mother and the fietus in ntero 
c«aM eaivl, without the syphilitic poison, which wis circu- 
lating in so virulent a manner through the vessels of the f<etus 
M ev»ii to deprive it of Ufe, being communicated to (be 



mother; for it is well known the mother, unless infected by 
the father, shews neilherprimary or secondary symptoms. In 
reference to Mr. Lodged first case, it was nnlikely the 
mother should not hsve the disease, and yet nine children 
die in iitero. Supposing the f(?iQs lo be contaminated on the 
faUier's side only, it would then be necessary lo salivate the . 
mother during each pregnancy ; but this is not contended for. 
He believed, fheretore, that abortion was nnt caused by 
syphilis, but generally depended on some ctHislitutlonel cause. 
There were two forms under which the appearances termed 
" syphilis" in infants may present themsel ves :— those which 
present tbemselvrs soon after birth, and are easily cnraUe 
by meftnry; and those which arise from contamination by 
the nipple of the nurse. These latter are due to a disease 
called " sibens :" the symptoms are all external ; the consti- 
lulion never sulTers, and they are curable hy nitrate ol silver 
or sugar of lead lotions, and not by mercury. 

Mr. I/>dge did not mean that svphilis is always the cause 
of abortion, although it is by far the most frequent one. 
' Mr. Hicks bad observed several cases, which he had traced 
to f:yphilis, and the women had aRerwards borne healthy, 
children. He alJuHed to Ihe peculiar characteristic snuffles' 
in the nose, and the aged appearance a child has, when af- 
fected by syphilis, and also lo the fact that the use of mer- 
cury renders Ihe children robust and healthy. In reference 
to Dr. Murphy's opinion that the symptoms thus affedinK 
children are not syphilitic, he would ask him if he had seen 
coppery blotches ever occor without syphilis preceding 7— 
and if so, and these secondary symptoms were produced by 
mercury, why should they not occur after tbe use ot mei- 
cnrv for ordinary affections. T 

Dr. Murphv, in reply, staled, that the mode of exhibiting 
meroiry in inflsmmatory and syphilitic diseases was ex- 
tremely different ; in the latter being often given in a secret 
and careless manner : therefore the two eases were not ana- 
Mr. Hilton said thai Dr. Murphv had not given a salisfac- 
tory answer to Mr. Hicks* questfon, " If coppery btotehef; 
were ever observed after the use of mercury, wilhoul pre- 
cedins syphilis T" He thought the majcrily of the Society 
would agree with Mr. Lodgp in his opinion ol such cases, and 
that the treatment try mercury was eminently succestfu). 
He believed Sir B. Brodie's plan of using mercury Ihe best. 
Dr. Murphy thought that, in the cases referred lo, Ihe 
children would die unless mercury was used ; and, therefore, 
he should not touch on the treatment ; but it wa* a doctrine 
that could not be loo emphatically condemned, that because 
lUrable hy mercuri", their disease wss necessarily sypblitic, 
Mr. Lodge staled, in reference to the Ireatmrnl of syphilis 
n children, thai he merely gave mercury as an adjnncl, 
preferring the iodine. 

The President remarked, that, although it was dilficult lo 
say bow Ihe syphilitic poison acted on the fcetus in utero as 
to cause its death, yet il was generally agreed that a mer- 
curial trealment prevented abortions in sucb esses, and also 
cured Ihe child, when Ihe symptoms appeared after birth. 

Mr. B. Evans believed there might be a syphilitic laint in 
Ihe father, sn as to cause abortion, and yrt Ihe mother should 
never have been afTected by either primary or secondary 
lymploms, and related a case where the mother aborted Ave 
Umes, and, mercury being given lo tbe father, Ihe mvlher 
afterwards bore a living child. — London Medical Gattltt.

Its exhibition is 
then stopped, and if the disease tor which it bad been given 
sbonid fail to be aUeviated, the remedy falls into disrepute 
for what hat rather been an error In the mode of adminiBtei 
ing it, and the ct«e, otually one in which numerous otb( 
remedial meaturei bars been previoosly tried, it pronounced 
obstinate, intractable, perhaps incurable. 

One great merit of the practice recommended by Mr. Hunt 
is, that it accords with the rationn/s of the action of otbr' 
medtcinea of a like chartctpr; and we are so mach in tb 
haMt of using medicine empirically, to produce an immediate 
and tpeci&c effect, and are so Utile acquainted with the phjtl- 
oki^ical action or modus operandi of almotl all of them, that 
any coatribution to our knowladge of the action of medicinal 
agents on the aeneral system it miaght with instmctii 
benefitt.tbe ultimate results of which indeed can Karcely be 
cskulated.

This remedy is especially adapted lo ibe tieatmaal of 
...ose cases of whitlow in which the diacaat has its aett in 
Ihe vicinity of Ihe metcearpal bonea,M Ihe opaiation of cat- 
ting down to the diseased tiasnes in this part is rendered ' 
hazardous, owing to the situation of Ihe circumflex artcriea 
of the hand. 

My mode of using the vegetable cansHc in cases of whit- 
low, or paronychia, is lo take a portion of a stick of it, and. 
wrapping a roll of paper around one end of it, to protect tha ■ 
fingers from its action, I slightly moiclen with water Uie 
other end, and rub it over the surface of the drseaied and 
adjacent parts for a few seconds, and until the patient cam- 
plains of a painful burning senaatjon — if this burning sensa- 
tion very quickly subsides, 1 frequently re-apply it for a 
short time. In most cases, however, tbe burning sensttton 
lasts for several minutes, which i deem sufficient for tiia 
time, and patients often complain of its great severity. 

To avoid all danger of destrnction of the skin, I attend, 
carefully, during its application, to the eensationi of the pa- 
tient, and desist 10 soon as much pain is experienced, and 
carefully remove, with a piece of linen cloth, any porlwna 
of the vewlable cansiic which may remain on the surnce 
to which it has been applied. 

These applications of the vegetable caustic are to br re- 
pealed as often as the exigencies of each respective caaa 
mav demand, tn some cases the application may be made 
daily, and even oftener ; in other cases every other day wiH 
be inffieient ; while, in some eases, once or twice a week 
will be as often as the diseased parts will admit of lU aprii- 
ealion. Darinr the employment of Ihii remedy, such other 
treatment as the ease require! should be adopted in eeanaxHM

In (ha treatment of VentMol Bubo, I have derived great 
benefit from the ipplicalion of the vegetable eaustie ia jm- • 
moting its d'spemion or absorption. I apply tl, repeating the ; 
applicalinn be often en may he necessary, over the vrbote 
surface of the skin cnvcring the enlarged gland, and for an 
inch or two heyotiil, in the same manner as directed in tile 
treetmenl of whitlow ; and its use when applieil to the deli* 
cale skin of the groin is usually auoceeded by a crop of ai- 
note pustules. 

In a large nnmber of ciMB, I have verr happily effected 
diaptsion of Ihe bqbo by (he nse »f this remedy, and id 
those cases where, nolwi'thsUnding its applieation^ the bubo 
has gone on to snpparalion, and thereby greatly mitigated 
the lutTerings of Ihe patient. 

If deemed nerecsary, tbe application of leeches may pre- 
cede the nse of Ibe vegetable caustic, and during its emptojr- 
ment, mercurials may he t*ken internally, and mereanal 
frictions be ma<te lo the insida of the thighs and the bubo 
itselr, droMed with ttramonitim ointtnenl, or any other appro- 
priste application. In many cases, however, if the bubo be 
not very large, a few applications of the vegetable caustic 
will be snOicirnt for its entire removal, without tbe use of 
any other remedy, but pmdenee, at (he same time, dictates 
the exhibition of some alterative medicine for the protection 
of the constitution from ullerior consequences, which may 
arise from the venereal poison. 

A^ respects the nse of the vegetable cauilic as a nJiefa- 
dmt and rounter-im'font in the forma of disease before 
mentioned, I f^el no hesitation in recommending it as a most 
efficient remedy, having folly tested its virtues in nnmeraos . 
cases i>| a long course of practice. 

T have no doubt, tbe vegetable caustic will be found an 
invalnahle remedy in abnoet all cases, in which it aiay be 
desirable to produce prompt and efficieol inflaence by tnka^ 
faciealB and ccantet-Irritanla.— f f.

— With the view of throwing wime fnither 1i|hl on Iba 
action and effect of tha Ergot, Dr. Samuel L. Hardy, uf Ihe 
Dublin Lying.in Hospital, haa hepl accurate noipa of a large 
number of cases, in which tliia drug haa been admrnrsteted dumif 
parturition. Several of his ubeervaliona are uf conaiderable value. 

Timt at which the action of the Ergvt on Ihe ulenu cammrti. 
«f.— From comparing tables whiclithe aalhur haa drawn up, il 
appeal* that, in aome casta. Ergot acts on the ulerua, so auon aa 
aeven minutes alW Its adminislration, whilst in olhera, a much 
longer period of time ia required; bat b the generality, from alxHit 
ten lo fifteen minutea may be ataled aa Iha average. In ihosa 
caaes where the children have been expelled alive, Dr. Hardy baa 
alwaya observed Iha action of Ergot on the uterus, lo cuminence 
within twentv-fiva minulea. On the other hand, when a lunger 
period than this elapses before the ulerua lakes on action, Ibe use 
of inalrumenis haa been necessary lo perfect Ihe dotiverv, or tlie 
children have been dead born. In aome inelanees. the ^rgot haa 
produced in the uterus a kind of Ionic conlroction, without any 
cffi^tive expelling pains. In accordance Willi what haa been 
obeerved by others, the author has noticed that, in Ulnae Caaui 
where the Eigul baa acted bencficialJy, lis exhibition is fulluwod 
by strong expuMive paina, which gradually increase in frequency, 
ao Uial, in fact, they may be said lo run into each other, there 
being no distinct interval between them.

— Wa 
find theM paina after moat laboura, lut they nrj much, both in 
duration and aewrJly. They are alwaya moat eeTaro in wumea 
who have bqm many ohildren, and'ln eome/nultipar« they ogO- 
tinue from 34 houra to three daya. Theae paina. in ooaiiaan with 
Uioae in lebour, depend on eontraclion of ihe uteraaj and theaa 
cootractiona ate k^t np after labour, by the preaenee of lochia, w 
ofooagalaofblood, or of rtreda of membrane in Ihe oaTily of tbe 
uierua The afler-paina, therefore, you will eaaily uodeiHand,«ta 
eeeential lo the due emptying of thia organ. Altet-paiiH are wrt 
uauelly feltin primipam. In multipane, whan the woman iaqailf 
healthy, they aatdoDi continue very long. When very aerere, and 
of very Ion g^con tin nance, they may be oonaidared aa indieatiaf 
theprcaenceof inflammalion, ur. at all evenia, of a atate boidaring 
on ioflamoialioD. The pain no Itmger comae and goca in diatiitct 
intermiaaioiia, but il gtadually becomes eonelani ; Uie utania, loi^ 
becomes tender on preaure, and the other eympioma of Jnflamma- 
tion are eatabiiahed ; but we ehaJI have lo eonaider thia aubjeot 
hereafter, when apcaking ol puerperal fever. It muat. however, 
be borne in mind, thet^long continued and eevare after-pains may 
form an inaidlou* tranaition lu a atate of inflammation. 

The treatment puraued during the laat few daya uf pregnaaoy 
haa great influence in modifying the arLer-pains. If toe woman 
bo albwed to go. even up to the ptfiod of her laboai, with bar 
bowels confined and loaded with unhealthy fBoes, and with the 
eecRtiona oftbe pnmn vis diaurdend, the uterua aatdom oontiacls 
welt during labour, and, under theae circumatancaa, aAer-paine at* 
aametjmes very iievere. The loo rapid eipolaioQ of the placenta, 
and the haaty concluHon of the last atoge of laboor, so that Ibe 
ulcruB doea nut contract fully and firmly, aie aleo eaosea of Ihe 
conlraclioiig which cauau these sfler-pama; and, in these case*. 
Ihe after-pains are uwful in aipelling tue cloats and lochia, vhicbt 
if allowed to remain, would becooK putrid, and tbut piove a 
source of irritation, and, peihapa, give rise lo puerperal fever. 
When the praclitloncf neglect* to apply the child lo the breaat aa 
aoim aa labour is concluded, the utetue doea not oontrset fally. as 
before inenlioned ; thia, therefore, ia another reason for early 
suoking. In speaking of the appliealion of lbs child lo tiie-hvaal, 
it was omitted to mention ihe taat of nurses having a aaying, tkat, 
'■ the child brings a^r^iaia*." This uccmb, lo a grMt aalaat,' 
when the inlaut is itut apptisd to the breaat until the tltitd day« 
and ia, therefure, another reasim, if mere were rai|ui|Bd. bi ila 
sarl> applloalioo. 

Although after-paiiia are oommonly, no doubt, eieited by the 
pr»ence of coagula in the cavity of the uletw, alill, Ihay OMy 
aometimee occur when no auch coagula are to be found. On ihia 
■ubjecl. Dr. Burton, of York, who puhli^>ed in ITSl, bos given 
anme curiiiua uhservaliuna, which explain one eanae of after.paifia 
verv aaliifaclorilj. Dr. Burlon «ys : " upon Ihe expulsion of the 
child and ihe placenta, the orifieea of iJia aterine sioDaea must 
cmtract, and thus retain the grumoua blood which ia in Ihein; 
hence tlie use and beoeflt of these after-pains, which, by aLimnlat. 
ing and compressing the veaaels and muiCDler flbrea, make Ihem 
eiert their force |o aqueeie out this grumoua blood, which othsi* 
wise might remain there, and occaaiou inflammation, auppurotioi). 
Ice., from all which we find thai these after-pains are neesasary 
towards removing or preventing an inflammation of the wocnb : 
Iberefore, we must not be too forward in giving atrongopiatea, and 
other internal medicines, which may take them off whilst Ibis 
grumous blood is lodged witliin those sinuses." 1 doubt not, coa- 
tinuea Dr. Button, " that those patients who die from lh« eighth 
lo Ihe fourteenth day, whoae uterus has been inflamed with the 
aympluma above mentioned, have been injured by the loc tnt oaa 
of opiatea." The disohorge, in theae eaaea. contains Utile vermi- 
form ahrede. and iheae alireda do not consist of porlions of mem- 
brane which have been left behind, but they are the casta or 
moutda. ea it were, of the eavilies of the bkwd veaaela, and are 
oompoaed of their contents coagalatod. Dr. Burloa mantions a 
csso to which he was called, in oonaequeoce of severs after-pains 
coming on some lime alter labour. In this case, having iDttuOUoed 
hia bind with some difficulty, be perceived several toiall inem- 
braneous atrings. as be then thought them, adhering lo the atHoa;

It ia 
baldly iwoitaary to point out thr falaity of the roaaoning on vhich 
Ihs praetlce waa banded. Opiam ahould never be (iven for the 
pnr jKw e of checking after-paini. unlea* they are Tcry aevere, or in 
aome peeohar oaaea which will ba berealter Janaidcred.

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EUtctM become yet more diminiibed, and (imultaneouily 
It solid matter of (he serum i> also iindergntDg diml- 
nalion ; it ii only the fibrin that is somelime* increasing, 
cren daring the prOHreM of genuine inflanmaloty diaBaiei, 
whllat it Is alM diraimihcd in the " pyrexia." The tana 
effect as occurs in advanced diiease, can generally be pto- 
ducad by blood-letting. 

4. Coneeming the special character of the true inflamma- 
tnry proceat, we meet imth the follotrine chtraclerislic alten- 
tioM of the blood — Dininntion or the alkaline aalla, moderate 
incraaie of albumen, and a considerable one of fibrin. Be- 
sides this, there appears ao incorporation between fibrin and 
albumen, and a direct one between the former and water. 

5. Pneuiiwnia is chiefly chaiaclerized by a great amount 
^ fibtia I pleurilis. by that of albumen ; bronchitis, by a 
comparatirely alight alteration in the composition of the 
blood. 

9, In acute articDlar rbeamatism, the blood diffrrs from 
that in gennine inflammation only by the greater diminution 
of blood -corpuscles, and the carreapotidlni; abnormal amount 
of Ihe solid residueof the serum, and of the water. Another 
pUtieulatity of the rheumatic blood is the normal quantity 
of the Mits, and the steadiness of the amount of fibri 



7. In Ibe ferer accompanying the pyrexia, we do not 
lecognise any constant alteiation, either in the solids or in 
iha biood, triable of explaining their essential character— 
(Andral.) In typhus fever we obterve the following altera- 
tiooa— Till the eighth day of the affection the blood-cor- 
pascles, together with the albumen, and in consequence of 
these, the solid mailers generally, are in undue amount ; 
after that time a progressive diminution of all the solid sub- 
stances takes place, occurring in the blood-corpoacles most, 
and the fibrin least. On the twenly-Gnil dsy the general 
inciaase of the solid materials return again. One or two 
blood-lettings, made during the first eight days, produce but 
a slirht- infinence upon the compoailion of the blood ; whilst 
al a later period (he blood -eorpuicles are thereby very con- 
aid erably dimini^ed. 

8. Acute articular rheumatism, simple erysipelas, and 
puerperal peritonitis, considered aa to the composition of the 
blood, form a group which differs from inflammation as well 
as from typhus fever, b^ the considerable qnantily of water, 
serous tesldae, and fibrin induced, and by the extraordinary 
diminution of the blood -corpuscles The analogy between 
the three diseases just mentioned becomes still more obvious 
on contidering the exudations in them, the water and albu- 
men of which, compared with the composition of the blood, 
are much increased. Al a later period, and after blood-lett- 
ing* puerpeAl peritonitis approaches very nearly to typhus 
fever. 

9. Variola, scarlatina, and rubeola, constitute also a natu- 
ral group, so far as the composition of the blood is concerned. 
To Uie two last-named diseases the undue amount of !olid

Vital Statistics are of exceeding moment. Not oply 
■n wfl eoaltled, by them, to tnoa the p f c g i o es of 
diseases, in their increase anil decline, and in their 
connection with prevailir^ aimospherie changes, but 
we an enabled to point out by them vrhat diseases are 
the most endemic ; and if these are dependent on local 
canaea, they natnraDy suggest measares whereby the 
eirils, thus inonrred, may be removed, or at least miti- 
gated. Bat the beneficial results which floir from them 
stop not here. The ratio of mortality and expectancy 
at the different epochs oC life being cteariy developed, 
the rates of life assurance — a circumstance in which a 
provident public is immediately interested — are placed 
on a safe and equitable basis, because founded 
tive data, and not on fhe ^teculative ideas furnished by 
erroneous comparison ^^tb like statistics in other cities 
or countries. 

The first bill of mortality for this dtj, was published 
in the Britiih Amtrican Joumut for December, 1845. 
It vaa the result of a by-law of the City Council, pro- 
viding for weekly returns of deaths in this city, with an 
ennmaration of the diseasea. In consequence of the 
mode adopted to obtsiu the names of the diseasea from 
wUdk the lalal Issne proeeeiied, namely, from the 
frfenda of the deceased, the disea^tes are recorded m 
inaccuratrfy, except in the instance of (be m<»t proi 
nent affections ; and even on these impUsit reliance 
cannot be placed, as far as regards accuracy of spe- 
cific n4wwnclature. They will be found valuable, 
however, for many purposes ; and one result — not the 
least important — so far as the returns of one year may 
BUbaerve (he end, is exhibited, that the chief mortality is 
met with below the age of five years, or ten years. 
The source of inaccuracy to which allusion has been 
madlt is now remedied, as far as possible, by causing 
the names of (he diseases to be returned by die physi. 
nana, in cases which have been professionally attended. 



It will be observed, on referring to this taUe, that th« 
month of greatest mortality was Januarj^; that the 
month ranking next in numbers was June ; and that tiia 
monthly period characterized by the least mortality 
was October. The unusually high rate of mortality 
which the month of January praaenta appeara to have 
been mainly dependant on an epidemic of aeaalea, 
which, jf we base our judgment en theloUlityofdeatha. 
recorded under that head, was a remarkably fatal one. 
The number of deaths from that caoae, alone, in De- 
cember, 1S15, reached as high as 137 out of 370 — th« 
whole number recorded that month, or more than one 
half. The epidemic was then at its height, gradually 
ibsiding, as denoted by a diminishing mortality until 
June, when it again increased, and finally fell off accoid- 
ing to the following scale, until Se{,temher, when if., 
ceasedi 97,39,23, 13,12,24,19,9.

Again, 
Wtth reference to the third head, or conaumption, of H6 
dtt&tha returned from this cause, we have 315 under 5 
jMra of age ; and of the whole number of deaths re- 
corded during the fear from pulmonarjr aflections, vii. 
612, we find 516 from cooaumptioo alone. Not on 
ctae of pneumonia ia recorded. Oooe or twice pleu- 
ritia la mentioned. La PhtUHt occurs repeatedly, ao 
tCpealedljr aa almost to perauade us that it is the pre- 
vailing and fashionable disease of the ciij ; while I do 
not consider myself far wrong in staling that tubercular 
(ionaumptlon ia not more pKvttent here than in other 
cities, and «moQg children aapeciaOy, is by no 
ODoimon eo.mplaint. Brondhitia, however, it one of 
otK most common pulmonic aflhciiona, and one, mere- 
over, which not unfrequently terminates unfavourably 
yet this disease is not mentioned once. The results, 
liowvrer, under these thrae beads will be obaenred 
in the following taUe v^ 



A leauU of &r greater importance, and which pie- 
aenlH claims to attention from probably greater accu- 
racy, will be found to obtain from the claoaificatioa tS 
the diseases in accordance with their seats. It appears 
Irom the enauing Uble that a very large proportion of 
the inhabitants of this city die from pulmonic afiections, 
nearly one out of every fourth death proceeding Irom 
«. Thia is scarcely to be wondered at when 
ovt frequent daily fluctuations of temperature are taken 
into consideration, coupled with the unsteady weather 
which most usually prevails during our spring and au- 
tumnal seasons, in which the germs of diaeaae are laid, 
which tell at futura months ;— - 
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The tabular statement, however, now pven, tends to 
prove a most important {Mint; and althou^ it must be 
conceded that the results of one year are incompetent 
to a satisfactory demonstration, yet thera can be no 
question that profeaaional experience tends strongly to 
confirm it, tt appears that the greatest mortality takes 
place in infants under the age of one year ; in the year 
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1846, tbii mortalttf bora a ntio to the iraenl morullt^ 
of 1 io every 3.S5 deitlu, n^iile (he morlalitf under the 
age of five fean reached a proportion of 1 in 1.78 
and onder ten years, of 1 in every 1.86 deatba — ratioa 
being 96 and 60 per cant, on the mortality of the year. 
Hie incceeding qainqnennial period, fr>^ 10 to 15, does 
not appear to have been paHicalaHy distinguished, but 
the ratio riBsi through the next decimad, until it reaches 
Hs maxlmnm again between S5 md 35, after which the 
ancceeding decennial periods are characterised by a gra- 
dual diminDtion, From the agea of ten to forty-five 
years, the proportion of deaths estimated upon the total 
mortality is I in every i.64, or 21.5 per cent. 

The per centage of deaths, from diseaoee of the lymodc 
dass, comprinog those which an epidemic and infec- 
tions, or contagious ; and those dependent on leatons of 
organs in the moet important visceral regions, is a qoes- 
tien of some moment, sod, above all other proofa, ia the 
one beet cstentated to develope the salnbrily of a Ntna- 
lion, ihoae being conridered the most healthy in nbich 
the deaths from dieeasea of the first class are least fre- 
quent. The records of one year are insolfidentto point 
to any satisfactoiy conclusion on this head, yet it may 
not be oai of place to notice the resulte pieaented to ns. 
Of the zymotic class there were of deaths 32.29 per 
cent. Next in numerical order rank thoee from affec- 
tions of the thoracic nscera, being 38.89 per cent. 
Next are thoee of the brain and nervous system, b«ng 
8.68 per cent. ; and, lastly, ara those of the abdominal 
Tiecen, the ratio being 6.56 |>cr cent. 

Seversi methods have been propoaed for ealcidaiing 
Ae raM of loogevity Cor diSsrent |daeea. The moat of 
them we baaed upon eomparieooa between the acti»l 
pc^talatiim, and perioda of death ; but one method, pro- 
poaed by Mr. Shatluck, is to ascertain the propmtion of 
aD the deaths that occur at specified periods of 1%. 
Were we enabled to draw our coqclusioos from a mor- 
tality of a seriea of yean, such data, so far as this 
method ia concerned, would be conclusive —

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The foregoing statement is eaaty andenutod, but, aa 
have already remarked, no safe conelnnon can be 
drawn from the results o( one year, and it ia tberofoie 
not narsssaij to push thiaenquiiy farther. The laUa if 
by no means a ftvourable one aa regards longevity ; and 
this fact is further developed by estimating the aveng« 
duration of life from the premiaea laid down , which is 
found to be 16.43 years: lower than that of New York, 
which ia found to fluctuate beleewn 19.69 and 26.15 
yaara, over a period of aevend yean. That of all Eng- 
land ia 23.46} of London, 27.00; and of IJveipool, 
20.00 yaara.

Had we ii in our power to enumerate accurately the 
exiflting population of the several wards, the dedncliooB 
would be theo rendered extremely valuable. By the 
Act of the Proviocial Legialature incorporating the city, 
it wai oHginally divided into six wards — the East, Centre, 
West, St. Mary's, SL Lawrence, and Queen's, and this 
divirion hdd until the obtention of a supplemental Act 
in 184Sj in virtue of which it is now subdivided into 
nine wards— the St. Mary's Ward being divided into 
tw(H the Sl Mary's and St. James ; the St. Lawieaoe, 
into the Sl. Lawrence and St. Louis ; and the Qaeen's 
Ward, into the Sl. Ann's and Sl. Antoine. The lad 
census (^ the city wu taken in 1S44, and the total 
population was then returned at 44,093 souls. Th« 
numben in the severai wards bmog apportioned as

The per centags obtained for the Centre Ward ap- 
peals most Asproportionaiely high i but we must bear in 
mind, that this high rale is caused ky the deaths at the 
Hotel Dieu Hospital, which are thus made to bear 
heavily on the smallest ward population. At the Mon- 
treal General Ho^ilal, in the St, I^wienca Ward, there 
were only 61 deaths during die year, a Dumber afcc lJ ng 
the per oentsge for that district only by a bwtiaa. 
Judged, then, by the. statistics before us, the St. Law- 
rence Ward is the most unhealtliy of the three general 
suburban divisions of the city, a result most certainly at 
variance with our preconceived opinions on the mailer. 
Next sUnils the Sl Mary's Ward ; and, thirdly, is the 
Queen's Ward, embracing the St. Ann's, St. Joseph, 
and St. Antoine Saburbe. We have no doubt, bow- 
ever, that the St. Ann's Suburbs would be found, had 
we only an accurate return of its population, the moat 
unhealthy suburb about the city. The mortality in it 
being counterbalanced by the comparative salubri^ of 
the other suburbs comprised in the same muntdpal divi- 
sion along with it, the whole tlius exhibits a lo» per 
centage in the table before os, which is we feel persuaded 
but apparent, and dependant on the cause alluded to. 

The proportion ofthose who die, either before, during cr 
immediately after Urth, and included erroneoDsly under 
the head " stiK-hom," is mngulariy high for the year.

While rejoicing at lh« appearance of the latter of the 
above works, in its twofold dresa, we cannot refrain from 
coromenciog our present article by calling to mind the 
nther mortifying biatorical fact, that though the interest- 
ing mineral region, bordering on Lake Superior, (o 
' which our notice is now directed, had attracted the at- 
tention of travellers and traders more than two centuries 
ago, and the early French Governors of Canada so 
became sensible of the value of establiahing a footing 
its im mediate borders, such as at the Sautt St. Marie 
and ihegreatlradingpoatofACchiliiDackinac; soentirely 
was it gradually lost sight of, except by the fur-trading 
Ntndi-Weal Oompany, after the country passed into tbe 
posaeiuon of Britain, that its shores were seldom after- 
wards vi^ted by EngKsb traveltera, and it would, per. 
hapa, have ere long become comparatively unnoticed 
and unknown, but for the late startling movements of our 
more enterprising American neighbours. Nor, nnfor- 
tunately, is this all ; for, but for the equally unaccoun- 
table and disgraceful apathy and ignorance evinced by 
our Uinisten and their accredited agent at the conclu> 
rion of the old American War, instead of the British 
biMmdary line diverging northward through Lakes Huron 
and Saperim-, it woidd have held a legitimste direct 
OMnw westward along the 4«2d degree of latitude, fnm 
tha bead of Lake £rie to tiie southern extremity of Lake 
Midngan, and iheace to the Pacific Ocean; and thus 
have not only included the whole of Lake Superior, but 
the great Peninmls of Michigan, and the fine country 
included within the upper portion of the fertile basink 
of the Misnssippi and Miasouri, as well ai 
wMijmttd vhole of the Oregon Territory to the bar^ 
gain I Well and truly, therefore, might the miserable 
Britiah diplomatic agent weep on aftervrarda dieoovering 
the awfd irretrievable sacrifice which he had made. 

"Mais, on a chang6 tout cela i*' — so, gentle reader, 
let ns, " reventma i nos moutoBs,*' in good humour, and 
be content to take things as they are, and follow the 



a short chronol<^ca1 eketch of the various sources of 
progressive information regarding this now greatly sought 
after region, — together with a rapid bird's eye view of 
its general geographical features. 

I( would appear from various authorities* that French 
ftfisaionaries were setded in Michigan so eariy as 1624^ 
and bad viuled Michilimackinac in 1634, and that eight 
yean afienvRrda Fathera Isaac Joguea and Charles 
Raimbant went, by invitation, to visit the Indians occu- 
pying the country in the vicinity of the rspids of St. 
Mary; that Father Mesnard, a Jesuit Missionary, was 
with the Indiana on Lake Superior in 1661, and that 
in 1665 Father Alouez, another Missionary of that 
order, traversed that and the other Northern Lakes, and 
three yean al^rwards, with Fathera Dablon and Mar- 
guette, formed a missionary setdement at the Sault St. 
Marie. 

The country becoming thus known, Mons. Talon, 
the French King's Lieutenant in Canada, took measures 
for securing to his royal master the soverngnty over all 
the North West, through the agency of Mona. Nicholas 
Perrot, a man of capacity and education, who, at an ap- 
ptrinted meeting of nearly the whole of the northern 
tribes of Indians at the Sault St. Morie, went throu^ 
the ceremony of taking formal posseesion of all lheooun> 
try occupied by tbem, and receiving them under the 
gracious protection of his sovereign. 

Mona. Talon was recalled at his own request in 1672; 
and leH the subsequent more extended discoveries, in- 
cluding the source and course of the great Mississij^i, 
to be achieved by Hennepin, Tonti, La Salle and L« 
Hontan, under the government of his successor, the 
Count de Frontinac. 

Father Hennepin, (afterwards the diacoverer of the 
Mississippi), nsited Michilimackinac and the Sauk St. 
Marie in 1678, and the following year accompanied 
Mona. Ln Salle, (in a small vessel of abont 60 tens, 
built by the latter a short distance above the lalla of 
Niagara,) on an expiring and trading voyage up Lakes 
Erie and Huron, to Green Bay in Lake Michigan, whan 
La Salte sent back bis vessel with a cargo, while him- 
self and the rest of his aesodates proceed<^ to the 
southern part of Lake Michigan, where they were, by 
appointment, to wait the return of the ship. That 
event, however, unhappily never took place, the vesiel 
having foundered on the Lake, and nothing afterwarda 
heard of either her or her crew.

In 1688, Ibe BaroD La Hontanmade a simJIar trading 
voyage down Lake Michigan, accompanied by a large 
detachment of French, and 6ve Ottawa hunters, provid- 
ed with new canoea filled with provieionB, nmnitiona of 
war, and arliclea of traffic ; and thus was eatablished a 
conmderable trade with the Indiansof this region, which 
continued gradually increasing, till in 1779 more than 
200 loaded canoes paawd through the Straits of St. 
Mary and Michilimackinac on their way to Montreal. 

The earliest trading and tniswonary viutors of this re- 
nowned region, having thaa incidentally become ac- 
quainted with its rich mineral resources, mote than one 
of the published descriptions are found to make mention 
of the circumstance ; but Charlevoix in particular, who 
visited Lake Superior in 1721, remarks that large pieces 
of copper were found in some ptacee on its banks, and 
round some of the islands, which were objects of su- 
perstitious wor^ip among the Indiana, and that former- 
ly a huge rock of this metal wai to be seen elevated a 
considerable height above the aurface of the water, but 
which havlni; disappeared, they pretended that the Gods 
had carried il elsewhere. 

In later times, Lake Superior still coniinued to attract 
the attention of a few Brilish travellers as well as epe- 
culators; for in 1766 it was visited by the enterprising 
Captain Carver,* who travelled all round ila North and 
West shores, and givea a very interesting, though 
entific account of his progress, and among other things 
mentions the abundance of copper ore, together with the 
fact, that a Company of adventurers, from England, be- 
gan soon after the conquest of Canada to bring away 
some of the metsi, but that the distracted state of the 
times had obliged them to relinquish their scheme. 

In 1771, Mr. Henry, another traveller, who was pro- 
bably connected with the Mining Company above alluded 
to, dug a considerable mass of native copper out of the 
alluvial soil, on the bank of the Ontonagon, and together 
with B lump of silver ore of about 8 lbs. weight, trans- 
ported it to Montreal, and from thence shipped it to Eng- 
land, where the latter was deposited in the British mu- 
seum, f 



Eighteen years afterwards, i.e., in 1789, Mr. McEen- 
e in Ills description of Lake Superior, mentions that 
on the south nda of the same river, called by him the 
Tennagon* was found a quantity of virgin copper; and 
that as the Americans, soon afler they got possession of 
that country, aent an agent thither, he would not be 
much surprised to hear of them employing people to 
work the mines ; and further adds, that it vtight be 
vitU wortK the attention of BrUuh mbjetti to work 
thoK on t/it north coast, though they were not suppooed 

l>e so rich as those on the south side of the Lake. 

It would appear that the attention of the United Stalea 
Government was first turned towards this mineral region 
during the Administration of President Adams^when 
ihe sudden augmentation of the American Navy render- 
ed the employment of domestic copper an object of po- 
litical OS well as pecuniary moment ; and a special mis- 
sion was accordin^y authorised to proceed to Lake Su- 
perior } but the report of their success haa never been 
communicated to Ihe public. In the meantime, how- 
ever, the uugularly rapid rise of the new State of Michi- 
gan, and more lately of that of Wiscoosin, stretching 
along the southern borders of the Lake, coupled with the 
great commercial impetus given by the command of 
the uninterrupted navigation of the great Mississippi, 
soon thoroughly impressed the American Government 
with the great value of the mineral resources of Lake 
Superior, and led to the geolo^cal structure of its aoutfa- 
ern borders being accurately investigated by various sci- 
entific individuals, among whom Mr. Schoolcran,* and 
the late lamented Doctor Houghton,f deservedly take the 
lead. 

On the Brilish side of the Lake, also, two meritoriona 
efibrts were of late yeara made, under Government aoe- 
pices, to bring this ^stant rcfion into greater notice:— 
the one by Doctor Bigsby in his interesting geok^eal 
researches along pan of the north coast of I^ake Superior, 
and aflerwards on the N- W. shores of Lake Huron in

criptlon would fali short of satisfactory without tbe aid 
ofa Map, — a desideratum which we are unable to sup. 
ply, and tbe absence of which, as an aceompaniment 
to tbe Report now under review, ia almost inexcusable. 

Lake Superior, or « the Upper Lake," called by tbe 
Indians Keetchagahmi and Misaissawgaiegon, the largest 
and most elevated of thoae magnificent inland fresh 
water seas, which, in this part of America, aeem (o oc- 
cupy the place of great mountains in other countries, is 
situated between the meridians of 72. 14. and 84. 34., 
west longitude, and the parallels of 49. 1 and 44!. 25 
north latitude ; and is in the form of an irregular oblong 
baain, measuring, In a curved line from S. (o W., about 
550 miles, and in its greatest breadth about 150 milea ; 
but following tbe rinuosities of its coSals comprehending 
a circumference of not less than 1500 miles. Of this 
extenaive line of coast the firitiah portion occupies two 
thirds of the northern shore, extending from the Sautt 
St. Marie on the East, (o Pigeon River on the West} 
and tbe American States of Wiscoitsin and Michigan 
claim the rest, from Figeon River trending S. W. to the 
mouth of the St. Louis, at the Fond du Lac, or bead Ot 
the Lake, and thence East along the whole of the 
Southern shore to the S&iilt St. Marie. 

The surface ofLake Superior ieSSj feet above that of 
Lake Erie, and is eatimatedatfrom 617 Io 623 feet above 
the tide waters of tbe Atlantic ; and the bottom of its 
baun about 500 feet below it, which will give a depth 
of near 1,200 feet, but it<ain menypsna without sound- 
ings. Its water is aKvays extremely cold, and as clear 
and pure as any in the world. It has been ascertained 
that there ia no regulariy periodical rise and fall, or tide, 
lers, as was once supposed ; but such frequeot- 
]y occurs from accidental causes, such aa ader a very 
severe winter, without occasional thaws, or the usual 
amount of evaporation ; and a temporary rise also often 
takes place at one or other extremity of the Lake, when 
acted upon by ac^'Cre galea from particular quarters. — 
These, however, never exceed a few feet in height. 

It IB a remarkable philosophic fact, that the variation 
of the mognelio needle on Lake Superior varies not less 
than from 2" 42' to 12° 8', East ; and that in some par- 
ticular places the needle is ao disturbed by tbe magnetic 
oiudes which enter into the composition of its rocka, as 
to be ncariy useless. The deviation increases gradually 
from the east end of the Lake westward ; but it is greatest 
near thegrand Portage and Is'e Royale, towards its west- 
ern extremity. 

The environa of Lake Superior are alao peculiarly 
subject to sudden storms, and tranattions of temperature, 
as to dense foga and miata, niatOf ftvm the ira^ 
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mense evaporation conslantl^ Ko>"g ^^- ^'^^ mean tem- 
perature on abore in sumoier, ii abont 65, and on the 
Lake about 61 j but iiwtead or the winter being " horri- 
bly severe and cold," aa haa hitherto been the general 
imprewion, the experience oT three winlen haa proved 
the reverae. It ia true that the anow is on an average 
three feet deep, but the mercury daring the paat three 
years at Copper Harbor on the south shore, sunk only 
once below zero, and that vras to 6°, while the average 
was 4° above zero ; and the Lake never freezes more 
than a few anilea from the shore. The winter must 
therefore be milder than at Montreal. 

Both the Lake and ila numerous Rivers abound with 
fiah— among which are trout of dilTereot kinds, weigh- 
ing from 12 to 50 lbs, sturgeon, white-fiah, pike, pickerel, 
carp, bass, herrings and numerous other apecies. 

The usual foreat trees noticed along ita borders, are, 
white and yellow pine, oak, hemlock, spruce, birch, and 
poplar, with a mixture of elm, maple, and aah upon 
Bome of the rivers' banks. 

It is atMed that no leas than S20 tributary atrearos 
flow into this vast baain ; but of theae, very few have a 
course of more than 150 milea ; notwlthatanding which, 
it is conceived that a greater volume of water is poured 
in, than finds an outlet by the St. Mary, or can be ac- 
counted for from even the immense evaporation going on; 
and it haa been therefore inferred that aome aubtenaneoua 
meana of communication exist between it and the lower 
Lakea, as aurmiaed to be the case between the Medtter- 
ranean and Engine. 

Some of the Streams on the South, or American side 
of the Lake, (which ere aail. to be 139 in number), 
have a course of about 150 milea, and the principal ones, 
auch as the Ontonagon ,Copper-mine, Montreal, Mauvaiae, 
Boia Brale and St, Louia, (which is [regarded aa the 
head of the great St. Lawrence), communicates by short 
portsges with the Mississippi. 

The chief Streams on the Northern, or British nde, 
are the Kamanitiquia, the Black Kver, (he Nipigon and 
the Michipicoten, all of which have their sources in the 
great Northern height of land, and are more or leas con- 
nected by portages with the rivers flowingintothe Polar 
Sea, and Hudson's Bay, Of theae the Kamanitiquia, 
which is the most western, has its rise in an extenaive 
marsh on the summit of the dividing ridge or rather taUe 
land, and falls into Lake Superior at the Hudson %y 
trading post of Fort William, between 30 and W N. N. 
-E. of Pigeon River. The Black River disembogues into 
a Bay of the same name about 70 milea further 
N. E., and the Nipigon into Nipigon Bay, atill fwdier 
East, and the Michipikotin appeara to be formed of 
two branehea, which united near their efflux into the 



Lake at the barbonr of Michi|Hkotin, another of tkd 
Hudson Bay Fscloriet, ^mut 100 miles N. by W. of 
the Santt St Marie. 

Numerous ialaoda exiat in variona pails of the I^kc, 
some of considerable aixa. lale Soyale ia 48 miles long 
by 7 or 8 broad ; Caribou aboal 11 milea in circutnfer- 
ence ; and the Islands of Ae twelve Apoadee are 23 in 
lumber, with perpendieular dids of nndatone cm (be 
N. and S: E., 60 feet high. At Lea Fortsilles aul 
Grand Island there are perpendicular sandstone ehfib 
broken into the moat beautifal and picturesque arcbea, 
(some of which a bont eoidd pass under), porticoes, 
coUimns, and cavema of immense dimcnttons. 

The south ahorea of the Lake are in several places 
rocky, conaiJerably elevated, with occamonal large 
sandy bajra, and bold jutting promontories. The great 
promontory or peninsula of Keenanowan, in particular, 
which divides it into two neariy equal sections, is very 
lolly at its central part, consisting of ateep conical granite 
hills 1000 feet high; and there are other ranges 1500 
feet above the level <rf'tbe Lake, and consequently more 
than 2100 feet above the Ocean. 

The line of rocky hills constituting the north shore of 
the Lake conaists of rocka and crsga piled upon each 
other to the height of 150 or 200 feet at the north end, 
and 400 to 450 at the south end, where they dip into 
the Lake from an devation of 300 feet, in advanced 
broken scraps towering successively on each other. 
Along the eastern part, from Groa Cap to the lUver 
Michipicotin, (a distance about 125 miles), are several 
promontories and beautiful baya and rivers, among which 
Batcbegwaungor Batchewine, and HnggewongBays, 
off the mouth cd*theIatterof which is the Idand of Mon- 
treal or Hogguart. The west end of the Lake, termed 
the Fond thi Lac, is a slowly contracting CW t/e 9ac, 
commencing at the promontory opposite the Twelve 
Apoatlea, and running 80 miles in length, with a breadth 
of 8 to 10 milea at the bottom, where it terminates in the 
River St. Louis. 

It only remains to be added, that the great rapids 
by which travellera rater Lake Superior, termed tbe 
Sanlt St. Marie, or Falls of St. Mary, are about 
three quarters of a raib in teagth, by half a mile 
in breadth, — the river being here narrowed by a broad 
tongue of land prolniding from the north shore, and 
awarding a site for the store-bouses of the Hudson's 
Bay Company. They are fifteen miles from tbe Lake, 
and have a descent of 22 feet 10 in. in 900 yards, 
and conaists of swill flowing billows and broken whit- 
ened waters hurried with velocity over a slope of ledges 
and huge boolder stones, through a thickly wooded coun- 
try, whose want of elevation on either shore, has perah- 
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ted the ronnalton, on each side, of a number of islets 
divided by channels, (he beds and aides of which . ._ 
lined with huge rolled masses similar to those found in 
the Ijike. Above the rapids, tb e St. Mary flows throngh 
a wetl.wooded country, in a bed from a mile to a mile 
And B-^alf wide, and without any apparent current till 
wiAin a mile and a-half of their commencement ; and 
imoiedialdy bdow them it widens to upwards of a mile, 
before entering Lake Superior. 

Having tbua formaliy introdnced our readers to the 
great field of Mr. Logan's geological labours, we must 
now allow him to speak for himself throi^h diemedhim 
of such condensed extracts aa our remaining space will 
aUow.*

The Canadian BhoresofLake Supcriorin general prerenl a bold 
and rocky cuaal, divernficd in the character uf ita acenrry in ac- 
cordanee with Uio diatribuliun of ita different geological form n. 
lione. ClilKi and eminencca riao up to hclglila varying from SIW 
to 1300 feet, oloae upon iu margioj and thi», deeply indented in 
aomc parts with extensive baji, and in others presenting cxtennivo 
cinatersof Islands, fain a niultiludo ofplaccs carved out into veil 
aheltered covoaand inlets, affording inn umorablc harbors uf a aafu 
and commodious character, destined greatlv to faciiitatc what- 
ever comAcrco may hereafter be cstablisiicd o'n tho lake, whelliM 
in the produce of its mines or ils fialioncg. The timber of Uia 
district docs not seem to prnmiso much oncoiiragenient to trnflic ;

For Uiis fact, which was 
ascertained by repeated triata, it appears difHcuIt to account, even 
allowing a degree or two for inaccuracy in the conatructiun of tlio

>ty at 3!) J", and hence it might be expected that the body of the 
lake haviiiD; once attained such a density, the atratum of particles 
face would maintain ita place, and be readily either 
cooled or heated.

stance weie any of the overlying or interstratificd volooDie 
layers traced to a conneilon with them of auch a nature aa to dia- 
play lo the eye that the one had ita source in Ihe other. The 
qualitiea of Itiesc dykea may be ranged under the dcnominalioiia 
applied to auch veteanie producU in their relation to greenilono, 
porphyry and syenite, but thoeo of a porphyritie and syenitio 
character bear but an intignincHnt proportion lu the ercenaloDe 
dykes, to which. In part at least, (he utiiera are closely allied. 
Tbcy in general appeir lu be more durable than the mcka they 
cut, from which results a peculianty in (ho geographical ftialurea 
of the country. Tho deairoctive action of tho water upon the 
coaal ia partially arrested in ita pmgreae upon meeting wilh ihem, 
and (he dykes which run wilh the strike are in consequence often 
found to ^ield the sbM« for oonsiderable diatanccs. Thcysomo- 
limea run out into tang prunga or pramontoriea, with deq> reccsca 
behind them, or present a aucccssionof long narrow islan da, which 
acl as break. walers in defending the neighboring main land ( and 
it rrcqucntly bappena (Iiat a narrow broach having been cffiKsted 
in a dyke. It will be found to bo tlie entrance to d macions cove 
worn out on each aide in the softer rock behind it. In almoat all 
theae inalauccs, commodioua harboura ore (be nsnlt, and His 
mainly owing (o tho proecnce of (hose dykes, (hat ao many anch 
harbors exist on (ha Canadian sidoof (be lake. 

In addition (o Ihe dykes, a vaal collection of tnian-al cetai intrr- 
aectthe formations of Lake Superior. A very large nnmber of these 
contain aEtealer or smaller amount of varioua melatlireloua etc*, 
and the jndioaljona which they preaent, are such aa to rrndcr it 
probable that some part of the country choracteriacd by Ihem, will 
soonerorlntcrrise into some importance as a mining region. The 
metals whoseorea are met with are capper, Uad, zinc and tilttr. 

As in the case uf the dykea, Ihe mineral vtnns belong to two 
avatema ; one coineident with the range of the mck mawaa, and 
trie other transverre to it. They are therefore poralld to the 
dykes. The cracks, however, which the veins occupy, appear to 
be of an age subaequent lo that of the dykes. They somotioies 
run along sido of them, having the dyke for one wall and the rook 
of Ihe country for the other, while at oUier tiinos Ihey arc wholly 
independent of the dykes. 

In respect to tlie mineral oontenta of the veins, some diSerenca 
eiials in tho different formatioos. In the upper formation, which 
is ao much associated with amygdaloidal trap, the mineral veilM 
vary in breadth from a few inches to four or five feet. They ai« 
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mil ri>cki, and diik green itealile \± ieldoin sbsont u ona or tha 
ooratitaenU. Laumonite was Tcrj oflon abucidBnttf prrNiil with 
Ihne minsnti, and somPlimcs exceeded Ihcm in qaaiitltj ; asso- 
ciated with Ihe vein.RDiiea, Huor ipar Dccationally occurred. Heu. 
UndilQ wilfaheaiy epor was not ud frequently met with, and inBomc 
dblricla, Uio heaiy spu occuBicnally formed the chief earthy min- 
eiil in tranaverac or north and south vehu. Frehnite with and 
without Thomaonite and atilbilc was frc<;uontly encountered, cliief. 
ly in east and west veint ; and dyacUailc and dalholile am to be 
snnmcratcd ainODE the mineralt tliat uccur. Some of llic veiua, 
with the strilie anif IranBTcreo to it, wcra almost enliroiy coinpoa- 
ed of clialcedony and a^ta, when the rocii of the country »■« 
of the qual^tica Ulicd to pilchBlonc, or the porpliyry auocJated with 
it ; bni thne were acldom found to hold mctalilferouB inin«ra]«. 

When melata wore present in the mineral veins, they occurred 
ehiefly in tbo form of sutphurcls, willi the cxccplion of tha silver, 
wliich appoan to be orually in a native condition aven when mii. 
ed up with the urea of otheT mctula, unless in Ihe case of galena, 
mth wliich it is probably untied as a sulphurcl. Tiio capper also 
was frcquenlly mot witti in a native atato; it usually , however, 
occurred in the forma of vitreous copper, variegated copper, and 
copper prrilcs) but it was found also as a carbonate resulting 
from the decnmposilinn of Iha other oroi wliere acted on bv the 
wcatlier at Iho outcrop of a lode. The gangue in those lides 
which carried vitrcoui copper, had uiuallj a pndominaijns quan- 
tity of calcarcoDi apar or of Laumonile, and aumeiime* nf heavy 
■par, wbtle in those posseaiing pyritoija and variegated copper 
oica, it 'appeared to ba more of a quartznsa chaiactcr. Native 
copper was usually accompanied by Prehnile. The sitver waa 
fonnd asBociated with vitreous copper, native copper, and galena, 
the last of which.with blende and iron pyrites, occurred in com- 
pany with tiie sulphurets of copper, and was aametimes^otjwith 
in calcareous i>par by itsclf- 

The courses of the nHjIaJliferoos veins of this rorination appear 
to be different in different parts of tbe lake, although they preserve 
onifbnnity over coniideTahlB areas. On the north ahoie, they ran 
with the system of veins Cuineident with the range of the rock 
masses, partaking of an cast and west bearing. On Michipicoten 
Island they belong to the ItanaTerao avstcin, and run northward 
and southward ; while at the caal end of the lake, with tlic prin- 
cipal lodes running eastward and wCrtwurd, innavcrae to the 
etratificatioD, thcro are eicaptions, running norlliward and south- 
In the BQOceeding formation, or upper slates, the most conspicu- 
ous lystcm of veins coniista of those tiansverse lo the strntilicii- 
lion. Thoy vary in broaillli from a few inches up lo twenty feet 
and more, and they are in general composed of calcareous spar, 
heavy spar, and amethystine quartz.

The veins comcident with Ihe straliGoation cut by 
thni, are in general rather Itiin. They olten run by Iho side of 
the dyke^, and seem fur tlie m»9l part to consist of a breccia of the 
wall rocks, held logoiher by carbonale of limo and quartz, whilo 
steatite was frequently present. Green and purple fluor ap^jr was 
found in some of them, aud Prehnile, associated witli Tlionwonite, 
occurred in others. The only metalliferous minerals, accompany- 
ing them were iron and copper pyrites, but it is doubtful wnolher 
the quantity of the latter was in any case sufficient to give great 
promise of profit in working them- One vein coincident with the 
■Irike of the formation, was met with on the nortliwcst side of 
llunder Bay. which appeared to be an eicoptioo to Ihe rest- It 
waa of great breadth, perhaps not under aiity feet, and in its gen- 
eral character it resembled the transveise veins ; its earthly mine- 
rals being calcsspar, amethystine quarU, and heavy Spar, while 
at the urns limo it carried smalt quaotitioi of iruQ and copper 
pyrites, galena and blende. 

Mineral veins analogoiM to those of Ihe upper formalians were 
Ibttnd penetrating the utder rocks, but the eiaminatJen of Iheoe 
ha* scarcely been sufficient to authoriio any remarks respecting 
Ibem. Ths vein.stones connected with them' appeared lo consist

and the metalliferous minerals, when any were found, were varie- 
gated copper, copper pyrites, galena und blende; but tbe lode* 
□id not seem lo be of such frequent occunence, as in the higher 
rocks, nor were those wiiicb camo under my observation of so im- 
portant a character. 

For the details of the Geographical distnbutjon of the 
different rocks, we must refer our renders lo the Report 
itself, that n-e majr be abte to devote aa much space aa 
possible to that portion of it vihich treats of the econo- 
n:ical application of their mineral, or rather melaJlic re- 
sources. There is, however, one interesting past«ge re- 
lating to driflctl materials noticed b; all travellerB, indi- 
cative of a succession of former beaches at a much hi^- 
er level than that of ihe lake at present, which we cannot 
venture to pass by alu^ether;— 

On tlie margin of the take and on the banks of some of the 
streams which were eiamiued for short dislaiicea np from their 
mouths, considerable accumulations of diilted materials were ob- 
served, consisting nf clay, sand, gravel and boulders, derived from 
Iho ruin of the rocks which have boon described and others which 
did not appear in (if u ■* hut no evidence was obtained of the an 
of those deposits- Soma of these accumulations reached Ihe height 
of 33D feet above the level of the lake, and on the coast 
generally presented a series of well defined tcmces, marking Ya- 
rioui periods of recession in the water wiiich once covered Ihcm. 
One of the most remarkable is to be found on tbe norlli khore, 
about Uiree milea below the Petite Ecrila, where it displays aii ler. 
races in addition to the summiL ■ ■ On other pans of the 
take, terraces cibt which are marked by ihe wear ot tbo rock 
as wtJl as of the looaei niaterial- 

But lo the adventurous speculator in these nowattrac- 
livo regions, as well as to the disinterealed reflecting en- 
quirer, by far the most interesting and instructive por- 
tion of Mr- Logan's Report will consist of that which 
treats of the economical application of the mineral ma- 
terisls, particularly if combined with the valuable set of 
tables appended loit. On this important hranch of the 
subject, Mr. Logan makes the following excellent re- 
marks : — 

" llie occurrence ofcoppcron the Lake Superior coast has been 
long known- It has boon alluded lo by several travellers, and 
one or two unsuccessful attempls of little imporlanca have been 
made at different periods to obtain it by mining. Csptoin Bay. 
Reld notices the preaenco of tbo metal ; but it was not until Iho 
appearance of Dr. Houghton's Report in lB4t, in which Ihe char- 
acter of the mineral vems containing it was given witli more de- 
finite detail, that the public mind became directed to the district 
as a mineral region. 

Since that fieriod a rush has been made to the district by Ilia 
enterprising cilizens of the neighbouring Uuion, witli a view to 
the working of its mineral Ireasures. and a cunsiderablo amoimt 
of cipilal has been embarked in some of their speculations- Tha 
whole subject ol this mineral region, however, is slitl so new Ibat 
the present effbrls to turn it to account can only be regarded as en 

tended ezploralion, by which a great number of valuable fads 

ill be ascertained, lo illuatralo the true nature and position 
of llio productive ground ; and allhough it is probable soms of 
tho adventures may at present prove successful, a vast number 
cannot fail lo end in disappointment lo thoso concerned in them. 
But the metalliferous lodua which oharactortzo Ihe rocks of Ihe 
country aro so numerous, and spread over ao wide an area, sa na- 
turally to excite ktrong Impcs of many valuable discoveries, while 
they aSord a reasonable foundation to expect that a period wilt at 
some time arrive, which ciicumstances may hasten or retard, 
when mining will become eatablishcd as a permanent branch of 
industry in tho region, and tbo oxiraction and reduction of its 
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X of wealth lo itj rntoni inha.

not to in rcrpcel to mineral veinii the moat common lorm in which 
melnllifcroua ore* oceur. 

Mineral veins, aa dlslingniihed front mineral depoaita, generally 
oecupy wha<. nro anpposed to be emeka hi Uio mcka of a country, 
nnd iheae cracka nro conceived to be the result of npheavine 
forces whioh linvo broken Ihe continuity of Ihe rock. The crack 
is usually aceompanicd by a slip or dialucatinn of b 
hmount, by which palta in the piano of the crack 
nrc hmughl oppoaitc to one another, givinff space for the anbac. 
igiicnt Bt^crelion of Ihe mineral mailer. It ie eiideot that a flaeure 
of this docriplion in which aslienl parts on oppoaite sldA would 
louch, and re-entering parta recede from one another, would pro 
dueo s very irregular mould, and the mineral vein just filtinp it, 
would have a quan lily that no a friarj rcaaonhig could delenniae 

Mineral vcina may be divided into two kinds, distingnlshed by 
Ihe supppoecti mode in which Ihe cracks may have been titled up. 
The mineral matter may have been injected from henoalh 
mould in a oondilion fluid from heat, in which case it wo 
dykf, and the quality would probably have a conaldcrablc 
iif uniformity ; or it may have been accreled by mcana of deposit 
from infiltrated Quids holding the mineral eoDetanee in solutioi 
nr thri.Qgh the influence of electricity, earrying it Mm the inti 
rinr ot lliD rock of the counlry, or wheresoever it may have bcoi 
within the influence of the electric current, to the receptacle of thi 



miles — thai a fair goesi ean oKen be made of tho prndulive Mn- 
tenia of a vein from careful surface inspection, Yol even in 
Cornwall the hopes of Die miner are very frequently diaappointoil, 
ind advcnlutert in a new mine are eeldom very snre of their 

ipcntlnnf, until a trial level has been driven longitudinally in UiQ 
lode, and more than one tn'al ehsFI sunk vertically, to ascertnin 
facta upiin which lo found a calculation of what the' produce of 
the wliole mine may be. 

The uncertainties in a new mineral region, unless it be one of a 
very uncommon character, bcinft of course slill f;reater than they 
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nlniost endlcie modification of the acting foicee niay have prodi). 
eed a nearly infinite variation in the arrangement of the mineral 
(•ubatanecs, in regard to their quality and dislrihotion ; and the 
irrcgularitiea Ihua oceoaioncd would greatly enhance the difS cully 
ufenlimaling Ihc quantity of the pruductive part of a mineral vein. 

Metalllferoua mineral veins, or mctatliferouB hdtt aa they are 
termed by minora, are of the cumplleatcd dcacriplbn last mention- 
ed. They are gonieliinei perpendicular, but uaually at high angles 
•if incllnaliun, and in general they are filled up partly with metal, 
lie and partly wilh earthly mincmls, tho proportions theao bear lo 
one anolherbcing very varioua in difTcrenl casos, and often very 
difTurent in BcparBlo parti of Ihe same lode. It often happens 
Thai in some pait of the liide there will be a very great deficiency 
of the pruductiic material, both horizonlally and vertically, givmg 
inlervHla of what is termed dead ground. 

In n great mineral diilrict luch as tho Coontira of Cornwall 
nnd Devonshire in nritsln— where 30,000 inhabitants are engaged 
in wiirhiug upwards of 160 mines, and the value of the metals 
annually raised exceeds £1,500,000, more than half the value of 
tho metallic prodiicla of Great Britain and Ireland, with Ihe ex- 
i-option of iron — there Is a vast amount of floating knowledge in 
regard lo almost all tho molulliferaua lodes even in their inmosi 
parts, and so many analogies for tho gnlulion of neighboring cases 
lire cFtnblishcd by Ihc facts asccrtaiircdin such an extensive range 
of excavations — which in sonis eiii^lc large mmei, taking adit 
levels, hoiiionlal gillcrin and vertical shafts equal riily-lhrtc

It ia probably fiH tha eoppor contained in the metallifBrollB lode* 
of the region in qoestioa that they wilt ultimately be worked, nnd 
the proportion of Ihla metal, in those lodes of which it was in my 
power lo obtain what appeared lo me to be an approach lo avur- 
ege crop samples, varied, according to the analyaea of lilr. Hunt. 
the Chemist attaehcd to ihe Survey, from two to seven per cent, 
while the thickneaa of the lodes ranged from ten inche* to about 
four or five feel, yielding from three quarters of a hundred weigbl 
to three quarters of ■ Inn of fine copper in a hthom forward by ■ 
fathom vcrtieal of the Inde*. Several of them contained trKce* 
of silver, although tho quantity appeared sorauety aufficicnt in any 
Instance to warrant lis sqiaration from the copper; hot aa the 
silver is fnond in Ih* native slate and irregularly difliiscd, anstnea 
of diSerent specimens mav give very different results. If IheM 
copper lodea were aitualed m the midst of a practised mining po. 
pulation. and al a moderate distance from favourably loealed e*. 
tabllshmenls for the reduction of llieir producls, it is probable some 
of Ihem might al once bo worlied lo adrantsge ; but the eipea. 
ses Bttondanl upon a r^on so remuto fmm Mlllemeni, where the 
wages of labour must remain high for a considerable period of 
time, would require lodes of a more than oummonly fruitful char- 
acter ; and if the spot al which the ores are to be ullimaloly redu- 
ced and refinod is remolo, one of the must seriona charges lo Im 
encountcrod is the cost of Iranaport, in proportion to which it will 
become eascnlial lo concentrate the ores as they eomc from Ibe 
mine, bji drew'ng, or even partially imeltjng, if il can be more 
economically elTeeied. 

Since the rastiiction on Ihe intnjduclion of Ihe produoe of for-

The average of CornumU, after the ores have been di cs eed by 
wartiing, docs not in any one yeir reach tight per cent,, ttoia 
which it will be readily uiidcratood that Ihe portion selected Tot 
dressing must have been muoh lower before the operation, and 
thai Ihe whole quantity of material cut in the mine, most have 
been lower still, Bv rofctence to another table showing Ihe cup- 
per ore publiely sold from each mine in Cornwall for one yeu to 
the 31st December, I84S. it will be seen that the produce of sooie 
Individual mines occasiciiislty does not eacced 4 per ooni, even 
after dressing. The ores of Irtlnnd, which have to bear a rather 
higher charge for transport, sro raised to ■ rather higher per cent. 
Bgc Ihsn those from Cornwall, the average being over tight per 
tent i White those ol Walei, which are of less importance, and of 
which Iho quantity appean to be diminishing, vary from year to 
year in the per centagr, arcording to accidantat eireumstancesu — 
The mines seem lo bo loss regularly worked, and some of them 
are al much grealer dialancEs from the smelting establishment* 
than olhera. 

After Cornwall, the next great source of eoppn ote ia Cuba,

Mr of furnscat required to perform these operalbns, the oiea aver- 
aging eight or ten pet cent, it about equal lo one for every forty 
tons of copper annually made, requiring to work and repair Ibem, 
Ihe labour of abuni four men far a we^ for every one ton of oop- 
per. The Cornish yellow tnlphorels of copier can bo used by 
themselves. They require calcination In the lirtt imtanoe, by 
which a portion of the sulphur is evapntsted and a part of the iron 
Dirdiied. The oro is llius rendered more fusible, oiyd of iron 
being a flui for silica, while it is at the tamo time a moans of Ibf 
warding ihe reduction, by doiulphuialing the copper. Il would 
be cooaidcred hazardous lo use carbonates or oxyda of copper by 
Ihemaclves. The carbonates would quickly loee their carboaio 
acid, and being left oa olydt would, with the oxyds already pre. 
sent, become dissolved in the slags. But in a miiluTO of one. 
third caibonatea and oiyds, with two-thirds yellow aalphnrela, 
the sulphurels can be used with advantage without calcination. — 
The sulphurels are advanced in the reduction by Ihe oxyda, and 
these sro saved from the slegs by tiio sulphurels, with which they 
form a ragulinesulphurot, having no tendency to mix with the slags, 
end only occationnlly getting into Ihem in accidental small glo- 
bules by unskilful iiianipulatinn. An ad vantage Is found in using 
a oonndombie niixture uf liie Cornish and Irish yellow snlphurets, 
with llie rich imported yellow sulphurrta containing liiteen to 
twenty-five per cent.

To render his Report more valuable and interesting to 
those who are already engaged in, or may be diapoaed 
to embark on mining speculationa in the regiooa above 
described, Mr. Logan has appended a set of seven 
very uaefid tables, already alluded to, of which the 
three Mowing are particularly worthy of attention. 
1st.— A table showing the qKantity of copper ores, 
British and Foreign, smelted in Britain, —the total qnan- 
ti^ of fine copper, and total value, classed according 
to their respective eources, — with the average produce 
and the average sale price of the orea from each general 
source, for 8 years, from the 30ih of June 1S38 to the 
30lh of June 1846 ; 2nd, — A table showing the copper 
sold at public lit^etings in Conaeall, with the total 
quantity, value, fine copper, average produce, and 
average price, for each mine for one year to the Slst of 
December 1845; and 3rd, — A similar table showing 
the copper ores sold at public ticketings at Svxmsea in 
Waits, with the quantity, value, line copper, average 
produce, and average price, from each mine, Irish, 
WeUi, Foreign and Colonial, for one year to the Slst of 
December 1845. 

In concluding this excusably veiy protracted arUde 
OB the geology of Lake Superior, we cannot refrain from 
observing that however much we might rejcHce lo see a

congratulate (Mtt countrymen on the late rather unex- 
pected iDaiiilestations that (he mineral resources ^ the 
N. W. thon» of Lake Htavit may poariUy out-rival, aa 
they will certainly be far more acces^Ue than those of 
tbe great " Upper Lake ;" and w« shall thera(ora con- 
tinue to look hopefidly forward to some luccessfid ex- 
perimenta being yet achieved by which ibe recant dis- 
covery of a proceas whereby electricity can be made 
subservient to the smelting of ore, will ere long be made 
available in the immediate vicinity of the Huron or 
*' Bfuet Mine*,'* and thereby overcome the only Ibrmt- 
dable obstacle to our Province embarking enci^getically 
and successfully in so extended and lucrative a branch 
of commerce, as taking the lead in the sup{dy of so uni- 
versally useful a metal aa copper lo the great- and glori- 
ous Empire of which it forms so hopeful an integral 
part. 

And thus, we bid our readers farewell; trusting that, 
while endeavouring lo do justice lo the laboura of 
our respected Provincial Geologist, neither our humble 
endeavours to create a deeper general interest in ob- 
jects of great public importance, nor our casual ani- 
madversions on the aeemiag indiffiirence of our Govern- 
ment and Lepslature to the proper scale and efficiency 
of the geoto^cal survey of the Province, — tu a eredita' 
bU itatioTtal wtdtrtafdng, — will prove altogether in vain. 
At all events, we are conscious of no other motive than

valaable, general and statistical infonnation, in reganl to the 
anbjecl on which they are reqatred to report; which will 
jitaee il in iheir power, at come fature period, when safficient 
time shall have been allowed to colled and arrange at) tbe 
data open which their repott will be based — to present, what 
they conceive will be an Interesting and valaable record of 
medical expeiisnce, in regard, 

Ist. To the origin, causes, and mode of propagatHm of the 
lever of the present season. 

2d. To its distinctive characters. 

3d. To its Butopsic phenomena. 

4lh. To itj atatistict, and, 

5th. To ihe course of treatment which has been attended 
witb the most salisl^ctory results. 

Sub-Commiltees have been appointed to examine into each 
of these departments of the general subject, and a corresptm- 
dence has been opened with the health officers of various 
laporis on our coolioeot at which the disease is prevailing. 

As connderable time mast elapse, however, before all tha

dienl, in riew of the ilftte of public alarm in regard to thli 
fever, to submil to vou at Ibe present lime, some few gene- 
ral facts and conclu9ians in conneetloD with the subject, 
which if allowed to eo forth with the sanctioD and approval 
of the Acadenj, will be calculated to remove from the pub- 
lic miod all fear in relation to the danger to be apprehended. 

That there has bean, during the past three nionlhg, an a a- 
ubqhI nuintter of easea ofTypbuE, or ship Fever in onr public 
and private botqiltati, is undoubtedly true : it ha* been confin- 
ed, however, almost entirelj lo emigranlH, and particularly 
to those arriving from Ireland, to whose unhappy condition 
at home, and the criminal negligence of those eneaged in 
transporting them to out shores, may be attributed the vast 
amount of suffering and sickness to which they have been 
subjected. 

The records of tbe Commissionen of Healtb show that no 
leu number of tteerige,oremirraDlpassenrers, than 84,216 
arrived at this port durin? (he first eix monios of the present 
year : and of these, 74,538 have been landed since the first 
of April, giving a monthly average, since the latter date, of 
nearly S5,000. 

This immense increase of emlgrationlis alone sufficient to 
account for a large increase in the number of eases of a dis- 
ease which always prevails with us at the period of the year 
when emigrants are arriving. In addition to this, however, 
other causes, already alluded to, have had a material influ- 
ence in causinfr the slcknesii of the present season. It is 
now a well-eslablished fact, that Typhus, Ship, or Jail Fe- 
ver, is capable of being produced at any lime when a la^ 
nnmlwr of persons are coni;regated toretber in a confined 
■pace, and deprived of the means of cleanliness, pure air, 
and proper nourishment ; and as most of Ihete canses have 
existed to an unparalleled extent in the case of emigrsnttof

these causes have been in full operation. Previous lo 
barkation, they had been for a lon^ period in a state of des- 
titution, bat little short of actual starvalion. Thej have 
been taken on board ship in a filthy condition, and in most 
cues were an provided with a tingle change of cloth in|r. 

Nnmben of them — lo Ihe exient of more than 600 — have 
been received into (he steerage of one vessel, and their con- 
dition at sea has sometimes been meet depbtable. In a Brit- 
ish vessel (the ship Ceylon), which vour Committee were, 
throngh the politeness of the Health OSieer, and bia deputy. 
Dr. Harconrt, enabled lo visit and inspect on her arrival, we 
found ttS9 passengers huddled together in the steerage, 
which WB» in a most foa) state. 

This vessel had lost m many as thirty of her passengers 
previous lo her arrival, and 116 were then so ill as lo render 
it necessary to land ihem at Quarantine Hospital At other 
ports on Ibis continent, venels have arrived In a slill worse 
eonditioD. The ship Loostbaak, from Liverpool to Quebtc, 
had to put into Chatham in distress. She had, on leaving 
England, 349 sleera^e passengetar of whom 117 had died on 
the passage, and only fifty persons on board had escaped 
sickness. Five emigrant vessels arrived at Quebec about 
the middle of Ihe last month, Which had lost at sea no lets 
than 275 of their passe ngers---an average of fifty-five for 
' each one of them. 

The reloms made to our Health Office at Staten Island by 
captains of veuals arriving here, show an aggregate of 947 
deaths at sea, on board of vessels coming from European 
ports; and Ihree-fiHirths of the number admitted into Ihe 
Quarantine Hospital (most of them Irish) have been taken 
from British vessels. 

These facts prove conctosively what is tbe cause to which 
we are to atlribHttt the iucreaie of Ship Fevei duiing the 
tneteat season. 



Notwithstanding this great increase, however, we think 
tbat no danger need be apprehended by our citizens. Bnt 
few of the causes productive of the disease exist among ns, 
and no apprehension need be felt of its becoming epidemic, 
so long as due attention is paid to cleanliness and ventilation. 
The disease has been txdutivtbf confined to emigrants and 
those in constant attendance upon them, such as physiciaos, 
medical students, and nursei. We have been naable to col- 
lect Ihe particulars of more than two or three cases which 
could not be traced directly to intercourse with lho«e lahew 
ing under the disease, and who had lately anrived fron aeju 
Although hundreds of cases have been congregated in our 
public and private Hospitals, no person living in their vicin- 
ity bas been attacked— none have suffered but those wha,u 
has been already stated, are in constant intercourse with, and 
daily attendance upon, tbe sick. The bills of mortality, IM, 
show that the disease has been confined almost entirely to 
the hospitaU. 

From the City Inspector's returns we gather tbat the whole 
number of deaths in tbe city from Typhoid and T^phei 
(Ship) Fever, wu, from January 3d to June S6th, uicln-

This is a mortality so trifling, when it is borne in mind 
that it occurs in a population of more than 400^)00, and em- 
braces a period of over six months, that it affords no ground 
whatever for apprehension. 

In addition lo all this, moreover, ample provision bas now 
been made by the Commissioners of Emigration to provide 
for Ihe accommodation of sick emigranta without we citj 
precincts. 

From the foregoing facts, and other information in their 
possession, your Committee feel themselves fully justified in 
presenting for your consideration and adoption the folluwing 
conclusions ; 

1st. That, although there hasbeenadecided increase in the 
number of cases of Typhus, or Ship Fever, in onr city dnrug 
Ibe present season, as compared with other seasons, such in- 
crease is only in proportion to Ihe increased emigration of th« 
present rear, and the bad condition of the emigrants. 

2d. That the disease isconfined almost axdnstvelylo mi- 
grants' and Iboae wfw are in direct and constant attendance 
upon such of them as t,n sick. 

3d. That no danger noed be apprehended of the disease 
becoming epidemic ; and that, with a due regard to cleanli- 
ness and ventilation, our citizens have no cause whatevertor 
alarm on the subject.

PeriloHilit from F»eal Mailer in the Append Vermi- 
/omut.— The hutory of th« ease ii briefly as b]lo*s : - For 
s fortnight prcvioas la the atUck, Mr. L. M. S. had been 
trouhled with uneomforUhle feelin)^ in his bowels, slight 
pains, and frequent naosea. Theae feelings he attributed to 
MMne CDCuniben he ate about the time he began to feel more 
unwell. For three dajH previom lo the atlaclc, he bad estsn 
Nporingly of ligbt diet, except m Wednesday, ibe day before 
hie WIS taken tick, Mfhen he took for hie dinner what in 
niiiallj called a " bailed dish," eating sparingtj of meat, but 
Mlher firetly of Tsgetabieg. On the following day, Thura- 
day, July 32, while engaged in hia usual avocaiiong, at 
which he had conlinued upfn the timeof his seizure, he was 
attacked with severe pains in his bowel*, and nausea, at 
Mooo, He was obliged to leave his business and return home. 
The jiain was In the right hypogastric region — not eenstant. 
but iotermiiUn;, Ube colic pain. There was no tenderness 
of the bowels on pressure, and the putae was nearly natural. 
He had not had a movement of the bowels for forty-eight 
ttooTs. Ha look a cathartic, which was retained on the 
rtomack three honr» and a half, anii then was vomiied, with- 
out having any effect on the bowels. An enema was then 
ordered, which moved the bowels freely, with much telief. 
In two or three hoars after the enema, the sposmatic pain 
utomed in the same spot on the right side, shooting throngb 
to the back'. As the bowel.i had been very thoroughly 
•vacDated byienna and sails on Tuesdfly morning previous, 
and the enema having operated so eSectually, lesort was 
bad lo iRHates end external applications to the bowels. These 
Klieved him tit) Friday momin?. We were obliged to re- 
KVt lo opiates every few hours during the day on Friday, to 
nli«T« pain— the pain conllnuing in the samRspol. Throu<|h 
the whMe day there was no tenderness of the bowels, except 
at the seat of pain, in the right iliac region. Bowels but 
mile swollen ; pulse 100, compressible, moderately fall. 

Saturday morning.— ?ul» more frequent (130) and smal- 
l«i'._ Skin moiil, not clammy — temperaiure a little di- 
minished; eounlenance bad; bowels swollen; pain and 
tenderrkeaa confined to the right side, as before. Hecon- 
tiiiiied vei7 much in this state doring Ihe day, requiring but 
few remedies to keep him free from pain. A consnltaUon 
was bad wia Dr. J. Ware. He had more injections, but 
with no material benefit. 

Sunday morning. — His pains during the ni^bt had been 
very excTacjaling, yet he slept but liltle, except short naps. 
He cannot lam npon bis right side without bnngi'ig on se- 
rere catting pain in that side, in the spot to which all hia 
ptiii has been referred. It has been so with him since 
Thnrsdav afternoon. Ha vomited frequently, towards morn- 
ing, dark muens and such drinks as he had taken daring the 



o'clock, A.ii.,some re-aelion came on. Bowels leas swollen 
than yesterday — appeared more eomforlable. This continued 
IbrHgh the feranoan. In the afternoon he fell ofT again, 
eonplaJned of pain in other parts of bis bowels, and con- 
tinued to fail, with mucb suRerinr, lill 11 o'clock, Sunday 
night, when be calmly breathed his last. 

On Mondayanantopsy wasmadaby Dr. J. B. S. Jackson, 
of Boalon, Dr. J. B. Taylor and myself. We found extan- 
five peritoneal ii>flammatlon ; effusion of lymph' and serum. 
Tile most severe inflammation was in the region to which the 

Eiin was chiefly conflned. The uecum and ileum were 
ighly infiamed, but the cause of the inflammation was noi 
discovered lill Ihe e«cum was dissMlert from its bed in lh« 
iliac fossa. We searched in vain for Ihe appendix vermi- 
farmis lill the CKCum was raised. We then found the ap- 
pendix closely adherent to the cecum, in an ulcer^ed and 
gangreaons condition, it was lurned under the cacum, and 
extended upwards on the pottsrior part of the cveum, mak- 
ing i bed for itMlfDn (be paoasHinacH. Withinlhe^pendiK 



we found two small masses of fecal matter, in a hardened 
condition. One was about half an inch in lengUi, Ihe nze 
of a large pipe stem; the other Ihe size of a large pea. 
These had passed some distance into Ihe appendix, and lb« 
largest of which had gone in the grealest distance, and had 
nlcerated completely throujrh the coals of the appendix ; one 
extremity oF it projerling ihrough the peritoneal covering — 
but had not yet escaped entirely from Ihe appendix. The 
canal between the fecal mailer and the opening from the 
csKum into the appendix was closed by inflammatioD, lo that 
aprobe could not be passed Trom the cscum up to Uie fecal 
matter in the appendix without some force. 

How long the appendix had been in this unnatural condi- 
tion, it is impossible to say. II was probably of long sland- 
ing, but not congenital. He had for ihe last three or four 
days complained of pain and lameness in that region when 
more than usually raiigued. And of Ihe length oflimaihe 
local matter had been retained, no definite opinion can be 
given. — A. H. — Communicated for Hie Botton Medical and 
Svrgiealjottmid. 



On the Effects of large Dotet of Sulphatt of Quinine.— 
By William'Tbom,M.D.,of£aslvi)le,NorthiimnlonCountv, 
Virnnia.— In these days of uliraism and rxclusiveness In 
medical matters, 1 have thought it might not be amiss to re- 
port the following eases, illustrative of some of the eflfects of 
very large and frequently repealed doses of quinine. 1 re- 
gret that the imperfect notes of the cases preserved will per- 
mit my giving little more than an outline of the symptom! 
and treatment; enough, however, remains to show that the 
quinine was the direct cause of the unpleasant symptoms 
ocenrring at the conclusion of the treatment : and allhong^ 
all the cajes ultimately did well, they still warn us of the 
dangers attending the indiscriminitle administration of this 
moil valuable Nt much abused agent. All the cases oc- 
curred in the course of the past fall, and three out of four in 
children of from six lo eight years of age, and all were 
ill with some modilicatian of miasmatic fever, assuming the 
ordinary remittent or conj^eslive form dislinzuishing our 
autumnal diseasFB. The fourth case will be found lo fur- 
nish another instance of amaurosis produced by quinine^and 
affords additional evidence of the correctness of Dr. M'Lean'a 
opinion on this subject, as expressed in an article transferred 
lo the Record of the Examiner for February of this year. 
This was the first case of the kind which bad ever come 
under my observation, in which the effect so immediately 
followed the administration of the remedy; and I was some- 
what at a loss whether to ascribe it to this or not. Dr. 
M'Lean's paper, however, has satisfied me on this poinl. 

The phenomena presented by all Ihe cafes are explicable 
onlj on the idea that quinine exerts a powerfully sedative 
aciion on the nervous system. The symptoms manifested 
(though in a less degree) were not like those exhibited by 
some constitutions nnder the peculiar action of mercnry, and 
described by Mr. Peaiaon as mtrcurial trelim. Smaller 
doKf of Ihe medicine haj, in all cases, been tried in vjun, 
and I am satisfied that nothing bnt very large and frequently 
repeated doses could have saved the livps of two of them. It 
will be seen, however, that in most of the cases theqnan- 
tity of quinine taken was inordinately great. 

Case 1. — A little girl, slat. 7, with remilteot of the or- 
dinary form, exacerbalionoccBTTingdaily about noon. When 
I saw her, Ihe remission bad just begun-; I ordered two 
grains of qninine in solution every hour until she bad taken 
twelve grains ; afterwards a calbartic of sulphate of potassa 
and rhubarb. The next day her fever recurred at Ihe usual 
time as high as ever. ' 

' S Hydrarg. cblor. mit. gr. vj., pulv. ipecac., gt. iij. M. 
Div. in chart. 6 — S., one every two hours, and after- 
wards, as Ihe paioxyun was expected in feu bewt, 
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She (oak ten grains ; fever rose as usual. At tbe next re- 
■niifion I ordered her to have sixteen graini of quinine at 
two doies, with an ifitrrvsl of two hours. When the next 
paTOXTsm was expected, 1 found my patient free from fever. 
Dot witbaquick, rather weak end thready pulse ; mind slow; 
longiie tremulous I skin cool and moist All these sympionis 
aabsided entjreij in less than tweiity~four hums, and she has 
never had a fever since. 

Case 2— Negro bo^, atat 6 or 7, ill with remitlenl fever 
with powerful deterraination to the hrain, accompanied by ■ 
bigh grade of arleiial excitement. I bleil bin, and ordered 
kiolntion ofnitrateorpotassa and tartar emetic,as he had been 
IHirged previously to my seeing hrm. An indJelinct remis- 
■ion occurred for a short time every morning ; assoon as this 
came on ordered threp grains of quinine every hour. He 
took only six grains nhen an exacerbaiion of fever took piKce, 
wilfa coDgesiion of liver and stomach.

M- Div. in chart. 4. — S., one every two hours. 

He took all the powders, which acted gently on the bowels, 
and produced a more perfect remission. Ordered five grains 
each of quinine and rnubarb.and repeat it in an hour. Soon 
after tbe last dose was exhibited, reaction again came on 
violently, attended with great heat of the skin, thirst, dry 
tongue, and puUesnme what tense and irritable but wiih little 
force or fulness- By the use of febrifuge medicines this con- 
dition yielded to a psrliat remission, and 1 ordered eight 
grains of quinine, to be repeated in an hour. At my next 
visit I found my patient without fever, with a cool and moist 
(kin, small, quick and thready pulse, Iremuloos tongue, and 
rather turpid intellect. These symptoms soon subsided, and 
he had a rapid convalescence. 

Cask 3.— Attended Mrs. M., stat. about 35, in consulta- 
tion with the late Dr. Eer; bad been sick about ten days 
with an obstinate, but not very violent attack of remittent 
fever ; she had been previously taking quinine in small doses, 
been purged, blistered, taken mercury, Sic. We ordered 
quinine in ten-grain doses, at intervals ol two hours ; tbe 
look twenty grains when her fever rose, having previously 
to this complained of noises in her ears, &c., from the use 
of the medicine- Durinj; the next remission she took thirty 
grains of quinine in three doses. That night we found our 
patient exbibiliag such smyploms of prostration as obliged 
us la use strong stimulants for her relief. Her pulse was 
(mall, thready, and weak, skin cool and clammy, much 
nausea, and mind torpid. After these were relieved, she 
began to recover slowly, though for some days she ba4 
casional returns of fever. 

Case 4. — Attended George, about Syeara old, in cnnsu 
tioD with Dr. Bagwell of this county. Tbe case was a very 
■cvete remittent fever, accompanied by violent congestion 
ofthe stomach. He had been previously purged, blistered, 
be., and as soon as a partial remission occurred we recom- 
Beneed g'^mg quinine in live-grain doses, repeated evei^ 
two houtf. This was continued during two remissions witb- 
oat any appreciable eRecl, when Dt'. B., nho remained with 
the patient, iocreated the dose and shortened the interval. 
Tbe quantity taken in three days is not accurately known, 
but I should tbiok was not much less than two scruples. At 
toon as tbe constitutional effects of the medicine were in- 
ducedj the disease yielded ; but dilatation of tbe pupil, in. 
•ensibility to tight, and almost lotal loss of vision followed. 
Tbe amanrotic condition slowly improved without reaaedieS] 
and he is now perfectly restored. 

I am informed by a physician of ihb place, that a case 
almilat to some of tbe aoove occurred in nis family in Iht 
eonrM of lut fall. A young lady was so prostrated by lak- 
[Dg about twenty grains of quinine in two doses, as to re- 
qaite artificial heal to the tntface and strong slimulanls to 



Practical Obiervationt on Ship Fevtr lu itprtmtSed in 
PhUadtlpMa and ill envirotu, in Ike monlhi of Jane, Jidg, 
and Augiul, 1847. By Laukemce Turhiull, M. D. 

This disease prevails at the present time to some extent 
an epidemic in our city and suburbs. During the laat 
three months, there have been over three hundred cases ad- 
mitted into tbe Almshouse, and a corresponding number nti- 
der the care of physicians resident in the city. Having had 
a <iumher of cases in charite, I have taken this method of 
making known my views of its nature and (realment, borang 
my endvsvours may add something to tbe general slock of 
knowledge concerning it. 

The first great cause of this fever may be traced to the 
starving elate of the population of Ireland ; with (he subse- 
quent crowded condition of out immigrant ships, without 
a proper atlentioii to cleanliness and ventilation on the part 
of their commanders ; thus causing the generalion of an ani- 
mal effluvium, wliicb, contaminating the surrounding at- 
mosphere, is received ioto tbe lungs, thence proceeding into 
the circulation. The extreme series of or^ie capiliaries 
being thus irritated, occasions a subversion of the exbting 
mode of action, (hrouj^h which tha different sAretitms and 
functions are diminished, increased, or modified. 

This disease attacks all ages, from the infaot to the old 
man, and not the poor immigrant only, but the residents of 
our city, passing by means of ibis contagious effluvium into 
the lungs of all constantly exposed to iis baneful influenu. 
There cannot be a doubt concerning its contagious nalore, 
as nine of the most severe casps out of twenty-one, in ray 
own practice, were those res'ding io the same house) wittl 
the sick, none of ihem having been on board ship, but citi- 
zens for some time. 

Tbe period which elapses before the disease shows itself 
averages from one to two weeks, but in most cases it makei 
its appearance in a few days after leaving the vessel. 

Nearly every ship which enters out port brings a greater 
or less number of invalidj, some having suffered lor twenty- 
six and twenty-eight days, withcut proper nourishment or 
medical Bllenifance. In many instances, (he number of 
passengers in llie Liverpool packets lo New York, has ex- 
ceeded live hundred, and the regulalions of those ships oblig. 
ed them to leave their berths between the hours of three and 
four, A. M., for the purpose of cleansing them, so mnctt 
water being used in this process as to leave them in a damp 
and unhealthy condition for many hours. Tbe water for 
culinary purposes was not distributed until nine, so ihat tha 
slrone and active alone procured a meal before twelve or 
one, T. M. To insure personal cleanliness for those who 
were not so disposed, a barrel of water was provided and a 
portion of it poured over the poor crealores, who were not 
even fortified by proper food. It cannot therefore be a mat- 
ter of astonishment that a number should be sick on the voy- 
age, and a still larger number lit only for the hospital on 
Ihcir arrival, having bad within the vessel all the elements 
to generate typhus fever. First, their crowded condition ; 
secondly, their want of proper rest; thirdly, the want of 
prosier naurisbmeot; and fouilhly, the damp condition of 
their sleeping and eating apartments. 

Tbe authorities now remove the sick either into the La- 
zaretto or the fever hospital at Bush Hill, which was 0]Kned 
for the reception nf patients on the ninth of July, under the 
charge of Drs. L. W. Knight, and William Ashley ; one 
hundred and eighty cases having been admitted from that 
lime up to the eighteenth of Augusl. Of ttiat number thir- 
teen have died, thirty have been discharged cured, and cme 
hnndred and Uiirty-seven remain under treatment. 

Of the thirteen casea which terminated fatally, three wef* 
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in a dying «ta(e when HdmiKed, Hnd three died of purpuia 
baniaiTnigicB, maiasmus and phthisis pulnionalis, thiu cod- 
stdetably reducing the number of deaths by fever, and show- 
mg that the molality issnialt in roTnparison with the accounts 
received ftDm Canada and New York. 

The siiualinn of the hospital ii very favourable, being 
light, dry, and well ventilated. The only objection is the 
want of space) obliging them to crowd tne wards, so that 
dyienteiy or diarrhie occurring as a complication, it is apt 
(o asitime a malignant form. 

Tho premonitory sympfomi are as follows:— Slight chill, 
skin hot and dry, nauMS, and in lome cases vomiting, mn^- 
eaUr pains in the back and limbs, with tntenge pain in the 
frontal region, increasing from the first to the ststh day. 
Tongue of a whitish colour over the aurface, tip of brigat 
red;.pnlse averaging from eighty-six to one hanilred and 
twenty, with bowels cwtive 

These symptoms continue for several days, when theskin 
becomes of a dusky red, the eyes are injected, (ongue cover- 
ed with a thick yellowish, nrown, or black paste ; teeth 
covered with sordes ; acute pain over the epigastric region. 
with skin covered with a petechial eruption coming out from 
Ihe sixth to the (enlh diy. Delitinm now supervenes, with 
congestion of the lungs, brain or bronchial tubes, generally 
accompanied by deafness, spasmodic twitcbings of the mus- 
cleSj and in some cases dysentery and profuse sweats, not of 
B cnlical nature. 

These symptoms either increase or diminish towards the 
thirteenth or fourteenth day, or may terminate in death from 
Um twentieth to the thirtieth day. the liability to relapse 
beinfr very great in all cases. 

I liave found the following symptoms favourable when 
occurring about Ihe fourteenth or twenty-first day : tongue 
becoming moist, first at edges; slij^htsalivition ; putsefutler 
and (lower, with tongne not tremulous when protruded. Un- 
favourable symptoms: great muscular debility; decubitus, 
or gliding down to the bottom of the bed, picking at the 
clolnes, or catching at imaginary objects. 

Trtatmtnt, — In the first stage a gentle aperjeiit of oleum 
ricini or mild neutral salt. Second stage; to diminish the 
fever by freely sponging the body with tenid water, with the 
free use of ice or neutral mixture. Thirdly ; to subdue 
local inflammation by cups or leeches, and by applying cold 
by means of ice to the head, or blister to the nape of Ihe 
neck, with small doses of hydrargyrum cum cretd and pul- 
vis rhei. Lastly; to give quine sulphus in pills of one 
grain three times a day, with from f jiv. to f J ri. of poit 

By following Ihe above course of treatmeni, bearing in 
mind venlilaliou and cleanliness, with a simple farinaceous 
diet, out of twenty-one cases I have lost but two, and re- 
gretted much that in bntli instances there was no oppoilunily 
for a post-mortem examination. — Medical Examiner, 



Sitnplt Trtatmtnt of Prciaptut Anx. By Da. Hhkb.— 
Take a piece of sponre four or five Inches long, an inch and 
a half wide, and half an inch thick— (he more elastic a bit 
yon can find the better; roll this, in a damp but not wet 
state, pretty tightly, so that the roll, if relaxed, would be 
ready to spring back into its full length, and it will then 
make a roUofsome little substance, round, but still soft: 
and its length, when thus rolled, will of course he an inch 
smd a half. Apply it then lengthwise to the anos, so that it 
may be presced, about the centre of it, quile home and 
firmly to that part. Taking care that it may remain so, 
•tretcb a length of adhesive plaster, about fourteen inches 
Im^ ai)4 tbtM and a half wide, nor* « leas, straight scron 



the nates, rather low down, and contrive so that while the 
plaster adheres on one side, vou press the other side closer to 
lis opposite before you fix the length finally where it is to 
remain. Then sit down, at Grst gently upon it, and it will 
become very firm and fast as long as the piaster is good. I 
need not say that these two pressures eonslanlly going on do 
he work capitally, and without any inconrenience worth 
peaking of— 1 mean, the two pressures of the roll of aponga 
always striving to unwrap itself, and the cross-hand of ad- 
hesive plaster always keeping it from doing so by holding 
the uates sufficiently close together to hinder it. The work' 
ing is really perfect when a Tittle use and management has 
got a person inio the way of it. But lo facilitate maltets, I 
will set down a few observations, at the risk of being tedious 
and more particular than I need be. 

I never put Ihison until that time of day when I am going 
to be stanilin)! about, or to take exercise, whether walking, 
riding, or driving; but itshouldbeput on IheDforalloflhesa. 
In the evenin°^, I take off the plaster, but leave the sponjte in 
its place, where it has got by that lime so firmly fiwd by 
.__ 1 . _._!■_. __.i . .. i.^__ .L_. ,L_-.. : danger that 
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gradual spreading and swelling, that Ihei 
anything short of a great exertion will h 
course more comfortable to do without the plaster when it is 
not wanted. The sponge should be washed in cold water 
every time it is taken on, and in cold weather the plaster 
should just croDS the fire before it is put on ; in moderately 
warm weather it wilt adhere of itselt, especially if it is sat 
upon for half a minute. The same plaster is better the 
second day than even the first, and will do very well the 
third day— this where economy is an object. 

Wash the parts where the plaster goes every morning, or 
ofiener, with cold waler, or water, or water and vinegar, 
wash tbem well, and the skin will never suffer. 

If the plaster leaves something sickly behind it when it is 
taken off, rub it with a very little spirit of wine, and the 
towel will remove it. 

If there be an irritation about the anus, or gut that comes 
down, wash it v.ith vinegar and water, and the relief will be 
wonderful, and that part of the evil soon cured. This wash 
cannot be loo much praised for this purpose, for piles, and for

What I 
said is perfectly cleanly, secures exercise and comfort, and 
very gradnally, I believe, lends to set things right again. 

The relief is, indeed, so perfcci, and it is relief from such 
suffering, that, without a bit of braggadocio, 1 do think no 
sufferer'from such malady would feel that he could be grate- 
ful enouj;h for being brought acquainted with the treatment 
I have dcscribi-d, though its perfect management will require 



ilemowiE o/ Me Parolid Gland, hj Pnorcssoa I^amcoast. 
Repotted by Ellehsub W*Lijtoa, M.D., Demonstrator of 
Anatomy in Jefferson Medical College.— The patient was a 
Mrs. Twining, from Newport, Bucks county, Pennsylvania, 
a woman of 60 years of age. According to her statement 
and that of her friends, the disease commenced upwards of 
ten years ago as a swelling of the gland, of an acute cha- 
racter, simulating ordinary parotitis. After the acute symp- 
toms bad passed nway, the gland did not return to its normal 
size, but remained a little enlarged for a few yean. It then 
began to ineicase in sise, and she applied to Dr. Smith, of 
Newport, who informed her that it was an enlargement of 
the paroUd gland, for which he did not at the time advise 
any operation. Jts growth increasing more rapidly within 
tile last year, and its increase of growth being accompanied 
by much distress from severe shooting paint about the face 
and forehead, she came to Fhiladelphii lo seek BQigicsl atil; 
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tad, coiuultioe Dr. Pancoul, glidlj contented to an opeta- 
thni in hope of a cnrp. 

The tumour was on the right side of the face, modulated 
and irregular in it« external aspect, ami ippeating about half 
the lize of a man's Get. It extended (torn a little abore the 
Sfgoma, to a short space betotr the angle of the jaw— pass- 
ing forward oyer the greater part of the masseier muscle, 
and backward onder the ear, to as to elevHle and press pos- 
teriorly the anterior border ot the ear ; it likewise nearly 
sarrounded the auditory mealns, and also overlapped the in- 
•ertion of the stemD-cleido-masiotd. When ffrasped lirinly, 
it WIS found but slightly moveable, deeply fixed, and firm 
in its texture, except at its upper part, where there seemed 
a local point of loftening. 

Hoae of the surrounding lymnhatic glands seemed at all 
inrolreJ. The complexion of tlie patient was lomewbal 
(traw colo-ired, though she appeared vigorous for her age. 

Operation. — The patient was placed on her left side, with 
the Bead and shoulders elevated, and her head well tamed 
towards the left shoulder. Tbe tumour was exposed bj a 
single incision shaped somewhat like the Italic /revened 
it was commenced above tbe lop of the ear, and carried for- 
ward and downward to near the centre of the tumour, then 
in a direction sloping slightly backwards to iuat below the 
lobe of the ear, wnen it was egiin directed forward, down- 
ward and nearly verticiUy, leaving a concavity in front, 
and terminating about an inch and a half below tlie base of 
the jaw, and somewhat within the inner edge of the btemo- 
mastoid. The dissection was then commenced by reverting 
the flaps so as to expose the tumour, and continued by sepa- 
rating the diseased mass first above, then posteriorly, next 
anteriorly, and laatly below. Some vessels bled from the 
■urfaee of tbe tumour, as well as some small arterial 
branehes from the flap, bat by pressure of the Angers and the 
applicatioD of a few ligatures, all material hemorrhage wai 
arrested. 

Dr. Panroast now sought for the external carotid artery, 
with a view of piecing a ligature upon it, near its entrance 
idIo the tumour ; this required a slight increase in length of 
the first incision, as from the size and attachments of the 
tumour, it was somewhat difficult tn reach the vessel, 
was isolated, however, with its vena comes, and the two 
were raised on the director, and a Phvsick's aneurismal 
needle armed with a ligature pasaed under them, alone the 
groove in the director, and both secured in the loop. From 
this moment to near the conclusion of the operation, there 
was very trifling hemorrhage. Tlie vessels wert 
beyond the ligature, and while strong traction was made 
upoD the tumour^ Dr. F. detached it mim its connexions to 
a still Kreater distance below. The patient complained 
much ot the pain caused by the upward traction. The tu- 
mour was next loosened to a greater extent above, as well 
as posteriorly and anteriorly. 

The central part of the tumour, deeply seated, was tbe 
last part detached ; and a strong jet of blood, by relrogres- 
Sion nom tbe internal maxillary arleiy as the final cuts were 
made, required that a ligature should be applied to the di- 
vided vessel. This ligature, with two on smaller bleeding 
veMcIs, and the one on tbe carotid artery, were all that 
were lefl at the conclusion of the aperation. 

A email piece of diseased structure being discovered after 
the thorougn cleansing of the wound, near the bottom of the 
eavity, it was removed by the handle and blade of the 
■oalpel. As far as was possible, the handle of the scalpel 
WM Deed daring the operation, but for the most part the 
allaefameBts were so firm as to require the cutting edge. 
tkt constant firm traction directed by Dr. Pancoast, was of 
much value in facilitating and in hastening the extirpatii 
of the diseased mass. 

The depth of the wound was very great, as well as its e . 
lent. It was six inches in length, exposing the greater part 



of the masseter muscle, a part of which, being adbanut to, 
was removed with the tumour, and a small portion of the 
buccinator was alto laid bare. The under surface of the >■• 
temal pterygoid was exposed, as well as the entire ramus of 
the jaw posterior to the mvseter muscle ; the ligaments of 
the tern poro-m axillary articulation were also lBtdbare,on 
outer, lower and inner surface, and the condyle coild 
en sliding forward in its socket when the month was 
oprned. The finger being placed on the styloid process of 
the temporal bone, (which Wtis exposed in its wikoje lengthy 
and carried downward, the contiaction of tlie styloid muscles 
could be distinctly felt. A partof one of the styloid notclea, 
which was embraced by the tumour, was removed witli it> 
The insertion of tbe stemo-cleido-mastoid into the mastoid 
process was also plainly ehown. There was paralysia of the 
side of the face and ol the orbicularis oculi, induced by the 
division of the portio dura— this nerve havine been removcil 
with the diseased structure. The tips of the wound were 
approximated by suture, and pressed down into the deep ca- 
vity by a compress of lint spread with cerate ; another com- 
press was laid over ttie entire length <rf' the ineision, ami 
strips of adhesive plaster a|^pUed to keep tbe sides of tbe 
cavity in contact. The patient was a gMd deal exhauied 
at the close of the dressing, and took about S j. wine in sob* 
water ; reaction soon came on, and she pronotsoed beteelf 
comfortable. 

Dr. Pancoast invited me to visit the case after the opSM- 
tion, and upon no occasion has there been any unpieasaat 
symptom, either constitutional or local. Her appetite has 
been good, she has rested well, had no fever, Kor local pain 
nor soreness enough to iruiuce any complaint. We exa- 
mined the wound on the fifth day after the operation, and 
the upper and lower part, for tbree-tburths of an JBCb^ bad 
uniteoby first intention, and so favourable was its appearance, 
tbst the centre, where the first compress had been placed, 
was not disturbed. On the tenth day the first entire dress- 
ing was made, and on the twelfth, the second. There had 
been no discharge of matter, except a little that hardened 
on tbe lifalures, and there was scaicely any odour from the 
wound. Union tiy Tirst intention has been complete — closely 
embracing the ligatures, the integuments beiogftank down 
in the deep fossa left by the removal of the diseased gland. 

Since Ine fifth day from the operation, tbe patient has 
dressed and sal up iaUy.—Mtdiad Examiner, July, 1847.

FIRST MEETING OF THE CORPORATION OF THE 
COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS OF 

LOWER CANADA. 

Pursuant to the Proclamation of Hii Excellency the 
Governor General, the first meeting of the members of 
the Profetsion, whose names appear in the Act (or In- 
corporating the Medical Proression of Lower Canada, 
waa held in the Court-House of this City, on Wednesday 
the 15lh Sept The Chair ivas taken al a Tew minutes 
Hfler 10. A. M., by Dr. Amoldi, the President of the 
College, immediately after which Dr. Bibaud, of Mon- 
treal, and Dr. Von Iffland, of Quebec, were appointed 
joint Secretary to ihe meeting. 

The Proclamation and the Act were read by Dr. 
Von Uland. A letter containing a legal opinion from 
the Hon. the Attorney General, East, was then submit- 
ted and read, conveying the intimation that parties whose 
names, in consequence ofclerical erron, had been errone- 
ously printed in the Act, were not disfranchised in con- 
sequence ; and that it waa compolent for the meeting, 
to incorporate with themselves all those who had 
signified their adherence to the measure, during its 
passage through the Houses of the Legislature, but 
whose names had been accidentally or unavoidably 
omitted. Whereupon it was moveil by Dr. Arnoldi,jun., 
seconded by Dr. Campbell, and resolved — that the fol- 
lowing gentleman be immediately Incorporated : — Drs. 
Valois, (St. Ann's), Dr. GroBbois, (Chambly), Dr. 
Boucherville (St. Athanose), Dr. Marsden (Nicolet), Dr. 
Pjke (St. Andrew's), Dr. Gilberi, (Hatley), Dr. Sa- 
bourin, (Longueuil), Dr. Jones, (Miasisqiioi), and Dr. 
Smalltvood, (St. Martin). 

■ It was now proposed by Dr.Coilerre (Montreal), and 
seconded by Dr. Painchaud (Quebec) — " That every 
Fhyucian present at this meeting who has not signed the 
petition presented to the Legislature to Incorporate the 
members of the Medical Profession into a College of 
Phywcians and Surgeons of Canada East, be recogni 
«J as a member of the said College, before this meeting 
adopts any other proceedings, and that they append their 
names at the end of those who are Incorporated by the 
Act of the last Pariiament." 

A debate ensued on this proposition, which was char- 



acterised by considerable acrimony. Drs. Coderre, 
Painchaud, Retnsult, and Bardy,were its chief support- 
ers, while Drs. Nelson, Morrm, and Amddi, jnn., spoke 
against it. Confusion rapidly assuming the place of 
order, the President adjourned the meeting until 2, P. 
M., in order that a legal opinion might be taken on the 
question. 

At the appointed hour the meeting was again opened 
by the President, aid the opinion of the Hon. the Attor- 
ney General East, read, which was to the effect, Iba* 
additional members could not be incorporated, except 
under the circumslancea previously mentioned, until after 
the formation of the by-laws. In defiance of the legal 
opinion, however, Dr. Coderre again pressed his motion, 
which after a rvaumed heated discussion, was refused to 
be entertained by the chair on the grounds of its object 
contravening the Statute ; and consequently nullifying the 
proceedings of the day, in the event of its being carried. 

The question having been thus summarily disposed of, 
it was proposed by Dr. Painchaud, and seconded by Dr. 
Boy, " thift the following thirty-six names be named the 
Governors of the College of Lower Canada : —

the chair with what we certainly consider an unbecoming 
pertinacity on the part of those ^o supported it — whose 
proceeding, in endeavouring to prove themselves sound 
latvyers, waa characterized less by cogency of reason^ 
than violent declamation. The consequence was, 
that as the validity of the day's proceedings became 
immediately effected, if the motion had been carried 
and action taken on it, the Pre«dent very prudently 
adjourned the meeting for the purpose of soliciting legal 
advice. Based upon the opinion of the Attorney Gene- 
ral, (hat it was competent for the meeting immediately to 
incorporate all who had signified to the Acting Se- 
cretary their adherence to the measure during lla 
passage through the Houses of the Legislature, but 
whose names had been accidenlally or unavoidably 
omitted, it was immediately inferred by Dr. Coderre 
and hia party, that alt who had not ngnified anch 
adherence, should participate in the same privilege, 
direct opposition to the wording of the Act, which 
directs them to be appointed according to specifie 
by-laws to he aderwards made in their behalf, as fotlowi : 
And be it enacted, that Dl. Amoldi, &e. &c. he,, and 
their successors, to be named and appointed a» KereinafUr 
dacriied." After the temporary adjournment, tlie opi- 
nion of the Attorney General (in the meanwhile obtained), 
^vas read, and found to be opposed to the intention of 
Dr. Coderre's motion, but, nevertheless, the latter waa 
again moat unbecomingly pressed, until finally the chair 
refused to entertain it. Now, the Attorney General waa 
either right or wrong in hie advice. To say the least, 
there is a prima facie evidence in bis favour arising 
from his position. Certainly his legal attainments were 
of a higher order than those of eitlier Dr. Coderre or his 
party, and if unwilling to have abided by it, they might 
have taken exception to the results which flowed from 
it in a more legitimate manner than by a wrangling 
discussion upon a motion, which was in itself a beait- 
tiful instance of a non teguitar, and did about as much 
credit to the logic of its movers, as their argumenia 
savoured of deep legal research. Had Dr. Coderre^ 
motion been carried, the validity of the Board of Gorer- 
nors, as a body legally constituted, would have been 
destroyed, because elected by parties whoee votes were 
illegal, and the object of that day's meeting would have 
been nullified. 

As to Dr. Painchaud'smotion, we have little to saf 
about that — it Bpeaks for itself, and ahall remain, as lu 
as this journal is concerned, a standing memento of Ha 
libtrality towards the British practitioners of the Pro* 
viqce. He is welcome to the reftectiop, that hw eeal m 
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t governor of the College is due to the votes in his 
favour of those very Briiish practitioners whom he was 
deeirouB of excluding. This much vre may be permitted 
lo remark, that it waa 'equally bail, in its consequences, 
with that o( Dr. Coderre. If the tendency of the latter 
was to vitiate, that of the former was to obstruct and 
vitiate— to obelmct, because had the amendment been 
lost, the meeting might have been even now divcussing 
the various subsequent amendments which each indi- 
vidual member would have put in, in accordance with 
his own viewa of the composition of the Board;— to 
vitiate, becauw It proposed as a governor one who was 
not even a member. 

We observe with great regret that the Eastern 
TowO'hipB and the District of St, Francis are 
tirely unrepresented at the Board. The votea in 
favour of aeveral gentlemen from these parts of the 
Province may be taken as a fair index of the strength 
of the British paKy present ; powerless to effect what 
Ihey desired, in consequence of the numbers by whi 
they found themselves opposed. 



We beg to coll the attention of Physicians generally 
in this Province, lo the following letter from Professor 
Drake, and to requent their co-operalion, in favouring 
Mid with their observations on the endemial diseases 
of this part of tlie continent of North America :— 
To the EiHtor of the BritUh American Journal. 

Dkar Sir,— Before leaving (his city for Kingston, 1 
wish, through your valuable Journal, to make known to 
the physicians of Canada the object which has brought 
me hither, and respectfully to solicit communications 
from them. 

I have for several years been engaged by travel and 
personal observation or intercourse with physicians, in 
collecting unpublished facts, for a historical and practical 
treatise on the principal diseases of the ceniial valley 
Korth America. The geographical limits of the region 
which I have explored, or are utill examining, are the 
mountaina, which, on the east, stretch from the Gulf o^ 
St. Lawrence (o Georgia, in the United States ; on 
west, the plains beyond Lake Superior and the Mi 
nppi ; on the south, the Gulf of Mexico ; and on the 
north, Hudson's Bay. It is my design to give an out- 
line of the physical geography of this extended region, 
which may be designated as the Basin of Ihe St. Law- 
rence and the Miraisnppi, with the medical topcgraphy 
of the most important localities, and an account of the 
climates from south to north ; together with a classifica- 
tion of the inhabitants into the Caucassian, North Ame- 
ricsn, and AEHcao vaHeties ; analizing the first into the 



British and Irish, the French and the German races, ao 
as to develope the peculiarities of phynology and di^ 
eases of each. 

After this extended detiologjoal inlrodiiction will &H- 
low such a history of ihe most important and prevaleD 
diseases of the valley, as can be constructed out of the 
materials I may be able lo collect from those who rende 
and practise medicine within ita borders. In this part 
of the work I shall aim at treeing all our more impo(> 
tant diseases, especially the febrile, through aU our vari- 
eties of soil, climate and latitude ; so as to estimate the 
deiiolt^cal influence of (heee conditions, with the mo- 
difications of treatment which they msyreqture. In 
tliis way 1 hope to produce a book of practice that will 
be indigenous, and give to each of our phymcians the 
experience of every other ; or, at least, apeeimeni of 
the experience in every locality. 

Having preeented this outline of the proposed work, 
I will now set forth what I suppose to be the moat im- 
portant points, to which such physicians of Canada as 
may approve of the plan and be disposed lo aid me in 
its execution, ^ould turn (heir attention. 

1. To Autumnal Fever — Intermittent and Itemittenl. 
It is well known (hat this fever, to borrow a lehn, scat- 
ters out in the north ; and I am anxious to ascertain the 
limits beyond which it is not found, and ita symptoms 
and required treatment, in the highest ladtudea in which 

As continued (idiopathic) fevers prevail in the north, 
their symptoms, varieties, remedies and anatomical le- 
sions, may be hero studied with great facility ; and It it 
particularly desirable to ascertain whether any one of 
them ia to be considered aa the e^vaUnt of the autum- 
nal remittent fever of the warmer latJtadea. The lever 
statistics of the General Hospital of Montreal, which 
you have put into my hands, show that your continued 
fever, whether designated as synoobus or typhus, ia 
much more prevalent in summer and autumn than the 
other parts of the year, which seems to mark it as tak- 
ing the place of remitting fever; but further obterva- 
tions are necessary to the settlement of this question. 
How it is propagated— whether by an epidemic consti- 
tution of the atmosphere, tv by coatsgious emanation 
from the bodies of (he sick, and its appropriate treat- 
ment, are also open questions, on which I find there Is, 
among the physicians of Canada, some variety <^ opi- 
nion. 

3. The relations between your eodemie continued 
fever, and that of the Irish Immigrants, deserve to he 
cnticully studied. What I have seen of the letter, bu 
shown me, that it differs in several of Hs phenometia 
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from the coMinnnl Tever of ths middle totitades, and 
huplred me wHh a strong desire, 1o know whether hi its 
■ymptbms, ■natomical leeioM and appropriate treatment, 
it la idoMtieal wrttt tbe indigenous continued fever of the 
Btnln of tbe St. Lawrence. 

^ TuMrcitlar Pfatfaisia, to iiidissolubI;f anocialed with 
cold cIimalea,'iR the minds of most phyweiane, seems to 
me to be leM prevalent iiere than on the bantts of the 
Ohio, in 39° or 38°, where, moreover, it is niore pre- 
valent than it is several degrees further Boutli. If there 
be, as seems probable, a latitude in which it aiiains its 
minimum of prevalence, it is of importance to know i1, 
and be able to estimate the comparative \'alue, to the 
predisposed, of all emignitioii from that parallel to the 
north and to the south. Iniimately connected with this 
maladjr, is sorofula and every other tubercular aflevtion ; 
aod ftett relathre to the whole wilt be most acceptaUe 
tome. 

5. Goitre is another cndemiaJ malady, prevailing in 
•ome localitiea and entirely absent from others, concern- 
ing which i Tould invite communications. 

6. Malignant Paatule or Cliarbon, common in Xxiuisi' 
ana, very little known in the middle states of the Union, 
but reappearing, in greater frequency, in Canada East, 
is an affection, the cause nnd cure of which I greatly 
desire to learn from the physicians of this region ; and, 
eqiecially, to know whether it attacks the French Ca- 
nadians odener than the British. Considered as an epi- 
sootic malady, it would be interesting to learn whether 
itaS^claotberquadnipeds than the cow, and also whe- 
ther it can be excited in her by the blood or pus from 
the human subject, if introduced by inoculation. 

7. Calculus is a diseaae which deserves to be studied 
in connexion with »oils, water and climates. In the 
latitudes 36°— 40" it is a common malady. la it equally 
so in the latitudes of Canada ? To what extent is it 
connected with dyspeiMia, or with any j articular kind 
of drinking water. 

8. Are verminous diseases prevalent in Canada? 
There is some reason for believing them more prevalent 
in the higher than the lower latiiudea. 

9. In the south, tetanus and some other plasmaili 
diseases, are exceedingly frequent. The former is both 

' transnalio and idiopathic. As we advance to the north 
■ it becomes less frequent. To what extent does it pre- 
vail in Canada? and how often can it be cured 7 

10. The eruptive fevers, although not produced by 
climate, may, perhaps, be modified by it, so as to de- 
mand a variation in the treatment. Especially, what is 

- the moat successful treatment of scariatina in this coun- 

11. At what period of the year are Bcale pulmonary 



inflammations most prevaleol T Does the steady ocdd of 
winter generate them? Do they require liberal vene- 
section? Is tartar emetic weH-adapted to their cant 
Do the constitutions of the people of Canada admit of 
the use of that medicine in Italian doeea T 

12, What is the moeteflicient method of treating acute 
rticular rheumatism 1 Are metastaaes to the heart and 

other fibrous organs common, and what methods ol 
treatment aeem either to promote or prevent them T 

13. Is gout a frequent disease here ! Doea h affect 
any but immigrants from Great Britain 7 Do those who 
are predisposed to il, escape by emigrating to this coun- 
try ? 

I4<. As Dr. M'Cullough has endeavoured to prove 
that nearly all neuralgias arc produced by malaria, it is 
desirable to know to what extent they prevail in a region 

which. Judging from the absence or small amount of 
intcrmittei.t fever, there is so tittle of marsh exhalation. 

15. It appears that Cholera Morbus and Cholera In- 
fantum, are common and fatal diseases in Canada. Hts 
the liberal administration of calomel and opium, so much 

d upon in the lower latitudes, been generally re- 
sorted to here 1 

16. Di)esthe water of the St. Lawrence, as soma 
have said, possess an inltating quality in reference to the 
mucous membrane of the etomcch and bowe'a? 

17. Are there any obvious diCferencea in the consti- 
tutions and diseases of the French and British itihabi- 
tants of Canada 1 

18. Did the epidemic cholera work out any perma- 
nent change in the character of the diseases of Canada 1 
Has it been observed that since ita invasion, the lancet 
and active purging are leas safe or beneficial than beforr. 

The points 1 have raised are the moat important ; but 
facts relative to any other forma or peculiarities of <Ue- 
ease will be acceptable.* 

I hope to commit to the press, in the coming calMJar 
year, the first volume; which will embrace febrile dis- 
eases ; and would be thanlcful r<r communications con- 
cerning them at an eariy period. LelterF may be sent 
at my own expense, by mail, to Ch'ndjmatiy Okio, my 
place of residence.

We are, nevortbelesc, still uncon- 
vinced of iu being a disinfectant in the true leoie of 
the tenn. A more proper term espreuive of its ac- 
tual powers nould, we think, have been anlibromic. 

Sir William Burnet's fluid (chloride of zinc) has 
bad its power* tested under similar circumstances, un- 
der the supervision of Dr. Stratton, R. N., who is alio 
in town with that object in view. The experiments 
wlih it, as far as we have learned, have proved equally 
as satisfactory as those with that of Mr. Ledoyen. 

Jttquat to Physidana in Charge of Immigrant 
Hotpitali.—ThjtieiaxM in charge of the Immigrant 
Hospitals in both the Canadas, would confer a favour 
by forwarding to us, at as early a period as coaveoient, 
ailatementof the admiisiona and discharge* in their 
respective Hospitals, uith, if possible, the nature of the 
diseaars. The Editor of this Journal is desirous of 
preparing a statement indicative of the grovs results of 
the diseases afiecllng ihe immigrants, and the total 
noitalitj attending them. The statisiios of the inisi 
grmti only, admitted into such Hospitals, is desired. 



Ydlotit Fever in Jifew Orleant. — By theNcw Orleans 
Medical and Surgical Journal lately received, we regret 
to percave the prevalence of yellow fever in that city, 
The moiiatity from that cause appears to have steadily 
and alarmingly increased from the 17ih July to August 
93. For the week ending July 17, out of 143 deaths, 
6 ware from yellow fever. For the week ending 34th 
July, out of 131 deaths, 16 were from yellow fever, 
For the week ending July 31, 47 out of 177 deaths, 
resulted from the same disease, and from this period it 
t«g«d epidemically. Our contemporary observes, 
** From this time daily reports tvere published in the 
daily papers, and the number of deaths from yellow 
fever for th« next week was 133. Since that time the 
number of eases and the mortality have continued to 
increase, until at the present writing (Aug. 23), th< 
disease pervades all ranks of sgciety, and the number 
of deaths for the past week from yellow fever alone, 
«j90uats to ^W . . .

-DEATH BY A FATAL DOSE OF HEDICIHAL HY- 
DROCVANIC ACID.

My atlention hu been Rttracted to ihia subject ii 
coDseqiwnce of b fatal case having occurred in my 
pnetice Intel;. A ratuni of tfae hietory of eome of tbe 
more remartrable instaneeaorfatat.and iteoily ftlal caaet 
on record, will be neceamry to dnddate the intereai at- 
tached to this point In the case uf the seven Paiia 
epileptics (1228), where ■ very concentrated add ma 
used (the hatf^unce potion contained 18| gra. pure 
acid), some lingered a^i long an twelve mintiles beTore 
life was entirdy extinct ; Imt the first who swallowed it 
WIS dead in three minutes. The first time that ibe life 
oTa prisoner depended upon a solution of tbe queatii 
under connderation, occurred at the Lancaster Asnzes, 
held in April, 1829, when Freeman, an apothecary's ap- 
prentice, was arraigned for the murder of Judith Burwelt, 
bis master's servant. She was pregnant by him, and 
was found one morning dead in her bed. An ounce 
pbial containing three drachms of prussic acid, cortced, 
and wnpt in paper, was found alongside of her. The 
body was in a composed position, the arms folded over 
tbe trunk, and the bedclothes drawn smoothly up to the 
ehia. Had the deceased time to perform 
actions after drinking the poison out die narrow-necked 
phial I HeBBfB Maeaulay, Paget, and others, in conse- 
quence of experiments performed on the lower animals, 
decided in the negative. Dr Christison, in the first edi- 
tion of his work on Poisons, said tiiat his experiments 
•cceided with tbdn ; but, in the aecond, that it was pro- 
baUo (hat pruseio acid frequeaily took a longer lime 
than was genecnlly suppoBed, and that tite probability in 
this case was that it had done so,and that it bad been taken 
voluntarily by (he deceased, because the prisoner had to 
pMs throt^h ibe room in wbioh his master and mistress 
riept, to gain access to the gid's room, and must have 
(q>etted'andshutthrtadoor8w1itKiuti<eiee. Myopiaionis, 
that she look it rohiHlarily to produce abortion, for which 



would cause miscarriage. Mrs. Lattendied in twelve mi< 
QUtes fi«m taking a drachm and a half of medicinal add. 
In Dr. Geoghegan's case, the patient took two drachma 
of pnueic acid (Dub. Pharm.), and experienced no efl^t 
for (wo tninutu. He subsequently lell into violent con- 
vuluon^, and was saved by applying sesquicerbonate of 
ammonia to tbe nostrils. In the July number of the 
London Medical Gazette, is quoted Mr, Godfrey's rase 
of «a man 41 years of age, who, efler taking half an 
ounce of Scheete's acid, walked ten paces to the head 
of the staira, descended the steps, seventeen in number, 
and then proceeded, rather quickly, to a drnggist^s shop, 
forty-five paces distant, where he bad procured the acid, 
entering the shop in his usual slow and easy manner, and 
afking for * more of that prussic acid,' before he became 
evidently aSiM^ted by the poison which he had swallowed. 
In this instance, at least ^te minvta mtisi have elapsed, 
from the time of swallowing the poison, before death 
took place." This case is quoted as introductory to the 
report of a coroner's inquest, which took place at 
Worcester on the body of Mr Benjamin Shepherd. 
The substance is as follows: — Mr S. went into Mr. 
Stringer's (druggist) Bh<^, and pnrcbased 3ij *<prussic 
acid, Scheele'a strength, and, asking if any one was 
in the Imck room, and, being answered in the negative, 
walked in there, saying to the druggist, ** I want a woid 
with you." Stringer fdlowed him within (teo ntnuln, 
and found him sitting on the sofa, and the phial of prussic 
acid empty on the table before him. Stringer said, 
•' Good God, Shepherd, you have not been taking that ?" 
Deceased replied, smiling, "No, no, it is all right — take 
no notiee-^ve me your hand old fellow." Witness 
went up to him and the deceased added, " God bless 
you — its all right — take no notice." Witness went for 
Mr. Griffith, surgeon, but, not finding him, returned with 
Mr. Pierpoint, who, with witness, tried to administer 
osimonia as an anHdote to the prussic add, and a 
futile attempt was made to produce vomiting. The 
stomach pump was sent for, but arrived alter death had 
taken placo. Before leaving this case, I must comment 
upon the means employed to save Mr. Shepherd. Mr. 
abe had made preparations tbe night before, and tiiat, if jFierpoint and Mr Stringer should have known that, by 
Freeman had anything to do with it, he provided her, for administering ammonia, they would have formed the 
hisown purposes, with the poison, telling her that it'hydrocysnate of ammonia, neariy, if not quite, as ener-

getic a poison as the pnisuc acid; and thatammonia ofthfi 
■eaqui carbon ate applied to the noitrits, acti uaerully by sti- 
mulating the nervoua system, and the heart's action, nntil 
the poison has exhausled Its violence, kkA not aa an antt- 
dole. Seeondly, attending on vomiting, and the ilbmiieh 
pump was doubly nselesa, inasmuch, as had they evacu- 
ated the Btomach, Ihej? would have been no nearer bi>v~ 
ing thar patient, and they lliereby lost f)rerioiiB time 
which might have been emjrieyed in using mora effi> 
cacious loeana Aa an anltdote, a soltitlon -of the- 
sulphate of iron, or adihuionttf the Tr. Fer. Mur.i^onld 
have been as effectutd as sb antidote can be in » eaae 
of poisoning by this acid. The applicaljon of chlorine 
water or seaquicarh. ammonia to the noslrile, and cidd 
affluion to the apine, would have comprised all that ta 
known to be of value in the treatment of such mfertu- 
natecaaoe.

She snatched at the phial, but he drew iiplayftillyaway, 
turned her out of the room, and locked the door. Shti,' 
ihinklDg that he was jesting, as he had frequently done 
the same thing before, went to her eWn house, nett 
door, which communicated through the yards. About 
a minute Bl\er, he unlodicd the door and cried out, 
•' Come to me quick, I am dying," A r(3dtive| 
very much alarmed, called to the servant roaii in lh6' 
yard, who ran up stairs and lound him Tying on his badt 
on thesgfa with hia legs croased, insensible, and enorittj;.

In no 
trade or occupation, do mankind rely on the skill of an untaught 
artist i and in roediehie, confessedly the moat diflicnlt and intricate 
nf (he sciences, (he world oDj[ht not to suppose (hat knowledge Is 

3. Pa(ien[s ihaiild prefer a physician, whose hahili uf life 
rcgnlar. and wiio ia noC devoted (o company, pleasinc, or to 
poraoit inoompatible with his professional obligations. A patient 
shonld, also, eonSde the care of himselfand family, ss much as 
poaaible, to one physician, for a medical man who has lieconte 
acquainted with the pceuliaritiea of conatitulion, habits, and pm- 
diqiositions, of those ho attends, is more likely to bo successful in 
his trcaUnenl, than one nho does nol poaaen that knourtedgc. 

A patient who has thus selected his physician, should nlwnys 
apply for advice in what may appoar (o liim triiial cases, iia (he 
must fatal results olVin supervene on the slightest accidents. It 
is of still muro imporlaneo thnt he should apply for assistance in 
tlie forming ■(ago of violent disease? j it ir to a neglect of (his pre- 
cept that medicine ovcca much of tho uncertainty and imperfection 
with which it has been repmached. 

4< Patients shonld laithfully and unreservedly communIca(o to 
their i^jrsieisn (ho snppnsod cause of (bcir disease. This is (lie 
niote important, as many diseases of a mental origin simulate thi>ae 
depending on external causes, nnd yet ate only to bo cured by 

of thus making his physician hia friend and adviser ; be should 
alwaya bear in mind that a medical man is under the strongest 
obligations of secrecy. Even (he femolo sei aliould never allow 
feebngs of shama or delicacy (o prevent their disclosing the seat, 
■ymplomi and oaoacs of complalnla peculiar (o them. However 
commendable a modest reserve may bo in the common occurrences 
of. life, its strict observance in medicine is often attended with (lie 
miNl serious consequences, and a patient maj sink under a ]>aitil\i[ 
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and loathsome disease, which might liave been readily praveiited 
had timely inlimatiiin been given to tho physician. 

5. A patient should never weary his physician with a ttdlous 
detail of events or matters not appertaining to hia disoaso. Kweat 
as relates lo his actual symptom, bo will convey much atom real 
in formal ion' by giving clear answcra to inlerrogotories, than l^ tho 
most niinule account of his own framin*.

6. Tlie obedience ofa patient lotlie(we«!Tiptiooa of hisp!ijsioi»n 
should be prompt and implicit. lie should never permit hia awa 
crude opinions ss to their fitness, to influence hia aUeoiiTD to Uwat 
A failure in one pailioular may render an otherwise juiciaus 
Iroatment dangerous, and even fatal. This remark is ajuully ap- 
plicable to did, drink, and exercise. As patients becomo coaval. 
escent Ihey are very ant to suppose (hat the rules praocrihed far 
them may be disregarded, and (be consequence but loo ollcn, U a 
relapse, Pntienls should never sllow Ihemaelvoa to be pemaded 
to take any medicine whatever, that may bo rocoinroonded lo them 
by the actf-conatiluled doelonand doctrcascs, whoare su froqiMnUy 
met with, and who pretend to possess infallible remedies tat Uib 
cure of every disease. However simple ■omo of their prewriptions 
may appear to be, iloften happena that tliey are productive of intKh 
mischief, and in all cases t'lcy are injurious, by oonlraveniog Uw 
plan of troalment adopted by Ihe physician. 

7. A patieni should, if poaaible, avoid even the fritndlif Biaits 
o/np*y*fciBn whoisnotaUcndinghim,-«nd when ha dooa i*.

Medical men should alaobealwsya ready, when sailed on 
by the legally coostituted authorities, to enlighten coronera' in> 
qiiesia and courts of justice, on subjccta atriclly medical — such aa 
involve questions relating losaoiiy, legitimacy, murder by poisons 
cir other vinlent means, and in regard lo the various other salNMla 
embraced in the science uf Medical Jurisprudence. Bui in tbtse 
caaes, and cspeciBMy where they sre required to make a post-tttot- 
lem examination, it ia just, in consequence of the (iaie, labour 
and tkill required, nod the reapaoBibiiily and risk tboy ineur, (ftal 
the public should award them a proper Iionoranum.

PRACTICE OF MEDICINE AND PATHOLOQy. 

A Cote of Ddiriwn Trtmn* mducti by the inordiruUe

Ho. — LASt iprin^, wbile on a viait to my relatioiu in the 
Mulbera part of Kentucky, I met with Ihv followisg case of 
delirium treinciia. The palieot, aged 71 yean, bad bern 
aawfcinx tobacco to neat excess for a number ar ypan. At 
length, a abort time before I saw him, haresoUed to abandon 
the aae of it altogether. The day on which he formed thia 
rawlntion he amked, in qaick aucceision, nine cigai? , which 
waa followed by considerable nauaea and giddiness for three 
dayi. Tbeae lymptomi then paased off and his heatlh for a 
short lime leemed better than usual; but after this brief 
inlerral he fell into a lethargic state from vrhicb he was 
with difficalty atoused.

Hospital, &c. Su.. — Closely connected with a state of atrophy 
of the brain, U thai coadilion which ia induced if the organ 
be somewhat suddenly deprived of its usual supplyofblood. 
Even in the adult, a profuse lovs of blood is followed by ex- 
tremely severe heaa-ache and by various other cerebral 
symptoms. In the child, whoee brain needs for the due per- 
formance of ilB functions, a proportion ably larger quantity of 
hlood, the symptoms that follow its excessive bss are of a 
nrresponding graxiiy. Often indeed they present a striking 
milarity lo those which betoken inflammation of the brain ; 
fact implied in the name of the hydrofephaloid dueatt,hv 
'hich Dr. Marshall Halt, who was smon^ the first to call 
Ibe notice of the profesaion to thia affection, has ptopond 
that it should he designated. 

Tbisafiection,"sayshe, in hit admirable essay on the 
subject,* may be divided into two stages : the fint that of 
'-'tebliity: the second that of torpor. In th» former there 
>ears to he a feeble attempt at reaction ; in (be Utter, tha 
vers appear to be more prostrate. These two stages re- 
semble In manv of their symptoms the firat and saconditagei 
of bydtocepbalns respectively. 

In the firat stage the infant becomes irritable, resUeaa, 
and feverish ; the face flusbed, the sorhce hot, and tho 
pulse frequent; there is an undue sensitiveness of the nervea 
of feeling, and the Utile patient starts on being touched, or 
from any sudden noise ; there are sighing and moaning 
lulins; sleep, and screaming ; the bowels are flatulent and 
oDse, and tne evacuations are mocons and disordered. 

" If, through an erroneous notion as to the nature of thia 
flection, nonrnhmenl and cordials be not given, or if the 
diarttieea continne, either sporianeonsly, or (rom the admi- 
of medicine, the exhanstion which ensues is apt to 
lead to a very different train r>r symptoms. The countenance 
becomes pale, and the checks cool or cold ; (he eyelids are 
half-closed; the eyes are unfixed and nnaltracted hy any 
object placed before them, the pupils unmoved on the ap- 
proach of light; (he breathing, from being quick, becomes 
irregular, and efiecled by sighi ; the voice becomes husky, 
and there is sometimei a husky, teazing cough ; and even- 
tually, if the strength of the liille patient continne to decline, 
' ere is a crepitus or ratlling in tbe breathing ; the evacua- 
<ni are usually green ; the feet are apt lo be cold." 
In early infancy, symptoms of this kind sometimessQcceed 
to prematura weaning, especially if that be followed by an 
itable diet, but afterwards they generally aucceed to 
de6nile attook of illness, either exhausting in itself, or 
for the core of which active measures had been necessarr. 
mportanl, too, to bear in mind that they are not equally 
I come on in the course of all diseaaes, but that those in 
t^e early stages of which considerable cerebral irritation hat 
' lied are much more likely to aiaume the charaelen of

There is no diiordar in which the two oo&ditioaa of coiui' 
dcr^le tjaipatbelic disluTbance of the brain, coupled with 
rapid extiaustion of the vital powcri, are so complciely ful- 
filled a« in infantile diarrbsa, and in no other affection dc 
i?e meet with such frequent or Biwh well-marksd instances 
of ibeBurperTeation of tbe hfdrocephataid disease. 

It is not long sines a previousEy healtliy boy, aged 18 
months, w«i brought to meaufferingfroniTOmitinKB 
hcea, which had existed for (htee days previously. After 
IrealDient bad been continued for two days the purging ceas- 
ed, but Ihe child seemed to have a distaste for all nourish- 
ment, and refused both milk and arrow-root, and the mother 
made bm few attempts toorercome this repugnance, 
for 24 bouts, tlie child look hardly any thing except water, 
and barley water, and tliose in small quantities. On the after- 
noon of the 5th day the child became taint, and seemed si 
fcebla during (he night that the mother became mucbalarmrd 
and came again to me on (he morning of the 7th day, Thi 
child's face wa« then sunken and very anxious; it lay, as i 
doling, with half closed eyes ; breathing hurriedly ; and' 
denly waicing op from time tu time in a slate of alarm and 
re(tl«sincat, and then in a few moments subsiding into in 
farmer condition. The skin was dry, but cool ; the extre- 
miliei were almost cold ; the lips were dry and parched, and 
aome sores bad collected about (he teeth ; the tongue was 
diy, r«d, and glazed, and coated in (he centre, and towards 
the root with yellowish for. The pnlse was extremely 
feeble. There was very great thirst. The boweU had not 
acted for twelve horns. 

I ordered Ibe child a lablespoonfu) of equal parts of milk 
and barley water every half hour, with the addition of fifteen 
drops of brandjr every hour, and directed that some strong 
veal broth sfaoald be prepared and a;iven every two honrs. 
At the same lime, a draught containing 10 grams of aroma- 
tic confection, half a drachm of the compound tincture of 
bark, and six dro^s of sal volatile, was given eveiy three 
hours, and a grain of Dover's powder was directed (o be 
taken (t bed-time. 

Within six hours after (he coramencementof Ibis treatment 
the child began lo improve ; it slept toleraWy well in the 
night, and the next day was lying (ranqoilly in bed, looking 
abou( and smiling cheerfally. The extremides were warmi 
and the skin had lost ila harshness ; the tongue was no lor 
ger dry, and (he pulse had increased in power. The st 
mulanls were gradually withdrawn ; no further bad symptoi 
came on and the child was sora convalescent. 



It is of great importance rightly (o interpret the meaning 
of (he synp(oms which adend the first staice of this affection, 
and lo discriminate between Ihe cerebral disturbance of ap- 



A little girl was seized with diarrbxa on Aug. 8th, which 
at first was severe, but soon yielded to treatment, and she 
was again cwivaleacent, when, on the 15th, vomiting and 
purging returned with great violence, and were attended 
with much febrile dittnrbanee. On the following day ahe 
was still worse in all respecta, but was not brought lo me 
again until the 17[h. She then looked exceedingly ill, her 
face was tallow, but with a finsb on each cheek, and her 
eytawere deeply sunk. She lay in abalf dozing alaic with 
her eyelids half closed, and (he eyeballs tarned upwards, so 
that Dothing bat the sclerotica was visible ; but from this 
eondUwo ahe awoke frequently and suddenly in a slate of 
greatajarra.aed looking as if she were about to have a fit 
of coavglsion*. Her ekin was hot and very dry ; Her pulse 
was frequent, but not strong, and there was some aubsullus 
of tb«(endonaof the wrist. The abdomen was rather tym' 



thirst was great, iha vomiting very freqoent, and the bow«b 
acted two or three times in the coarse of an hour, the evacn- 
aiion* having the appearance of dirty water. 

The child was immediately placed in a tepid batli ; an 
enema containing five drops of laudanum was next adminu- 
lered, and the abdomen was covered with a la^ bran 
poultice. The extreme irritatiiliiy was almost immediately 
relieved by the warm bath, and still further soothed by tlia 
enema. The bowels ceased to act so frequently, and the 
stomach began lo bear small quantities of barley water and 
other drinks, which were given cold. In a few hoar* iha 
imminenl danger had passed away, and the child recovered 
in the course of a few days. 

If, in a case of this kind, yon fall into the error of regard- 
ing the cerebral symptoms as the signs of active disease, and 
withhold the Dover's powder, or the opiate enema Ibat 
might have checked the diarrhtca and soothed the irrilability 
while you apply cold lotions lo the head and ^ve the child 
nothing more nutritious than barley water in small qnantiliet, 
because the irrilability of the aiomach which results front 
weakness seems lo you lo be (he indica(ion of disease in the 
brain, the restlessness will before long alternate with coaa 
and the child will die either comatose or is canntoioas. 

But it is not only in the diarrhiBB that errors of this sort 
may be committed. The early stages of pneamoBia are 
oAen altended with so much sympathetic disturtMnce of the 
brain, as to throw the other sympiomt into tbi background. 
The child vomits, it refers all ic« sufferings lo its head and 
ponibly has an attack of convulsions aluoit at the oataet. 
You not unnaturally astuie the case lo be o»a of oerebral 
congeaCion and treat it accordingly with free local depletion. 
Oo ibe next day (he indications of disordered lespiration are 
more apparent ; you think your former diagnoeia wai incor- 
rect, and probably apply more leecbea to (he cheat (o conbttt 
the pneumonia yon had overlooked. IIm urgency of Ae 
symptoms may he relieved by these means, or, if Ihia be not 
the ease, slill the reaction will diminish wi[b the diminished 
power, and (be child for a sborl time aeems lo sgffer lea*. 
But soon the rtstleisness of exhaostion comes on, and then 
follow the soporose condiiioo and appateot coma ; you con- 
demn yourself for having overlooked (he cerebral mischief, 
of which you fancy (hat you now have most convindng 
proof, you renew your antiphlogistic measures, (o arreat, if 
it be not (00 lata, (hia imaginary hydrocephalus, end you 
patient diea- 

Sometbiog of the same kind, too, may happen in cased 
where the brain baa really been congested and where Ibe 
depletion which you praciieed somewhat too treely waa in 
reality indicated, though to a smaller amoont. The rent-' 
lessoeasand heat of head mayhave been diminished by year 
treatment, and (he boweli may have bee.n relieved by thC'- 
you ad miniate red. In a few hours, however, 
I returns, though not to so great a degree aa before -;- 
the child moans sadly when awaike ; aad this tofiVrrin^ ' 
state allernalps with a dro.wsy condition, while the stonacb, 
irritable before, now rejects every thing ahnost as soon as 
swallowed, though the child aiill seems eager for oHnk. The 
previous arrest of veiy similar ayniplems, tfaoogh but far a 
'ew hours, by active treatment, seems lo you lo indicate the 
}roprlety of continuing the same plan, nevertlietess the 
Irowsiness deepens iiiio coma and the child dies of hydioce- 
phalus, as you suppose,— in reality of the nimiacaro rnadiCi. 
" Forewarned, forearmed," says (he old proverb. When 
head symptoms come on in the infant, do not judge of (heir 
rmportsimply from the present conditiim of the child, bat 
ascertain its previous history. Learn wbelher any etber 
members of (he family have had hjrdroeephBlus. or been ' 
eonsomptive. Inquire whether this infant baa Ihrlven at ' 
the breast , or .whether it has for some lime been drooping; 
^f already weaned, a«cer(ain on what itisnowted— wbMhei' '

In a cue where Itie symptoms of cerebral disturbance, and 
lb«eofdi»ordered respiration come on almost at the sAme 
tiTO in a previonsly healthy child, and -w nlteinate with 
eaehotber as lo render your diagnoiis difficult, yoQ will do 
well lo remember that pneumonia often sets in with ranch 
Bympalbetic disorder or the nervous system, and that the 
disease is mnch more likely lo be seated in the lungs, than 
m the brain. In most cases anscultation will enable you lo 
decide the question, and if once you accustom yourselves to 
listen to a child's chest as inrariably as you would look at 
its tonguB or count its pulse, you will but seldo:n have 
reproach yoarseives for the uncertain diagnosis, anil the " 
cillating treatmenl into which in ceies of (hii " 
yon will otherwise be too often betrayed. 

In a child suffering ftom diarrhoea, you will be prepared 
meet with sympathetic dislurbance of the brain, and willn,^ 
allow the occurrence of its symnlomt to deteryou from adopt- 
ing the I leatmeul whirh ihe diarrhtea teijuires. If doubt 
crow your mind aa to their signification, and yon fear lest 
mischief be really going on in Ihe brain, it will nsuailv suf- 
fice to watch the symptoms closely, in order to delect a want 
of cotfMpDttdeoce between them, which would not exist if 
traeoBre»b»a[ disuse e.visled. Attention lo this point will 
gnard yov frdn error daring the sUn of excitement, as well 
a» that of eihttusiion and elupor, which sirDaUteB the last 
nage of hydratepfaaFu. 

Under no circumstance* are mislakea more easllyi 
ted, and never are (heir results more mischevious than when 
teal congestion of the bram has been somewhat overtreated 
and the consequent symptoms of exhaustion are supposed to 
be those of advancing disease. In such a case, however. 
It would usually be observed that great faintness had been 
induced by the first depletion^and that the quiet which siic- 
CMded II was that of exhaustion as much p.s of mitigaleil 
suBenng. If fo, the returning restlessness would probably 
be the mdea of the feeble power of the brain, no longer ade- 
quate to the performance of its wonted functions, rather than 
I-!.*' L '^.'' of active disease of the organ. Nor wooM the 
Bislofv be the only safeguard from error, bat the fontenelle 
sunk below the level of the cranial bones, instead of being 
lensa and pulsating, the cool surface, and Ihe pulse presenl- 
mgneother characters than those of frequency and feeble- 
ness, would all point to the real nature of the case. Yon do 
noLoned' lo U told that to deplete under such cire<imsIanceB 
woijld be lo destroy your patient— that food Is needed, not 
phj^sw. The sunken powers of life are to be rallied ; and as 
ihewstrengih returns, the functions of the brain will aeain 
go on earmonlDusly. ° 

Although the diagnosis of this affection is RomeUmes at- 
teniH with difficulty, the rules for its prevention and iU 
eure an luppily very eimple. Bennng in mind ihe possible 
sDpeTveMtea of the hydrocephaloid disease, you would never

^e slate of general retltessness and irritability that at- 
wnda the early itages of exhaustion ia ofiep greatly soothed 



by the tepid bath, continued for not more than five minutes, 
for fear of further depressing the infant's powers. While 
yon secure a free access of air, too, you must be extremely 
caulloua lo maintain the room at a sufficient temperature ; 
for the power of generating heat is diminished in a very re- 
markable degree in young animals who, from any cause, 
are insufficiently nourished. The irritability of the slomach 
is best overcome by giving nourishment in ettremely small 
quanli!ie5,—a3 a dessert spoonful of ass's milk for an infant 
or of veal lea for an older child, given by liitle and little 
every half hour. If the symptoms have succeeded to wean- 
ins, a hcahhy wet nurse should, if possible, be at once ob- 
tained ; but as the effort lo suck seems sometimes to e.xhaust 
the child, and, probably, thereby to favnur vomiting, it is 
sometimes better at first lo give the nurse's milk by a tea- 
spoon. If Ihe exhaustion be very great, and a stale analo- 
gous to coma impendinsr, a hoi mustard bath is sometimes 
serviceable in rousing the child, while, at Ihe same time, a 
few drops of sal volatile, or of brandy, may be given every 
few hours. It is desirable, however, lo suspend the use of 
the more powerful direct stimulants so soon as it can safely 
he done, though a nulrilious diet will be necessary for tome 
lime. Tonic medicines likewise, are often of much service, 
few of which are preferable to the extract of bark, which, 
dissolved in carraway water, mixed with a few drops of Ihe 
tincture, and well sweetened, will be taken very readily by 
most children. The addition of a little milk lo the medicine 
when taken, further covers any unpleasant taste.— Xondon 
Medical Gasetle.

but upoD dinnse oxiatini; within tho bowel, the ditcbarga inflam. 
ing akin around, and causing great ihichening between iha anus 
and the bowel. Il is very important in all these eatesto examine 
Ihe interinr of the bowel, and it is a frequent oeciirronce to find 
discoaa within, first pentad out by the inflaminatian and ulcora- 
tian and formalion of eicresooncea that ia going on eilcrnaliy. 
On Kime ocoa«ioQS Ihe bowel has nul l>con ctaminod, when, if it 
had bean so, llie diasase would have been discoirered. and would 
hava raved iho patient andlese Iroublo and diftreaa. In '"le case 
a woman came under ni; cam, whuee sister had died of diseased 
roetam, and wbo wo* nalumtly alarmed by 
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lacuationa from the bowi 
a monlh, when tiie menstrual eierlement produced som« 
nf tbo reclnra. Her surgeon bad cut oif Konio cicri-scei 
ponne williout relief, because on examining the bowel, which he 
had not done, I found a very bad sLrielum, which 1 diluted by 
bnugiei, and which she kept open for many years by pualng them 
■'« herself. In this aassof Mount the abscess bursl. but the w™' 
oat of her own accord before the was properly cured, nothing h 
ing been done lor the condylomata. 

The ulceration which takes place inlomnlly independent of 
lernal diseaso, is fliown in another case: — John Mnlony, b1. 
ndmitted under Dr. Naimo, 7lh of April, wilh rbciimalic go 
was transferred to me on tho 2Gth, for an ulcer of Ihe 1^, and 
discharge ftom the rectum, which he boa hud for tha last eij^it 
months ; it came on after cholera.

ulei^Tatiim probably, however, has nul quia ceased. You may do 
a good deal by this intomal trealm^nt, sninelimea also by 
driips. lliriee daily lakcn by the mouth, wilh liquor potassn, and 
by remedies whieii nci more pnrtioularly on Iho lower end of ihe 
hiiwcl, OS, when the ulceration is qiict, tho confection of bUck 
Cppr-r : this was ordered for the list patient, and frrquontly heal* 
lip small nlcerationa. You may give it in doe?a of 3ij. to 3J. o. 
n. for lliree ar four weeks together. Some ulceration* are mon 
(rii'iMcnnuo, and hnl longer, and ihen these means are notatnrayi 
mificieul, oven ihTijh ihc strictest attcnli'in may be paid to iht 
general hoalrh of tho pitient. In n>mo cases smalt d^Mos of thi 
tiqiwr arsenlcalis, llircn lo five drops Ihree tlmca a day, given 
with sninc o her Ionic, may be ben"licial. Perhaps arsenic is cs. 
|ieciany urefnl, like Ihe pepper, by its loenl effect, for it affects 
the rMtam a> well as the stomach in whatever way it 
g. if a anlutloi) of arsenic is injected into tbo veins, it irritates 
bdlhlheia pnrta; if, iKtvever, it is given with bark or some other 
Ionia, it i* at lime* very beaeSaial in somD cases of ulceration of 
the nctum. You must alio apply local applicaiions by means of 
•ha apecalum, cmmUc in mbetaQCe, the red waali, oi by inliodDC' 



Icoubkaome, and give* riae to great itraining and irriution, you 
must resort to enlico division of Ihc sphincter, an aa lo relievo 
lho!e aymploins by preventing all irrilaliun triBing from lodgBicnt 
of ftecea about Ihe ulcon, and from the action of tho muacjea of 
llie part. This treatment i«, however, seldom ncccsaity ) but in 
obslinalo cases it miy be resnrlcd to. 1 moin in obslinale case* 
cunfincd to this |>art of the bowel ; of course it can he of no uso 
»Xlen«ve. Here, for Instnnce, i* a 
poriion of the intestine of a palicnl [exhibiting a preparation] who 
wa* admitlcid under Dr. Wilson in January, IMS, where ihera 
was great dinrihoia hom Iha eilensive ulccralwn that vra* gouiK 
on. He luSifieil for a long time, hi* bowels were alwav* actinic, 
and the great trouble he caused not only lo himself but hia friendi 
and the nunc* of llie hospital, preyed aa much on hU mind, tint 
afcw day* aficr his admission he cut his Uiroal, causing « faUl 
wound, of which he died in two days. I'bo wound inflamed and 
auppumteJ, and after death there was found an extensive puni- 
lent cffuajon in llio mediastinum behind Ihe alernum, inflamma. 

malion. In I hc^p.'^l- mortem eiamin'alion of lliis c.ise, the small 
inlestines presented nothing remnrtable, hnt Ihe whole of tho 
large inlealinc. from Ihe eaput coti to the anns, was extensively 
ulcetalcd. and of a dark purple colour in patches. In lbs cant 
coll tho disease existed in a few separale nlcerationa, auiTDanded 
by large portions of mucous membrane, but atill proceeding down 
to the muscular fibres, which in some places even here were laitl 
bare. In ihc transverse coinn and remaining port of the inles. 
line, the ulccistive procccE had nearly dcntroycd tho whole of lite 
mucoriB membrane, leaving as il were only small islands of it. 
The membrane was softer and more pulpy than natural ; the cif< 
eular fibres of liie intrstiiie were cttcnsively laid bare, and it* 
coals were in many places so lliin thai Ihey gave way on being 
removed fur exaniinatii)n. I need hardly say that ivhermexlen.

The 
boagle In this caae was uecd, and was productive of much bcoe- 
fiL On the 22nd Ihe nutes Bay— tho bougie was agsin passed, to 
he left in for an hour ; improvin;. On the S4th was much better, 
and abe went out mucii relieved on Ihe 28ih. You hivo aleo Kcn 
uothcr «asB somewhat similar lo this, and relieved in Ihe same 
manner, which occurred in a palient of much jtmaler ago. Sho 
waa 58. and admitted tlie 12lh of last month. There was stric. 
lure of the rectum about two inches from the anus ; cannot pass 
her motions without great pain, nor unless she takes mcdiciTic ; 
they are not larger than a quill ; Ehc has frequently a purulent 
discharge from Ihe buwcla. She has had stricture for twelve 
months, and was in the hoepitsl about six months ago, under Mr. 
Eeala, when boQ|;lea were pased, which gave greiit relief; the 
bas had many children, bnl not for many years; cannot asiisn 
tnyroaion fortbe disease. There is a fistulous opening on the 
poMcrior part of the creel of the ilium, which leads to the dorsum 
illi ; on the finger being introduced into the anus, thorn was found 
to be a acriclure acarccly admitting the point of Ihe finger, with 
much nlecralion and contraction of llie bowel : bougie lo be used 
On Ihe IS'.h a large rectum bnugio was paswd. and ntHiucd fur 
twu houra. On the 2Ut ahc went out of her own accord. 

Tlu great difficulty la (base caaos is to make patients atlcnd 
lo Iheaiselvea after their discharge from Ihe hospital, the slrtc 
tnre in dJI cases beiug so likely, if ucglecled, to return ; they 
ihould uao a bougie themsclvei', which will prevent any ofaiitruc- 
tioa, and they may preserve Iheir livea for yean. In tlie next

around, In the urethra, r.s you know, it Is common for an ab- 
*ceas lo lake pinco external to Ihe canal, the ulceration passing 
Ihrough all the slruelurcs of the urethra ; so also with ulcer, 
atkm* vlthin the bowel, it may go Dirough all the coals, and give 
rae to inflammation and abscrsa in the surrounding cellular mem-

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not to operate, as the incisions will seldom hoal, and Ihe operation 
is not without danger. If Ihe flslulie are quietly discharging, 
they give tittle trouble, and it is bolter to leave Ihem to them- 
selves ; try to relieve the stricture or (he ulceration first, and then, 
if the patient's health becomes restored, you may operate, and 
somelimes wilh succcts. If there are fiatuin connected witb ex- 
lensivo disease. }'ou may, however, be obliged in some cases to do 
BOmfthing lo prevent cunGnemeni of pus. In cases of such ex- 
lenrive sinuses connected with the cellular lissuos as tbtse dra*>. 
ingsshcff ynu, and culled ions of pus arc forming, yuu are obliged 
loopen them, ore'sB the absccasus may extend further into tho 
pelvis, Tlio pus of these abscesses ia net uf a healthy cbaiactor, 
and unless evacuated foul nlecralion tikos place ; this spreads, 
givs up thesldcs of Ihe bowel, and peritonitis is a frequent con- 
sequence from extcnainn of Ihe ulceration. sometimes cvp.d within 
tho peritnnoel cavity; secondary ahsceeses also oAen frrquenth 
take place: but the same reasanB operalc to prevent your med 
dling with them nnneccsrarily, for you may frequendysoo patients 
die in threeor four da ya after from cellular iuflummalion and peri- 
tonilis, or ten or twenty days after the oponitiona from abaorpliun 
of pus and sceondaTy abscesses. 

Here is another case, in which the disease has been of fiflcon 
vean' standing, the palient having been recently admitted, bOt 
having also been under my Care a vear ago. " Kolherine Kel- 
Cher, admitted Mireb 22d, wilh striciuro of the rectum, of fiftceh 
yean* standing. There is one stricture an inch and a half from 
the anus, and anolhcr about an inch higher up. according to het 
Blatoment, holh following nice radon." 1 do not think, however, 
that there is more than one circular cnnlraction. '' Bowels bare 
not acted for eleven days; great discharge of matter fnjm Uia 
anus, as much as half a pint in the course of tlie day, causing 
great pain. Was in tbe hospitui foor years ago tlhder Mr. 
Kcalc, and then obtained a good deal of relief hy a bougie being 
frequently psteed. She again eame under mo in tho summer M 
1346, and went out in a bad stale of health, the slriclurc hating 
been divided previously. She became much better in her genenl 
heultli aAer leaving (he hospital, and continued so until two 
minths ago, when she conid pa6 nolbing by stool, except after 
taking great qoantiliea of drastic purgaltves, and then suffered 
great rain in passing her cvaeuations, which wore never larger 
than a, quill, She his had lij^rs and sweats (or Ihe saino 
period. She attributes the discoseto neglect during labour fifloen 
ypars airo ; bat she had, previous to thai period, nSbrcd from 
iiabiluul conaiipation, whieh the had neg letted." 

The dieciisc in (hie Ciin may arise, theu, from habitual conali. 
pation, or Iho labour slie atlributcs it (o, and to which many 
women attribute tho first occorrence of the diieasc; and preg. 
nincy is not unlikoly to be the origin, from tho obstruction to the 
passage of Ihe feces, caused by Ihe distended uterus. The 
rigois and sweats were signs of pus forming, and from Ihe largo 
quantity which she passes, there must be a largo sopputating 
surface, Hul we find. In addilicn, on the 3d of May. fire weekly 
nfler her admission, alio said rhc felt eumclliing give way, the' 
having had previously sweats and great pain in the back, and 
about a quarter uf a pint of pus was suddenly passed by the 
buwel. — an abscess, in fad, connected wilh tlie buwtl, having 
burst, which is liable at any time to be blocked up, and, Conec-' 
quenlly. lo produce most dangorous aymptoms. It is not impro- 
bable that it was situated at the left side of the pelvis. Conncoted 
wilh Ihe disease which existed two years ago, and with what was 
tlien done for her. In snmo cases, where Ihe stricture is very 
much conlraoled, it may bo divided with advantage by (he intto- 
duedon of a probc.pointed bistoury, the bougie being by this 
means allowed to pars mora euily. I did this in Kelchdr nhen 
she was iHst in Ihc hospital; but the incision was followed by 
infiammation and tuppuratkiii io the orllalar lisnie, and an abscess 
farmed, whieh showed ilselfon the led side of Iho abdomen, in 
Ihc iliso fuast.

has been much doubted. In aeveral of the doga, a much longer 
interval intervened, during which they gave no indication of hav. 
ing bad any hydrocyanic acid ; thus the time which elapsed be- 
fore any decided symptoms of poisoning wero shown in fivo ex- 
amples, was fully Bofficienl to have permitted a man to have per- 
formed many volDntary acliona, and to have not only put awsy 
any thing which cnuTd have revealed the nature of what he bad 
taken, or how he had taken it, hut alao to have paased a conxidei 
rable distance from the place whcie he had swallowed the poison; 
— whileatlil] more remarkable retention of consciousness and 
power waa seen in one dog, which went down three or four steps 
of Bome stairs, saw that the door at the bottom was closed, and 
cams back again ; in another which went dowo, came np, and 
then went down again , the whole flight, a steep winding staircase; , 
and in a third, which retained auScient vigour to jump over ona 
of Ihe doge, and then actually leaped eompletely aeroaa the open 
top of (he etaircaap. In another dog, to which the acid was given 
by the rectum, fully two minnte* elapsed before the symptoms 
act in, and it waa not until a further poriod that voluntary motion 
was Inal, yet the animal died in thirty-srvon minutea ; while in a 
few, but only a fevr initancce, aa No. GO, where the eOccl was 
almoBt immediato, yet the doac was 'not aufGcicnt to deatroy life."

ralyse muacular fibres, when locally applied, is sliown in the ei. 
periiDsnt upon Ihe frog, No. XW, when a drop of acid applied npoa 
the heart itself acted as a stimulani, ioiiueing a quickened action 
— poKsibly any other fluid would have done the same. Had, how- 
ever, the acid been a direct acdalivc, arich an cffiicC would not 
have continued for ao long a liinc ; and, perhaps more decidedly 
still, in the cat, No, S6, whoro three dmpi wore put upon Uia 

Quundlv of acid required to destroy life.—" Tli*re is no filad 
quantity of acid which will invariably destroy life. The boundalf 
between the dose which is hazard.ius or even will dattruy libi'^nd 
that which may bo isken with impunity, is very alight and iude^ 
nile— ^pendent upon individual and probably varying citcpfnt 
rianccs. The same creature is, I apprehend, liahlo to bo seriiius]^ 
ifEicted by h dose which, at another time, would |#oduce butlik 
tie eSbct. This, indeed. B|>pearB to be fullv proved by Ifac vtsg} 
ing effects produced U[«n tho cat. No. 141 iia, by ciacUy ibf 
aamo doses of acid. The more vigorous the animal, ealrrit.pertr 
bill, the larecr is the quinlity which may be taken. The slon^ 
ach bsing full of food lessens the efiVct of the acid, probably by its 
miiins with the ecid. and thus preventing Ihe poison oomuig jtilf> 
•uch readv contact with the mucous membrane. At this pesiojl 
there is also more vigour in the syatem, whereaa an empty tlamt- 
ai-h bIIows Ihe immediate contact of all the ncid at once, and at 
' lungry animal possemcs less power of resistance It was owii^ 
a the stomach being nearly filled with food recenlly talica at 
breakfast, that I think may fairly, at |ea!>t in part, bs attributed 
the long continuance of life after swallowing of so large a quanti- 
ty of hydrocyanic acid, as there ia every reason to suppou was ta. 
ken bv Ihe peraon whose caac is rep.Tted in the Provincial Medi- 
cal and SnrgicalJnunial for July23, 1843. The age of iheanl. 
mal, I am qnita aatisficd, makes a material difFcrcnce. The foie.

RtlatioK btiaeta lit mpiJil^ cf the efftcli of the paitBn and 
Ikequaalily taken. — " Tiio aclTon of the acid ii nol proportion, 
•blj speedy lo ll'c quantity lohen. The differenee between the ra- 
pidity III the elTucts uf a large dmo of llie acid and one which in 
•0 siiiatl aa to bi' barely aullicienl lo dcatroy life, ia certainly well 
narked, but thia ia nol ibe ciuo betn een Iwo duara each of which 
ii eapable of deattoying life o-ith nioderalo rapidity : as, for in- 
tlanCB, Buppoeo forty minims of tJchci.'1'B acid wilt kill a dog within 
f.iur minutes, il duea nol follow tlialeighly minima or two drachms 
would do ao iu two minulea or In one. Kenoe, when called lo a 
person poisoned by hydrocyanic acid, we cannot, merely from the 
lenglli of lime ho haa survived, or the evidence of the aymptoms, 
determine any thing with certainly aitollic degrre of concentra- 
tion or dilution of the acid, nor, except irilhin wide limHa, much 
aa to tlie absohite quantity taken." 

BfftctM of t\t odd ahrn applied ta mueoui membrvntt. —"The 
poison acts with almost, if not abaolattly, e^al rapidity and «er- 
tainly, when applied upon a mocoua niombnine, as the conjoneli. 
va, the rectum, or the vagina, aa when swallowed. A knowladgv 
of this fact may be of the utmoat imtiurlaiice in a medfeo-lefat ex. 
aminalion, aa it Would not be difficult, either by force or onnning, 
lr>intru<lueeinto the vagina or rcclom, or put upon the eye. a iitr. 
ficlant qnantity of the acid to quickly deatroy life — a mcido of ad- 
tnintatering the puiaon which a murderer who had aufGoient ao. 
anaintance with ila properties ia nni unlikely hereaRer to adopt.

small doses, she waa prudent enough to return lo her old medical 
friend, tn whom she handed the remaining powders with the di. 
reetiona. This gentleman, suspecting that they contained some 
aclive narcolic, caused them lo be siibmiltcd to a chemical ana- 
lysis. We have now the report of tliia anilyeia bclbre us, and of 
it we shall make the following abridgement. The powdera wora 
nnmbered S, 3, and 4, They were sifflifor in apptarancr, eieept 
that No. '3 was somewhat whiter than the other two : there wat 
nothing lo indicate that they were of diflerent composilioD ; 
and ss tliey were to be taken Ihe same way on Bttemato nighla, 
this could nal possibly be auapecled. 

" Allhougli there was no great disrimilarity in balk, Iho pow- 
ders were very unequal in weight. No. 2 weighed 3.4 grajna; 
No. 3, l-Sgrains; No. 4. 3 grain*. No. S was found, upon ana.

quick with child." This woman having been examin-

Prof^ren of the Asiatic CAoIcra. - The S(. Pelersburg 
Gaztlie publishes the fallowing details of Ibe course of Ihe 
cholera into the Transcsucasisn Provinces, where it siti) 
prevails, but not with any great intensity. The disease was 
brought bv the pilgrims of Trcblzonde from Herat to Samar- 
cand, in September, 1645, and into Bulgaria in the No- 
vemher followiuz. Thence it advanced as far as Teheran | 
tliere it raged with great violence, and afier the I2lh of 
June, 1846, carried olf ns many as 3uO people a-day. Those 
who were attacked dmpped suddenly down in a state of 
lethargy, and at the end of two or three boun exptieJwitb- 
out a.ny convulsions or vomiting.', but from b cotiipleirslig- 
nulion of the blood, la which no remedies could restore its 
circulation. From Teheran, the cholera visited sueceMltely 
Ispahan, Shimz and Bagdad, where il made ilill "kreatei 
ravages. From Bagdad it was carried on, In DMetnbdf, hy 
the Pilgrims, to Mecca. It was on the 29th of December, 
1&I6, thai il made its first appearance stT^rtffSJTBrt on 
October 29ih aiialned its height, carrying off) in this short 
interval, no fewer than 6,000 victims. In Persia it was oh- 
strved that the direction of the wind had no influence on 
Ihe progress of Ibe scourge, which was eM^melyeajSiicIOut 
and irregular, sometimes pasiing over large and Wide d Is* 
tricUwiihonl leaving any trace of iis Passage. Oh (he ISlh 
of October, the first symptoms of the disease were perceived 
at S^lyaa, in Transc an casus, but it was less virulent than 
in other countries, During the summer of 1846 it appeared 
also at Tiflis, but the attacks ihere were fewer than else- 
where ; for, Dol withstanding Ihe great heal, Ihe number of 
persons attacked did not exoeed six, and ibfilcMhr only 
one adiv, out of a population of 60,000 donln. In aU^ be- 
tween May 30 and June 12, there were 164 cases and 67 
deaths ; that i',a little more than one ifeaih'for every 1,000 
inhabitants. In Tiflis, the disease carried olT^one bat those 
belonging to the lower classes, which may be attributed lo 
IJieir irregular manner of living, and the little precaution 
ihey took to guard against it. Although thisyear there have 
been saverni cases of cholera at Tiflis, the inbabitsnts have 
not been stiurk with llie panic whloh in 1330 made them 
abandon Ibeir homes ; but they remained, relying upon the 
measures taken (o stop the disease by (he authoiilMi, In 
Ihe CaucaiuSj—the theatre of war, Ihe rerrtedies and pre- 
cautions have been so efl^eclual, that at the end ef July, tha 
bulletins contained no new cases. NeTertheIets,sem<'*yBip< 
tdms had appeared in Ihe lines of the Karngechi and the 
advanced posts of Ischepsehenii. On the right flank of the 
line of the Caucasus, and ihe eastern coait of the Black Sea, 
rot the slightest iiitlication ef the disease had been dis- 
covered. Letters from Odessa of the 22d of Aocutt, men- 
lion that the cholera bad ahnnst entirely subsided al Tiflis, 
and had lost much of its intensity at Taganror. On the 
olher hand, il had manifested itself at Hostoff, Marjanopolis, 
and other towns of Southern Ruasia. At Hottoff', in less 
(ban three weeks, it had swept olT 2,000' persons 'iiut of a 
population of about 8,000. The invasion ol the malkily had 
oMsed so great a terror, that all communication fietweeu 
RostofT and Odessa was interrupted, the tN^tmnsl^rs along 
the road having abandoned their eitabliibminia,— Xondun

for details. The same want of space also predo^ our 
givisg anything like a condensnl view of- thw'i tolling 
leatures of the system which itas at length heeiradMted, 
either from the Reports before \\s, or the diferent omhors 
from whom the Superintendent so copioualj ^oiea ; 
and we do so with less hesitation, a^, forlitaatatjib tbe 
former has, very judiciously, been extengwetyctlMdaleJ 
in every partof Ihe Province. All that we can. ai present 
promise Is a few unconnected extracts from the fofmer 
— mure in justice to the writer, than with any idea of 
criticising or elucidating the merits of the queMM^'^hai 
we may thereby be aSordeil greater scope Air the humble 
efforts which we intend lo make, towards counteracting 
a few illiberal prejudices, and answering some uiin»«>n- 
able objectiona which have been raided against various 
|iarts of the now promising foundation of our great 
educational edific-e, — whether arising, on the one Tiand, 
from a sweeping />o/ifica/ distrust of the principal work- 
man employed, or, on the other, from baseless iMtibnal 
prejudice Bgainst a few of the most useful materials, 
because, forsooth, Ihcy happen to be o( foreign origin, 
Il is unfortunale fur ihc. Reverend end ceruinly 
talented author of the two Repoits referred to, that he 
has long occupied no inconsiderable space, as a public 
writer, in the arena of political, sectarian, and e^-en 
educational contruversy ; hut, however that may ba\-e 
been, he having been at length letectetl M Alt ft moel 
important experimental public office, aiming aifte fur- 
therance of a transceniianily great anS goyi^ pljjei;t,'and 
t[ic appointment being in every respect in %«fipt«g.wiTh 
ihe character of his sacred callings as a prHwdierDf ibe 
OoBfiel, it behoved e*en hlshittl^reBt op tittWetifB^ju, sus- 
pend their warfare for a season, and giye liTiri a fair tfial, 
before they made any further attempi to cosdeau^either 
him or his labours. But, far from such having be«n ihe 
case, every casna! opportunity seems to hava''Been 
eagerly seized upon to lower his fianding in public esti- 
mation, as well as to detract from the value or merit of 
his undeniaUy zealous exertions in behalf of tb«' im- 
portant matters committed lo his investigation. No- 
thing daunted, however, the Reverend Gentlf'^nan 
appears lo have held on " the even (enoc irf* his 
way'' unmoved, or, at most, to have been cwMent 
with an oecawonal ejaculation of — " Strike, birt^ear 
me," until he had an opportunity' of, iu sonifi' de- 
gree, defending himself, on subuiitiini; uitrewrmliy to 
Ihe government and the people, the result of'liis 
unwearied invesiigaiions in various etnthlHeS,' ,yt"'his 
Krport on a System of Public Erementary [.Inf^pic- 
tion — a document, from the })etusal of which, whatever 
may be its peculiarities, tve have deriwd gFeftt tatisfac- 
lion, and from which, we concfive, no nnprejam^ 
man can rise, without acknowledging himself mdieirftlly 
inttnioied and better informed on the inteiPetttMg and 
important lubjecl therein discossed ; but which mate of 
the reverend writer's opponents seem to have cnmld^Wd 
so Dieritless and objectionable, that they deerAed it '<heir 
dutf to condemn il '^at one fblt swoop," without, ettpa- 
rently, tthlngthetroabte ofgfving its perusal.

The worman, who had preriouiily suf- 
fered from the epidemic of 1833, was atiacked on her way 
ffom Crewe to Manchesler, and had been labouring under 
eholera for eight hours. 1 found her cold, blue, purging and

clean ton^e, and feeble pulse.. She hiid taken laree doses 
of morphia, which were immedinlly rejected ; but Ihe first 
dote of the almve medicine checked the vomiting, and she 
wu welt in a few hours.

The proceedliig, 
taken as a whole, is remarkably ptiertle, and is a 
beautiful 'exempli Ileal ion of what is termed in common 
parlance, " reckoning without the boat" tt was a 
shot fired at — nothing; and would have beenahaonlei* 
shedding of ink and waale of paper, did not ^he memo- 
rial contain several misrepreeen tat ions tytiich it is 
proper should be at least corrected.

tlemen testifying that they considered it not only « pos- 
sible, but highly probable." 

The difference of opinions thtis expressed had a de- 
cided reference to the value of the operation in the par- 
ticular cQse which railed them forth; but attlievame 
time this very difference of opinion has nlwaye, ainiro 
ibat occasion, been deemed by me of cuHicieBt impor- 
tance to warrant an inquiry into tbe general quesiinn of

Btmction of life. Modern surgo^ views these cases as. 
exceptions to the rule, and >Bst«td.<^ taxing the recu- 
perative, powers of the syetem ,19 repair in many in- 
stances an additional injury, calls tJi^m to her aid in the 
first instance, and frequently succeeds in obviating the 
necessity of a direct operative inlerferenre. Time was, 
when the skuU was unceremoniously perforated, lo pre- 
vent inflammatory action after injury of llie head, 'fhe 
time lias come to know, that the prul>al>ilities of inflam- 
matory action ore thereby consiUerahly incrtoKd. Time 
was, when every depresition of itic bony pbie required 
immediate tUvation. The time has come, and lias di;. 
monstrated, that such an occurrence id not aUyaya in- 
compatible with the due performance of every cerebral 
/uncfi'on, reprobating a too meddlesome practice. Time 
W08, when compresaon from suppo^d extravosatiou 
was treated by an instant recourse to the trephine. .1q- 
stancesare not wanting demonstrative of Ihs fact, that 
by the adoption of proper constitutional treatment, auch 
accumulations have been apparently absorl>ed. In fine, 
instances of the operation are now as rare, ^i they for.

The chnivteT of the disease, as wilnesMd at the 
Quarantine Hospitals, ilid not differ essentially from that 
so often and so well described in this country, as well as 
in Europe.

A greater 
rtumber of deaths took place from relapse after fever 
and from dysenietr, than from fever itself; in both in- 
stances induced by errore of diet, which (he greatest 
watchfulness could not prevent ; or from sudden atmos- 
pheric changes, to which the convalescents were ex- 
posed in hospitals built of boards, and constructed with 
a view to free ventilation. The treatment was neces- 
sarily modified in different cases, according to the pre- 
dominance of diaeased action in the different organs, 
whether in the brain, c/ttst, or abdomen. 

General bleeding was rarely employed, as few cases 
were seen in the very outset, when this remedy, if 
used St all, is alone justifiable. I fully concur with 
Dr. S. Smith in the opinion, that " it ia in vain to hope 
to terminate fever by a stroke of art ; that when once 
the disease is set up, i'. aJdvanceii with a step as steady 
as time, and, like time, it never retraces a, step." 
Many of the medical gentlemen in charge of the Hoe- 
pitsls at Grosse Isle last seasoai had great faith in emetics 
in arresting the didease, but all sooaer or later gave up 
th^ir UM, from a conviction of their utter ineffioacy. 
Cleanlineas, quietness, cool drinks, gentle aperieats of 
calpmel and rhubsrh, or senna and salts, so as to pro- 
duce two or three elods in the twenty-four hours, with 
three half pints of ^el or arrowroot per diem for diet, 
were (be chief means reaorted to during the progress of 
the fever. If head symptoms showed themselves, the 
daucAt was used, and a single fold of linen cloth wM 
with cold water was kept applied to the shaved scalp. 
If there atiW existed great restlessness and insomnia uol- 
withstanding these applications, recourse was had to 
hyoaciamns, as long experience has taught roe, that de- 
i^m,-eema> and death, often ensue, where attention to 
t^.^ important point of obtaining sleep Is neglected. 
§tiiaHlanta were rarely employed in the early stage of 
t^i^^iseq^ ;, towards the close, and when the struggle 
ca^Cf brandy and wine were freely used, and when 
l})^, failed to rouse the sinking powers, graat benefit 
w>s,pr(«;n derived from the ad mini strati on of large doeea 
of gum-pamphor} doses of 20 to 30 grains three times 
in the twenty-four hours were given, in substance re- 
duced to a powder by means of a drop or two of spiriw 
of wine. I have witnessed the roost astonishing efleda 
from the use of this drug, in cases where there wm 
almost trXal insenability, a thread-like pulse, and com* 
plete loss of muscular power, as evinced by the sliding 
down in the bed. In su<^ cases re-acitjon has been 
brought on, and the flagging powers recalled by it, even 
, when wine and bnndy by the btlf jmt had failed lo

In the abdominal affection, vHi«re thercvwaa much 
purjini, starch enemaia with loudanutri were adtninin- 
tered, and a rag wet with turpentine waa applied exter- 
BaJly. Tlua fonn of the diaeaje was tlwayi the moat 
tronbleaome and nnmaMaseable, freqiientljr baffling all 
the curative meana employed. ^vm,the. mntral aciot 
combined with opium, chalk with and without opinm, 
dnd the whole rjiulogue of astringenta, were tried by the 
young medical men, fresh from the Buhools, and having 
mat faith in drug*. ( did not fUtd one who aras not 
dilated aooiier or later with bia pet remedy. 

The diae-aae ia both ccntagiona.and infecliotia. In 
pioof of which I need onljr reftr tp ih* Table (2) ap- 
pended to this, to ahow hoiv unerringly it was contracted 
by thbie whose duties brooglrt thetn !n contact with the 
ttick in fao^itais or ships. On l}ie other hand, solitary 
cases placed, by themselves, where alrict attention v/a» 
|Aid to cleanliDeaa and veatiJaiJon, frequent change of 
the clothes of the peraon and bed, and ihe immediate 
removal of all tjtcta, appeared to be incapable of gene- 
rating febrile 'miasm in soffictent qoiintity to commune 
cate the diaeaas. I only knew ot one person ao con- 
tacting fever lasl year in this ciiy among people in easy 
circumslaqcea. Those who have once had an attack 
(with a few exceptions) appear to possess a certain im- 
mnnity- for years after. I au&red in my ot\n peraon 
from aiaev«re attack, with petechial eruption, delirium, 
wd-Mbct bad xfWfMa», in 1^6, and, thpu^ exposed 
every season since) have hitherto ewaped a second 
attack. When exposed to concentrated miasm in the 
holds of aickly shipa, or when the hofpilals are ■iiieb 
rnwded, and tha weather calm and suhry, I eufferfrom 
darvBgement of the bowela, lassitude, and nausea. 
\_, With respect to the morbid appearances after death, 
1 reBret that the want of room, time, and other diBcut-

feding between the inhabitants of the two rival Pro^ 
'vintftS'^yrtte intfocJuciion of a great educational systetu 
that would be likely to prove acceptable and practicable 
!in bo|^.' Short, however, was the gleam of hrae 
Iherebjf inspired ; for, unfortunately, the working ofa 
fiial p$r,t o> the details of this important measure \ns 
madc^ jlepwdanl on the successful introduction of that 
grand sle^ ixinards self-government — District Mvniei- 
pal Couna'U ; and so impatient was the noUeman (hen 
at the head of the government to cany through (he- 
tatter favourite object, withoutreflecting how far it would 
prove acceptable to the people of both Provinces, or 
otherwise, that the Education Bill was unreflectinglf 
pushed through Pniiiamenlin connexion with it,wit^.-:- 
-ftut giving time for considering the latter so rastirrelT and 
deliberately, per st, as to atlord a fair chance of pro< 
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ilncing a R^lemaiic arrangement of so well digested 
character an to be likely to require little or no ameo 
ment for at least a few years to come. The unfonunatc 
cowsequenee was, ^at the Education Bill, iDslead of 
undergoing that patient and dispassionate conai deration 
in all its delaile, by both houses, which a milter of such 
vaat, «uch paramount, importance to the weUsre and 
interests of the people demanded, was no sooner carried 
through the House of Assembly, than it was thrust upon 
the Legislative Council on the eve of a prorogation, to 
be either unbeaiialingly acquicMed in hy them, " with 
all its imperfections on ita head," ur to hare ihc r-ountry 
left without any provision for education at all. In thi^ 
embarrassing dilemma, ihe latier course was deemed 
the moet advisable ; and the bill wta accordingly passed, 
nlihODgh some members had never Men or read it, and 
who, ilierefore, in giving their reluctant tnaent to the 
mcaauie, in tie sole hope of Us proving at leait better 
tAtai none, protested against such hreathktss litsle in 
legi«lating upon a quetiion pregnant n'tiU Bucb eventful 
cssults to Ihe people of both Provinee*.

tion existed. The toisl population of that Proviaoe 
waa esiimatcd u 600,000, out of which one-fifih were 
wilhoat the means of education ; and this young popo- 
Ution was growing up to the exercise of iniportaat 
duties totally ignorant of the nature of those dulie*. 
He would not join in Ihe censiu^ which had been so 
abundantly dealt on the Leginlature. The truth wa^ 
that there had been a great deal of legielaiiug oo the 
sulijict, pxtviiiliiig back to. the 41»t of (ieorfce III.,

The sickness and mortality ware almost entirely ftoia 
feveiv (typhus fever, and that variety of it called ship, 
fever,) and dysentery, and in some of the ships saili^ 
f>om ports in Ireland, or firom Liverpool, with Irish 
emigrants, we may reasonably suppose that some of the 
passengers might embark infected with typhus, and 
this would, in a woek or so, develope itself and after- 
wards spread among tho passengers. Dysentery arises 
sometimes from improper and imperfectly.cooked food, 
and, in certain circumstances, it, also, ii occasionally 
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fnfictlooB, 10 thftt it would, perhaps, spread in the suns 
'y^j M the fever. 

1^0 spreading of these (tiseases would have been 
Mishijwsi if it bad not been aided hj want of meiUcal 
td^iee ' ' •M orer crowded state of the ship — an absence 
«f due cleaDtiitets — want of exercise on deck — aod of 
proper cooking of the food. 

But, on the other hand, in man; oflhe ships, there is 
no reason lo suppose that tjrphus, or its infection, or

THS FASSEfOGitS' ACT. 

The Acts of the Imperial Parliament by wnlcb emi- 
gration (o North America ia regulated, are the Pas- 
ttngtn* Jlct, which was passed on the I2th August 
1812, and the intended Passengers' Act, which was 
pAsed on the 22d July 1847. Of the former Act— 

Section 2. Exempts passenger-ships to North Ame' 
lica from having to carry a surgeon. It prohibits a ship

Much disease is produced on 
board ship, by the tAo frequent washing of the low«r 
deck ; too much water also is generally nsed, and lb* 
conseqnence is, that a deck has hardly time lo Arj -till 
it is washed again. " "' 

Tbe bad results of this system are well known ; catkJrfa, 
rheumatism, and other complaints are mdnced in Jhe cbW 
of robust seamen, and still more readily in the inMilhteW 
women and children, nnd this Ihr two reaaoiis, InlnK'W 
account of their weakness, and from tbeir btin^iMoi^W 
the damp atmosphere.

Thus ftr the gided Armstrong, than whom a more 
judicious and accurate observer never entered a sick 
room, and I sm aure, that many of my senior brethren 
will bear ta^mony to the correctness of bis judgment 
from oases in their own practice.

'wondecfi^ ki- pnOice. Calomel and Scammooy, in 
Iaigfl'.andT»f«BMfl doses, had done their worst, and the 
tiBte^suUaioiBMtion of a little opium, with a soothing 
£ett< aafficad to remedy the evil they bad produced. 

Still, I repent, that^we must be extremely caatiotie in 
exhibiting this powerful drug to cbildrmi, as its miserS' 
Ue, and too frequently fatal effects, in " nurten/ prac 
tie*" flufficiently testify. We should, in (act, ahraya 
bear in mind the excdlent sentence of Wedel—** Sacra 
vita anchors est opium, bene, et circum^ecte agentlbus ; 
«ymba antem Cbaranis in manu imperitj, et seu gladfum 
In mum fuiiow.*' But to ntuni froffl dui long dipMrion, 
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Iltvipg given my opinion, anJ the result of my expe- 
rieii«^ in the ueatmeot of dieeases originaling in a de^ 
pravod conditioD of ihe lymphalic Bjstem, I beg again 
to QW^t my readers against misconception. I do m 
cooiider digilaliS) or any oiher drug, to be posseseed of 
positive! J Rpeclfic efficacy — nor that Ihe individual ^vho 
knowa how to graduate its dose and regulate its powem, 
■I fumiahcd with all the knowledge that is demanded ir 
Ibe eases referred to. Science is, after all, but the hand. 
maid to experience; and it is only by seeing disease at 
Uie bedside, in all its multiplied varieties of types and 
syiDptoins, that the confidence and Bkill can be obiained, 
which enables the practical physician to prescribe hii 
reiDedies with aomething like an aasilrance of a curative 
result. I merely assert, then, thit, in my hands, the digl 
talis purpurea has been of (he most essential service 
towards mtterially aiding the remedial management of 
those WSstips diaocdera which arise from a faulty assimi- 
lation, and are proceeding to a formidable and fatal issue.

and we now offer an analysis of several olber communic 
tions on liia lame lubjeet, nhich have since l>een made, 
presented, by members of the Parisian Academy. 

The first of these communications contains the resulls of 
•xpciimeDts performed an animals by M.M. Girardin and 
Veni«r, (ConiptH Rendu*, Deeember 27lb, 1S17, p. 964.) 
In (me of theie experiments, pieces ot aponge cmiBliiinji 
■bout 16 grammes of chlorofbrm were placed in the nostrils of 
a horse, in sncb a manner as to allow free access of ' 
during respiiatioQ. In two minates the nnimal tottered 
his legs, but retained sensation, and shortly recovered, 
fresh quantity of Chlorofonn, amounting abo to about 15 
gramme*, was then employed, and insensibility was thereby 
eventually induced, but not until after ssveolaea mintites.

In an hour afterwards otbeiSO Mmnea 
of ethat was introduced into the jagultr veinofiUt* sane 
horse. The preceding phenomena recnried with greater 
rapidity than before, and the insenailMlity was cem^tk, aad 
lasted fbr ten minute*. During the wbola of this time ihe 
arterial blood underwent no apparent change. In another 
horse five grammes of chloroform were introdoeed into the 
jugular rein ': in lifleen minutes the animal appeared intoxi- 
cated, and atagetred, baviog a vacant luob, and the puplts 
consideiaUy dilal«d. This condition lasted fbr about k 
minute, when the animal recovered. In a quarter oF an 
hour afterwards ten (grammes of chloroform were introduced 
into the Jugular of the same bone.

They deduoa also ftrm Ih* three 
last experiments, that ether and chloroform prvdaoe Nw •■»« 
effects on the system when injected Info the eittnlatory 
syalem as when respited in the form of vapour; a much less 
quantity being required in the farmer toan in Uie latter 
cases. When the fluids are introduced into the bl^Nid d)a 
respiratory function is uninterfered (yitli,neveTthelesiiiuen- 
sibility is maniEested in the san« manner «a da^Jiy ^nbaU- 
(ion, and the arterial blood undaKoes no pemaplibla 
alteration. In the opinion ol M.M. Girardin and Vaniar, 
ether and chloroform, therefore, exert aapseial nad'diraet 
action upon the organs of sensation, and do not aetsfter the 
manner of irrespirable gases. If asphyxia ever rvpetweata, 
it is only in consequence of deranged nervous action. Cases 
in which a dark colour of the arterial blood has been ob- 
ierved are evidently those in which tbe inhalation bv ^"n 
:unlinued after tbe production of insensibilitv, and in which 
asphyxia has been induced by aa excess td tba a£(W' em- 
ployed, or by a want of proper respirabla air. 

Several other obaetven, as wall M M.M. Gisaidin and 
Verrier, having doubted the correclneet of M. Amnsaal/f 
opinion, that the arterial blood undergoe* any aMaMtlon m 
colour durins the ttihalation of the vapours of ethtr and of 
chloroform, M. Amossat hai given an account oftteprocesa 
which he adopt* iu hi* experiments. Previous to inbalatioo 
be exposes the blood-vessel* and nerves at the npper part ol 
the thigh, notices the difference in colour between tne arterial 
and venus blood, as perceived thronrh tbe walls of the 
vessels, and examine* tbe colont of the ailerial Hood by 

lening a small arterial branch near the kneot which Be 

en closes by torsion. During inhalation be stales that a 
gradual change in hue of arterial blood, as seen through the 
coats ef tbe arteries to that of tbe venous blood, may be 
ibferved ; and when inhalation is carried so fat that irtita- 
lation of the nerve* i* foHewedb^ no muscular eoattaationa. 
the eolonr of the arteries and veins is exactly tbe aame, and 
blood procured from the former has the same dark appear- 
ance as that procured from the latter. On suspending tba 
inhalation, the arteries speedily resume their cnarseterislie 
and distinctive appearance. Large animals, such ai dog>, 
hould be employed in this experiment ; not frogs, pigeons, 
ir rabliils, whose blood-vestels are too small for the purpose.

become Hzid, and her brealhine a tittle quickened, but not sler. 
loroua. Witness had one haudon her pulso, which wa* natDral 
until the muscle bcoBiDC rigid ; it then became somewhat weaker, 
not altered in frequency. Told his aeaislant, Mr. Lloyd, to be^n 
the operation, which ho did, and removed the nail. When [he 
•ami-circular incision was made, she gave a struggle or jerk, 
nhieh witneis thought was ironi the chTorofarm nut having taken 
•nfficient effiiel. Wllneaa did not apply any more. The eyes 
were closed at gnt ; witneea opened them, end tboy remained so. 
Her mouth was open, and the lips and fice were blani-hcd. When 
witneea opened the eyes they aere congealed. Ho called for 
water when be observed her face to be blanciied, and gave her a 
mouthful ; be also dashed •omo in her face. It had no cSect, He 
then gave her soma brandy, a little of which she awallowed with 
difBonlty. He laid her on the Soor, and atiempted lo bleed her in 
the Bfm and Jugular, but only obtained about a spuonful of blood. 
Sie was dead, he believed, at the lime Ik attempted lo bleed her. 

. Tha last time ho fell her pulse was immediately before the face 
beooms blanched, and when lie ubeci'ved the jeik. The lime that 
elapicd from the first inhalation of the chlorororm to her death 
cauU sol bt more than three tninutti. Wilnesa procured the 
chkiroform from Uaglieh and Iwnay, of Neweaille. He had used 
ohloroform from the same place before with good cFTecl and no ill 
conaequenoes^ He did not applr more than a drachm to the 
docooaed — probably less. One of bis patients required upwards 
bf half an ounce, at four timei, before slie became insensible, and 
aba oompletely recovered afterwards. He had used it to a woman 
who was vary drunk, and would not lie still without ii. She had 
dii located and fractured hetankle. Two tea-spoon fu Is were given, 
and it had the proper cffucl. His niaistant, Mr. Uoyd, was a 
duly qDaUGed praobliuner, and had been in the habit of using 
cbtoroform. 

Mr. William Uoyd, Surgeon, expressed his cnncurrence in wh«t 
Dr. Heggiaon had stated. 

The inquiry was now adjoDmed, that a pust-mortem examine. 
lien might be made by Sir John Fife and Dr. Glover, of New. 

OnThuraday, at half.pasl one o'clock, the inquest was resumed. 
I Bsfsre the arrival of (he medical witneasos, the Coroner Haled that 
be.would read a passage frum (be Mtdieal Gazette of December 
3, 1847, bom which the jury would leurn that chloroform was a 
substance in general uiu among medical men, and that Dr. 
Oleter, wsi a peculiarly appropriate wttneas to be callad before 
them in an inqui'y like the present. Mr. Favell proceeded to 
Mad part of an cdilorial article alluding lo the prevalent una of 
Ohhirofoim Tapour in surgery and midwifory. and iU apoarshl 
posBOSBioa of all " those ndvai'lages over ether vapour whicn had 
besn announoed by Dr. Simpson." 

" While, however," said the Medical Qazitte, ■' ibeae (aelV 
appear to promise safety in the use of chloroform vapour, llii 
perinenls of Dr. Gkiver on animals tend to show that this a^nt 
11 not lo bo regarded as innoxious. He found that it had a tcadetrcy 
to cann congestion of iho longs. His eiperimcnls were not per- 
formed with the vapour ; snd the mode of introduction into Iho syt- 
tem by (he lunge may considerably modifv the efTocIs." 

In the aaroe number of the Gazette (Mr. Favell continued to 
say), there was a letter from Dr. Glover, dated '■ Neweaatia, No' 
ai." Thai genllcman observed that Professor Simpson, lo whoi 
betfmged " iha sole metil of having propoped chloroform esa snl 
stilulB for elher in surgical oporalions," • spoke, " as if no or 
had an idea of the physiolojfieal properties of this aubWanco befo' 
hie time ;" but in October, 1843, there wns published, in Iho Erli. 
6argh Medieai Journal, a paper of his (Dr. Glover's), on brnmii 
and lis oompounds, and the analogies eTistrng between the physi

The chapter detailed an extcnove series of oiperimeDts with 
bese bodies, and especially with chlorolorm, performed upoa aoi- 
nala, and, among other general concluaons, alated the fallowing: 

" 'llio eclinn on the spinal cord is very difibrent from that of 
itryohnia, lo which my friend Dr Cogswell compared it In Ibe 
:a«e of idiifnrm. Slrjchnia destroys the influence of the Drill over 
he Tnu<«:lc>, but appears to excite the spinal cord, ahich Inti it* 
leniibUitp under the oelinn of Ihif elaes of poimai." 

Having UiUB referred to his paper of 1843, Dr. Glover closed his 
ettcr to the Medical Oaxette m Ihese words : — 

'■ When the application of ether and of chloric ether to uiK^ 
thelic purposes became known, I remarked lo several of my 
friends that without doubt all the class of bodies on which I had 
irmcrly eiperimenlcd would p oi s cM similar properties, but- sras 
el erred, fnm the fear of thnr formidable power of coogealing the 
ingB. from giving them in praotice.

Those (observed Sir John) wero the facts reteaied by the ei- 
ainlnation ; ho now came to njalter of opinion — and he gavo it ai 
tlM gnited opinion of hinisalf and his friend Dr. Gloycr.

It 
was neoeaaary that tlie eoroncr and Jury should lie reminded of 
Ibis fact. Pemos would die soinetimis from the shock of an 
•peiation, and no appearanDeB might present Ibcmselvas to account 
for aneh resuHs; and the same Busoeptibilily which led lo a ca- 
'tMtl^ibe ot (bia kind, woidd be likely tu prodaoe the same iaeae 
IVoni llM use of ohioroform. He should oertaioly nM use obloro- 
form in all easet; he hod refused to use it that day in a trifling 



eaaa. Ho ahould think it undesirable to use in triSIng eoMs, 
where the pain was neither severe nor protracted. Inotinroaaes, 
however, bo would not only resort to it, but if the qusntily used 
by Dr. Mezglson failed to produce insensibility, he would double 
it without hesitation. Within the last two monllia he bad per- 
formed nlmosl Ihe whole of Ihe more furmidshle oponttlons of sur- 
gery in connection with chloroform, and wiilioilt any bad con- 
sequences.

Sir John Fife-— Gorged with blood. The eye n congested 
when It is said to bo •* blood-ahol." Sonwlimes the eongesliun 
is so oxireme as to burst the smaller Tcins. 

Robert Mortimer Glover, M.D., exaipined by Mr. Favell, de- 
posed that lie was a lecturer on Materia Medica, and formerly on 
Medical Jurisprudence, In the Newcaslle School of Mciticiaa and 
Surgery. He concurred In Ihe report read by Sir John Fife. The 
aflei-Ircalmcnt of Dr. Met^ison for the recovery of the deceased 
was very proper i it was m accordance with the practice rccnm. 
mundcd by tile highest authorilicf. He pliould think that chloru. 
ftirm miqht bo used, perhapB, willi greater safety in the larger 
opcrBtion!>, when there was muel) loss of bluod, thaa in the smaller 
ones. He had exomincd the chloroform used by Dr. Meggiaon, 
and fotmd it pure ; the hotllo bore the name ol one of the most 
respectable manufacturers in London. He should nol think chlo- 
roform safer than ether. He found from a leelarn lately delivered 
by Frofoisur Brande, that thai gentleman was of the Same opin- 
ion as himself. He (Dr. Glaverj had ihouEhl IVom Iho Bt*. that 
the use of chloroform was attended with Janger, There was a 
case recorded in the Mrdical Oaxetle of Friday. January 38, in 
which the use of chloroform had been accompanied by fomiidablB 
symptoms. In the case mentioned by Sir John Rfe, of Me re- 
moval of a lomour, the loss of blood might render th« eepiooa 
application ol chloroform less dangerous. Afterlheuseof itmade 
by Dr. SimiHnn. and so generally afterwardi by medical ptaoli- 
tioners, Dr. Mvgglson, or any other gonlleman, wa* perfbetly 
jiistlflablo in adopting chloroform. On reading Dr. Eimpson'B 
publication on the suhjecl, ho (Dr. Glover) hsd wriltcn tobim to 
my thai chloroform was not, in his opinion, so harmless an agent 
as the professor supposed. From Ihe very fact that it was more 
inwcrful than clher, he ahould infer Ihat it was more dang«rous. 
It nss in general use, however, alt over the kingdom, and also in 
Franco ; and Dr. Megeison, in aaing it m Ihe present cose, had 
observed proper precautions — such as feeling the pulse, &,a. 

Sir John Fife said, In reference to what had fiillen from Dr. 
Glover, that in one of the hospitala In London obloro{iirm had bean 
used in the case of an infant ten months old. where tbM< was no 
loss of blood, and yel no ill consequenoes had folkiwed. It was a 
case in which a needle was passed through a eongenilal tuoioar. 

Dr. Moggison (who was present at the pait-morltm eiulnina- 
tion) expressed his concurrence in the report made by Sir John 
Fife and Dr. Glover. 

The coroner addrosaod the jury, obsorving that thia was tf case 
of BO much imparlance to the public and the piuftssion, lllat ho 
had firlt called upon to step out of the ordinary course of pttiDoed- 
ln|;, and go beyond the bare requiiemsnia of the law. Raving 
brieSy staled the law and the facts, Mr. Favell remarked that the 
jury had enjoyed ihe advantage of hearing both Sir Jubn PKa and 
Or. Glover on the caae before them, and would have little diffi- 
enlly in coming lo a right verdict. 

Tlic jnry retired to another room, and were absent a *Qrt time. 
On their return, Ihe Foreman iMr. John M'Ewon) said, they were 
nnanimoQsly of opinion that Hannah Greener died fram eirngti- 
tian nf ihe tangi. produced by chloroform, and Ibal ne blame 
eould be altachfd la Dr, Mrsgisaa or hit aitiitanl,

the child speaks in to low a tone that it is almost impossible to ap- 
preciate any alteratiou of the voice. Under such circunutancea, 
the most carsful obsBrvalion ia needed to avoid error. The loss 
of voice should of itself dircet altcnliou to Ihe state of the loryiui 
the cry ahould be listened to attentively ; preoeore should be made 
on the larynx, lo aecerlBln whether much tenderness exists, and 
examination of tho fuuccs sliould never be neglected. 

But liltie leac obscure, and of much mure frequent occarrenee, 
are those inatancea in which tho laryngeal affection attends Iba 
process of dcaquiuiallon.

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MEDICAL FEE3 AT CORONER'S INQUESTS. 
A Bill was introduced with thia object in view, at 
the Parliamentary aesaion just ended, by the Hon. J. 
H. Cameron, nnd we ere pleased to obeerre that a unea- 
sure haa been at last proposed, to compensate mecflcal 
men for their services on such occasions, no adeqnals 
proviaion having been heretorore made for them in Vpf^ 
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C}#>fU- Having carerully peniaed the Bill, we coniider 
it faulty ia several panicutars, and in the matter of fees 
ecpeciallj eo. By the Bill, the CoTooar ia empowered 
to 'sumtaon any medical witness whom he pleases, and 
the medical witness ia bound to obey the order, or pay 

a penally of , unless " he can ahow good and 

sufficient reason for not having obeyed it." To this 
compulsory power on the part of the Coroner we 
no good ground for objecting, were the witnesB afkrwarcls 
(o1>e remunerated according to a proper scale ; but ibia, 
we think disproportionate to the services rendered, and 
bearing no relation to the fine for disobedience liliely 
be impoaed, which wdl not be, we apprehcmd, lees than 
JBS, «' lo be levied by disUem and sale of the offender't 
goods." 

The third clause of the Bill, contains the scale of 
renmneration for professional servicesi which it ia pro- 
pawtah^ be £1 5b. fur an opinion without a post 
nortem examination ; £2 lOs. for an opinion and post 
mortem ^nniiDation ; and £5 for an opinion, jHuf mortem 
exatiitnation, and chemical analj'sis of the stomach and 
inteetinea if required. Now, we conceive that the fee 
for tl)e pott nortm eiF^mination should not be leas than 
£3 1^, the Buna allowed in thiseedion of the Pro- 
vince i and the fee of £5 for the chemical investigation, 
is quite diqirvpcrtionate to die service demanded. The 
detectton of poisons is one of the most delicate opera- 
tions Tyiiich the medical jurist has to perform. It re- 
quires, dexterity in manipulating, the result of praetice, 
intimate chemical knowledge, which is not to be ac- 
quit^ .fvithout study, and, above all, time, which might 
exi^ over eevenil days. These circumsUnces, svper- 
adde^.'lo which le involved in an eminent degree the 
pro(efW>"i^ chancier of the operator, demand that for 
the j)ec((>rmanee of such work, the remuneration should 
be it.Iesst ajdequatp to its nature. In Dublin, we are 
infonoQd that (lie lowest (ees obtained for each lorvioa^ 
is £12 10b. sterling, over and above the fee fix tbc^orf 
Mortffli examination, and it should certainly sot M tssj' 
here. The lawyer is remunerated for as epinkin,'!
